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PEEFACE.

fbuncled, iliid aeck^ to^^ace llie special -Tia- 

ti6airrtrn>ah and epiritnal—which moulded the Faith, 
created its cs^pansive power, aiid,giiideil its onward 
progress. The object is, in ^ort, to iloat the liark 
of LjL^u over the rapida and dL^vioua eurrents of its 
early course untih bocnTnioi^ more nr less subject to 
ordiimry tiimian inilueuces, it emerges on the great 
stream ixf time. I have, therefore, given ^ the first 
four CALirnATES in fiiE detail; I have endeavoured 
to explain tlie ascendancy of the O.vrFATAn house? 
and then, briefly elirnving how the Asba^side dynasty 
rose upon ite minst my purpoae l>eiug ended, T close 
the Ijook. Thereafter the liistory of Lsuxh spreads 
itself out into the history of the world. 

The materials for the work will he i4nderstood by 
the reader as he goes along- Tliey are purely Arabian, 
CTiristian authorities there are absolutely none to 
sjjeak nil Wo defiend eutircly upon Mahometan tra¬ 
dition ; and tliat in a form very diiferenl from wliat 
vve have been accustomed to in the life of Mahomet* 
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Tile aiibsteucc of IraditioL becomes, after the Prophkt’s • 
death, more of a geueral outline ; altogether wait¬ 
ing (excepting some of the special episodes) in that 
profuse detail \suth which the life of Mahomet ie^ 
overlaid. 

Such as it is, however, the story can lie worked 
out broadly witii consistency, and the progress of the 
Moslem arms and faith, as a whole, depicted triiili* 
fully. The great treasiuy* of tradition on ivldoh 
die historian must; draw is the Annals of Tab.uu, 
happily styled by Gibbon the Livy of the Aj'aUinn-H, 
who flourished in the thii'^ century of the Hegira. 
Unfortunately liis work has hitherto been accessible 
to me, ill its onginal fom, only as far as the 
great battle of Ciidesiya, in the fourtccntli year of 
the Hegira — ^that is, tliree years after the Prctphel'e 
death The materiala, however, so laboriously col¬ 
lected by Tabari, have been eopiously^ u.sefl by later 
writers, especklly by Idn al Arnin (d. a.u. 63(1), whose 
History has been mainly followed in these Annals, 
from the point at whieh Tabari, as at present avail- 
able, ends. I have uot neglected other aonrees, aiich 
as BklAdzoki (ard cent.) and lu.v Eilu.dOx, a ktet 
writer. Li idl essential points I believe that the 
picture which 1 have endeavoured to draw of the 
rise and spread ot the Uaith may be accepted with 
confidence.

and research. I have also freely made nse of M. 
Cacssi^' DB Pehceval' 3 admirable Eissai mr CHiiitoire 
dejf Arab& j but it unfortunately ends with the 
Caliphate of Omar. On tlie general condition of 
early Mussulman society I have found Uie echohirly 
volumes of H. voy ItRKMKft most valuable.’* 

I have followed the same system of rendering 
names as in the ‘ Life of Mahomet * (adopted mainly 
from Caussin do Perceval eaecptuig in such received 
forms as liussorah, Mecca, &t:.; namely: 
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In quoting from the Life of Mahomet,* I refer to 
the Second LkUtion in one volume, unless the Pirat 
Edition in four volumes is specified. 

I am indebted for the map wliieh illustrates the 
campaigns, to Mi\ Trt’Iawuey Saunders, whose close 
acquaintance with the geography of Syria and 
Chaldma peculiarly qualifies him to identify uiauy 
of the sites, routes, &e. 

The reader must remember that the Mussu lman

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year is a purely lunar one, being eleven ilays ehorter • 
than oarg, so that passing through the solar cycle it 
gains a year in about every thirty-three years. 

At the death of Mahomet, in the eleventh year, 
of the Hegira, Moharram (the first month of the 
Arabian year) began on the 20th of March, so that 
the correapondmg months of the European calendar 
fell at that pi^od as in the following table

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At eventide of a Bummer day in the eleventh year of the of 
Hegira^ threr^ otkief * 0>mpmioiia * of Mahomet might be seen jg 
ipsning in haste from the Great Mosque at Medina* where, 
close by in the chamber of Ayeaha, hia hivourite wife, the a.d. eaif. 
Prophet of Arabia lay dead^* They were Abu Bekr^ Onmf, 
and Abu Obeida, I will first deacribe eaeh brlellj, and theu 
explain the object of their emuid-

OxMAli, fifteen years yourtgeri difTered both in frome anrl 
temperament, Bmad’-shonldered and tall, be toweiecl above 
the crowd. Though somewhat dark in complejCiOTi, the face 
was fresh and ruddy. He whs now bald ; and bis beard was 
djed hke his fiiencVs. His stride was long, and his pmsenee 
commanding, ^ntturklly histy and passionate, he would twist 
his moustache when angry and dmwit downwards to hi? month. 
Blit thnp had mellowed temper i and, beneath an impenons 
maanei', he was bland and courteous. Their attachment to 
Mahomet had, on these two Mentis, an efleet exactly opposite. 
That which braced the soft natrirc of Abn Bekr Ecrved to 
a hate the vehemence of Omar. Both stood in a like relation 
to th& Prophet, each having given a daughter to him in 
marriage; Haphsa, Omar’s dnughterj was one of ilahomet’s 
favoniite wives; hut Ayesha, the child of Abn Eekr, was 
queen in Lis affecrions to the end. 

On these two men at this moment hung the future of 
Islam. Ihe third, who now accompitnied them, Abu Obeida, 
was between them in age. He was thin^ tall, and sinewy; bald, 
and with littk heard* SIild,nnassum]ng^and TmwQrlike,hewns 
yet defJtiEed to tak& a Icoding part in the conquest of Syria. 

It Vfas the aflemoon of the day on whichj but an hour or 
two before, IVIabomet had breathed his last. The event had 
come nneipectedlj at the end. Abn Bekr, thinking the 
Prophet better, bad ehnttly before retired to his house in the 
siibnrbs of the city. Called back in haste, he entered Ayesha^s 
chamber, and kissed the face of his departed friend, Baymg i —

opened direetly from tJie court of the mosque), put his 
Mend aside with these memorable words:—TFftosu 

Malitt^nsU W hnn knmv thai is dead 

ijtd^.ed ^ whmo worffkipptth God^ Id ftim fciitjw Ihd God 
UvEth awi dtdh sio^ He added passages from the tloraOt 
in which the Prophet had said that he would die i and Onnir;, 
hearing them as if he had never hoard them beforej was 
etpeecbles^- The multitude quieted dowmheforc fhe srolemn 
words of Abu Bekr. But just then a messenger hurried up 
with the report that the eitiiseps of ^ledinft—the Anfah, had 
assembled to choose for themselves a chief. The moment 
was criticaL The unily of the faith was at stake, A divided 
in>wer would fall to piece?, and all might be lost. The 
mautle of the PrupbeL must Ml ujion one succe&sor^ and on 
oue alone* The sovereigntj of IslaTn demanded an undivided 
Caliphate; and Ambia w'ouJd acknowledge no master but 
from amongst the Cuiei&h. The die must be cast, and at once. 
Such, no iloubt;, were the thoughts which occurred 
to Omar and Abu Bckr on receiviEg intellsgeuce of the 
elective conchive^ and so, alarmed at the danger^ they 
hastCTietl to the Erpot, accompanied by Abu Obeida, if haply 
they might nip It in the bud. On the way they met two 
friendly citfrene coming Eroin the assembly, who warned 
them of the risk they rau i but, notwithstanding, they hurried 
on. Thp mep of Medina meanwhile, gathered in one of 
their rude hiilla, were bent upon an independent course- 
^ ^e hiive sheltercfl this neat of strangers/ they cried- *It 
by our good sworda they have been able Lo plant the Faith- 
The Chief of Medina shall be from among^ onrHelvea/ And 
they had already fixed their choice on SM ibn Ohada, leader 
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of tlie Beni Eliazmj, one of ‘ the Twelve 'at * the Pledge 
Acaba,* wkOffiick of a fever, lay covered up at tbe further end 
of the halli At this murueut the three Conip&iiions entered 
but just in time, for bad the Citizens elected SM and pledged 
their troth to bim, Medina might have he«n iiTfitrievably ooril- 
promised, Omar, with hia native vehemenee, was about to 
speak, when Abu iiekr bade him to be Eiient, and anticipated 
hilt), as Omar used iu after days to say, with the BSiue argn- 
ments he himself had thought of, and even better, ‘ Every 
wortl/ said Abu Bekr, calmly and firmly, * which the Citizens 
had uttered iu their own praise was triie, but in noble birth 
and influence the Coreish were paraijionnt, and to none but 
them would Arabia yielrl obedience.’ ‘ Then,’ cried the mem 
of Medina, * let there be one chief from amongst you and one 
from amongst ua,' ‘Away with you!’ eicLiinied Onmr; 

‘ two cannot stand together’; and even BM from beneath 
his covering muttered that to divide the power would weaken 
it. High Torda ensued. Hobab, on the side of SAd, cried 
out, ‘ Hear him not I Attend to me, for 1 am the wdt- 


rubbed If they refuse, expel them from the 

city, I am the Eoanng Lion of the desert, and will devour 
them up/ ‘The Urd destroy tbec!* cried Ctoar; and 
Ilobfib returned the words. The dtoreatiuii gaining in heat 
and bitterness, Abu Bekr aaw that it must be stopped at any 
risk; so stepping forward he said: ‘ Ye see these two '—and 
he pointed to Omar and Abu Obeida—‘Choose ye now which¬ 
ever of them ye will, and salute him aa your Chiet' ‘ Hay,* 
cried both at once, ‘Thou hast already, at the Prophet’s bid¬ 
ding, led the prayers j thou art our Chief. Stretch forth 
thine Land/ He did so, and they struck their hand on hia 
in token of allegiance.^ Others began to follow their er-

is due." ^uLst they yet heaitiiled, the Beni Au^^ 
jen.loiLs of the riviil tri1>e and of Siifl its noEiiLQeej qwhe 
among themaelvea : ‘ If this miiii be cboaen^ the rule W'ill be 
for ever with the Beni Xhazmj. Let ua Biilnte Abu Befcr Rn Ato isrtr 
our Chief.^ The example once set, group lifter group od^ 
vanced to place their hand on that of Abu Eekr, till none 
waa left but SAd, who still lay covered in the comer. 
Acknowledged thoa by the men of Medina^ there could be 
no doubt of Abu Bekr^s acceptance hy the Coreibh and all ihe 
BehigeesJ Tie was one of themselves, and the Ihophet, 
by appointing him to take his phiect when laid aaide, at the 
daily prayers, had in a manner indicated him aa his \dcegerent. 

Anil so homage w*as done on all sides to Abn Bekr, lie was 
saluted us the ‘ C^altpb/ or * Su^^ssor of the Fraphet/ 

The night was ocetipied in preparing the dead for sepnl- Ktjmi ^4 
tuns.- The body was washed and laiid out, and the grave dug iVihiibrL 
in Ayeeha^s apartm ent, where J^fahomet had breathed hia lasL 
Od the morrow the citizena^ men, women, and chUtlren, 
thronged the chrtinber to look once more u|jon their Prophet^s 
face* And then tho body was reverently committed to the dnst^ 



the pulpit, and, sitting down, was saluted Caliph by accla¬ 
mation. Then he arose, and said: * 0 peof^le I Now I am 
Chief over you, albeit not the best amongst you* If I do

The advke 
ajjproved itself to Abn Betr’s forbearing upirit, SM kept 
aloof, and never appealed at court or in the mosque. When 
Omar aiieceedcd to the Caliphate, Le presented himself with 
these words, * I love thee not, 0 Omar!' and, disappearing, 
eventtmlly died in Syria. 

With Mahomet ceased the theocratic power which, as a Thamsasiia'

prophet, he had exeTdsedj but tiiE kinglj WtioD 3 | as ruler 
over ah Islam, descended to bis anooesEor. According to 
Arabian notions, such a ruler was, like the Chieftain of a i afi

tribe, the heiai and representative of the people, and gignt udv 
M s nomination was incompltts tih confirmed by their 
homage. Omar, we are told, in after tlays declared that the 
irregular election of Abn Beki* (referring appfirently to the 
scene enacted in the hall) should not be drawn into a prece¬ 
dent. It was, he said, an event the luippiest in its conae- 
qnonces for Ishim, but jnstified only by the urgency of the 
moment. What might have been the issue if any son of 
Mahomet had survived, it la usclessa to siHscnlate. But 
certainly the hereditary descent of kingly power was foreign 
to the sentiment of Ambia, Aa mattera stood, Mahomet 
seems to have ahrunk from an ticipating the contingency of 
hia death, and made no preparation for what should follow. 

But in 80 fur as we may suppose him to have felt hia illneas 
mortal and hia death impending, the nomination of Abu 
Bekr to conduct the public prayers (the acknowledged mark 
of chief or delegated authority) may be held the natural 
indication of his wish that he should aneceed.' Apart from 
the ocumter-claim of the men of Medina, there was, in point 
of foot, neither doubt nor hesitancy in the election, and the 
counter-claim died a^y almost as aeon as made. The notion

AflU Beke soon had the cpporttmitj of sbowing-that he wns 
reEolved to cany oat the commandB of Mahomet to the very 
letter. A few weekfl preTiouely an eniedition had been 
Oldened to avenge by a raid on the Syrian bonder the cUeaster 
which, three years before, had tamished the Moslein arms. 
In that reTCTse Zeid, the Pro^ihet's bosom friend, who led 
the army, was with many othera slain at Mnta; and the 
more distinctly now to mark the object of the campaign, Ms 
son Osdut^ though still a youth, was nominated bv Mahomet 
tathocoiiimaijii,atid bidden to avenge his fathers death. The 
camp was funned at Jorf, a little way on the Syrian road j 
but during the Trophet’a dckiieaa the force remained inac¬ 
tive, micertain of tho ieaue. When the fatal event took 
place, Osama broke up the camp, and carrying hack the 
banner which he had received at the hands of Mahomet, 
phiiitcd it in the court of the Great Motque, close by the 
door of Ajesha^s npartment* 

The day following his inangumtioii as Caliph, Aim Bekr 
took up the banner, and placing it m the hands of OsSma, 
in token that he was still commander, bade the army again 
assemble and encamp, as it had done before, at Jorf; and 
Eot a man was to be left behind. Obeying the command, the 
fighdng men of Medina and its neighbourhood docked again 
to the camp, and even Omar was amongst the nxnnber. 
While vet preparing to depart, the horizon darkened suddenly!

of the Pfnphet*a mort^ illnessi folloT^ed by tidings of 
his deaths hud spread like wildfire over the land. From every 
side there now came ninionTs of diflloyalty^ and of tlie resolve 
to casft the yoke of faluin off. The sense of the anrtj, and 
of Oaama himself^ was strongiy agaioi^t leaving the city thus 
defenceless! sud the Caliph eipoaed to the risk of fludden 
inroad. Omar was deputed to represent thia to Abn Bekr, 
imd also to Urge (as had been alrertdj urged to Maiioinet 
himself * J thatj if tho e^tpedition muet proceed^ uome more 
experienced general Bhould commands To the firat request 
Abu Bokr replied^ ealm and unmoved: * Were the city 
siwurmiiig round with |iackB of ravotiliig wolves, anti I left 
solitary and alonej the fonce should go; not a wonj from

place So OnuLT returned, without gaining either object, 
to the armj» 

When rI] was ready for the march, Abu Bekr repaired to 
the camp, and ajccompauicd the force a little way on foot. 
^ Be mounted,^ said Osama to him ; * or else I will dismoim t 
and wnlk by thee,* ^ Not bo/ replied Abn Btkr; * I will not 
mount; I will walk and ecU my feet, a little Tnomcntj in 
the ways of the Lord. Terily, every step in tho ways of the 
Lard is equal to the merit of maTiifold good works, and 
wipeth ont a multitude of Biu&.^ After a while he stopped, 
and teiifJ to Oisflma: * If it bo thy will, give Omar leave that 
he may return with me to the city, for strength and counsel/ 
So he gava hTm leave.’

So Abn Bekr returned with Omar to Medina. Osama 
S^fodotiH, miifi^htfd by Wadi td Com, in the direction Obna, 

and the hJgliJancb fionth of Syria, The brunt of his attack 
fed npon the Bern Codhiia, and the semi-ChriEtian tribes 
which, under the Eoman banner, had digeomfited and slain 
hid father* That disaster was now avenged in fire and blood. 
The land was ravaged far and near, and after an absence of 
two months, the nrmy returned iziden with HjKjil/ 

Meanwhile stirring events had tranapired at Medina, of 
which an account is given in the chapter following.

In after day^ Abn Ifekr nsJed to look hack iritli u jnat pride Benetlcijil 
and satiafaction to Ms de£pateh^ ag-diiuit a imivorsal reolama- 
tion, of OsaiTjids force. Public opiniDD "was not long in 
Juatifving the act and attributing thereto resnlts of esaentinJ 
bepefiti The fijTDCkness of liia attitude inspired the Bedouin 
trilies with a sense of stability in the govemnient* If the 
leaders at Medina had not. been eonRdent in tbeir Etrength 
at home they would not have sent aw'ay thi^ army; and the 
Arabs^ reasoning thus, "were restmined from muLh that they 
might otherwise have attempted* Still the portion was 
critical, and at times sufficiently alarming. 

It was indeed a thing of which the brave old Qith>h might CoiiMgy^ 
be proud* *Tho Arabs,^ so the tradition mnSi *were on 
all EidciS nsiug in rebellion, Apaatas^ and diBuftectiaii began 
to raise their heads | Ghristjans and Jews to Etrcteh out 
their necks; and the Fiuthfol were left like a flock of eheop 
without a shepherd—their Prophet gonet their mnnbera 
few, and their foes a mnltifcQde.* It was in foee of all this 
that Abn Bekr seat ofl* beyond recall his only force, Emd left 
Medina open and^ to the outward eye, dcfencclesSi 

During the lifetime of Mahomet three rivals bad already 
laid claim to the prophetie office and laised the standard of 
rebellion* In the south, insurrection had hardly been quelled ^h\i^ 
by the aasaosmation of the * Veiled Prophet ^ of Yemen, when 
tidings of the death of Mahomet made £t bnrst forth with 
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redL>iibled violence. En^lirmed in the vfery centre of Lli? pen- 
indulii, MoseiLama had detached the powerful IrM^esa around 
Yemama firom their allegiance \ and to the north-eait, nearer 
home, Toleiba, the third pretender, was now openly dan- 
gemnsly hoatile*^ From every qunrter, in tajiid nsEieecBSifflij 
eame the news of spreading disaffection* The legates of 
MuJioinet, the collectors of tithes—all, in fact, who represented 
the authority of I^jlam—fled or were eijjelled. The Faith Enl 
were maasacred^ £md some confessors suffered a cruel death* 
Mecca and Tayif ^tuvered and vacillated at the fir^ intelli¬ 
gence of the Prophet's decease; in Lhe end^ throngh the 
strong influence of the Coreish, they stood firm j but they 
were alniost alone. Here and there some few tribes, uudex 
loyal, or^ it might be, temj>ori&ing, chiefs, rniiintained 
the semblance of obedience ; but they were harilty db^ 
cernible amidst the seet hin g mass of rebellion^ Amru, 
hurrying back Jroni Omtln (whither he had been sent 
by ^Lihomet as aml^a^sador at the Farewell Pilgrimage), 
witneased the whole of Centml Arabia either in Qjycn revolt 
or ready to break away on the first denmnd of tithes, and his 
rep^>rt filled the citiKena uf Medina with diFmnj*“ In truth, 
Islam had never taken firm hold of the distant provinces i and

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a£fforJ:he Bedouins^ Mahomet had h^ms(^lf^^ ad f^eq^e^t cau^ 
to chide thfickleness. It was fear of pnTiishment^ and the 
lust of jjlTUidtTj rather than atLaehmeiit to the feitbj which 
bad hitherto held these-wild sons of the desert in bondage to 
the Pfophet* The restraints and ohligatioiis of Islam were 
irksome and diEtasteful; and now, on Maliomet^s death well 
rid of theiUi they hoped to return to their lawless life. 

As report after report came in of Iresh defection^ Ahn Eamnnd 
Eekr could but instruct his officers to hold on ’where they tl^is inm 
svats ablts with ths lojul few, hoping-to tide over the crisie 
till the return of Osamn^s foree^ For theinnnediate defence AbaEtfer. 
of Meilina he took such measures as were possible. He called 
in all that remained of the faithful tribes in the neighbour¬ 
hood» and posted pickets at the various approEicbea to the 
city. The turbulent tribes m the near desert to the cast, 
wefe the first to assume a threatening attitude^ The Beni 
Aba and D^obian massed there in Hneh numbers * that the 
land was straitened by them/ and they parteil into two bodies^ 
one at Rabadza,* the other at D^iul CaEsa, the first station 
frtjm Medina on the road to ^^ejd- The Mse prophet Toleiha 
sent hig brother with men to help tbem^ but they stiU vaoil- 
latc^l betw'eeu the claims of the pretender and Islam. At 
bust they bethought themselves of a compromise. They gent 
a deputation to Abu Bekr, offering to hold by Islam and ita 
ritual if only they were eseused the tithe. The strangera 
bearing th^ message were weleomed by the chiefs of iMedma^ 
hut by the Caliph their advances were indignantly rejected. 

He would relai not a tittle of the legal dues. If ye with¬ 
hold but tbe tether of a tithed camel,^ said Abu Bekr, 
bluntly, * I will fight with you for the same/ ^^'ith this 
refiiad they retired, and also with the intelligence that the 
city had but few defenders left. Now was the time, before 
the army came back, not only for plunder, hut to deliver a

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detiiflive lilow. Abu Eelsir, foresf^ing this, redou’hled hi^ pre^ 
llt^ itrengtJieiiied the picketa, attd se^arer them 
the chief men who hnd rcmEiiiied with him—AI j, Zobe ir, 
Tiilha, :in[I Abdallah ibn Maaiid. For the rest of the people 
he appnmted the Crreat Moaque a rendezYons* ^ Tlie land 
hjith rebel tod against ua,* he said, ^and they have tpied oqt 
Dtir nakodncBS and the weakness of out defence. Ye know 
not whether they will come upon yon by night or come upon 
jon by day, or which of you may be first attacked. Tliey 
veiily hoped that we ahould have accepted their offer, but 
we rejected it. Wherefore be v%i!ant and readyJ 

Aod fio it came to pass. They tarried hut three diiyj?^ 
when a mrpriRc was attempted from Dziil Casm. The out¬ 
posts were on the alert, ond kept the assailants at bay while 
the main guard was hniricd up from the 3fosr]qc on camels. 
The Bedouins, hardly prepared for so warm a reception, ifed 
back upon their reserves. They were pursned j but the 
camels of the Moslems, being used only to draw water for the 
fields, took fright at a stmtiigcm of the enemy, and turning, 
fled back to the Mo&que.^ There were no caaiialtieg among 
the lledina troops, but the rebels were emboldened by tho 
flight of their opponents. Abu Bekr, anticipafing a re¬ 
newed attack, called out every man capable of hearing arm^, 
and sjjent the night in marshalliughis force. Neit mormng, 
while yet dark, the Caliph himself led out the little band id 
regulnr array, with a centre and two wings.* The enemy 
were taken by sur|srise at early dawn, and ag the Eiin rose

Trere^alrcady in fuJl flight, Abu Bebr drove them with Rkugliter 
Gilt of Dz^l Caasa, and^ leaying a portion of his Httte force 
13 an ontpoat there, returned yfith the re&t to ^fedina* 

The affair wua comjwativelj small, but its effect great. 
As failure would have been diBa^troua^ perhaps fatal, to 
Islam, so victory was the turning-point in itsf favour. The 
power of the Prophet^s ffucce&sor, even W'itiiout his I^rope^ 
army^ to secure the city and beat ofFhis assadaDf-s noised 
abroad. And booti after, the quritj? of the Moslems rose as 
they saw certain chicfif appear, hringiug m the titbes. The 
tribes tliey represented, to be sure, were few in contrast 
with the apostate hordes; hnt it was an angniy of brighter 
days to come. Safwan and Zibriean, chiefs of two branches 
of tie Beni Temim, ancj Adi eon of Hatim from a loyal 
branch of the Beni Tny, were the first to present their ]egnl 
ofltriTigs to the Caliph, Elach was uBhored into his presence 
as on ambaseador. said Abn Bekri ^thev are more 

than that } they are Messengers of glad tidings, true men, 
and defenders of the fhith.^ And the people answered, 

* Even go; now' the gocni things that thou didst promise are 
apj^earingd 

Tradition delighta to ascribe with pious gratitude the 
preservation of Icflam to the aged Caliph^s faith and fortitude. 

* On the death of ^Lihomet,’ we arfi told, * it wanted but 
little, and the fiiithful had ntterly perished. But the Lord 
RtreiigthpTied the heart of Abu Bekr, and fitabli^hed ns 
thereby fu the resolve to give pLice, no not for one moment, 
to the apostates; and to say but these three worths— 

Exile^ or the Swfil'dJ It was the simple faith in 
^fahomet of Abu Bekr which fitted him for the task, anil 
made him eany ont the law of hin Master to the Vfuy letter* 
But for him, Iglarn would have melted away in compromise 
with the Bedouin tribes, or might have perished in the 
throes of its birth* 
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CHAFTER IV* 

RJETTB^f OF QSaWl, F^PEDlTlONS FOBl^rED AGAINST TDE 
APOETATE TE1BE3 TTOOCGllODT ARASIA.

OsAiiA at Ifist apjneared, aiid Meclinaj for two months left 
unprotected! was relieved fTom further danger. The army 
Tutumed kdcn with booty. The royal Fifth wns delivered to 
the Caliph, and by him dnitribiited among the people.^ 

Abu Bekr lost no time in now foUowing np the advimtage 
he bad gaint^d over the Beni Ab& and Tlaobian. Driven 
buck from Iknl Cassaj they had retired to Rabadza^ and 
vented their anger in decoying by cmel deaths the faithful 
followers of the P^^:^phet still left amongst them. Deeply 
moved at the fate of these confes&ors, Abu Elefcr took a 
soleimi oath tlmt ‘ he would by the like deaths destroy as 
many of them e & they had eJain, or even more.^ 

Putting Os^ti in nommrrnd of the eitji and leading the 
army there for a little while to reemit, Aba Bekrtook the 
remruning force and nnirehed again towards Rahodza. The 
chief men expostulated wiih him on going forth to fight in 
jierson. If a conunaitder were killed in action, hi& phiee 
could easily be filled ; bnt if the Caliph fellj their hejisl 
and mler would be gone. ^Nay/ repliod Abu Bekr-, ‘hot 
I will go forthf and will be your comrade even as one of 
your own selves*** So they marched on, and coming up

rt^bels vnnquiehcil apcKtates reclaimed or eiterminatod ; and 
the siiprcinacy yiudicated of Islam. It was, in short, the 
mission of Abu Bokr to redeem the dying Prophet*s words. 

With Ibis grent purpose, Abu Bekr went forth a second Ylptva «-

able forces of Islam and all the loyal chiefs around him. 


He divided them into eleven independent columna, and over af 
every one appointed a distinguifihed leader, to whom (fol¬ 
lowing the example of his jMaster) he presenteii a banner*

province to reclaim, with marching orders, where to begin 
and what course to take.

HaTing despatched the variuna esqjeditious, Abn Bckr 
retTirned to Medina, There Lis first eoneem was to publish 
a s^immoDS to the apostate tribe?^ cornimanding them every¬ 
where to repent and submit themselves, on which eonditioa 
they should be pardonerl, and received back into Iidam. 
Such as refused would be attacked, their fighting men cut 
to pieces^ anti their women and children taken captive. This 
gTuzLtnous was sent by the hand of envoys to everj provinee 
and rebdHous tribe^ The Adifin, or call to prayer, was to be 
the test of fiiitb; if that were heard and responded to* good 
and well ; if not, the people were apostate, cmd as such to be 
attacked, 

Abu Bekr never again left Medina to lead hie trod|js. 
Some say that afterwards he regretted thfs} hut it is not 
likely that ho did so* Medina, where he continued to reside, 
was his projjcr place* From it, aa a central point, be was 
able to direct the movement of his commandete all over the 
penlusuhi; and with operatiuiiB in bo many diEerent qoarters 
to control he could not have been better situated. 

It is more oj^n to remarh that npne of the more distin- 
gnishcd Companions of the Prophet were appointed to com¬ 
mands- The same was the case with Omar, who was known

Tnntters with the leading Companions, Still, it i5 singular 
that men like Aly and Zobeir, who took bo prominent a part 
in the battles of Mahomet, sbonid now altogether di^piiear 
from operations in the field.

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CHAPTER V. 

CAMPAIGN OF KIIALID AOAEi^ THE FALSE PMOPHET TOlXlfii. 

AH. XL Not. A.Xt. ttSS, 

The ttla^eriale1 for our stoty at this point are few^ obscuroi 
disconiieeted. The acetie of ecnnftiaion that reigned through¬ 
out Arabia is presented to our view iu but dim and hazy 
otitliuo. With the Prophet's life^ proper ends. The 

prodigious stores of oral teatimonji which light np in min titest 
detail the coreor of Mahomet, suddenly stop. The grand 
object of tradition was, &om the oral teaching and esample 
of the Prophet, to supplement by autlioiitative mliugs what 
wns wanting in the Ooriin. That motive ceased with the 
death of Mahomet, and with it tiuditioii, as such, ceaaea also.^ 
What history we have for the period immecUntelj Hiicceeding 
ia in the farm of loose fragmentB—^the stntOTuents, it may he, 
of eycT^dtnesaes, or gathered as beamy from the memoiy of 
Arab tribes, or from legends in the neighbouring conquered 
limda. Hence it ia that, after the death of Mahomet, we are 
for a time to grope our way by evidence always scanty 
and often discrepant. The further back we go, the obscurity 
is the greater; and it is most Ffowhilc, in the first year of Abu 
Bekr's Caliphate, Islam was struggling for e^dstenc^. There 
was little TOOTH then for thought beyond the safely of the 
moment; and when at length the struggle was over, nothing

Such "being the ease^ the thread of out narrative here 
mu at run an arhltraiy eoursfi p 'Tahiug Tabari aa our guide, 
we begin with the eampaign of XhUlid against Toleiha in 
the iforth-east, and follow him thence HOnthward to Vemaina. 
We shall then take up the pro^dneea jisaigried to other 
leaders, they lie geographically aronnd the coast—Bahrein, 
Oman, Hadhramant and Yameu. 

After Abu Bekr and Omar, the most prominent figure iu 
the stoiy of the early Caliphate is without doubt that of 
Khaijd, &au of Welid* Mare to him than to any other is it 
due that Islam ej^read with sneh niEirvellans rapidity^ A 
dashing soldier, and bfave even to rashness, his courage was 
temple red by a cool and over-ready judgment* His conduct 
on the battle-fielde which decided the fate of the Persian 
empire and of the Byzantine rule in Syria, musL rank him as 
one of the grentest generals of the world. Over and iigniii 
he cast the liie in crises where loss would have been de- 
slruttioD to Islam, but alw^ays with conKummate skill and 
heroism which won the vietory. The enmage foUowing hirf 
arms gained for him the title of S-iuoi-ti of God ; and so

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little regard had he for loss of life even Rmong^t hia nim 
followers, that he canid wed the IreGhly-Tnade widow 
of Ms enemy on the field yet nioistened by his people’s 
bloods He had already dist-ingniBhed Mmaelf in the annalg 
of Islam. Fighting, at the first, on the side of the Coreish^ 
the defeat of the Prophet at Ohod was due maiulj to his 
prowess. At the capture of Mecca, now in the ranks of the 
faithful, hiij was the only column which shed bloody and 
shortly after, the cruel maseacTO of an mioffendfiig tribe 
hronght down upon him the stem reproof of Stuhomel/ At 
the battle of Aluta, three years before, he bad given a rignid 
proof of his generalship, when, the MosloTn army having been 
routed by Roman legions, and its leaders one after another 
slain, he saved the shattered remnaTits by skilful and intrepid 
tactics from destruction*^ It wa-s this KliilUd whom Alin 
Jiekr now sent forth againEt the rebel prophets TokihB and 
Moseilruna. 

HL' column, by far the strongest of the eleven, was com¬ 
posed of the Sower of the Eethgees from ^lecca, aa well as of 
the men of Medina, which latter murched under their own 
officer, Ihabit son of Cays.^ To divert the enemy’s atten¬ 
tion, Ahn Bekr gave out that the destination was Kheibar, 
and (to strike the greater terror into the Inanrgents) that, he 
intended himself to join it there with a fresh contingent. 
Khalirf, however^ was not long in quitting the northern ronte. 
Striking afl:' to the right,he mode direct for the mount 4 Uii rLinge 
of Ajii and Salma, the seat of the Beni Toy, and not dititaut 
from the scene of Tuleilia's revolt among the Beni Astd* 

Of the doctrines of Toleiha, as uf the other pretenderB to 
the prophetic office, we know little, nor indeed anything at

‘The L<:>rLl,^Jie saifh ‘ hath not comirianded that ye flhould 
soil your foreheads in the dust^ neither that ye Ehonld dotible 
up your hacks in prayer/ JjiroiLu’ly Mosetlnma and SajMi 
remitted two of the five daily times of prayer. That four 
pretenders (for Sajah the prophetess was also ^ch) should 
have arisen in difierent parts of Arabfaj imd, even before the 
death of Mahomet, drawTi mnltitudes afr.er them, would Eecm 
t<} Linplj something in their docrtrine dcsjver than Bcnselesfl 
rhymes and niore specious than petty variatioiis of the Moslem 
rite/ So much is cleaTj that the spiritual sense of Arabia 
had been qmtkencd by the preaching of Mahomet, and that 
Ids example bad not only suggested the claims of others, but 
also contributed to their success. Jealousy of Mecca and ^nuin ^ 
Alediun^ naoreoveF, and nupatience of the trammels of Islam, 
were powerful ineentives for Bedouins to ca^t in their lot 
with these pretenders. Thus the Beni Ghalafin, who before 
their Hnbmifisioii to ^Mahomet were in letigne with the Tay 
ami Asad tribes, had recently feUen out with them and 
1" lost Home of their pcusture-liinds. l^yeina,^ chief of the 
(ihata^n, now counselled a return to their old relations with 
the Br-ni Asad. ‘Let ns go back,* he said, * to our ancient 
alliance which we had before Isluin with them, for ne^er 
since we guve it up have I known the boimdaneg of our 
pasture-lands. A prophet of our own is better than a prophet

Ve shaU know full 
soon that he Ls no foal., but a lusty stallJou. Wherefore see 
ye to it." Aluimed at his words, they begged for time that 
they might recall the two branches which had joined Toleiha, 
' For/ said they, ^ be will sorely hold them hostage^ or else 
put them to death/ So KhGlid halted three days, nnd in

Thm remforeedj KhAlid admiioed agauiEt Toleiha, On 
the uiiirch bus army was exEtspemted by finding the bodies 
of two of their s^?f>Tlt^s—one a wanior of note named 
Okkaaha—who had been slEiin, and lefl: by Toleihii to be 
txamjjled on the ronclJ The armlea met at Boznkha^ and 
the comhat is said to have been hot and long. At last 
(so we are tohj) the tide of battle wa;s turned by certain 
utterances of Toleiha, who was on the Held in his propLeiio 
garb of hair. Oyeina fought bmvely with hia 700 of the 
Beni FociuTiJ The sitnatiDn becoming critical, he tinned 
to Toleiha, saying, * Hath any message come to thee 
from Giibriel ?" ^ answered the jirophet., A second 

time he asked, and received the same reply, ^ Yea,’said 
1 nleiha, a little after, * a message now hath comeJ * And 
what is it ? * inquired Oyeina eagerly. ‘ Thus saith (j-ahriel 
to me, Than shall hai>^ a mUIinUm^ liJc^ ^tnlo Ata, n-ittf an 
affair shall happr^ji that than ^ilt ’aatfornH* ‘ Away with 
thee I ’ eried Oyeina soonifiilly j *no doubt the Lord knoweth 
that an affair will happen that thou shall not forget! Ho, ye 
Beni FeaaTU, every man to his tent! * So they tamed to go; 
mad thereui>an i he army fled - Toleiha esoaped with his wi fe to 
Syria, His subsequent lindory jiroved him a brave warrior j 
but he had a poor cause, and the combat could hardly have 
been vexy severe, as no mention is made of loss on either 
Bide. 

His sequel is curious. At the first, Tofeiba took refuge 
with the Beni Kelb nn the Syrian frontier; then when the 
Beni Asad were pardoned, be rettuiied to them and again 
embraced IsLam^ Passiiig Medina soon after on pilgrimage,

After the bottle of Eozaktka* the Beni A^ad* fearing lest 
their families should £±11 into the conqueror^a hand* tendered 
their sobinissiGn, The Beni Adinir* Suleim, and Ilawazin* 
tribes which had stood alo(jf watchiag the event* now came 
in* and received from KMlid the same temns as the Eeui 
A^nid^ They resumed the profession of Islam with all its 
obligations* and in prdcif thereof brought in the tithe, A 
fall amnesty was then :iccarded, on condition only that those 
who during the apostasy had taken the life of any Moslem 
shonlJ be delivered tip. These were now (to cany ont the 
Caliph’s vow) put to the like death as that which they had 
inflicted. If they had speared their victims, cast them over 
preeipicea, drowned them in wells, or burned them in the 
fire, the perseeutore were now subjected to the same kar- 
baruus and cruel fate*

In only one direetioa ’was 
serious opposition rnet^ Certain nudeontents from amougb't 
the penitent and returning people^ nnabli^ to hrook sub- 
mission, gathered theniaelves together in a defiant attitude* 
They had yet to leam that the gripe of Islam was stern and 
Erushing, Their restless and mamndlng spirit preferred, 
perhaps, even as a forlorn hope, Lo hold their enemy at bay; 
or they had sinned beyond the hope of graee^ Thus they 
HBsembled in a great niultitnde around Qmm Simit daughter 
of a Eamons chieftain of the tThatafan. This lady's mother, 
Omni Kir fa, had been captured and pnt to a cruel death by 
Mahomet. She herself had waited upon Ayesha as a captive 
maid in the Prophet's household i but the haughty spirit of 
her nice sur\dv&d the semtndo* Mounted on her mothcr^s 
war-cnmel, she led the force herself, and incited the insmv 
gents to u bold resistance. KMlid proclaimed the reward 
of one hundred camels to him who should maim her eamcL 
It was aeon disabled ] andj Omm Sind slain j the rout was 
easy.* 

In this ciiiu|iaigik the only persons taken captive were 
those who Lad deeply compromised themBelves as leaders in 
rebellian. They were sent by Khalid to Abu Ilekr. The 
chief were flyeina, Corm, and Alcama. The story of this 
lust, a chief of the Beni Ailmir, is carious.

Fujfia, a leader some note amongst the Beni 
Suleitn, under pretence of fighting against the lusurgenta in 
his nelghlwmrhoodj obtained from the Caliph arma and 
accDutrements for hie band. Thus equipped, he nbtised the 
trust, and, beecmiing a fi'eebooter, attacked and plundered 
3fi>flem and Apostate indisoriminatelj. Ahu Bekr tbereu^kon 
H-rntc letters to a loyal chief m that quarter to raise a force 
and go against the brigand. Hard pressed, FujVia cliallengei] 
his adversary to Et |jiirley, and asserted that he held a com- 
miBsiun from the Caliph not inferior to his* * If thou s|jeakest 
truci’ answered the other, * then lay aside thy weapons and 
accompany mo to Aha Bekrd He did so, and followed, without 
fhrther resistance, to Mpdincu No sooner did he appear than 
the Caliphj enraged at his treachery, cried aloud : * Go forth 
with this traitor to the bnnal-gronnd, Eind there bnm him 
wit h fire.’ So, hard by m Backi, the graveyEu-d of the city, they 
gathered wood, and heaping it together at the Monallay or 
place of pTayer, kindled the pde, and east Faj^ on it. 

If the charges were well fouiidedt which we have no 
ground for doubting, Fujaa desen^ed the fate of a bandit; 
hut to cast him alive into the Oames was a savage net, for 
which Ahu Bekr was sorry afterwards. * It is one of tlie

This great tribe had from time immemorial spread itself 
with Dinltitudmons branches over the pasture-lands and 
BettlemcTita Ijing between Temamn and the delta of the 
Euphratea- Some of its dans professed Christianity^ but the 
greater portion were heathen. They used in past times to 
have frequent paasagefij often of a hostile chameterp i^nth 
Persia.* Most part of this people had submitted to the 
claims of Mahomet, and the oratorical contest between their 
embassy and the poets of Medina forms a cnrioRiB episode in 
the Prophet*B life*® His death hud produced funongKt them 
the same unsettleinent and apostasy as elfiew'here, Abu 
Bekr's first etuly Buooess resulted, us wc have Been, in bringing 
Bome of their chiefs to Medina with the tithes. Me-finwhile 
a strange comphesatian had arisea which embroiled the Beni 
Ycrbdstp one of their clans, couimanded by the famons 
Bialik ibn Koweim, and event nolij brought Khalid ou the 
scene. 

It was no less than the advent of Sajah, a prophetcBS, at

and hy what uteps she had aasumed the prophetic officSj ajid 
what (if smj) were her jjeculiar tenets, vre do not know; for 
nothing of hera excepting some etuldlsh verses has been 
preserved. At the head of the Tughlib imd other ChristiEkik 
tribesd each led by its own mptain, she had creased into 
Arabia, hoping to profit by the confusion thnt followed on 
the death of Mahomet, and was nnw on her way to attack 
iMedina. Eeaching the seat a of the Beni Temiin^ she sum- 
moned to her presence the Eeni Verbda, her own cLinj and 
prondned them the kingdom, shonld victory crown her anns* 

They joined her i^tandard, with ^tatik ibn Noweira at their 
head. The other clans of the Beni Temim refuiSed to acknow¬ 
ledge the prophetess | and aOj diverted from her deEn'gn npon 
MedinEL, sdie turned her arms agoinat thein^ In a series of 
combats, though supported by MAlik^ she was worsted. 

Then, having made terms and exchanged prisoners* she 
bethought her of attacking the rival prophetj Moseilama of 
Vetnama, whose story I must here in some |Kirt anticipate- 
iMoseilama was strongly supported by his own people, the 
Beni Hanifa, in hia claim to he their prophet and mier; but 
he now fott that the meahea of Abn Bekr were closing round 
him. ITie Caliph^'s oSoers were rallying the yet loyal or ^ 
^Ticillating chiefs in Hejer; aiild Khiilid, whom Moseikma 
dreaded most of all, was behind- Tidinga of the approach of 
a new enemy at this crisis added to his perplcrity; and he 
therefore sent a ffiendJy message to the prophetess to come and 
meet him. She came, and they found their sentiments so 
much in unison that they cemented the alManee by marriage. 
Moseilama concedt^d to her one half-share of the revenues of

I compel no 
So he went forward and left the maleonteDfs behind, “'fhese, 
however, ihought better of it, and rejoined the anuy. 

Khalid injirched atmiglit npim Bitfih, the head-qnarter? of 
Malik^ but he fonnd not a soul upon the spot. It was 
utterly deserted. 

In tket, Malik had resolved on snbmiiaioa, though his 
proud spirit rebelled against preseniing hLms^^lf before 
Khalid, ITe knew the ordinance of Abu Eekr, that neae xhllidi 
but they who resisted his arms, and refused the .call to 
prayer, shotdd be molcstctl So he told his people I hat 
there wan no longer nsc in 02>poi^ing this new way, but thatj 
bowing down, they should anffer the wave to pass ower 
them t ^ Break up your ciimp/ he Bald, ^ and depart every 
□ne to his house/ KhaLid Jinding things thus, was not con¬ 
tent, but, treating the neighboTirhorni ng enemy-a bmdj sent 
forth hnndd everywhere tu slay and x^l™der, and take cap¬ 
tive ail that o^ered Disposition or failed to ret|Kjnd to the 
call for prayer. Amongst others, XaEik was brought in with 
his wife and a party of his people. When chnlleTiged, they 
had replied that they too were Moslems. ^^VLy, then, 
these weapons?* it was asked* So they laid aside their 
arms and were led captives to the c-amp. As they passed 
by Khalid, Mtibk cried aloud to him, * Thy master never 
gave pnimnand for this.* * “ T% master^’^ Mayest thou P 
was the scornful reply of Khalid f ^then, rebel, by thine 
own admission, he is not thine 

The captors differed in their evidence* Some averred and, Tdiii 
that the prisoners had offered resistance* Others, with Abu 
CatadEi, a citizen of Aledina, at their head, deposed that they 
had declared jJicni^lveB.Mcfeiljema, and at once complied

with the call to prayer. So they were remanded ^fill 
momiTig under an annecl gnaidi The night ect in cold imd 
etormjj and Khtdid (such is his explnTiation)^ with the Tiew 
of protecting them from i+s indeuieneyj gnve the gnard 
GOiuni?md ‘to wrap their prisonere.^ The word was 
ambiguonHt signirying in another dialect ^ not ‘to wrap,’’ hut 
‘ to daifi and Bhirurt coTnTnandant of the guard* taking it in 
that sense* pot the prison and with them ^livlikj forth¬ 
with to the ijwortL Khalitij hearing the uprotu", hurrSed 
forth i hut all was otct, and he reiiredg exelaiming* * ^Mien 
the Jjonl hath determined a thing* the same cometh 
Teril^ tn pLias*' But the fate of M^k was not thns easily to 
be set at leel. He was zi chief of name and infiueacej and 
a poet of some celebrity. The men of Medina who had 
opfioaed the advance were shocked at his cruel fate* Abu 
Cutiida roundly asserted the responsibility of Khatid* * This 
is thy wxirk I* he i=Jiid ; and, though chided for it ^ he iwrsisted 
in the charge* He declared that never again woiiid he 
serve under KhAlidV lianneT. In company with ^ilotiinimiin, 
Sbilik^E brother, he set ont nt once hir Medina, aud (here 
Laid a fjrinal eoruxihiint before the Cidipb. Omar, with his 
native impetuosity* took up the cause of the Terbfie chief, 
Kliidid bod given jKiint to the allegationE of his enemies by 
marrying licila, the beautiful widow of his viertim, on the 
spcit* From this scandalous uet, Omar drew the worat 
coDclnsion, ‘He hath consjiired to slay a believcTj* he aaid, 
^ and halh gone in unto his wife.' He was instant with Abu 
Bckr lhat the offender should he degraded and put in 
bonds, iiaying, “The eword of Khahtl, dippexl thu^ in violence 
and outrage, mu^t be aheathed." *Not readied the 
Caliph (of wliom iL is said that lie n^ver degraded aue of his 
eoTnmrinders); ‘ the swoni which the Lord hath mode bare 
against the heathen, aha]I I slicathe the same? That he

Khalid lost, no time in repairing to Medinap He went KMlid 
up straightway to the tTroat Modqne, cnid entered it in his Aim 
rough field coEtnine^ his clothes mbbed rusrty with bis girded 
armour^ and hie turban coiled rudely about the head with 
arroWH stuck in iti As he passed along the courtyard 
towards the Caliph^s place^ Omar could not restrain hjuxFieif, 
but semug the arrows from his tiirban, broke them over 
liis flhouldere, and abnsred him as hypocritcj murderer, and 
adulterer. Khalid, not knowing but that Abu Bekr might, he 
of the aame tnin d^ answered not a word, buf, pa;gsed Into the 
CatipFs presence. There be tetd his sloiT,and the explana¬ 
tion w^is accepted by Abu Bekr ;—-only be ehidcrl hiTn rcuglily 
for haTmg thus incontinently wedded bis vietini^s widL>w, 
nnd run conntcr to the custom and feelings of the Arabs in 
celebrating his nuptials on the field. As KMIid again 
fi«aas^:^d Omar, he lightly rallied him in words which showed 
that he had been exononitcd* MotmuTnini then jjressed tho 
claim, as one of honour, fnr payment of bis brothcr^ii blood- 
monev^ and relea^ of the priscniiirfl that remained. For the 
relent Abu Bekr gavo command, bnt the payment be 
declined. 


Omar leinmned iinconwinced of the innoeenee of Khalidj 
and still was of opinion that he should be withdrawn from 
his contmajnL He persevered in pressing lMs view iipon 
Abu Bekr, who would reply^" Omn-r, hold thy pence f Ke- 
friiin thy tmigue from Khjilicl. He gave an Older, and tlic 
order wns nfiisundpTstoofl/ But Omar heeded not. Tfe 
neither forgave nor forgot, aa in the sequel we shall see. 

The Ecandal was the greater, because Jliilik ilTa Noweim 
W£ta a chief renowned for his generosity end princely 
virtues^ as well as for poetic talent. His brother, ^lotamuimit 
a poet likewise of no mean fame, commemorated hts tragic 
end in tnaoy touching vcr&ea. Omar loved to listen to his 
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elegies; and he used to tell MotnniTiiim that l| lie ^nd 
himself possessed tho poetic gift, he would have had no 
higher ambition than to monm in sncli verse over the tate 
of Lift own hrotlier Zeid;^ who shortly after fi 11 at Yemama. 

UTie niatermle are too meagre to judge condlusr^fJy 
whether the right in this grave matter ia an the side of 
Omnr or of the Caliph, Abu Bekr. Although the hostile 
bins of Kbalid against Malik led iindonhtedlj to lie raiii 
u[>on his tribe and the harsh treatment Tvhieh followetl 
thereupon, sUh, with the conilictmg evidence* we may hold 
the deeper charge unproven. But in wedding the widow of 
his enemy while his bliXKl (shed m we are to believe in 
miFCDncepticyn. of his order]) wafl fire&h upon the groiind, 
KhMid, if he gave oo colour to darker Bu&picioRS, yet 
tran^g^^^^d the prci|irietiefl even of Arab life, and justified 
the indictment of unbridled piission and eold-hlooded self- 
indulgence-*

BATTLE OF YEMAMA.

But atemer work trae in reserve for KhAlid- In the centre of 
Arabia, and right in front of liis army, Bome marchea east, 
laj Yeinama^ There resided the Beni Hanlfa, a poTverful 
hraneh of the great tribe Beki ibn WMl. Partly Christian 
and |>artly henthen, the Beni Hanifa bad submitted to 
Mahomet; but they were now in rebellion, -10,000 Htnrog, 
aToiind their prophet Moseilama. It was against these that 
ftChnlid neit directed his steps. 

The beginnlug of Mo^dama's stoiy helongs to the life 
of Mahomet.^ Small in Mature, and of a mean conntenance, 
he had yet qaalities which fitted him for command. He 
visited Mcdma with a depntation from his peO|j]e, and it 
was preLetided that words had then Mien from Mahomet 
Bignifying that he wonlcl yet be a sharer with him in the 
prophetic office. Building thereon, Mosmlama advanced his 
claim, and was accepted by bis people as their prophet.

rid liiinself of Sajah, the rival propheteBS* by the Eingnlar 
eipedient of taking her to wife, and then bribing her by 
half the revenues of Yeiminia to return from wheni!e she

Zeid, the 
favourite brother of OmEU;, who led the men of Mecca, 
singled out Eajj^, and, reproaching his apostasy, despatched 
him forth’witb- A furiotis south wind, charged with the 
desert, sand, blew into the faces of the ^foslems, and, blinding 
them, caused u momentiiry pause^ Upbraiding them for 
their slackness, Zeid cried out: *1 shnll follow them that 
have gone before; not a wotd will i utter more^ tiU we beat 
the apostates back, or I appear to clefir my self before my I/3rd-

So saying, he led the charge and fell. Abu Hf>iizeiJk, 
aDOtker CompEuoion of note^ calling out ^ Fight for the Coran^ 
ye MoBlems, and adorn it by jonr deeds!* follnwed tia 
eiiiniple and Bhared his fate* Sieeing tliis, Abii Hixt^cifa's 
keedmaii, Salim, aciized the banner from his dying master, 
:md eiclaiming, ‘ 1 were a craven bearer of the Coran If I 
feared for my life,* plunged into the battle and was slain A 
]Nor were the citizens of Medina behind their fellowa. Their 
conunander, Ttiabit ibn Cays, reproached them indignantly: 
*Woe be to you,* he said, ^because of thiB backslidiDg. 
Verily, I uin clear of ye, even ad I am clear of these,* and he 
pointed to the enemy as he flung hlmBclf and periBhed, in 
their middt* Animated thus, the rank and file ehargetl 
furionsly, Backwartle and forwajds swayed the linej and 
heavy was the carnage* Hut urged by KhitUd^a valiant arm,^ 
and raiding the grand battle'cry ^ I'll Alohammedd!' the 
Moslem arms at IcEgth previtiled. The enemy broke and 
began to give. * To the gardtu ! * cried Jlulnikkem, a brave 
leader of the Beni Hanifa j * to the garden, and close the 
gate!* Taking his stand, he guarded their retreat aa they 
fied into an orchard ffUTTounded by a strong wnll, ainl 
Moseilama with them.

hero hesitated; then, boldly leaping down, be heat right and 
left, nil til he reached the gate, ond lliraw it open. Liie 
waters pent np, his comrades rushed in; and, as beasts of the 
forest anared in a trap, bo wildly struggled the brave BeniHaiiifa 


in thr. Ganlen of Death. Hemmed in by the nareow s^jace, 
and hampered by the trees, their arma nselesa from their 
very numbers, they were Lown down, and perished to a man. 

The carnage was fearful, for besides the slain within the 
milts, an equal number were killed on the field, and again 
an equal nnml>er in the fiighL* The Moslems, tuo, despite 
their snlendid victmy, had cauae to remember tlie Gaideu d»«m- 
of Death and the battle of \oniamn, for then loss was 
beyond all previona experience. Besides thoBe killed hand 
to hand in the garden, great numbers fell in the battle when sid». 
their ranks wavered and gave way. The Refugees from ilccca 
lost 360 men, and the Citiaena of Medina 300, or nearly 700 
in all i while the Bhnghter nmongst the Bedouins, though 
Bomewhat less, raiBeil the gross number over 1,200, besides 
the wounded. And .Tmougat them were nine and thirty 
chief ‘ Companions,' or men of note, amongst the Propbeffl 
followers. At Medina there was hardly a bouse, whether of 
Refugees or native CitkeuB, in which the voice of wailing

Hamza to the ground. After the battle Khalid carried the 
chief j^lojaa, still in chains, over the field to ideutify the 
dend. Ab they passed along the field nf battle, tur ning the 
bodies over one after Foiother, they came upon a stalwart 
figure, * Look, was this yonr master? ’ said KhiiQitL ‘Xay,' 
replied Mojia^ ‘this was a nobler and a better man.' It was 
the coip&e of the brave Mohakkem, who fell covering the 
retreat, akin by the hand of Ahdul Rahman, the Caliph's 
son. Then they entered the Carden of ^eath. Among the 
heapa of the mangled dead, they stnmbled on a body of in- 
Bignificant mien. ‘This is your man,’ Kiid Mojna, as he 
tnmed it on ita t-ide i * truly ye haTe done for him !' 
‘ Yea,’ replied Khalid, ‘ or rather it k he which hath done fur 
yon, that which he hath done.' 

The ^lusaulman horse now seomred the countiy, and eveiy 
day brought in bonihs of prisonerB. Aware that after their 


cruHliing defeat hk people were incapable of resistance, 
Mojaa bethought him of a stratagem. He represented them 
as holding their forts and fastnesaea in force thrnnghout the 
coontry, and so persuaded Khalid to offer them their livea if 
they at once capitulated. Meanwhile, by bis secret sugges¬ 
tion, the battiementH were Uned by every avaibble person, 
even l^ the old men and women in armed disguise; and 
Klklid’a mcaaengers retqimed with the answer that they 
would fight to the last. The army was wearied with the 
hard struggle, and most of them amtious, after the long cam¬ 
paign, to return to their homes; and so Khnlid concluded a 
truce, ou terms mare favourable than they would have 
obtained but for Mojfia’s artifice. When it came to %Lt, 
Khalid reproached him for it; but in the end eicused him 
cm the pleaded groimd of patriotism, and stood by the treaty. 
No sooner was it concluded, than he received a despatch of 
unwonted severity ftom Abn Bekr, who, to strike terror int* 
other apostate tribe^ commanded that not a single adult 
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mnie of ungodly and rebelLi-pus mce sliculd be spared. 
Fortaoately tfee truce forbade the bloody edict. The Etni 
Hnnifa, like other prostrate tribesj were received back into 
the bosom of lalaiiL^ and a portion only of their number were 
retained in captivity-^ 

Wbeu the caminign was ended, KiAliti sent a depnta- 
tion of the chief snrvivore to Aim Bekr^ who receivetJ them 
conrt.coQjily. * Out upon you! * said he; * how is it that tbiR 
iTTipostor led you all astray? ^ Caliph !' they answered, 
♦thou hast hoard it all j he was one whom the Lord blessed 
uot^ nor yet bis people j ’ and they repealed to him some of 
the things he used to aaj. * Good heaveTis! ^ eichuiaed .\bi:i 
Bekr, ^Be^ihrew yon! \Miat kind of words are these? 
There is neither aense in them for good nor yet for evih to 
have beguiled yon thug, but a kind of etnmge fatuity/ So 
he disinissed them to their homes.^ 

Among the killed we meet uut a few names familiar to 
ufi in the nniaLls of the Prophet’s life. The camoge amongst 
the RflwrJfrs — those who had the Cornu by heart—was so 
great, iis to soggest to Omar the first design of oolleeting 
the sttcred test, Mest any part shonld be lost therefiom/ At 
the death of his favguribe brother Zeid, who hud shared with 
liim the dangers of the first battles of Islam, Omar was; in- 
couBolahle* *- Thou art retumefi home,^ he said to his son

Khrilid again signalised hia victoiy by wedding a captive 
maid npon the field. ‘ Give me thy daughter to wife,’ he 
said to the prisoner who had so faithfuUy defended 

hia bride in the hour of peril. ‘"Wait/replied ^fejaa; ‘ be 
nut so hasty. Thou wilt endamage thyself in the eyes of 
thy Chief, and me likewie.e/ ‘Man, give me thy daughter!' 
he refieated imperiously ■ so ilojaa gave her to him. When 
Ahii Dekr hCkUrd of it, he wrote him a letter sprinkled 
with blood. ‘ Bj my life ! thou son of Ehalid’s father, thon 
art a pretty fellow, living thus at thine ease. Thou weddest 
a damsel, whilst, lie ground beneath the nuptial couch la yet 
wet with the blood of twelve hundred!’ The reproof fell 
lighriy upon KhiUid. ‘ This la the worh,’ he said, as he read 
the epistle, ‘ of that left-handed fellow,* meaning Omar. 
The Bentimcnt, however, was Abu Bekr’s own ; but the 
‘ Sword of the Lord ’ could not he spared.

rushed into the sen. and crossed the btrait as it Lad been a 
shallow sandy beach- The enemy^ taken by HUHirise on their 
island, were put utterly to the aword^ so that not one eecaped 
to toll the tale, A pious bard has Hkened the paF?age to 
that of the Israelitefi throngh the Eed Sea, and a monk is 
said til have been converted by the double miracle of waters 
breaking out in the wildemees, and waters dijiug up in the 
channEl of the great deep- The spoil was pTodigious,* and 
mnltitndes of women and children were taken captive. 

While thus engaged, Ain received material help from 
loyn] followers along the coast- They secured the wavering, 
protected the rear from surprise, and overawed immly trihea 
ever ready for plunder and rapine. Thus the^ whole region 
of Hejer, reclaimed to the faith, fell peaceably under the 
government of Ala.* Amongst those who aided in this work 
was Mothanna, a chief of great influence over the Eekr clans, 
from one of which he sprang.^ Following up the victory of 
Alh along the caiiat, this warrior in his progreGS northward 
reoebed at last the deltn of the Euphrates, where he innngu- 
rated n movement that was of lastiug importance and which 
will shortly engage our attention^ 

The campaign of Oinian followed close upon that of

Notwithstanding this coDcession, Mahomet was no sooner dead 
than the whole pro\'ince revolted. The rebellion was led by 
<me Lnckit, who, to swell Lis influence, claimed himself to be a 
prophet. Jeyfar fled to the mountains and Amru toM«lina. 

The task of reelaitniDg Oman and the adjoining province of 
Mfthra was committed by Abu Kckr to llodaeifa anil Aifajn, 
two converts of influence in those ports.’ They were assisted 
by Ikrimii, son of Abu Jah I, who (as we have seen) was bidden 
by Abu Bekr to retrieve his reputation in this distant nunrter. 

Amved in Oman, they effected a junction with .teyfar, ai> d 
were then sufficiently strong to re-occupy .Sohdr.^ An eegage- 
ment followed at Dahn, Here the liloslems, hard pressed, were liam# of 
near to Buffering defeat, when, at the critical moment, a great 
body of Alxi al Cays and other tribes recently reclaimed in 
Bahrein appeared on the field and tamed the battle in their 
favour. The slaughter amongst the enemy was great, and 
their Fami l i es, which they bad placed in the rear toneri'e their 
courage, fell a welcome priao into the believers’ hauda. The 
mart of r)aba, enriched by ludjan merchandise, yielded a 
magnificent booty, and Arfiij'a was at once deputed to 
Medina with the royal Fifth of slaves and plunder. 

Hoclzeifn wan left- behind as governor of Oman. Ikiima, tfaimn 
having reached the easternmost point of Arabia, turning now

But in the Tj AdmiT (cfniat washed by the 
Eed Sea), m well as in the interior, misrule and violence 
were rife* A party of mamuders from amongst the Beni 
Khcizan and other lawless Bedouin a round about the Holv 
City, ready as ever for plunder and mpine, were dispersed 
with great fehinghter by the levies of Attilb. Order wa.^ 
maitilaiiiedbjfL body of ;i00 men quartered within the saered 
limited, and by small picket^ thronghdut the districts of Mecca 
and Tayif. But between them and Yemen there wiis nothing

-Vmb songJ The whole const wup in a fermentj nud the loyal 
adherents of Islam were fain to flee for shelter to fastnesses 
in the rnountains. Bands of tlie Pa'-ui occupying the 

uplandb, approached the sacred territoiy in threatening atti- 
tude^ but were dispei-s^ed by the gOTomor of Tajff- Tlie whole 
Tihamji was civemin by sTwnrming hands of the Akk and AshAr 
tribes, who dosed the road^ and barred coinruunications with 
the sotitih. TMiir* who had btien Xilaecd by Mmlioinet over 
these triliesj wiv^ now eoriimisiloiied with a force to ndly 
the faithful remnant on the spot, and to clear the country of 
the rubbers infeatiug It.

chief CajH ibn AM ragkuthj conmiander of his army^ and 
the iwo ministers^ of Per-?ian deseentj Feime and DAdweih, 
who thereupon succeeded to the govemment at SanSiu* 
VTk^u tidings of these eTents reachetl Medinn ju«t after 
Alahoinet's death* Abu Bekr appomted Feroze to be his lieu¬ 
tenant, with fiijs and IMdweih to help him. The Arab blood 
of Cays rebelled against* serving uuder a foreigner, and he 
plotted to esLpel the whole Persian race. The princes of 
Himj-ari however, Disui Kel;3.a and otherEj"^ would not help 
him, and he was obliged to call in the aid of the brigand 
Amr ibn Mddeherib and his innmudlng bands. Biidweih was 
trcacherouHlv slain by Amr at a feast, but Feroze escaped, 
and after much hardship, secured hfs retreat with a 
friendly tribe in the hillB of Klmulan. For a time Cays 
carried all before him. The farmly of Ferosse was taken 
captive, and thePeraian settlerB, pnrsued in every direction, 
fled to the mauntnina, or took ship from Aden. Feroaa 
appealed for help to the Caliph; but it was long beforfr 
he had any troops to send. So Feroze cnet about for himself^ 
and at length, by the aid of some loyal tribes, put the troopa 
of Cays to flight, regained ito$.sessioii of hia family and 
reoccnpied San^.^

He was the la&t of the 
eommauderri sent forth by Abn Bekt to reclaim the back¬ 
sliding tribes. Passing through Tajif and Kajmii, a^ lale^ 
probably, as ten or twelve months after the death of 
Mahomet,^ he waa joined on the way by v^oua loyal tribes, 
and thus apprcradied the disturbed country at the head of a 
snbytantial force. On the other sidOj, Iknm^ with his great 
and ever-growing army, was advancing from the east- 
Hastening to meet Mohajir, he, for the present, left Hadhm- 
maui on his right, and passed rapidly on to Aden. Alarmed 
at the gathering atonii, Cays ibn Afa4l b aghuth wid Ainr ibn 
IKdekerib had joined their foreea to oppose MohajiT. But 
soon qimnellingji they parted^ anth according to the wont of 
Arab poetH, abnaed each other in insulting verse.^ Amr, 
perceiving oppOBition to he now m vain, sought, by a strange

expedient, to gain tds safety. He made a iiight attack upon 
Cays, and carried him prisoner to Hohiijir; but he bad 
forgotten a safe-tjondnct for Hmself. MoMjir, therefore, 
seized tliem both, and sent them in chains to Medina. The 
C'-aliph Was at first minded to put Amr to death because of 
the murder of r>4dweib ; but he denied the crime, and there 
was no evidence to prove it. ‘Art tLou not ashamed,* said 
Abu Bekr to him, ‘that fotlowing the rebel cause, thou art 
ever either a fugitive or in bonds? Hadst than been a 
defender of the Faith insteiid, then had the Lord raised thee 
above thy fellowa,’ ‘ So assuredly it is,’ re2)]ied the humbled 
chief; ‘1 will embrace the faith, and never again will I 
desert it,’ So the Caliph forgave them both; and bis 
clemency was not abased, for we find these gallant but 
wnscnipulouB chiefs soon after fighting loyally in the Persian 
war.

After this, Yemen was speedily reduced to order. The 
ichel horse, remnant of the false propbet’E army, -was jnir- 
ened without quarter, and soon eitexminated. And .Hohiyir, 
established firmly at Samia, ruled in security over the whole 
of that country, from Hajran to Aden. 

Mohajir and Ikrinaa were now at leiBure to tnm their 
uruiB against Hadhraniaut, the great province which occuines 
the south of Arabia, east of Yemen, There Ziad, who 
held Molmjir’s government during bis protracted absence, 
was hard |jreeaed. He bad, at an early period, aroneed the 
haired of the Beni Kindn by harshness in coliecttng the 
tithe j but, supported by the Sahun, ami other tribea 
hostile to the Eeiii Kinda, he bail obtained seveinl im¬ 
portant advantages over them.' On one occtision he carried 
off, with great Bi»oil, the fainiJicE of a vanquudied tribe. 
Aabitth ibn Cays, chief of the Kind,-!, was moved by their

Learning the critiii^al 
position of Ziud, Mohajir set off in haste with a dying 
squadron, and, joined by Ziad, fell upon AshAth, xind dis- 
comhted him with great slaughten The routed enem^' 
fled for refuge to the stronghold of NojeiTi which !?iIohajif 
immediately invesded, Ikrimn soon came up with the tur^in 
body, when there were troops enough tx>th to surround 
the city and also to ravage all the countiy round abt^int. 
Stung by witnessing the ruin of their kindred, and pre“ 
femng death to di^hanonr, the gairison allied forth, and 
fought the -Moslems at every point ahcut the fortress. 
After a des|jemte struggle, in which the approaches were 
filled with the dead, they were driven badL Meanwhile 
Abu Eekr, appri-^d of the obatinate re^tanCEg sent orders 
to moke an example of the rebels, and give no quarter. 
The wretched garrison, with the enemy daily increasing, 
and no prospect of relief, were now bereft of hope. 
Seeing the position dehqkerate, the wily AshAth made his 
w^aj to Ikrim.-i and treaebcrousty agreed to deliver up

forth fight bravely for the finth, Abti Bekr not only forgave 
him, but allowed him to fulfil the marriage with his sister^^ 
Ashiith remained for a while in idlene&i at Medliuii and the 
Caliph was heard to say that one of the three things that he 
repented having done during his Caliphate was his weakness 
in gparing this rebel^s life- But afterwards Ashilth went to 
the wars in Syria and Trac, and there redeemed hia name* 
Amb&rlt^' By these operatioufl the rebellion in the south was 
cruBhedj and the reign of Ishnn completely re-egtabHshed.

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CTLAPTEE IX. 

E^^ROU^^’T OF THE BEdOUIN TRIBES FOR WAB 
BEYOMi ARABIA. 

VTith the campaigii iii ERdhiamaut^ oppo^itioD in Arabia wiie 
at Ml end. A brief review niEiy be of use before we paaa on 
to the wans without. 

Korth, east^ Ronth^ and west thronghout the pemnsnla^ 
the circle of victory was now complete. It began^ we might 
say, with the avenging expedition of Osama^ directed by 
the Prophet against: the SjT^an hnrtJer. This was followed 
np, more leiEnrelj, by the rums of AmrUj who resitared the 
prestige of Isbm amongst the Codhaa and other tribes on the 
Eoman frontier. Daring Osama’s absence the brave CalJphy 
with but a scanty following, bent back the rebel tribe# 
which, hovering around Medina, threatened the heart of 
Telain. Then followed Khilide brilliant adiieveraenta, 
which, beginning with the B?ni Tay on the north-e^i^ij and 
Teclaiining the aposTate tribes as he moved souths ended with 
the bloody and decLfdve field of Yemiftma in the centre of 
Arabia- The flower of the Moslem troops waa engaged in 
this great struggle, which decided the fate of Islam, then 
trembling in the balance; and while it was in juogres^ oper^ 
atione languished elsewhere. SubBeH]iiently, the campaign 
throughout the petiinrahk was GUrried on vigorously^ but in 
many quarters with limited resonrees and vaiying fortune * 
till Ikrima, sweeping down the eastern coast* joined Mohajir 
in the south, and stamped out the laet ember:^ of apostaay. 
The rebellion was totally Buppresaetl, but the people re- 
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maiuf^l still backward and eullcD. The wild and turbnlent Amtite 
tribes were brought hack unwiliinglj. Thej chafed at the dc- 
mand of tithe and obedience to Medina, It was simply force ''i**'’'' 
and fear that as yet attached them to the Caliph. The qnea- wiibuiK, 
tion ncenrfs, what would have hecu the fortune of rsiani had no 
grand impulse suisen from without ? It may be difficult to 
say, but the prospect certainly was not encouraging. Con’ 
rations so shallow and aspirations so low as those of the 
Bedouin would soon have disappeared; and force nnrl fear 
conld not long have availed to hold together the repellent 
atoioii which go to form the Arab nation. The South was 
jealous of the Jfortli; the Bedouins of the desert wcoraed the • 
pnpnbtioD settle)I in towns and villnges j every tribe had 
3OII10 cause of rivalry with its neighbonr j new fends were ever 
arising out of the law of blood. Even in Medina, the omHU 
of the faith, the Beni Ans were impntieut of the Beni Khaaraj, 
and both were jealous of the Befugeea from Mecca. The 
only authority reciignifcd by a Bedouin is the authHirity of 
his tribal chief, aud even that sits lightly. To him freedom 
is life: and dependence on a central power most hateful. 

The yoke of Islam ( harl nothing eitemal sujjervened) would 
soon have been shaken off, and Arabia returned again to its 
former state. But fortunately for Islam (sadly for the 
interests of biiinanity)a new ulea electriiied the nation. No 
sooner was apostasy put down than, firati in Chaldea and 
then in Syria, collision with the Christian tribes kindled 
the tire of foreign war; and forthwith the Arabs, both town 
atid Bedouin, were riveted to Islani by a conunou bond— 
the love of rapine and the lust of spoil. 

That the heritage of Islam is the world was an after- xh^ 
thought. The idea (spite of much prO'leptic tradition) had 
prescuted itself but dimly, if at all, to Alahomet himself. 

His world was ^Vrahia; and for it Islam was sent. From first 
to last the call was made primarily to Arabs and to them 
alone. It is true that, some years before hie death, Mahomet 
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bad fiumnoned cartaiTi kings find princes lo wnfess ibe 
catholic faith of Abndiain ^ hut the step had not in anv wny 
been followed np. Kot waa it otterwbie with the eommand 
to fight against idiilator?, Jews, and Christians; that cominjind 
was announced to the Arab tribes assembled in pilgrimage at 
Mina f > it bad reference only to them, and had no immediate 
bearing -wbatever on warfare beyond the bounds of the 
peninsula. The Prophet's dying legacy wag to tie game 
effect See/said he, * that there be but one'ftiith through¬ 
out Arabia,’ The seed of a rmiverKil claim, indeed, had 
been sown ; but that it ever germinated was due to drcum- 
titances rather than design. Even Omar, after his n5/e of 
splendid victories, manifcsterl a cootmual dread lest his 
armies should proceed too fkr ; and, separated by some gulf 
or mountain range, should bo cut off from succour aud 
exposed to danger. Therefore ho set banri ers (as we shall see) 

to the ambition of Lis people, beyond which they should not 

pass, 

nniveraal empire was altogether in acconi 
“ people leaveth off to 

'rX'™” in the ways of the Lord,’ said AbuBekr in his inaugnnil 
address (and, in saying it, struck the key-note of Iskni), ‘ the 
Lord cagteth off that p^pleJ And so, when the Knbicon, 
the border land of Arabia, was □nee crossed, the horizon 
erfarged in ever-wideailiig circles, til] it embraced the world. 
Now indeed the moranding spirit of the Bedouin was in unison 
with the militant spirit of Islam. The cry of plunder and of 
conquest reverberated throughout the land, and was answered 
eagerly. The movement began naturally with the tribes in 
the north which bad been first reclaimed ftoin their apostasy 
and whose restless spirit led them over the fiontier. Uter on’ 
in the second year of the Caliphate, the exodus spread to the 
people of the south. At first the Caliph forbade that help 
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fibcnild be taken from sueh rs had backslidden^ The privilege 
of fighting for the feith waa reserved for those tvIio had 
remained Ertn in it& profearion. Bat^ step hj sEtep, as new 
spheres opened out, and the crj ran throngh the land for 
■fresh levies to fill up the ^ martyr * gaps, the ban put aside| 

and all were welcome. Warrior after warrior, colnmu after 
column, whole tribes in endless succeesion^ with their women 
and children, issued forth to battle. And ever, at the mar¬ 
vel] ona tale of cities conquered, of booty rich beyond com¬ 
pute, of fair captives distributed on the field — ^^to every 
man a damsel or two/and, above EkU, at the sight of the royal 
hifth of spoil and slaves sent to JMedliui—fresh tribes arose 
and went, tinward and still onward, like swarms from the 
hive^ one after another they ponred fortba pressed Erst to the 
north, and spread thence in great masses to the east and west. 

It mast not, however, be overlooked that though apostasy I^Bcr&djt 
was thu^ condonedt and in the blaze of victory almnist for- to 

gotten, a certain discredit still clung to the backslider. His 
gnilt wa^ not like that of others who had cominitted sms, 
however black, ignorantly before eonversion^ The a^iostate, 
having been onee enlightened, east by his fait a deliberate 
slur upon Islam. And therefore no chief who had joined 
the great apostasy was ever promoted to a chief command. 

He might fight, and w*as welcome, in the ranks, and was 
even allowe^l to head small parties of fifty or a hundred j but 
to the last the post of leader was denied him . 

The Arab nice, thus emerging from its desert-horaej 
became the nristocracy of Islam. Conquered nations, even tet few™ 
if they embmeed the fiiith, fell into n lo’wer class. The 
Arabs were the dominant caste wheresoever they might go^ 
and it was only as ‘ clients of the noble race that people 
of other lands con Id share their privileges—crumbs, as it 
were, which fell horn off their tsblen. Yet great numbers 
of the AiTibs themselves were slaves, taken prisoner during 
the apostasy or in previous intertrihal wurfisre, and held in 
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captivity by tteir fdUoW'^coTiDtiyiiieiii* Omar felt tha incon- 
eiatein^j^ [t this not fit tliflt ivnj of the noble race ^onLd 
renjaiTi in hondnge. ^lien^ therefore, be sneceeded to the 
Caliphate, he decreed their freedom^ ^TheLri>rd/ he aaid^ 
^batb. given to ns of Arab blood the victory, and great 
cfjnqneFt-i? withont+ It is not meet that any one of !19, taken 
captive in the days of ignomncej^ or in the tvans against the 
apostate tribea, should be holdeo in sb-vecy/ All slaves of 
^Vmb descent were accordingly niosomed, excepting only soch 
bondmaids as had borne their masters children. Men who 
had lost wives or children tiott set out in isearch, if haply 
they might find and claim them. Strange tales are told of 
gome of these digeonsolate JoumeySi Ashfith recovered two 
of hia wives taken captive in IfojeIi"i But some of the women 
who bad been carried priaonera to 3i[odliia preferred remain¬ 
ing with their captora^^ 

Before passing on to more stirring scenes, it may be 
proper here to notice some doTnestiu eventa ocetirring in the 
first year of Abu Beki'a Calipb-'ite. In it Fatima, thf^ 
T*rophet*s daughter and wife of Aly, died. She had claimed 
a aharc in her father's property. Repairings in compajiy 
with her husband, to the CaLEph, she said: ‘Qive me the 
inheritance that &lleth to me.* Abu Eekr inquired whether 
it was her portion of the houaehalcl goods that ahe desired, 
Fadah and Kheihar,^ she answered^ ^and the tithe lands of 
Medina—my portion therein, even as thy daughters will 
inherit of thee when thon dieat/ The Caliph answered; 
* Truly thy Mher was better than 1^ and thou art better 
than my daughters. But the Prophet hath saidj

T haw. ahaU he for alms, 
i'ow, therefore, the ftjmly of Mahomet Eiball not cat of these 
IhiuJb; for, by the Lord I I will not alter a tittle of that 
which he hath ordained. But,’ added he, ‘if than art 
eertain that thy father ^ve thee this property, I will 
accept thy word, and fulfil his promise.* She answered 
that she had no cTidenco escepting that of Omm Aymjuj, 
the Prophet’s aged nurse, who had said that her fother hnd 
given, her Fadak.* So Abu Bekr nuuntained his decision. 
Fatimn felt aggrieved!, and was much displeased. She sur¬ 
vived but a few months,* leaving two aona, Haaan and 
Hodein, through whom alone the issue of Mahomet waa 
perpetuated. Aly, who, during her lifetime, had held 
aloof, began after her decease, like the nest af the chief 
Companiona, to frequent the Caliph’s court. 

In tills year Abn Bekr lend his sou Abdallah, who died 
from the effects of a wound received at the mege of Tajit 

Aa supremo judge in civil causes, the Caliph nominated 
Omar; but warlike o[jeratioiiB so occupied men’s mindfi, 
that for the time the office was a sinecure. 

The pneaidEncy at the annual PHgrimage is always 
farreftilly recorded by the annnlista of Iskm. The Caliph was 
tCB mnch cngTogscd with the commotion throughout Ambin 
to jiTOCeed himself to Mecca on the first Pilgrimage of 
Ilia reign, and he therefore commiesioned Attab, governor 
of the holy city, to preside in his Mead* 

So ended the first year of the Caliphate.

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CHAFTKH X. 

CAMPAIGN OF fmAUn IS ULAG. 

A.H.XIL A,U.6a3H 

Chalet and the sonth of Syria belongs a& well bj natiire 
as by popnJation, to Aitibia* The tiibea mbabiting that 
regionj partly heathen, at the time write of, bnt chiefly 
Lflirwtim, formed an intejgral portion of the Amh race. Ah 
these registed the Moslem columns engaged on the frontier* 
they were eventually supported by their respective sovereigns 

_the western tribes by the Byiiantine empire, and the eastern 

by Persia. Thus throngh thein the struggle spread, and 
soon brou^t Mom face to face in mortal conflid: with the 
two great Powers of the east and west. 

The mMices of our history, being purely Ambiiin, throw 
little light on the condition of the provinces to which the 
scene will now be tmnsferreiK WitlL the Eoman empirej 
the Arabs of the penmanla had never at any line much 
acquaintance or concern | and the Byzantine annals of Syriu 
are suddenly quenched by the Ranieeuio cataelysm. A few 
brief lines is all we have from them of the moraentous 

m 

events on which we are about to enter* Of the Eastern 
empire, succeeding as the ArabR did to the iSasssnide 
dynasty, they naturally had a greater interoGt in the imte- 
cedenta * and we have, thiDngh their histonaiiB, glimpses of 
the nnarcby that now prevailed in Persia* But even this is, 
at the best* fragmentary and imperFocL. 

It is enough, for our present purpose, to know that in 
neither of the two great powers had the nerve and virtue of 
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early rlriys stirdved. Lnxnryj opprtdgioo, religious strife, 
and military disd^er liud undermined tbeir Btxength and 
impaired tlieir vigour* The Romnn empire, OKtingiiiahed in 
the- west by barbarian bardes^ esibled only in the provinceg 
governed by the B^^-saTitiTic oapital. Eehween the Kaiser 
and the Chctsroea war had long prevailed; and Syria or 
Mesopotainia had been the prl^ now of one, now of the 
other* By the last turn of fortune, Heraelinp, in a brilliant 
campaign directed frooi the Black Sea, had routed the 
Persians on the field of Kineveh, and marched tritimpbantlv 
to the very gatea of Cbeaphon (J/Wiam)* The ChosioeE, 
with eighteen of hia sons, was put to death by Siroes^ 
who enjoyed but a few months the fruit of hts parricidal 
crime ; and * in the sjiace of four yeare, the royal title was 
as^nmed by nine candidate:;, who disputed, with thcLWord or 
the fragments of an eihansted inonaichy,' < Such 
wap the cMandition of Persia^ its court imbecile and anarchy 
rampant, at the time when Aha Bekr was engaged in hia 
struggle with the a|t 05 rtate tribea. Nevertheless, the Arabian 
annles met with a fiencpr and more protracted oppodtion on 
the Persian than on the Syrian iide. And the reason ifl 
that Islam aimed it^ blow at the very heart of Peraa* Con- 
dtantinople might remain, with Syria gone, ignobly safe. 
But if the Arabs gained Irac, Ctesiphon muet fall into their 
hands. 

Among the chiefs who aided Ala in the reocenpation of 
Ealircin, Motbanna has been named*’’ Advancing np the 
tfhnre of the Pensinn (riilf, he reduced Calif, and carried his 
victorious army into the delta of the Euphrates. M\Tiq is 
this Mathannii ? ^ asked Abu Bekr, as tidfngs of his sticce ss 
kept reaching M&lina; * and to what tribe doth he belong?" 
Learning that he was nf the Beni Bekr ihn WiH, he g?ive 
him a commisaion to carry forward hia anna, fighting in the 
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wiifs of the LorclJ The eervice was jnat such as the Arabs 
lo?ed ; and Mothaima^B eolnnm was Sfwn swelled to 6,000 
men. But opjnsitlon gathered in front. The Chriatian 
and heathen tribes weire roused ; and Abu Bekr^ anticipating 
a struggle strongly backed by other forces in their iear» re¬ 
solved that (KL^d being now- at leisure) ^the Sword of the 
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Ix>Td ^ shouM be Linaheathed there. 

It was now the beginning of the twelfth year of the 
ITegiira„. liebellion had been put down in the centre of 
Arabia, and the sonthem tribea w^re also in hur way to 
pacification. It was Abu Bekr's policy to turn the yictorious 
arms of the neatless Arabs to aim liar work elsewhere. He 
therefore despatched two amiies to the northern frontier. 
One of these* under comumnd of KhaUdj joined by 
Mothiinna* was to march 0 ® OboUa near the moulh of the 
Etiphratc^j and thence, driving the enemy np its westera 
shore, to work its way towards Ilira, the capital of Irac. 
lyMh,. nt the head of the other, waa directed to fr^at al 
Jendal, which had cast off its allegiance; and theuee to pass 
also on to Hira^ Whichever of the two first reached and 
captured that city was to be in command of the country.* 
Ihe progress of Ijadh was hampered by his enemy, nud 
he was long detained in the Jof, or country about Dutuh. 
Khalid met with no such obstacle. His army, like Mo- 
thanna^s, was swelled on its march from Yem^ma to Irik by 
largo bodies of Eednnina, These were of the greater service 
as bis nimibers had been thinned not only by the carnage at 
Yemamfi* but also by the free permission, which, oiler their 
long and arduous cam|idiign, the Chliph had given the army.

TfeYertheJe5.s, the eipedition 
wad ao populnr that when Khftlid, after a flviug viait to the 
Caliph fit Mcdma, rejoined hip mmp ftp it neared the month 
of the Eu].khrateEj he found himself at the head of 10*000 
men; and this beeidcB the 8*000 of Mothanmi, who ha-stened 
lojidlv to plaee him seif under the great leader's eommand. 
The country on which they had now entered was* in ^me 
of its features* familiar to the invading army* but in others 
new and stfange. From the head of the PerHimi Gulf to the 
Dead Sea there stretebea right across the ^Heninsnla a stony 
wildemees* trackless and waterless. Ae you advance northt 
nature relaxes its severity; the |ilain* ptill a dejsertj ia at 
certain E^asons clothed writh verdure, bright with flowers and 
imstinct with the 3ong of birds and hum of insect life. Such 
is the jjaBture-land which for several hundred milea extends 
from Damascus to the Tigris. Still further norths the desert 
features giadtiaily di^ppear, and* about the latitude of Mitsui, 
are blended with the hi I I s and fields of Asia iVIinor. Athwart 
thiP vast plain* from Aleppo to Babylon, runs the river 
Euplircites, and the Ikr east is bounded by the Tigris flowing 
under the rnoiiutam ranges of Persia. Between the twn 
rivers lies the or * Island,^ of Mesopotamia, full of 

patriarchal memories. Over this great waste thero roamed 
(as erilL roam) Bedonin tribes with their flocks and herds^ 
The greater part of these Arabs had for centnries professed 
the Christian religion- Those on the Syrian side, as the Beni 
Ghassan of Bostra, owed allegiance to the Koman Empire; 
while cm the east, Hke the Lakhmitcfl of Him, they were 
dependent tipem Persia*^ But nomad life tends to fioMeness 
of attachnient and bupty of faith ; and^ nut infrequently, 
affinity with their brethren of Arabirq and the lust of plunder* 
led these northern Arabs* deserting now their ancieut allies 
uhlI their ancestral £ilth, to caat in their lot with the in- 
vading columns.

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The lower Euphratefl—Irac Arabj ^— ii* in sfrikiTig con¬ 
trast witli the region just dcscribedp The two great livera of 
Mesopotamiaj while jet more than 500 miles above the sea, 
ilraw clcMie to one another. Below this jtomt, the land^ 
naturallj rich* ifi cfudly sqpplied with watflTp and when 
irrigated is exuberantly fertile. Instead of joioing where 
they approach, the two riverg still keep apartj and for two or 
three hundred miles, rtuinmg ftamllel, ineloae wiuit W'as the 
memorable plain of l^e coiiotry (as nowj was covered 

with long billocka and mouDda^ the remains of an ancient net¬ 
work of irrigation,^ and also strewed with fiagments of brick 
and pottery, renmiiutd of the dini ages of antiquity. At the 
time of which we wrltci the face of the land waa not^ as it is for 
the most part now, u barren waste, but richly cnltivated and 
inigated by canals. On the Tigris, a little below the poiot of 
its drawing near the Euphrates, wa& riledain, * the twin city ^ 
(combiniiLg the sites of both Selcncia and Cfcesiphon), at this 
time the capital of Persia. Fifty miles to the south of it a 
series of shape less mounds, looking down on the ‘ great 
river ’ Euphrates, marked the site of ancient BabyloUj. and 
from their aummit, still to the south, might he descried the 
Bin? Nimrud (or * Tower of Babel * ) rearing its weird head 
OD the horbton of the verdant plain. Some thirty miles yet

with the fig, mulberry, and pHDiuegranate. But the climate was 
close ami oppressive | the fens and marshes, always liable to in- 
iinflation, were aggravated by the neglect of dams and sluiceBin 
those days of anarchy aud the Arab, used to the Bandy steppes 
of rlip peninsiila, gased wonderingly at the linunant growth of 
reeds and mshea, and at buflaloa driven by the pestiferous 
insects to hide their unwieldy bodies beneath the water, their 
heads alone ^pitHHring^ or gplru^hiiig lazily through the shallow 
waifte of endless lagoons^ AH Chalda3a^ horn the estnarj up¬ 
wards, was cuiti'vated* as now, by Fdlakeen^ or Arab pensaiitTVi 
and these were Icirded over by iJ/Acin-s, or collectOTs commis- 
doned by the Persiau Conrt^“ Such was the mngniBcent

combatj and, tliodgh he treacheronBly posted an ambnseade, 
was in the enoouiiter elaiiip The Moslema then rushed for- 
wardi and with great slaughter put the enemy to flighty and 
pursned them to the banks of the Enphratea, The Arabs 
had now a foretaate of the spoils of Peraia. The share of 
each horseman was one thonsand dirhems, besides great store 
of arms/ The jewelled tiam of Hormuz, ajmbol of hi a rank, 
and valued at a hundred thousand piecea, waa sent to the

When Hormoz^ meaHage reached MedaiOst he King de^spatehed

Midway he was met by remnants of the defeated army, 
wbiebt with the two princee, were retreathig to MedaiuJ Here 
tbeir iiight was stayed, and they raHiied at MacMr, on the 
southern bank of the great canal, or branch of the Tigris 
which ruDS nthwnrt the penlnsola to the Euphrates^ C^in^ 
thus strengthened, resolved on giving battle to Mothanna, 
who in his adventuroiiji pnrsoit had reached thus far. KhMid, 
appriseii of the check, hastened to relieve his lieutenantT and 
arrived jiist in time. The field was fiercely contested 3 Carin 
and both j^riiicee lost their livea, and a prodigious nuinbcT 
of the enemy was either slnin or drowned; the remainder 
ewaped in boats.® Tlie deep channel stopped farthfu- udvanco 3 
but the spoil of the enemy’s camp again was very grout. 
Khalid, eneainped on the bank of the canal, scoured the 
country on either hand, killing all the people fit for war, 
and taking their women captive. But the Fellaheen^ or 
unwarlike peasants, he left unharmed^ 

The court waa now thoroughly aroused. Arab invaders, 
they began to say, were be«t met by Arabs who knew their 
tactics ; and so the king raised a great levy of the Bern Bekr

The battle wd^ 
long and obstiiiate» bnt was won by the tactics of the Moslem 
Jeailer, wLO;, when the enemy were exhausted, suiqirised 
them by two ambnacades in their rear. The diBComiitnre 
was complete. The Persiana fled, and with them the BedoiiinE, 
lint not until sevenil of them bnd been taken priioner. 
Flushed with success and delighted with the bounty spread 
aTonnd, Khaiid called bis troops together and addressed Ktmtid’tt 
them in these Htirring words; * Ye see the riches of the land* gAiiiing^ 
Its paths drop fatness and plenty;, so that food is scattered 
about, even aa stonei? are In Arabia- Were it but as a pro- 
vinion for this present life, and no holy war to wage, it were 
Worth our while to fight for these fair fields and bauish care 
and penury for ever.^ ^ Khalid here struck a chord at which 
every Bedouin heart leapt for joy. Kow, nlso, the cunning 
device of .the CorAn, with respect to the other $ei, began to 
tell. Perman ladles, both maids and imitruiis, ^ taken captive 
by the right hand,* were forthwith, without stint of Humbert 
lawful to the coiiquerora* embrace j, and, lu the enjoyment 
of this pri^dlege, they were nothing lolh to execute upon the 
heathen * the judgment writteu*^ Thus religioua iknaticism 
Was kindled by martial ardour, ami both riv^eted by incen¬ 
tives irresistible to the Arab—tight and fonty, the spoil of 
war, and captive cbEirniii.’*

Then leaving a strong detachment nt IlaEr to 
secure hia rear, he boldly turned to meet the enemy- The 
Arab tribes first rushed to the att+ick, and KbMid alew their 
leader.r Then the Persians advanced, and the Moslernfl were 
hard pressed as they had never been hefoie, Tbe battle was 
fiercely contested, and the issue at one time so doubtful as 
to make Khalid vow to the fjord that, if be got the victoiy, 
the blood of Hie foea should flow in a river. At last LLib 
P ersians, unable to withstajid his iiripetuoiis generaiship, 
broke and ded. To fulfil his savage oath, it was priXTlnimcd 
by Khidid that no fugitive should be slain, but that all mxist 
be brought abve ioto the camp- For two days tbe country 
was scoured by the Moslem horse, and a great multitude of 
isrisouens gathered. Then the butchery commenced in the 
dry bed of a canal, but tbe earth drank up the blood. Com¬ 
pany after company waa beheaded, and still tbe goiy fi«x 
remained.

There were floiir-TnillR upon the Sipnt, and 
Tubiiri telle ne# with apparent BatjBihctian, tlitit for three days, 
eom for the whole army was ground by the reddened floods 
The inetnory of the deed was handed down in the name of 
the ‘ fiiver of Blood,’ by which thereafter this ptrettm of in¬ 
famous memo^ wna called,^ 

"WTifin the battle was over, the army foimd ready spread 
in the (sunp of the enemy n siimptuous repast, to which the 
PersiaiiB, when surprised by KMlid, were about to sit down. 
It was a novel esperieuce for the simple Arabs, who handled 
the wliita fritters with ebildiah delight, and devoured rich 
pancakes and other delicacies of an eastern table with avidity* 
Khalld ate hm supper leaning' on the body of a stalwart 
hero, ‘the equiil of a thousaad warrioi^,’ whom, in single 
combat, he ha[l but just cut down.* 

Tidings of the victory, W'ith a choice portion of the spoil, 
a welcome earnest of the royal Fifth to foUpw, were at once 
despatched to Abu Bchr. The messenger, himself a brave 
warrior (for the duty wai an honourablo one) described tho 
heat and progreBS of the battle, the feat^ and powess of the 
more distinguiEhed heroee, the multitude of the captivea 
(the butchery, no duubt, aa well) and the riches of the fipoiL 
The Caliph, overjoyed at his glowing tale, bestowed upon 
the envoy, in token of his royal favour, a beautiful damseL 
from amongst the oajjlive mai dens he had carried with him.®

Partly from its interests heiug aldn to those of 
the Christian tribes of ^LesopotamiPj partly from its being 
a depend cnoy of PeiBia, the infloence of Kim wm little fell 
in Arabia proper. But reeent events had ^iiiown that even 
the Beni Bekr might combine with the border capital to 
reaiiit the invader. To prevent the reeinrence of such a 
danger^ Khaltd now directed his steps to llinn^ 

With this view he advanced rapidly np the western bank 
of the Euphrates^ and surprised Amghiaiji, a town on the

Finding boatj' at ArnghJaia, Khii [id embarked hia mikntry 
and baggage, and was traekingnp thc Badacla to Hira, when 
the flotilla grounded ^suddenly, Azadziiba^ the Satrap of 
llim^ had sent hi^a son to lay crpeti the iirtgatiug eseapes, and 
hence the dried-tip channel and bewildennent of the 
Motdema.^ Apprised by the bontTnoD of the cause, Ehalid 
hastened with a flying squadron to the canahheod, sk'W the 
Satrap^s son, and, having closed the alniccs, enabled the 
boats again to afleend- Then the anny, having disembarked 
and taken possession of the beautiful fiainces of Khawamac 
and Najaf, the summer residence of the princes of Hira, 
enL-iLm].ied before the city walls*^ The Satrop, just then 
receiving intelligence of the king^s decease, and stunned by 
the death of his own son, fled across the river. The dtj 
was called upon to surrender, but, defended as it was by 
four citadels, resisted^ The ramports were mjinned, mad 
the besiegers kept at bay hy a coutinnous discharge of 
missiles, Bnt ii monrustcry and cloisters lay without; and 
the monks aud clergy, esp^osed to the fhry of the besieger?, 
induced the citUeii?^ to eapitnlate. The chief men agreed 
to Llie terras demanded, which were embodied m a treaty. 
Theti th^y brought gifts, which Khaltd accepted, and 
despatch wi, with tiding? of the sinTcnder, to Medina* Abn 
Bekr ratifierl the treaty nnd accepted the pre?eut3, but de¬ 
sired that their value should be deducted from the tribute.

The treaty did 
not stand long, but it is interesting as being the first con¬ 
cluded ■with a principality TFithout the peninstila.^ One 
strange condition wus inaeted on. The beauty of Keramat, 
Bister of tt leading citirea, had been long proverbia!, and 
Showcil, one of Khalid’s soldiers, laid claim to her on 
the groimd that Mahomet, hearing him extol her charms, 
had promised (so the story runa) that when Him was 
captured, she shonld be his bride. Though nowweU stricken 
in years, EMlid insisted that Showeil should hxTve her. 'JTie 
thing was grievoiis to the lady’s household, but she took it 
lightly. ‘Care not for it,’ she said ; ‘ what will he do with 
an old woman like me ? The fool saw me in my youth, and 
Lath forgotten that youth remalneth not for ever.’ Showeil 
soon found out that it was even so, and was glad to name a 

ransom, which she paid at once, and then departed to her

municipality, who, together with the Burrounding'population, 

were, if not friendly, at the least neutral, KhUlid, indeed, 
expected that, being of Arab descent, and themselves long 
ruled by a native dynast)^ the citizens of Hira would actively 
have joined his cause. Adi, gnmdson of the poet of that name, 
was one of the deputation which concluded the peace. ‘ Tell 
me,’ said Khalid rallying Lira, ‘whether ye be of Persian 
blood?’ ‘Judge by our i?peeebj doth that betray ignoble 
birth?* ‘True,’ answered Ivlialidf ‘then why do je not 
join our fiiith, ond cast in your lot with ue?’ ‘2fay,’an¬ 
swered the (Ihrirtian, ‘that we shall never doj the faith of 
our fiithers we shall not alyurc, but shall pay tribute imto 
you.’ ‘ Beshrew the fools 1 ’ cried Khalid; ‘ fnbelief is rs the 
trackless desert, and he that trcadetL it the silliest 
of mankind. Here two guidcb are offered, an Arab and a 
Stranger; and of the two they choose the Stranger I * The 
flux and reflux of Jtoiuan invasion had, no doubt, loosened 
tlieir faith in Persia { but the court of Medain was near at 
hand, and, though in the last stage of seuility, Buffieieutly 
strong to cotDUiand the alEegiiince of a small dependency 
like Hira. The permanence of Arab conquest, too, w'as yet 
uucert.ain ; the lovne of their ancefitral firith was still pre¬ 
dominant ; and so the city chose to remain as tributary.

Persian detacbmentB irerc posted m ^ilesopotamia and 
the outskirts of the desert at Anbarj Ain Tamar, and other 
places, within easy distauco of Hira, and against these 
Khalid now directed his Etepe, Leaving Cacaa, a wanrior of 
the Beni Temim, in command at Hira, he hiid siege to Auh^, 
a fortress on the left bank of the EuphratcB, &pme eighty 
miles aboye Babylon* The ganrisoiij though gnlled by the 
Sloslem archery, were secure he hind their strong wril Is rmd 
the deep fosse hy which it was surtoimded, until Khfilid, by 
a simiagEm, stonoed an entrance. He slew the old and 
wom-Dut camels of hia force, and easting their carcases into 
the ditch, thns forced hia way across. The Persian goyemor 
sued for terms, and wna aHnwed to retire.^ AnlxLr and the 
richly-irrigateil neighbourhood of Felugia^ thus secured^ 
Khalid went on to Ain 'ramar, on the desert border^ three 
tlays west of Aub^* The Persaait governor Alihdm tiad there, 
besides the Imperial troops, a great following of nomad tribes, 
and among these the Beni Taghlib, who (a strange coinct- 
deace) were under command of Aehka, Hodzeih and other 
chiefs, the captaiim of the pmphetesB Rajah when ahe invaded 
\“emaina.^ These, advancing to the attack, aEsailed Kh^d 
as he approached the citadel; but be repulsed them easily, 
taking Ackka prisoner with his own hand* iMihran^ seeing

In a cloister, hard by the churth, were forty youths, who, iu 
their terror, harred the door npou the enemy. When their 
retreat was forced open, they gave themselves up, tleckricg 
that they were students, receiving there instniction in the 
Gospel. Their Hvea were spared, and, heiug of a superior class, 
they were distributed among the leaders. It is hard to record 
the fate of these youthful scholars snatched from the Kes- 
torian Church to bo brought up as captives in the Moslem 
faith. But the fate, though sad, could hardly have been 
singular iu the rough and sangmnary tide of Boiacen mvariou. 
Special prominence has, no doubt, been given to it here 
because Sirin, one of the youths, became the fether of 
Mohaiuiued, the frvmoua ^losletn dotitor of Bussora, and

saw that liLa old enemy was advancing from ttie ea5»t, he 
’ffTis much afraid; and, failing to persuade bis eoiuradcs to 
offer temie, he hastened forward by himself^ with the view 
of Eiirreiidering; but EMlid, being apprised of bis approach s 
sent out to take him prisoner, and he was inatadtlv behead ed.* 
Then, instrmrting lykih to en^ge the J^^yrinn troopa on the 
farther side of Diima, KhAlid Liinaelf attacked tlie enemy 
on the neareri and atteilj routed them, taking lirLaonor 
Jndi and the Keibite leader- The discomfited tmopa fled 
back in confaeion to the fort, and when that was full, the 
gates were closed. lyadh was also on hhi eide vktorioTis, 
but JabflLi efl'ected his escape to iSyria. Then the sword 
was drawn agiunat the helpless crowd hemmed in between 
the two forces. Tl;e Beni Kelb were Bparerj; for Jkerd^ a 
Bedouin chief, had (much to Xhatid^e displeasure) given 
them quarter as a confederate tribe but Jodi was be¬ 
headed, and all the nmk and file that ™nly strnggled roxmd 
the city walls* Even to those withm, the rampart a were of 
anuiU avail ; the gate was battered do^oi, and the cr^jwded 
inmates put proinlBcuDnsly to the sword. The women were 
sold to the highest bidder; and the most beautiful, the 
unfortunate Judies daughter^ bought by KhiiM for his 
harem. Thus solaning himsolf for a little while at Bumn, 
the c^onqueror sent Aon with the main body back to 
Hirru There they were received with outward demoiistia- 
tions of Joy; for the dtisjens, with timbrel, music, and 
c^Tnhalft, went forth, headed by Cac^, to meet the returning

But iill Tvas Dot going on smootlilj in ^LcaopotainiQ^ 
TLe absence of Khalid and great part of his forct encon^ 
Tiged the Fer^iima and their Arab allies—specially the Beni 
Taghtibj TOWiitiiig under the eiecution of Ackka—to Te^oinc 
offensive operations. Gicaa, though on the alerts was ablej 
with the duDinlshed means at his disposal $ to do no more 
than guard the frontier and protect Anbar from a threat^ 
cued luroad. At this news, Khalid hastened back ; and, 
having installed Ijadh in the goveminent of Hka, de¬ 
spatched Cacaa across the Euphintea against the PersIaiiB;, 
while he himsetf appointed a rendeisvoua a I Ain Tamar to 
attack the Arabs, for he had vowed that he would visit the 
Beni Taglilib in their hnines., and crush the vii^er in its 
nest. In Mesopotauiia the Perahins were rented and their 
leaders killed j while on the weytem border a aeries of 
briUiant and well-planned night attacks succeeded again 
and again in surprising the Arabs as they slept aecine in 
their desert hoiucSj where they w-ero cut lo pieces^ and their 
fiamitieB carried away into diahonaur and captivdty. Thus 
Khalid fuIHUed his vow,. Multitudes of women, many of 
noble birth, were distributed among the army. A portion of 
these, wdth a rich booty, were sent to Medina ; and one, the 
daughter of Bodcir, chief of the Beni Taghlib, killed in the 
slaughtor, was purchased by A!y, and bore him a son and 
danghterd For the time, the Bedouiu confederacy was 
di^ersed*

Without a guide, he traversed the devioua desert route 
with marvellous sagacity and speed. Having accciniplished 
the rites of pilgrimage, he rEtraced lib steps with like 
despatch, and entered Ilini jnst as the rear-guard from 
Firadh was marebing in* So well hinJ be kept his secret, 
that the army thought he had been all the while at Firadh, 
and had been jonmeyrng slowly hack^ Kven Ahu Bekr, who 
himself presided at the pilgrimage, was unaware of the 
presence of bb great general. When, after some time, the 
mirrpptitiouB visit caiue to hb knowledge, ha was much 
dbpleased. But the action which he took in consequence 
belongs to the Eucceeding year,’®

The tamjjaign in Sjto opened under tie nnepicee of a veij 
diSbrcnt KbAlid^ of tho Omejjad cLm,—Khalid ibn Said. 
Haying been one of the earliest conveiiaj and amongst those 
driYea for reftige to Abyssinia, he held a high place 
amongst the eonfeeaors of Islnm^ He had been apijomted 
by Ei’liihomet to a command in the south, and though forced to 
retreat in the troubles which ensued on the Prophet^s death, 
had achieved some renown in wresting fram Miidekerib^B 
hands the finnoiis sword Satnsiil.^ Retuming &om thence, 
he urged his claim to a fresh command j and Abu Eekr, 
yielding to his importnuity, nud against the wish of OmoTt 
posted him At Tajum, on the Syrian border* there to rally 
the friendly tribes* but, imle^s attacked, to take no oflcn- 
Hve Btep* Tidings of the mo^eincut alarmed the Romana 
in that quarterj who thereupon, summoning the Ghassau 
and other Syrijin tribes, Etsaembled a large force to protect 
the border. Kbalid, on thia, obtained permission to advance, 
htit canriouBly, and so as to leave no enemy in his renr. As 
he advanced, the Syrians retired j and, marehing onw^ards, 
he discomBted a Eoman colimm on the eastom shore of the 
Dead Sea." Findicig himself in a position m advanced, and 
the country in front rouBod by the inroad, EMlid urgently

Since the 
reduction of Diima, tliis tract was now camparativrlj 
quiet^ and Abu Eekr gave them the option either of re¬ 
maining where they were, or engaging in a work * better 
for them, both in this preaent life^ and In that which is 
to come*" Amriij although he hadj eiren before hi a deputa¬ 
tion tc Oman, had the promise Irotn the Prophet of this 
districtj made answer: ‘Thy Eeirant is but an arrow in 
the quiver of Xslnm^ and thou the Archer. It ia for thee to 
pick out the fittest shaft, and whithersoever thun wilt dis-^ 
charge it,’ So they were despatched, Welld to join Khalid 
ibn Said, and Anirii by Ayla to the south of the Holy 
Land." 

Emboldened by these reinforcements, Khalid hastened 
forward to gain the first laurels of the campaign; and, 
forgetful of his mastcT^E injunctionH, sufiered himself to be 
decoyed by the Boman geuend Bahan towards Damasous^

diagnice of Khalid*^ defeat.' KiJIjiiig th^ ecatteied fmo¬ 
menta of thp difioomfitod force, he carried the greater part 
back agam to the ftoot, aad there took np a poaltion In 
advance of Ikrima. Then fottowcd Te^td^ eon of Abu 
+SQ&an, wiLh a great levy from Mecca, including many 
ftimoua eblefa of the Goreish, roused by the ikliph^s cMl and 
the stirritig neivs lh>m Syria. Ui^ brother, Muavia, shortly 
after jomed Lim, bringing up the remaining fragmeuEg of 
the runaway army. Abu Obekia^ already known to the 
reader as a trusted Companion of the Prophet, led a third 
column, and poated himaelf near to Ainru^ who cam- 
manded the fourth brigade in the Waily Aratm, to the west 
of the others. Many of the new troopa, e&pecially the levies 
from the south, travelled, after the Bedouin hishion, W'ith 
their fiimilie?;, ready to settle house and home In the north ^ 
for the marreljons snecess of the army in IriLc auggeBted 
the etiU more mviting prospect of estahlialiing themselves in 
the Land of Promise, Hewing with milk and hooey 

This force wns altogether difierent in compt>sition frain C-orapom- 
the army of Irac. 1'hnt in the main consisted of Bedoidns, 
who Hoekcrl in tribes or to Lhe banners of 3[i>^ fuaio. 

tlumua anrl Khalid} the men of Mecca and jMedlna were 
as yet in I rac compamtivelj few, for they had returned in 
great numbers to their homes after the balEie of Yemajna* 

In the SyriiLu army, on the contrary, there are reckoned at 
least a thousand Conijonnion-tt—‘men who had seen and con¬ 
versed with the Projihet; nnd of these no fewo^ Lhan one 
hundred of the famous Three Hnndred of tSedr. They 
enrolled themselves at pleasure under whichever chief they

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implieit obedience; while he, on his part, congnlted their 
views and wiaheg, not only in the set coiindl of war, but 
genemlly on all oocasione of importance, Sheikha of re¬ 
nown, each (« Abn Sofiiin and Soheil, who but a few years 
before, had wielded at will the whole power of Mecca, and 
haughty high-bom chieftains of Nejd and Yemen, now 
joined with alacrity and aeal the eolunm of anyone, how¬ 
ever young and inferior, into whose hands the Caliph was 
minded to present a banner of command. And the whole 
force, thus formed in separate detachmentB, held itself at 
the absolute disposal of the Commander of the FaitbfiiL 
Afcu Bekr Abu Bekr was dnly sensible of the gravity- of the euter- 
prise om which ho now embarked—nothing short, in fiict, 
Euinihua u measuring swords with the Kaiser. He Lad thrown down 
the gauntlet, and in fact was waging war, at one and tbo 
same time, with the potentates of the East and of the West. 
The brigades for tbia service wore pitched one after 
another on the outlying field of Joif; and, as each was ready 
to romth, the Caliph walked a little distance (as nearly two 
years before he had done with Osama) by the side nf the 
mounted leader, anil gave him thus hia farewell oornmnnds. 

‘ Profession,' he would say, ‘ is naught without iaith. Hie 
meritofaworkdependeth on the purpose of the worker. The 
reward set forth in the Book of the Lord for sneh as fight 
in His ways, is great.

Xest came Shorabbil, avemwing the Ghor, or depressed valley 
of the Jordan and Tiberias. Yezjd in the Eele^, threateneii 
Bostra } and Amm, in lower Palestine, Hebron. Each of 
these, nt kat^ found himaelf confrontod by a Eomim force* 
Heraeliua now, at last, was tliorongbly aronsed. It was 
but a few jc^ara before that he had gloriously repulded the 
ChosToes ; but after that ho bad rekpsed into the inactivity 
of earlier years- Tidings of the invasion—a fredi irTii|>- 
tion, EU 3 it would seem, of barbarianG from the south 
inEteaJ of from the north—awakened him froin bis leibargy. 
EeiKkiring to Hims, he gathered together an immense force^ 
and sent it, in sepamte divisions, to stem the advanciiig 
tide. The largest of these, numbering (tradition teUi tin) 
90,000 men, was commanded by bis brother Tbcf^daric.^

Acting on thiB oounseh the four colnmnj eoucentraited 
to the south of the Yermfik, tieor where it was crossed 
the militMT raid from Damascus. The Honuma, euiting 
their tactics to tho change, also drew together, and, under 
command of Theodorif, pitched their camp on the northern 
bank of the river. The place was singnLiT, The Vermut, 
taking itfl rise In the high lands of the Hatimn, and fed by 
many affluenta, is a Luge and swift stream. In its lower 
course it rans, far below the level of the plain, in a deep 
and nigged fiorge, through which its waters, rapidly descend¬ 
ing to the Ghflr, Ml into the Jordan at Oadam, below the 
T.ttke of Gal ilee. The battte^oirad was probably 30 or 40 
niUes above the junction. Here the stream, fetching a 
compass, formed on the northern bank a great plain,— the 
plain of Wictaa, bounderl on three sidea by a sheer pre- . 
cipica. The reunuiiing side was hemmed in by a ravine 
which nearly closed the circnit. A parrow neck woe left

The JBonmTis often 
formed up in force, and as often were driven bock ; but the 
mvine was to them a strong protection, an d t he Ambfl gained 
no materia] advantage^ In such indociflive ajdjmifllinig two BaM f 
months jtosised awny, and the armies remained sllli facing

He formed, therefore, the bold design of striking right 
ncross the Syrian desert to the north, emerging at Tadmur, 
and BO tumlng the Roman flank, A council of war was 
held, and a Bedouint well versed in the deBeri, set before 
them. * There is but one track,' the guide, ‘ a track 
so bare, and for five days so waterless, that even single horse¬ 
men shun it, lest they perish by the way.^ * By the same 
wny shall we gOp^ wasi KhMid'a prompt resolve ; and when 
expostulated with on the wild and perdonB attempt, he an¬ 
swered that, with Divine aid and flrm resolve, nothing wria 
wild and nothing perilous. The words fired his followers 
with the same adventuroua xeal, and the project was by 
acclamation cairied. ^ Do this then,* slid the guide, Mf ye 
jbe bent upon the enterprise. Gather as many camels ns ye 
can -f make them thirsty by withholding water for a while ; 
then let them drink plentifully, and again a aecond time j 
afterwards, bind their ears and slit their lips so that they 
ruminate not. So haply may your water Last.* At each 
stage across the wildcmesSj ten such camels were slain for 
every troop of a huTidrcd lances. The water drawn from 
them wns mixed with milt for the horses. The men were 
given but a single draught feich day. On the fifth day a 
shudder crept over the host. The supply waj? at an end* 
They had reached the neighbourhocKl, marked two hills 
on the right hand and on the left, where water should 
have been, but the signs were wanting, and the guide was 
at fanlt. Alter cnatiug anxiously about in all directions, he 
cried in despair—* Search for the bramble bush; the 
bramble flhould be here; if ye find it not, we are lost/ 
So they gearched all aronnd. At last they came upon a 
half-concealed root, and raising the Takhir, ahouted * Grent 
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is tie Lord!' Rushing- to tie tbcj dug down into 

the ground, and found a plentiful supplj of water.' 

Tbey were now on tie Syrian aide of tie desert, about a 
hundred miles to the of Damaseaa. Early aeit morning, 

Khulid fell on the astonished tribes in the neighbourhood, 
scattering tenor all around, and securing submission either 
willingly or hy the sword. Tadmor, after a sight resistance, or 

yielded. Then fetching a circtiit, he efcirted the Hauran .lyascr 
within sight of Damascus, and emerged at Adzraat. Having ^ 
achieved this marveilons journey in the course of a few 
weeks, and reopened commuDicatJoiis with the south, he 
sent tidings to Ahn Behr of hia aafety, with tha i-'ifth of 
the spoil he had taken by the way. He wna now close 
to the combined army of the Jloalems, which still lay in¬ 
active on the Yermuk; and he effected a junction with them 
in the month of June, or perhaps July.*

that they were hoimd to die^ The idea^ no doubt, 13 fandful 
and eaat in the rantemptuons ftjle of Mui^nhima tradition. 
But so much we may readily aeeept, that the army with 
which HemeHns sought to stay the tide of Boxacen invaision, 
must needs have been veiy largc*^ We may aiao batieve 
that though devoid of union^ loyalty^ and valour, it way weE 
appointed, and elated by its achievemeDte in the Peraian 
WOT, of which many veteninj? were atill present in the ranks. 
In diseipliDe and eombiiied movement, and in the weight 
and style of his eqnipinent, the Eomau, no doubt, sur¬ 
passed the Arab. But the armament of the Botnan did not 
80 greutiy excel as to give him a material ad^-antage* 
It had no analogy, for ejample, with the auperiority which 
in these days crushthe barbarian before the sanguinary 
appliances of modem art and science^ It is strange to 
refleet how a single Gatling might have changed the day 
iind driven Islam hack to wither and die in the laud of its 
birth. On the other hand, the Bedouin horfle excelled in 
celerity smd dashp Their charge, if Hght, was galling, and 
EO rapidly delivered that, before the soqirisfl was recovered 
from, the enemy might be out of sight. The KotnanE, it is 
true, had themselves Bedouin auxiliaries, as numerous

With Bahan came a troop of memks and bishops, who, bear¬ 
ing banners, waving aloft their golden crosses, and shouting 
that the faith was in jeopurdy, snngbt thus to ronae the 
jKis^ion of the army, Bnt the passion roosed was too often 
the scowl of hatred. Bitter schisms rent the Chinch, imd the 
my of the Ctrthodoi for help would strike a fiir different 
chord than that of sympathy in the EntyoLian and 
Kestorian breast. Lastly, the aocial and ancestral associa¬ 
tions of the Syriitn Bedouin, while alien from hia Bymn- 
fciiie masters, were in foil accord with his brethren ftom 
Arabia} and of this instmetivefeeling, the invaders knew 
well how to take advrentage. With these bkewaim and 
disunited multitndesS, compare now the Moslem force in its 
"virgin vigour, bound together aa one mim, snd fired with a 
wild fanatical zeal to * fight in the ways of th e Ijord, and 
si> win ftt once heavenly merit and worldly fortune; their 
prize, the spoD of the enemy, and the fair maideuff of 
Syria ravished from their homes; or, should they fall in 
battle, the reward of the martyr, heaven opened iind beauti¬ 
ful virgins, blruik-eyed Houries, beckoning, with all the 
wanton graces of paradise, to their warm embnice.' Of 
warrioTS nerved by this strange combination of earth and 
heaven, of the fleidi and of the spirit, of the incentives both 
nf feith and rapine, of fanatical devotion to the Ift-ophet and 
deathless passion for the ses, ten might chase a hundred half¬ 
hearted Bunians. The forty thousand Moslems were stronger 
far than the two hundred and forty thousand of the enemy.

OppoTt unity sewm offered, Unnsual preparation and 
bnaj movement on the Eoman side led to a coimcll of the 
Moslem etdefe* and Kbalid laid his views before them. The 
Caliph, it wns true, had given tr> each a separate and distinct, 
command to meet the separate Eoman armies. But the 
field had changf^d, and Abu Btkr would surely now approve 
the asaumption of absolute command by a single gcneraL 
The merit in the Caliph^s eyes would be the same for all j the 
merit in the sight of the f 4 ord, the sime, ‘ Come now," he 
added, to diftimn their jealousy, ‘and we shall vary the supreme 
command, each Liking it in suceesaion for the day, and, if 
ye will, tot the first be mine/ The success of KMlid in Irae 
added weight to his words^ The propoeal thus adroitly 
made wns unanimouBiy ugreed to* The Chiefs ex|jenLed 
that, when the lX^casian pasBcd, the old Bystem would be 
reverted to. But the change, once made, stood good; and 
the supreme command in Syria was thencefrrward vested in

Moslems 1 * ‘ cried Khalid, * say rather ** How many 
the Moaloms, bow few the Eoinaiia ; for, if ye count aright, 
nmuhers wax by the help of the Lord, hut when He witb- 
dmweth His face, Llieii they wane, I would that the Kottitob 
were donble the number they now appear, if 1 had tint 
under me mj good AjtibFtccdl^—for the hoofs of his 
favourite bay had been worn down by the mpid marching 
from Irac. Still the Homan a kept rolling up iu dense 
columns. The fate of Syria depended on the day* 

As the enemy drew near, KhAlid rnUed upon IkriTiiEii 
who bad brought Ms reserve upon the field, and Cacaa with 
hie wnrriorB from Iracr, to advance and check them. Just 
then a mesaenger rode up in haete^ carrying a despatch 
from Medina. To the inquiry of those who flocked Eiround, 
he answered: ^ All is welL and rcinforcementa on tJie way.^ 
But in Khalides ear be whispered a secret mesgage, and he

He nr tha 
had probably a trciopj or eficort, which followed him^as he Tode 
forth towards the Anib general; hut whether or ao, a 
Romau battalion, mista-king hid movement for a dcapemte 
attack upon the encrayj advanced to hia support with sneh au 
energetic charge that the Moilem front wns broken and 
thrown into confusion* Iknma stood firm* He who in the 
duYS of 1 gnomiice liad mouMired arms even with the l^rophet 
of the l^rdy shoLdd he flee before the lufidel I * ^ho now/ 
he cried, ^ will join me in the covenant of death Four 
hundred, with hip own son, and the hero Dhirar, took the 
fatal pledgeJ He charged, and the battalion which had 
createil the dnrpriBCi bewildered at the treachery of Jareja, 
fell bock. The gronud now clear, Khalid ordered the whole 
line to mo%-e forward* The Eomans too advanced, UDd the 
charge was met on both sides with the swonl* Ail day the 
battle rageii. Furtime varied; mid the carnage amongst, 
the Moalenig, as well as the Rumaiis, was great. Ikrimii's 
gallant TOmpajQVf holding their grouiid firm aia a rock in 
frunl of Khilid^ tent, bom the brunt of the day; they were 
slain or disabled almost to a mati- yo fierce wore the 
Arabs, that even the women joined their huabands and 
brothers In the fielil j and Huweiria, daughter of Abn Sofino, 
inlieiitiDg the spirit of her mother Hind, was severely 
woEinded in an encounter with the euemy*^

quickly percemng that tlieir horse were decUaiag from the 
infaDtry, Inunchcd bifl centre aa a wedge between the two. 
The cavTiIiy^ with nothing behind them but the preeipice^ 
made a fierce charge for their livea; the Moalem troops 
opened to let them pasa, and so they gained the open 
coimtry and never again appeared. The Moslems then 
turned right and left upon the remaining force cooped up 
between the ravine and the chasuL i and, as they drove ail 
before ihcm^ the Eomans on both hands * were toppled over 
the bank oven as a wall is toppled over/ The battle drew 
on into the night, bat oppositioii was now in vain. Those 
that escaped the sword were hurled in a moving mass over 
the edge into the yawning gulfi * One struggling W'OQld 
draw tea others with him, the free as well as chainedL’ 
And so, in dire confuaion and diEinay, the whole multitude 
perished. The fatal chasm YACfisA engulfed, we are told, 
100,000 men/ Ficar, the Eomau general, and his fellow- 
eaptains, unable to bear the sight, sat down, drew their 
togas around them, and, biding their feces in despair and 
ehamej awaited thus their fete. 

Aloroing found the Moslems in silent poasesmou of the 
great plain. They flocked into the Eoiniiii entreuchmeat, 
and XhMid took possession of Theododc^s royal tent. The 
camp and its rich equipage yielded a booty of 1,500 pieces 
to each horsemnn. More thtm this, the fearful fete of the 
army struck such terror into the Byzantine court and the

Tbe victory -was piirchascd at a heavy cost. Three 
thouijaud wene buried on the field, besides a great multi- 
tilde woundlofi; and among the fallen we read many dis- 
tingtiished names. Of Ikrinm^s forlorn hope few survived- 
The fam ous Dhimr, badly wounded, recovered to signalise 
himself on other fielde. But Ikdina and his i?oii both sank 
nnder their womidB. In the morning, when near their end, 
they were carried to the roval tent of Khilid. He laid the 
head of the father on hia breast, and of the eon upon his 
thighs tenderly wiped their faces and moiatened their lips 
with mter. And as they passed away, he kept fondly say¬ 
ing : * Alas, ala*; ! the father and the son ; who would have 
thought of a martyr*s death for both! ^ 

Bnt EhaJid was no lunger in command. The Tnesaenger 
in the field had whispered in his ear the news of Abu 
llekr^a death i and the letter which he then slipt into hia 
quiver bronght the new Caliph ^s order that KhAlid should 
deliver up command into the handa of Abn Obeida.^ 

Tbe battle wai fought in the end of Augnsl, or the 
beginning of September, A*D* 634.® 

Before Darrating the sequel of this ^eat victory, we 
mtiat turn fora little to what was parsing elscwhere.

That the position was not altogether aeeure li 
shown by the prerantion of KMlid^ joat before Lis departure, 
in j^ending tbe sick and infinii with tbe women Eind ebil- 
dren home, for the tirncj to Ambia- A new prmce, ShahrirM, 
bod succeeded to the throne ; and he now thoiigbt to eipet 
tbe invaders by lending an army under Hormuz, 10 ;h 0O0 
stroiig;^ against them.* AJothannEi, having timelj warning, 
iiuniediately cnlied in Ma outlying gmijionB, but, with every 
vxQTtion, die fciix'e brought together wtts dangeroQeJy fftna,ll 
in comparison with the Persian host- The Jang, confident 
of Tititory, wrote to Mothanna an insultiBg letter that ‘ he 
wjiB about to drive him awny with an nrmy of fowl-men and 
swine-herds-’ Mothanika answered: ‘Thou art either a 
braggart or a liar. If wh.-it thou sayest be true, then 
blessed bo the I^id that Lath reduced thee to such de¬ 
fenders f Having despatched this reply, bo advaDced 
boldly to meet Honnuz. Leaving Hira, the little fbrea 
passed under the dreary ruin of Birs Nimrud, and eroEsing the

IA’ the first yt^ of his Ca.lfphate, Aba Bekr was hlad^ned by 
the engTOSPiiig work of repressiiig ajHjat-afly mid robelUoiiT 
from bemg prefi&nt at the yearly pilgrimage in Mecca- But 
next year he presided at the piigritnage himself. As the 
party entered the mle of Metsrd, the yoimg men hasteued tu 
tell his father, whoj blind &aiD great age, was seated at Ida 
door* On his son's approsich, he arose and Gtood up to greet 
hinu A bn Bekr made liia camel to kneel down at the 
threshold, and alighting, embraced his father, who was shed¬ 
ding tejiTB of delight, and kissed him between the eyes. Attab, 
the governor, Soheil., and the other great men of Meeca, 
appr 43 ached and sihook the Caliph by the hand* Then they 
did obeisance to his father, who foid: * These be onr nobles; 
honour them, my son, and make much of them/ * Make 
much of them,* answered Abu Bekr, * that I do; bnt (mind¬ 
ful of his hlaster^s teaching)^ as for honour, there is none 
save that which cometh fram the Lord alone.* After 
bathing, he went forth in pilgrim garb, to kiss the Black 
^^toue, and encompass the Holy IToiise. The people ernwdfd 
round him j and as they made mention of the Prophet, Ahu 
Bekr wept. It was but two years aince hlahomet had been 
amongiTt them, ctJebrating the same rites, and how much of 
danger and deliverancE had come to pass ia this short space! 
And so they mourned hia loss. At midday, he again went 
throiigh the eeremoniea of the K^ba j then, aiLLing down

Buiing the summer* Abn Eekr was bnaied with rein- 
forcementB for the Syrian campaign^ Bom three years after 
the eia of the Elephant,® he was now oyct three-score years 
of age I hutf einiple and temperate in hip habits, atill hide 
and vigorouH. In the atittimn* bappening to bathe in- 
oantionifly on a cold day, he waa seized with a feTOr, wblcb 
laid him low and obliged him to make over the presidency 
at public prayer to Omar.* When the ilinear had lasted 
for a fortnight, his friends, coming daily to ask after him, 
at hist becnmo anrioiis, and said: ^Shall wo send for the

His last act aaa to diuiimoii Omiir to his bedside, and, 
as hiB dj-ing charge, to eoansel him, ivhieh be did ti± great, 
length, to tainpcT bsrrdness and severity a ith mildness and 
moderation, lihortly after, he amk, and feeling the agony 
approach, breathed Ids hist ^th these words: ‘ Lord, make 
me to die a tnie believer. Take me to join the blessed 


ones on high!” 

Abu Hekr died on August 22, a.i>, 631, having reigned 
\^o years and three montlis.’ His bwly wus laid out, in 
pursimnee of his own wish, by the loving hands pf Asma, 
smd of Abfl al Kahnian, hia sou ; uud he was wound m the 
clothes in which he died ; ‘ for,' said he, ‘ new dothea 
befit the living, bnt old the mouldering body.’ * The fitune 
Companions that bore the JM^het's bierhoredsothat of Abu 
llekr i and lliev laid him in the same grave, the Caliph’s 
head resting by'bis Master's shoulder. Omar performed the 
funeral service, piuyiug, as was cualomary, over the bier. The 
funeral procession had not fiirto go; it had only to cnas the 
urea in front of the Great Moaqne ; for Abu Bckr died m 
the house appointed for him by MiiLomet opposite his own.

During tiie greater part of his Caliphate;, be had occn- 
pied that boinie. For the first six monE-ha, inde^i after 
MaLoiueCH death, he continned to live chiefivj as he had 
done "before, aL A1 Sunh, a enbuTb of Up|>er Medina. Here 
he inhabited a eimple dwelling made of palm fltems, with the 
family of Habiba, the wife whom he married when he came 
to Medina, and who was with child when he died, Etnd bore 
him a daughter shortly after. Every moming he rode or 
walked to the Great l^Io^ne, where ihiliomet had lived and 
ruled, for the discharge of the buaiuess of the State, and to 
perform the daily pmyerE, OioaT presiding in his absence* 
For the more important een'ice of Friday, when a speech or 
sermon was delivered, he stayed at home t-a dye hia hair and 
beard, and dress more carefoUj j and eo did not af»pear till 
the time of midday prayer* In this primitive home, as elae- 
where, he preserved the fievcre Biniplicity of early Hfe, and 
even fed and milkecl the goats of the household. At the 
first he conttnaed to maintain himself by iuerchandise j 
but finding it interfere with the proper burdeiiH of the State* 
he consented to forego all otlier ocenpation, and to receive 
a yejiily allowance of air thousand dirhems for his household 
chturges.*

At his eoiiri, Abu Eekr mala Gained the Rimple and 
fnigal life ob ^lahometp Criiards and geiritorsi there were 
none* nor anjthliag appmaching the pomp and eireimiifltance 
of lie waa diligent in bDaiTie^f^, HTe leaned npon 

t.tmar as his eonnaellorj whose judgment (excepting m a few' 
eases in W'bich it wils wurp^d by prejudice) hadl bo great 
weight witli Lim^ that he might be eald to have shared in 
the govemmentH, Abu Bekr never sfiared himself^ and many 
incidenta are related of the Tnanner in which he deHoended 
to the minutest, things* ThuSj ha would sally forth by night 
to seek for any destitute or oppressed person ; and Omar 
found him one night inquiring into the affairs of a poor 
blind widowj whose case Omar himself had gone forth to 
look after. The de|iartment of justice was made over to 
Otuiir, but for a whole year^ wo are told, lianlly two suitors 
came before hinii The Seal of state bore the legend, friM^ 
the heal of Tbo despatches were ehiedy indited 

by illy; and Abu Bekr made use also of Zeid [the amaiiu- 
ODSis uf the Prophet and eompiter of the Coran) and of 
t.kliiiian, or of any other penmnn who hapjjened lo be at 
hand/ In the choice of his ogents for high office or eom- 
mantl, he was absolutely free from nepotism or parliaJity, 
and was wise and discerning in his estimate of eharacter., 

But he had not Omar’s strength or decifriou \ nor was his

louB agent it ia duii, more than to any others that klam sur- 
vived and triimiphed* But Abu Bekr was nt^t wanting in 
firmneaa when the occasion demanded ^ for ejsample, the 
despatch of OeiLma'a arravi and the defence of Medina 
ngainst the apoetate tribea, when he stood almost alone and 
all uround Wfia dark, showed a boldneas aiirl steadfastneaa 
of purpose, which, more thnn anything elae, eontribiited to 
turn the tide of rebellion :ujd a|iostnfiy. 

The secret of Abu Eekr^s strength was fiiith in Mahomet^ 
He would flay; ^ Call me not the Calipk of tk^ Lord ; t am 
but tlifi C<illpk ^f the Fropltet of tlte Lm^L' ITie qnc&tion 
with him ever waa, ’What did Mahomet comnumd ? or, What 

now ahonlcl he have done ? From this he never aweired one

hair's-hreadtlu And ao it wha that he cm&htfd upoatiisy, luid 
laid Bccure the foundations of Ltbm, His reign was shorty 
but, after Mahomet hitniself^ there is no one to whom the 
Faith h moj?e beholdem 

For this reafiou^ and because his belief in the l^phet 
19 itself a strong evideuce of the anceritj of 3Lihomet 
hiniaelf, I have dwelt at same length ujicn hia life and 
character. Had Mahomet been from the first a conscious 
Impostor, he never could have won the fiiith and MenElBhip 
of a man who waa not only sagaciontj and wiee, but sinsple 
and sincere. Aha Rckr had ud thought of |>er5onid ag- 
graudisement. Endowed with Boveroign and irrerponrible 
power, he iised it idmplj for the interesta of Islam and the 
people’s giCN>d- He was too shrewd to be himself dceoiveJj 
and too honest himself to act the jiart of a deceiver.

Oa‘ the morrow aftor Abu Bekr's deaths Omar aecended the 
pulpit, and addressed the people assembled in the Great 
iloifque. * The Arabs/ he fcaid^ ‘are like a rebellions camel 
obliged to follow its driver, and it pertaineth to the driyer to 
see wtiieh waj he leadeth the same, Bj the Lord of the 
KAaba f even thus will I guide jou in the waj that ye ehotdd 
go." 

The first act of the new Caliph was to isBne the despatch^ 
with whidi the render is already Etoqnainted^ deposing 
Xhalid. The second waSj in fulSlinent of Abu Bekr^s dying 
behest, to raise a levy for Mothozma- Ijeaving the 

former, we turn for the pre^nt to the latter* 

A new standaid was phmted in the court of the Great 
hlosque^ and urgent proclamation made that soldiers for the 
campaign in Itae were to rally ruund IL Then followed the 
oath of fealty to Omar, which wus taken by nil who were in 
and around the city, and was not completed for three daya. 
Meanwhile, so great a fear of Persfan pomp and prowess 
had £illon on the people, that none responded to the military 
call. Seeing this, Mothanna harangued them in a stirring 
speech. He told them of his victories, the endlcas plunder, 
the captivea, male and femalo, and the fmilful Inuds which 
they had already spoiled the enemy of j * and the Lord,^ he 
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added, *w;iii£:th hut to give the rest into your hands-' 'fl'anned 
by his discourse, and giung by the indignant invecdvea of 
Onmr, uien began nt Jast. to offer. The timt who came for- 
ward was Abu (^bcid, a citizen of Taj’if; and then numbers 
crowded to the standurf. TiVhemthey Lad reached a tbou- 
Bund, thoge aronud began to Bay to Omar; ‘Now choose 
thee one of the chiofest amoog them to he Ameer—a 
vetemu CoraiJanion of the Prophet,—Itefugee, or (.’itizea.' ‘ 
‘That, t witJ not,’ said Oniar. ‘Wherein doth the glory of 
the Compiuiiona consist but in this, tlint they were the tir&l 
to rally round tlie Prophet? Bnt now ye are bnckwaid, and 
come not to the help of the Lord. Such as be ready 
fur the bnrdeu, whether it be light or wliother it be heavv, 
these have the better chiijn. Verily I will git-e the eommailil 
to none but to him that firat came forth.’ Then Luming to 
Abu Obeid: ‘ I appoint thee,’ he said, ‘over this force, be- 
cauBO thou wa.-t tbe first to offer; and m earj^nesa /or 
fiiitffc w fftc Aroi’a glury' Nevertheless, he earnestly 
enjoined upon him ever to late counsel with Iho Com¬ 
panions of the Prophet, nud to naaodate them with him in 
tbe eouduot of njfai[¥. So the force started for Ir^, At the 
flame time Omar removed the ban against the employment 
of the once aprstate tribes; and bade Abu ObJid to 
gummon to his standard all, without distinction, who gince 
the apoMnay had made a good profession. Mothmimj, with 
a tightened heart, haatened back in advance of Abu Obeid 
and rctiirued to Him after t he absence of a month. 

During tbia jheriod, while Nfothannn waa away, further 
etiuflges were transpiring at the unhappy court of Perflia. 
Prince and princess euecceded one another in the midst of 
bloodshed and rebellion, till at last a royal lady named Rnmn 
rammoned Rustem, a gcneml of renown, from Khomsan, 
and by Lis aid established herself as Regent u pon thethmne.*

Then crossing the Euphmtes, be surprised Narsa, who was 
Btrongly pouted at a royal date-grove near to Kaskar, and, 
routing hiu army, took rjosgession of big camp, with much 
B^il. Great store of dates feD into their hand^ of a hub 
kind, reserved for royni use. These were distributed among 
the army, and bcaime the common food of ,nll. With the 
royal Fifth, a jMitipu of them was sent to aiedina t ‘ Behold.’ 
yrrote Abu Obeid to his Master, 'the food wherewith 
tha Lord Lath fed us, eaten heretofore only by the kings 
of Persia. We desired that thou shoiddast see the B,ime 
with thine own eyes, faste it with thine own |ipa, and 
finiifie the Ia?rii for hig grace and goodness in giving m rovul 
food to eat.’ .Taleuus, another genemi, cemung uj, 
te to the help of h'flfsa, was also discomlitod i and the 
^ortnna^ delta, prey to alternate couqnest and defeat 
egan again to acknowledge ifoslem smy. The neighbour¬ 
ing chiefs brought in their tribute, and, in proof of loyalty 
m-ide a feast of good Ihings far Abu Ol^id. But he declined 
to pdmtnbe of it, unless shangl equally with hig soldiers A 
fuilh^ snpdy of the same delicacies was therefom fumi.shed

Before this im¬ 
posing host, the Arabian army fell backs and, re-crosaiiig 
the Euphrates, took up gnmnd on the right bank. Babninn, 
fonowing, encamped at f^oss X4tkk, on the opposite shore. 
T!ie field of battle this not fhr from BabyloDj and^ being on 
the bighTray belween tire Capital and Him, a bridge of boaty 
spanned the river ne^r the spot.^ Bahrufin, in his pride, gave 
Abu Obeid the option of cro&amg the river imopposed, thus 
leading him the choice of tiither bank for the impending 
Action. Abu Obeid desn^ed to take the offer and pasg over 
to the other aide. His advisersi strongly opposed the move¬ 
ment, and sought to dissuade him from quitting tbeir more 
H^dvantageous gronnd.

Had he BUTvivert, and taken refuge from the 
foe on some sandy mound, I surely would have been, hi a 
advocate and defender." ^liuads, reciter of the CerftE, wns 
among those who fled- f^bortly after, when, in the cour^ie 
of recitAtion, he came Lo this verse: ‘^'ITicKoever in the 
field shall give hie back to the enpmy (excepting again to 
join in the battle), cr tludl turn aside unto another party, 
verily be dniwctb the wrath of God upm him; his refiege 
aliall he hdl-fire—an evil end 1 ^ - And he lifted up bis voire 
and wept.

with 4\Jotba7UiE^ and brought a krge contingent to his helpj 
ThiiB, nipicllj and largely reinforted^ he ii'aa soon tlronger 
than ever, and ready for an olfensive movement. These 
troops were massed at fh^ well in the rear of the enemy’s 
country, on the edge of the Arnbian desert^ near KLia^in. 
The women and ohildren (for the practice had now become 
genenil nf carrying their himilies with them^ were placed in 
security at a distance behind; some were even left with 
friendly citizens in Hira, although^ since the last retreat, the 
city had been re-occnpied by a Persian satrap* ^Totlianm 
had also a tmstj follower in hiding there, to give him notke 
of what was passing. 

From this spy, Mothminn now learned that, matters 
having been settled at the capital, a great army was in 
motion againat him A Sending an uigent message to Jarir,

soldiers to quit thcmselres like mEn: * Your valour this day 
will bo a proverb in the moutlu of nlL Be still as death,' 
he cried ; and if ye sj^exik aught one to the other, Sfwiak it 
in a whisper, ^'onc shall give way amongil us this day* I 
desire no glory for niyef^h bnt the glory of you all/ And they 
unaweTed him in like words; for he was beloved by his men^'® 
ITie word for the advance was to be the TaJebtr^ ^ Ijneat 
is tlie Tiord ! * it was to be tluiee repeated ; then, on the 
fourth c]ryt the rush. But Mothanna bad h^irely shouted the 
firstj when the Persian myrmidons bore down in great force;

‘ Though Christian, ye are one in lilixici irith ns; come now, 
and as I charge, chaige ye with me.' The Persian centre 
qui%'ered before the fierce onslaught, and as the dnst cleared 
off, it was seen to be giring way. The Idoalem wing?, 
hitherto outflanked, now look henrt, and charged also, llicn 
the Persian umty fcD back, and made for the bridge. But 
Mothanria was before tbem, Jn despair, they turned on 
their pursuers, ami the multitude was so great tluit. ngnin 
there was a moment of danger. But the fiery zeal of tlic 
Arabs, though a handful in comparison, beat back the 
forlorn charge. ‘ The Eueiuy,’ says an eye-wit uess, * dri%'en 
before Ariaja, wore brought up by the rirer, and Boding no 
escape, re-fenned, and eharge<l upon us. One cried to the 
leafier to move his banner back; “ ify tcorh," he answered, 
“ in to move the banver <ni” So forwaitl we drove, and cut 
them up, not one reaching even to the river bant.' Modmnua 
reproached himself afterwards with having closed the bridge, 
and cftufled (on Ids own side) a useless loss of life. * J made 
a grievous error,' he would say; ‘follow not tny esample 
herein; it behoveth us nut to close the wayagainat those 
who may be driven to turn upon ns by despair,'' The 
carnage was alnioat unparalleled even in the nnmds of Islam,

The victory is remarkable, not only for the nncianipletj 
bras of life, but also aa aecored in great part by the ^Talotir 
of the Beni Namr, a Christian tribe. And yet fiirtierj the 
most gaJbnt feat of the day was achieved by the member of 
another Chnstiim clan. A pirty of Beni Tagtdib nicrcbantSi 
with a atring of bon^ea for Kde^ arriving jnst ns the ranks 
were being dressed, threw tbemselves into the battle, 
thtKJtdng the Arab aide. A youth from amongst them, 
darting into the very centre of the Ptrskiis, slew Jlebrnn, 
and leaping on bLs richly oapiri^ned harefe, rude bach upon 
it, nmidst the plaudits of the whole Moslem line, crying, as 
lie passed in triumph t ^ L am of the Beni Tagblib. I am 
he that hath slain Mebraa** 

The loss on the Moslem side way considerable f Mo- 
tbanna had to mourn the death of bis brave brother *Maand^ 
As this hero ivaa borne from the held mortally woimded, he 
cried : * Exalt your lianners high, ye Beni Bekr.* The Lord 
will n£:ilt JoUj. my men; and let not mj fall disturb you I ^ 
Anir, the Christian chieftain, met a similar fate. And 
Mothanim aSectionately tended the last momenLa of both 
together—the Christian and the Afoslem—an on won Led sight 
on these erusading fields, Ife perfornietl the funeral service 
over his brother and the oilier fallen !Moslema, and said in 
bis panegyric of their heroism : ^ It assuagetb my grief that

praised Jheir countgeona attitude- * It well becometh the 
wives of such an army," be said, ‘ thua to defend thcmBolveB*^ 
Then he told them of the victory ; * and lo,* he added, a3 he 
produced the stores of graiii, ^the finet-finita thereof! ^ ^ 

The country was now ravaged withnnt let or hiridrance 
np to SaMt, within sight of the walls of IMedain^ The 
eneniy’s gamaons were all driven back ; and lower -Mesopo^ 
tainin and the delta anew reoccnpied- Parties also scoured 
the Country higher np. An bar and Khanafis wero again 
taken por^eaaion of, and many rich markets ransacked* They 
penetrated to Baghdad {then a mere village on the Tigris 
above the modem city), and even a-s fT,r north as Tekrit- Great 
booty was gathered in these plundering e^editioD^* It was

nised as they desen'e. That he did not belong to the 
nobility of Sledina waa the misfortune which keijt him in 
the background. Jarir, leader of the Beni Jadda, declined 
to serve under him as Ameer, or curnmaader, in Irae, since he 
was a mere Bedouin chief, and not a CbiiiydnioTt of the 
Prophet; and he complained aecordinglj to the Caliph- 
Omar listencii to the npficat; and eventually (as we shall 
see) appoint ed another commander over both, lint with that 
opens a new chapter in the Persian war, anil before entering 
on it, wc must revert to the course of events in Syria. 

The chameter of 3 iIothrmna, however, dcservea more than 
a passing notice, and as we shall hear Uttie of him in the 
short remaining period of his life, I may here devote a few 
linefi to his memory* Among the generals who contributed 
to the triumph of Islam, he was second only to cue* Inferior 
to Khalid in dash and brilliancy of enterprise, he did not 
yield to him in vigour and strategic skill. Free from the 
Tinscntpuloua cnieltj eo often diafignring the triumphs of 
that great leader^ he never, like him, naed victory to gratify 
bis own ends. It was due alone to the cool and desperate 
$ftand which Z^Ichthanna made at the Bridge, that the Moslem

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CHAPTER XV. 

CAJsS^^aS IX aTRlA.—TAglXU OF DAMASCUS- 
liATTLE OF FIHL* 

A,H. XIV. AJ), e3A. 

Apfer the terrible slaughter of the Roman b at llVae^L^'aj, we 
left the i?yHan forces repodng on tlie baiiks of the YertuiLfc* 
Thei'e, for eoine time^ they were engaged in biwjing the 
deadf tending the wonndedi and dj^dding the spoils 

The eouatij aronnd them, * the hmd beyond Jordan on 
the east," differed from any they had previously knoum. 
To the south was the undulating pasture-grannd of the 
Belc^, and again to the north of the I'ermiik the 
lure-lands of JenlaD-^ Between these two tiastoml traeta 
lay the hills and dales of Gilead, with their fields of wheat 
imd barley. Jotted oyeiy here and there with dumps of the 
shady qsik, olive, EUid Bjeamore^ and thickets of arbutus, 
myrtle, and oleander. It was emphatically ‘ a good land, a 
land of hrookfl of water, of foimtains and depths that spring 
ont of valleys Euid hills/ The landscape, diverEified with 
green tilopee nnd glens, is in Beason gay with carpeting of 
flowers and melndy of bird^. From heights not fiir north of 
the Yormfik, beyond the green espouse arowid, might he 
descried the hlne waters of the Sea of Galilee sparkling in 
the west, and still farther the snow-capped peaks of the 
LebEmon and Hermon—a strange contrast to the endless 
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smdf. and iitonj plains of the peninsuk.' Xot less marker! 
was ttie contrast with the land of Cliiildffia. There the 
raarahj- delta of the Euphrates di-plfiya an almost tropical 
Ilixuriatice; while above ft the plains of .■^fesopotamia, 
Tvith its network of canals, were covered by mounds, 
the Hite of uitifti teeming with life in the earlj cycles 
of the world, and Strewn with ftagments of pottery and 
bricks stamped with strange dericcr^myfterions records 
of bygone kingdcums. Here, on the contiaiy, the pride 
of the Bysantine empire was yet alive. From the 
Jordan to the desert were colonial cities fonnded by the 
Bomans, boasting their churches, theatres, and fornm. 
Even the naval contests of the nanmachia might be wit¬ 
nessed in the land r,f ailead.

Eeridea tb e ta ves 1 evied under Byzantin e 
nile* the tribute of one dinar was unposed on every male 
adult who did not embmee I^lam^ and a measure of com 
was taken from every field,* Jn this way the Arabs gained, 
noL only large spoil and a pernmnont revenue^ withont 
entirely alienating the people^ and oven vdth a ebow of 
moderation j but obtained also posBesBion of buildings jmffieieut 
for their own aceoinmodation and for the conduct of puhltc 
hnsJness* And so this beautiful cityj ^tbe Eye of the EiojV 
passed from the gniap of Heraelins into the hands of the 
Caliph} and became *the Eden of iHhim**

One and anotber 
of the Caliphs soughby the offer of large ijaytoentiij to 
obtain surrender of the entire Cathedml; but in vain* At 
Irust Welid, about the ninetieth year of the Uegiiii, took the 
law into his oivn hands;, and autnmajily ejected the Christian 
worshippenL They comphiiiied ugalnA't the injustice of the 
act, and Omur IL listened to their reclarniation. But the 
docturfi of Islam dedaml it impossihle to restore to 
CLristizin worship a place once consecrated by the Idisan 
and the prayers of the Faith fu! j and so at last the Christians 
eonfiented to take, m:^Uad, the churches of the city and its 
fiiiburbe which bad been cunfiscated under the equal parti¬ 
tion of Abu ObeiJa, All that apfieared CbristiajiT therefore^ 
in the style nr decoration of the Cathedral churchy was now 
removed or defaced. But this wonderful edifice retains to the 
present day marks of the different religion to which it has been

Mistaking inaction for remissneEs, and themEcIvea te¬ 
ll uceti to etiaits, the Byiiaiitiiie army, on a certain morning, 
thought to fall upon the Anii^ unawares. They little know 
the vigilance of Shorahhil, who night and day was on the 
watch rtady for action. Fetehiug a circuit, the Romans 
suddenly appeared on the Moslem flunk. They met a warm 
reception, and there ensued a battle as fierce and obatinute 
as any that Lad yet taken place. All day the Romans held 
tlieir ground; but by nightfall the impetuosity of the Arabs 
had its way. Sacalar, the Byrantine captain, fell, and his 
army broke and fled. The greater part, caught in the 
marsh, there met their fate; and few escaped the sword, 
♦Thus the Lmd wrought for his people,* writes the pious 
crusader; ‘and the morass which we thought a curse tamed 
in His hands into a blessing/ And so the plain of Esdradon 
agairi looked down upon another great and sanguinaiy 
conflict, which, following on the defeat of Wucusa, decided 
for many n long century the fote of S3yria.

Xo enemy now was left in sight- Oinar, therefore^ 
remembering the kat Ijehest of Abu Bekr, ttiat when the 
Lord gave victoiy m Syria the contidgent of Khalid should 
be sent bock to Iraoj gEve orders ac!Coitliiiglj, Its ranks* 
thinned by the fighting they Lad undergonej were before 
the mEircb made np to their foumer strength by transfer of 
volunteers from the Syrian army. Thus reenuted* the 
contingent (under command^ not now of Kh^lid^ but of 
llaBbim* son of OLbu) recrosaed the desert just- in time to 
lake port in the great battle of CMeddya. Abu Obeidii, 
with Khalid and other ehieJi of notej returned to Doina^iis, 
Shorahhil and Amru were left to reduce to order the 
proidnce of tho Jordan. The task was easy,. The dre of 
patriotism had never burned brigblly anywhere in Syria i 
and what tht^-re might have been wns now extinguished hy 
the li.^lcgg cowardice of the Byzantino Court. To the 
Bedouin class* weary qf Roman trammels* the proBp^ct of 
an Arabian rule was far from nnwolcome. Keither were the 
Jew8 and Siiimiritaii& nnfavoumbie to the invaders; indeed* 
we find them not mfreqnently giving tiid and mfLirmation to 
the enemy, Kven the Chriatians cared little for the main¬ 
tenance of rr goveminent which by courtly and ecclt^iastlcal 
iutcdenmce bud done its best to alienate their affection. 

Beii^an for some time held out - but the garrison* when 
their eallies had been repeatedly repaired with ala tighter* 
at hist capitulated* Tiberiaa followed its eiample* and both 
obtained the terms of DiuniiSciM* Adzraitt** Amm^Ln* Jerash, 
Alaab* and Bostra* oil tendered their BubtniesiGii. *4nd Ht> 
the whole tract from the Jordan eastward to the Kauian 
and the desert* was brought under control, and garrisona were 
distributed throLighout the leading towna^ 
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^ ezid eitended ffimilarlj hia autLoritj from D^imnacas 
totnuda tk^ desert aa fer as Tadmor. Wnstwaid be deputed 
bifi brother ^VIiMvia^ who^ ineetiBg little oppueition^ reduced 
Sidou and Beyrnt, and pushed his t>Dnquests as far north as 
Atciu^ Damascus itself, largely OLctipieti by Arabs, quickly 
assumed the garb of a iloslem city. The Byzantine power 
and iuHueiice lingered longeron tbe cwieti and once and 
again, from seaward, they retook wbat the Arabs had 
gained k It was not, ludeed, until the Mussulnians began to 
cope with the uavai forces of the Mediterraneaut that their 
antbority was riveted along the Httoral, as it had long been 
in the interiori 

The conquests of Syria have reached usj as I baTS 
More ealfl^ in n form vague and most perfunctoiy. With 
the court of Dainasoiis, its early local tratiitiona almost 
entirely disappeared ; while thoee of the East preaerved by 
the learned coteries of Kufe, Buasom, and Baghdad, alone 
have reached as wi th any fulness and acenraev- In this we 
may see n reason for the coiu|iaintive bareness of tradition in 
respect of the early histoiy of Dcimascas and the rest of EJyna 
under AToslem rule*

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CHAPTER XVL 

TEZDEaiRD gPQCEEDS TO THE TltaONE OF PERSIA,—BATTIK 
OP CABESiYA. 

A ll, XIV. AJ3, iSSfl. 

The de^perat^ field of Cadesija loa been described to ns 
idth nlmcst. as profuse detail as the leading battles of the 
the Prophet, The length and severity of the L^ntest, its 
memonible results, and the projimity of the ground to Ku&, 
made it a fiivonrite topic of dificdurse at that grand centre 
of tmiiitiom Hence the prolixity- We slxfvil follow the 
OLitHne only of the storyj avciding the detail with which it 
haa been OTerlaid, 

We left Moth anna, after the battle of Bowoib^ ravagiTig 
at plea^mre the terror-ritriekeii coasts of Chaldsca, In the 
altemationB of war, another wme from the opposite quarter 
Was about to sweep over that unhappy land, A new move¬ 
ment was taking place at Medain. The Persian nobicsi 
ficanduliscd at the weakness of Ruidem and the feeble 
Queen, began to cry out that he waii dragging the empire 
down to min. The ladies of the court were assemhlod to 
inquire whether any king might not yet be discovered of 
the royal blood. At last there wtis foinuJ Ye?degird, saved 
as a child ftom the massacre of Siroes, and now a youth of 
twenty-one. * He was placed upon the throne. Around 
the young King the nobles rallied loyally^ and eemethmg of 
the old fire of the empire was rekindled. Troops were

As they were led to the 
royal presence, the lahhle crowded aromid, and jeered at the 
rough liahit of the Arabs, clad in striped Yemen stuff, and 
arnaed with the rude weapons of the desert, all cotiLrast- 
ing strangely with the courtly splendour of the regal city. 
‘ U>ok! ’ they cried mocking, * look at the woman’s distaff/ 
mcaniug the Redouin bow slung over the shoulder, little 
thinking of the havoc it was soon to make in their crowded 
rants. As the Chiefs entered the precincts of the pabco, the 
prancing and champing of the beautiful eteeds, and the wild 
bearing of the stalwart riders, stmek awe into the heart of 
the king and Lis effeminate nobles. 1‘ezdogiid demandedt 
through an interpreter, wherefore, thus unprovoked, they 
had dared to invade his kingdom. One after another the 
.Arabian spokefimen told him of the Prophet who had 
wrought a mighty chunge in their land, and they explained 
to him the nature of IsLun, its blessings and its obligations. 

‘ Embrace the Faith,' they mid, ‘ and fhou shall be even os 
one of us f or, if thon wilt, pay tribute, and come under our 
protection ; which things if thou shall refuse, the days of 
thy kingdom are numbered/ The king re)died contemp- 
luousty; ‘Ye are naught, ye are naughtJ hungry adven¬ 
turers fifom a nuked landj come, I will give yon a morsel, 
and ye skdi depart full and content/ The Arabs replied in 
strung but modest wonda * Tliou speukest tmth.

jiurice, that, dasertt^ bj their King, they bad no roBonree left 
them but to bow before the invaderSi At lobt, having whiled 
away four months from the time of starting, Kiiitem, passing 
XajEkf, came within Right of the Moekm force, and pitched 
hie camp on the opposite bank of the river. 

During tlup long period of maetion, the impatience of 
the Amh^ wa?, not without difficolty, checked bj the Rtroug 
hand of S^id, to whom as Ameer* and lieutenant of the supreme 
Ameer, the Mo^-lemR wcire bound to yield implied ohedienee. 
Excepting raids and reconnoitring expeditions nothing was 
attempted. Some of these, however, were sufficiently daring 
and exciting i}u one occadon, Toleiha, the qu&rulam 
prophet, entered hy night the enemy'e camp alone, aind 
cutting the ropes of a tent, carried off three horseg. Hotly 
pursued, he slew his pursuers one after another, excepting the 
last; who, seized by Toleiha mugle-handed, andjearried off a 
prisoner, embraced Islfiiu, and fought e ver after fnithfidly hj 
his captor's sdde.^ As tie enemy drew near, the Moslem host 
lay couched like the tiger in its lair, ready for tie fatal spring* 

The oemteuding sirmies heiiig now face to facoj Kustem 
had no longer excuse for putting off the deci^ve day. Od 
the morning after his arrival he rode along the river h;uik to 
reconnoitre j Emdj, dtanding on an cmlncTiee by the bridge, 
sent for Zolua^ who with tie foremost column waa guarding 
the passage.

Singing thus, he closed with Ifonnn^, ‘ a prince of tie fiate,’ 
anfl, spoiling him of his aruionr, bore him, along with his 
liiadeiu, a captive to Sad. Asim, leader of the Beni Temlm, 
ringing a like war-Bong, pursued his adversair right into 
the enemy^B ranks? there he aeked a mule^river, and 
carried him off with Lis laden beast to the Musleni lines ? it 
iras the king’s baker with a load of his choicest viands. 
More remarkable *HU is the story of Abu Mibjan the Tliackif- 
ite. He was a ringleader in the detraction of Sad and his 
offence wo. aggravated by drimkenncBS. Bound as a prisoner 
m the fort, nnder charge of Selma, he seized by an 
irrepressible ardour to Join the battle. M his earnest en¬

At Sad^s command 
the Beni Asad diverted the attack upon themselves j but in 
the heroic act they left four hundred dead upon the fields 
Then tie eJephanta attacked the wings, .spreading cou sterna- 
tioD aU jiTound ; and the eneioj, profiting by the confisair^n, 
pressed forward, 'Hic piosition was now critical j and Bdd, 
ft? a last Tesotmre, bade Asim to rid them from the danger 
at whatcTer cc&t;. At once that gallant chief choire from the 
Beni IVmim a hand of archers and of agile skirmis^hers, who, 
draw ing near, picked off the riders one by one, onri boldly 
cut the girths- The howdoB fell, ^rad the great beaste, with 
none to guide them, fled* Thus relieved, the Arabs regained 
their groim-ii. But the shades of dnrkness were falling, and 
both armies retired for the night.

Sad somewhat poftened; swear that no man will this 
day eictiise me if then dost nut, who seeat iu what plight 
I lie/ The jieople sided with the lady ; but (tradition iidds) 
Sfid wan no coward, and be lived the c?ontnmely down. 

The moining wa^ cpccupied with the wounded and the 
dead ; and the day waa advaTiccd before fighting was re¬ 
sumed. Just then the first colomu of the Syrian contingieiit 
came iu view. It was Jerl by Cacau^ a host in hkubielf^ who 
hurried forward with a thoneaud men, leaving Ihin^hmi to 
bring up the rnain body of five thoimiid more, the foUawing 
day* By a tikilfid dispositiau Cec&i magnified his force, in 
the eyes both of hiend and foe* Me arranged his men in 
hands of a hundred, each following at a little distance behind 
the other. Adir^ciTig, he s£iluted Sdd and his comrades, 
anti bode them joj of the coming help. Tlicn calling upon 
tlie rest to follow, he at once rode forth to defy the enemy. 
Dznl Hiljib, the hero of the Bridge^ accepted the challenge. 
Cacshi recognised his foe; tmd crying out, ^ Kow will I avenge 
Abu Obeid and those that perished at the Bridge^" rushed 
on hiss mini and cut him lifeless to the ground* As each of 
Caciui’s squjidrone came up, it charged with all t he appearance 
of a fresh and independent columu acro&s the plain in sight 
of both lumies, shouting the Takhir^ which was answered by 
the some ringing checTj AUah Akt^T, from the Moslem line*

their gear nut yet repnired* Pre^u?ed on nil sides, their 
horise gave way, and Etistem was only saved by a desperate 
rally. The PersLan Mbntry, however, stood their gronnd, 
and the day closed with the isHue still trembling in the 
The fighting was severe and tile carnage greats Two 
thousand Modems lay ilcad or wonnded on the field, and ten 
tliousand Pei^ans. AJ] night through the Arabs kept 
shooting the nameif and lineage of their several tribes. There 
was shoutingj too, in the Persian camp. And so, enc'oiiraging 
Ihemselves, eaeh sido awaited the final stmggle*® 

On the third raoming, tho army was sgain engaged in 
the tuonniJul taifk ol reinoving their fallen comrades from 
the field* Phe sjjace of a mile hetween the two lines was 
strewn with them, ITio woimded were made over to the 
women to nniYe, if perchance they might survive—or rather, 
in the lungunge of Islam—^ mdil the Lord shonhl decide 
whether to grani^ or to withhold from them, the crown of 
martyrdom/ The dead were borne to a valley in the rear 
towards Odzeitv where the women and children hastily dug 
graves for them in the sandy sod* The wounded, too, were 
carried to the rear. For the sufFering fiek it was a weaiy 
pasiHjige under the bumiiig sun- A solitaiy' palm-tree stood 
on the way, and under its welcome shade they were laid for 
a moment as they passed by. Its 'memory is consecrated in 
such plaintive ver^e Eis this:

The 
other fared still worse, for they pierced both its eyes, and 
slashed its tnmk. rtleriug a shrill scream of agony, blinded 
and maddened, it darted forward on the Arab ranks. Shouts 
and lances drove it back upon the Persians. And so they 
kept it rushing wildly to and &o between the armies. At 
last, followerl by the other elephants, it charged right into 
the Persian hue; and so the whole herd of huge animalB,— 
their trunks mi Bed aloft, trumpeting a? they rnsbed by, and 
trampling all bef<.^re theni,“plmiged into the river and 
disappeared on the further shore. For the moment the din 
of war wa? hushed as both artnies gazed transfixed at the 
jxtrtentous spectacle. But soon the battle was resumed, 
and they foiigbt on till evening, when darkness again closed 
on the combatants with the issue still in doubt. 

The third night brought rest to neither side, ft was a Tb*

For four- 
and-twcoty hours the troops Imd maintnioed the stniggie 
withoot cloBing an eye. Vet now the Jloslemg issued with 
freshness and alacrity to a new atttvcL llje Persian wfngs 
began to waver. Then a fierce onslaught on their centre 
shook the host: it opened and tuiTOvered the bank on which 
vraa pitched the throne of Bnftem. A tempestuotiB wind 
arose ; and the canopy, no longer guarded, was blown into 
the river.

jeT^ellefJ spoil* The plain, far anid wide, was strewTi with 
dead bodies. The fugitive miiltitude, hunted even into the 
fens and marshes, were e^T^rywhere put mercilessly to the 
BWiirrL But the aiinj was too exhausted to carry the jmriinit 
to any great distance beyond the river. 

Tlie JVItissulmnn las*^ far exceeded that of any previi>tis 
engagement. In the final conflict d,000 fell, besides 2,u00 
in the two tlays before- smjuer waa the battle coded^ 
than the w^cmien and children, canying pitdierH of water, 
and armed with dnbs, on a double misgion of mercy and of 
vengeance, spread themselvea over the field. Every fallen 
-Mussulman, fitill warm and breEithing^ they gently raised 
and wetted hi& lipg with water. But towards the wounded 
Persians they knew no mercy; for them they had another 
emmiJ j raising tlieir clnba they gave to them ihe m/ys de 
grdcc. Thus liad Islani extinguished tlie sentiment of pity, 
and, again st nature, implanted in the breast a of the gentler 
sex, imd even of little children, the spirit of fierce and cold¬ 
blooded cruelty-^

It was made of panthers* 
skms, bm so ncbly garnished with gems as to 1>e valued at 
100,000 pieces.! The prize taken by Zohia from the person 
of JuJeniis was so cosdy, that fiM, doubting whether it might 
not be ^together too great for one person, applied to Omar 
for advice. The Caliph chided him in reply. * Dost thou 
grudge the spoU to snch a one as Zohni,’he wrote, ‘after 
oil that he hath wronght, and in view of all the fighting yet 
to come? Thou wilt break his heart thus. Give him the 
whole, and over and above add a speelnl gift of 500 pieces.* 
Thus did the needy .Viubs revel in the treasuree of the East 
the costliness of which almoid exceeded their iHiwer to 
coiaprf'htinci* 

enemy, the defeat was cmsliiiig, and dedsive of 

amee Khalid had set fotitupoo InU-, and already that empire 
which fifteen yearn before had humhledthe fiomtm arms, liud 
ravaged Syriii, and encaniiied triumphantly on tlie Bo=mhoraB 
wai’ crumbling under the blows of an enemv whose strength 
never exceeded thirty or forty thousand Arabs rudely armed. 
Tlie battle of Cadesiya reveals the secret. On one side there 
was hot a Inkewann, servile following; on the other, an 
indomitable spirit that nerved every heart and arm and 
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after long we{ir>' boura of fighting euabU'd ike Mflal«m 3 to 
Jeliver tbe final and decisive cLaj'ge. Tbe iicijiilt waa, that the 
ti-aat host, oii which the hist efforts of the empire kid het u 
spent, waa totally dbeomfitod ; siuii, atthougk broken colunma 
escaped ueroag the river, the militaiy power of the etniiiro 
never again gathered itself into formidable shape. Tfie 
wnintry far and wide was terror-struck. An important 
though indirect effect was that the Bedouin trlLea an the 
Euphrates hesitated no lunger, ilaiiy of them, thoiigli 
diristian, had fiiught ou the Moslem side. Some of these 
now came to Sid and saidj ‘The tribes which at the fimf 
embraced Islam wore wiser than we. Xow that Btist^n iintfi 
been slain, all will noeept the new belief.’ So there came 
over many tribes in a body and made profession itf tbe fiiith. 

Tlic buttle had been so long imijeading, and the preimm- 
tions of the empire on so grand a scale, that tbe issue wii> 
watched all over the country, *fiiodi Odzeib uway soutli ti* 
Aden, and Irom Obolln acroE^ to Jerusalem,’ as that which 
would decide the fate of Isbim.' Tbe Calipli used to iaam* 
forth alone from the gales of Aledina early in the mommg,if 
perebance be might meet, aomo messenger from tbe field of 
battle. At Inst a courier nrrived outride tJie eity, who to 
Umar's cjqestiou replitsi shortly, * The Lord hath discomfited 
^he Peraiiin host.’ Uuiccoguisiid, Omar fttliuwed the camel- 
rider on foot, and gleaned from him the outline of tbe great 
battle. Entering Atodina, the people crowded round the 
Caliph, and, saluting, wished liitn joy of tbe (riumph. Th*' 
courier, ahnsbed, cried out, ‘O Commander of the Eaithful, 
why didst thou not tell me ?' ‘ It is well, my brother,’ was 

the Ciilipb's simple answer. S^uch was the unpretending 
inieu of one who at that moment was gTCUter tli;in either 
the Kaiser or the Cbosroes.

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CHAPTER XVJL 

JiVENTE rOLLCiWIWfj TILE BATTLE OF OADESTYA —CATtUBE 
OF MEDALX. 

A IL ST.. STt A.D, 63fi-7, 

AfiEH hh victory, S4d, bj desire of the Cdiph, loused for a 
little on the field of Cwlesiya, and allowed the wearj troops 
to rest. Fragments of the great Peraian host escaped^ broken 
and lUapersedj in the directloii of the mms of Babylon+ 
and rallied there, on the right bant of the Euphrate&, 
After two moatha^ repose, S&jdp now recovered from hia dek- 
nessj advanced to attack thenL One or two short marches 
bronglit him to Hiiu. It was the third time the imfor- 
tonato city hiwl been taken and retaken. The punishirient 
for thia its last helpless defection from the Moslem canse^ 
was the donbling of ita tribute. Boon supplanted by 
Kufa, at a few miles* distance, the once royal city speedily 
dwindled into a common \'illage. But fho neighbouring 
palace of Khawamac, the beautiful residence of the Lakh- 
mite princes, was left standing on the lake of Najaf, and 
some times visiied, as a country seat, by the Caliphs in after 
days. 

As the Moslems advanced, the PerBian troops made ^ 
stand, first at Bits Nimrud,^ and then, reerce? 5 ing the Eu- 
phratet?, under the great mound of Baby Ion. Driven from 
thence with loas, they fell back upon the Tigris. Sild then 
pitched a standing camp at Babylon, and, hinuielf remainiiig

This royal city of Persia ftns bnilt, as we have Keen, ou 
both hanks of the Tignsr, at a Bbarp and don hie bend of thn 
fiver, fifteen miles bfdow the modern Baghdad, Seleucfa, 
on the right bank^ waa the original seat of the Alexandrian 
conquerors. On the opposite shoro had grown np CteKiphquj 
fhfi winter residence of the Perskn raunarcha. Tlie com- 
hined city had now h>r ages anpcrswled BnbyloiL aa tJio 
ojipitai of Chnldfea- Though repeatedly taken hy the 
Romans, It was now great and fsrck>perona^ bnt helplessly 
tom by intrigue and enm-ated by 1 usury» The mmra 
quartet, with its roynl palaces, wna on the eastern side, where 
the noble arch^ the Trri i Xe^ay atill arrebirs the travelleriri 
eye its he Boats down the Tigris^* On the nearer sido was the 
saborb, Eahar Sair;* and towards it, as immediately acees-

So the army, for some weeka, was forced to rest; and, 
ocoupying tie deserted mfuisions of the western aubarb, 
enjfyed a foretaste of Persian Imurv. 

When Medaln was tirst threnteced, Veadegitd de¬ 
spatched Lis family, with some of the regalia and treasure, 
to Hoi wan, a fortified town in the hilly country to the 
north: and now, leaving ^lihran in eomniatid, he eou- 
templated fiight himself in the same direction, ITie heart 
of Persia had sunk hopelessly; for otherwise, the deep and 
rapid Tigris formed an ample defence against sudden assault, 
indeed, tiie Arabs themselves were, for some considemblo 
time, of this opinion ■, they were occupied, we are told, for 
two months, in the seiiich for boiits, which had all been 
removed firora the western bonk. Unespectcdly, a Persian 
rieserter apprised fiJld of a place where the rim could be 
swum or forded. But the stimm, always swift, was then 
upon the rise, and they feared lest the horaes should be 
carried down by the turbid flood. Just thou, news came in 
that Tezdegird was lurangiag to flee to the monntiiins on the 
third day with the rest of Lib treasure. .Sdd at once re- 
solv.^ upon the enteri-rise. Gathering his forte together, 
he thus addressed tliem:^‘ We are now at the mercy of the 
enemy, who, haring the river at commnml, ia uhle to attack 
us imawflres. The position is intolerable. Now, the Lord 
hath shown unto one amongst us u vision of the Faithfnl 
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tttjon their horseSj etosFing the stream triomphantly. Arise, 
and let us stem the flood I' The fJeB]>erate venture, sup- 
iwrted by SoliDAn the Pctbuui, was cwried by acckmarioiu’ 
tlii hundred picked tavalry were forthwith dmwu up in 
l>imds of sixty. The foremost mak plunged in, and bravely 
battled with the rapid flood, Bown and across, they neared 
the other shore, as a Peralan picket dashed into the water, 
and ^Ttirdy endeavoured to beat them back. ‘Raise ynnr 
lances,’ shouted the leader Aeim, ‘and bear right into their 
eves.’ Bo they drove them back, and safely reached dry 
I mill ij4d no sooner siiw them land mfe on shore, tlmn he 

called on the rest to follow; and thus, with tlie cry—‘ Alhdi' 
Triumph to thy people—Deetruclion to thine enemies!’ 
troop after troop leaped into the river. Sio thick and close- 
arrayed were they, horses and iiiaras ttgether,* that tht 
water was hidden from view ; and, treading as it had been 
the solid ground, without a single loss, aU gained the farther 
side.* The Persians, taken bj suj'prise, fled panio-atricken.

Boon hastened Iwek 
to share the ro3'al spoiL They wandored over the gorgenim 
liuvilioDN of a court into which for ages the East had poumi 
il.B treasun-E, and they revelled in beautiful gnrdens, decked 
with flowers aad laden with every kind of fruit. Tlie corv- 
►pieror established himself in the f^nilqce of the Chosroes. 
Hut firat he wbh minded to render thanks in a Service of 
Hraise. One of the princely buildings was turned for the 
mornDut into a house of prayer ; and there, followed by as 
many aa could he spared (for inilitaiy precautionn were vet 
ohserved), he ascribed th e victory to the Lord of Hosts.

Besides millions 
of treasure, there won ruuntless store of silver and golden 
vemels, gorgeons veatments and gnmitnre, and preciona 
things of imtold rarity and cost.* A beky «qrtnre of 
sumpter mtdes discloatri an iineipectefJ freight—the tiima 
robes, and girdle of the king. The Arabs gazed in wonder 
at the crown aud jewelled swords and all the splendour of 
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the throne, ami, among other marYelti, at r onmel of idlver^ 
large aa life, with itH ri(ler of gold; and ni a gulden horde* 
haring emerald* for teethj its neok set with, rubies, and the 
trajipjngfi of gold* The precioua metals Ifwt their etm- 
ventiotial \ 7 il 11 e, and gold was parted with for its weight in 
silver^ "Works of art in sandal-wot^i and a^nber were in the 
hands^ of ereiyonei with hoarda of muak and the sjui^y pro^ 
ducts of the East, OaiTiphcKr lay about in ericIe^ and was 
kneaded with the cakefl ns aalf.j till the pungent taste 
revealed the mistake.^ The agents of the pri^e hasd a heavy 
task, for each man^s share (and the armj now numbered 
fiOjDOO, all mounted) was twelve thousand pieces/ besides 
bpecioi largesses to the more distingmshed warriors-. The 
jutuy could aff>rd to be geuerotis, and so they de 5 |Hitched to 
over and” above the loynl Fifth, such rare and 
precioTi 3 things aa might stir the wonder of the simple 
citizens at home. To the Caliph they sent as ii Htting gift 
the regalia of the empire, tmd the sworda of the Chosrocs 
and of Ndmao, the prince of llira,* But the sjaH-tarle of 
the day was the han<|Detjng caqipt of the kingj seventy 
cubitR tong and sixty broad. It was a garden, the ground 
of wrought gidd and the walk h of silver? green meadows 
vrere represented by cniemldB^ running Tivnleta fay penrEs; 
tree*, flowers, and frnita by dinmondB, rubies, and other 
precious gtoncs. ^Mien the reat of the spoil had been 
distributed at the Great i^Iosque, and ^peciiil gifts allotted 
to the more distinguished CompauloDSt Omar t^:ioh counsel 
what should be done with the roynl carp 4 !t.

Aii Medain offered ev&ty convenienoe for the seat of 
government, SAd odtabihshed his head-qnarters there- The 
palncea imd maDBloua of the fugitive nobles were divided 
amongst his followers. The royal residence he occupied 
himseih Tlio grand liaUn, its garnishing unchanged, was 
consecrated to Pivine worship, and here, iis a cathedral 
aervicCj the Friday ritual wha first eelebrated in Irac.

And the people 
on either bank of the Tigris, seeing opposition vaiUi 
reartily ^nbinitted themBelves to the conqueror* In the 
ant 11 mil, however, the PersiiiiiST resolving again to tiy the 
olinnce of amis, flocked in great numbeta to YeKdeginh 
anil an army was formed at Hoi wan, a fortress on the 
idreaui of thati name a hnndred milep north of Mcdmn- 
Fititij thence MelmkiL, with part of the force, advaneed 
to Jalula, n stronghold on the mountoiTi range half-way to 
Medain* This place, capable of aecommodating an annvi 
and almort iuipTegnable to such an enemy as the Moslems, 
was defended by a dieep trenehi and aU ontlets or accessible 
place? guarded by cfteeniiiS de frme and i^pikcs of iron. The 
movement was reported to the Culiph, and, with his sancti-oa. 
Sad pushed forward Hai^him and CacSji at the head of 12,000 
men, including the flower uf Mecca and Medina j and they 
mt down in front of the citadel. 'Hie garrieon, reinforeed 
from time to time by the army at Hoi wan, made an ubstinata

Fresh tri>ops had to he despatched from 
jMedAin, and the siege was prolonged for eighty davs* At 
length* on the Gccasion of a vignrona Bally, a great atonn 
darkened the nir; and the Persian columns, losing their 
way, were piirsiied to the battlements by Cac^, who seized 
Ode of the gate^i. Driven thus to despemtion, they turned 
npon the Ambs^ and a general engagement enRne^J, which 
* waa not fluriKisaetl by the KigtUof Clangour, excepting that 
it was fiborfer/ Beaten ^t every pnint, many of the enemy 
in the attempt to flee were eanght by the iron spikes, Tliej 
were pursued to some distance,!

UwLritnar, lowH by the fragments of his army, Yezdegird fled to his 
northern cfipital, Kei, in the direction of the Caspian Sea*® 
Caerka then advanced to Holwan, and defeating the troops 
which still held took pnsscKiiion of that stronghold* and 
Jpf^ it garrisoned with Arab levies as tbo fiirthest Mr^j-leiri 
outpost to the north. 

The spoil vaa ugain rieh aad plentiful, for it einljmced 
much tJuit had been hastiljr carried off ns idqr(; precious froin

The booty was vnlned at 'I’hirty 
millioDs of dirhems, besides the horses, of wbich uiue fell to 
the lot of every combatant. lu charge of the Fifth, Sid 
despatched to Medina a youth named Ziad, of doubtful 
parentage,* hut of singtilnr readiness and address.

But 
nest morning, when about to diatribnte the booty, the rubies, 
emeralds, and vast store of precious ihinga, he was aeen to 
weep. ‘ What! ’ esclnliiied Abd id Baiiiuin ; ‘a time of joy 
mifl ihankfnlneaiJ, and thou sheddest teaiH!' * \ea, replieil 

the simiile-minded OEiliph; ‘ it ia uot for tliia I weep, but 1 
foresee tbnt the riches wbidi the Lord bath beatowed upn 
us will become a aptiug of worldlmess cud envy, aud in the 
end a calamity to my people.' 

'/in ti was also the bearer of a petition from tile leaders ^ ^ 

in Irac, who chafed at the limit placed ou their progress, 
finci now asked for leave to pursue the fugitives into 
Khorasati and lo the Caspian shore. But Omar, content 
with what bad been already gainrd, forbade tha euterpnse. 

‘I desire,' he wrote in rt^plj, M.lad between ifesopoi^imia 
and the Linds beyond, lie hills shidl form a barrier, so that 
the Persians shiJl not be able to get at os, nor we at therm 
The fruitful plmns of Irac suliica for all our wauts; and I 
would rather the safety of my people than spoil and further 
conquest.' The conviction of a world-wide mission for Islaiii 
was yet in embryo i and the obUgatiDn to enforce its claims 
by a universal crusaiJe had not yet dawned upon the nation. 

And, in good truth, a dominion embracin|f, as Isbm novf did, 
isyrui, Clialdiea, and .\rahia, might have satisfied the ambition 
even of an Assyrian or Baby Soniim monarch. The sound and 
CM^ual miuii of Omar, ffir from being unsteadied by the Hush 
and giddiness of victory, careii fiJTijt to couaolldiite and secure 
the prize he Lad already gained,

A soq of 
Kormuain made an inroad from a fortTess iti the 

tcDimtainij^ two days south of EIoIwAn ; but ho wns defeated 
and beheaded; and the plaee, Htronglj guarded^ became fme 
of an estabtiglied line of fronticT pngfiip There being^ no 
Further attempt upon the peace of Mcdalni the ambition of 
Sad and hia genenilft^ cheeked northwards by the CaUph's 
jDterdjct, was for the present confined Ut the rednetion of 
^lesopotatnia. For thiH end, tiroo]>5 were sent tip the ver^ 
dant banks of the Tigris m far as Tekrlt—n stronghold 
on the rirer, about a hundred iniles above Medain, held by 
a mixed gairiscn of EomaiL troojis and Christian Bedouine. 
These bravely resisted the attack* Bnt. after forty days the 
Romans thought to evacuate the place, and, deserting their 
native allicHt eeioape by their boats. The Bedouins, on t he 
other hand, were taiD]iered with, and went eecrctlv over to 
IsLud ; so that^ when a final assault was delivered, they 
seized the water-^te, and the Komans, taken on both aides, 
were put to the Bword.* The newly eon verted allioB then 
joined the forcSt and pressed entliupifistically forward lo 
Mosul, which* hearing of the fait of Tekrit, at once BLirren- 
dared, and became tributary. On the Euphnitea, the Moeleui 
arms had already met with ef]aal euecess. The l^douin 
tribes in Upper Mesopotamio having been urged' by the 
Bj^zantiue Court to moke im attack on the in voderf* who were 
threatening Hims, Slid was ckirged by Oninr to effect u 
diversion from Iriic, The fortress of Hit on the Euphrates 
was accordingly besieged j but they found it too sErong tii 
carry by aBsaiili, Leavings tberelbre, half of the forte

tufCii it hv aurprisei The gamscm of Hit, when they 
heard of tbiB, espitiilatcd on qoDdition of being allowed to 
retire* Thna, all the sonthera pcrtien «f Ifeiopotaiaia, froro 
one fiver to the other, was reduced j the strongholds were 
garrisoned, and the Bedouins either ccmverted to the fiuth 

or brought under subjection. 

Towanlfl the south also, the rule of Islam was established 
from the Junction of the two rivers, along the Shat al Arab 
down to the shores of the Persian Gulf* This tract, with 
varying fortune, had been exposed to the raids of the Arabs 
ever since the first invasion of Mathnnna. t>n one occasion, 
au expedition was worsted, and the leader killed. Omar 
saw that, to secure Me, it was needful to occupy in strength 
the head of theGnlf as far as the range of hills on its eastern 
side; about the pmod, therefore, of SidV appointment he 
deputed Otba, a Com|3aiiiou of note, with a party under 
Arfaja from Bahrein, to capture the flourishing seaport of 
Obolb. The garrison WQS defeated, and the inLab|toDts, 
Indian merchants and others, escaped in their ships to 
the Gulf. The Persians theti gathered in force on the 
eastern bank of the river, and many encounters took place 
before the Arabs succeeded in securing their iKJsition. In 
one of these, the women of the Moslem camp turned their 
veils into flags, and, marching iu martial array to the 
Ivitlli-field. were mistaken for fresh reinforcementa,and con¬ 
tributed thus at a critical moment U> the victory. At last, 
iu a great and decisive action, the enemy was nrmted, and 
the girdle of the leader, a Persian noble, stmt as n trophy 
to the Caliph, 'fhe messenger who carried it, in unswEnDg 
the Caliph’s questionE, confessed that the Moslems were 
becoming Imcurious in foreign psirts: The loio '' 
present Ufe,’ ho said, ‘ hath increased upon them ; gold and

Arrived at Kufa^ the envoy was 
invited by SAd to enter Ids manHii m as a gnead, hat he de^ 
cllnedp Sad therofoi-e ciune forth, and received the letter at 
his hands^ which ran thus:—"It hath been rejiorted to me 
that thou hast binldcd for thyself a palace^ ancl penple cal!

Thereforot much to 
the discontent of the claJmimtSt not only were tho confiis- 
cated lands held undivided, but, from the border of the 
Syrian desert to the motintain range of Persia, the sale of 
anj' poT+ion of the soih whether confiscated or not, wns 
lutcly forbidden. Thus there arose a double protection to 
the native tenantry, who under no pretest could be evicted 
from their lands. The countiy also, remaining in the hands 
of its own cidtivatorB, was nursed, and became a rich and 
permanent source of revenue* 

The confiscated lands scattered over the province were 
adminiatered by ngenta of the State, and the profits shared 
between the captors and the Crown. The [iifize douiaius nf 
Kufa—conquered, that is to saj, by the ortniet; of K Lai id 
and of SAd—were much more extensive than those of 
Bui^Korah.

Khfii and BoRsomh* thus unique in their origin, had a 
singnhiT influoncc ou the destinies of the CaJiphiitc and of 
lalam itself.

The tribes 
which, with tlieir fLkmiliea, sccutiugfrom alar the prey of Persia, 
kept fitreiiming into Chalchpa from every comer of Arabia, 
settled chiefly in these two cities. At Kufa the mcca from 
Yemen and the sonth pretlomiiiated j at Bussorah, from the 
north. Eflpidly they grew into two great and ImurionB

Bnt the debates and gosBip of these cinha 
(to which we owe the two great schools of Ettfiaortth and Kfifa) 
too often degenerated into tribal rivaliy taid domfistic soandaL 
The people became petulant and factious i and both eiliea 
grew into hotbeds of turbulence and seditioii. The Bedouin 
elcmentj consdoUB of its strength, was jealous of the Corekh, 
and impatient at whatever cheeked its capricious tumour* 
Thus fectians f^mug up which, controlled by the strong 
and wise arm of OmaTj broke loose under weaker Caliphs, 
eventually rent the unity of Islam, and brought on disastrous 
days, which, but for its nxarvellaua vitality, must have proved 
fatal to the FoitlL

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CHAPTEE XIX. 

CMITAIGN IN NOHTEON SVlili.

To rewTer the tliread of eTenta in Syrm, it is neces^iiiy to 
go back BO far as tie battle of FibL At the cIobe of the 
fonrteeDth year of the Ilegita, Aba Obeidit, leaving Amni 
to follow up the victoiy m PaJegtiuc, aad Yezid au governor 
to hold Damaseas^ marched with the remainder of his force? 
northward upon Ifims, from whence the emperor had been 
watching the progreM of hie enemies^ He liorried with him 
Dzul Kelaa, who, ported with kis Himjnr eoluinii beyond 
Damaiictis, had bceHf over since the eiege, covering the city 
from attack 'by the Komans on the north. They had 
advanced bat a little way, when they were stopped by two 
RoTTinn armies tmder 'rheodorc and Shanas.^ Dividing his 
forces^ Abn Obeida took Shanas himeelf in hand^ and left 
Khnlid to deal with the other. Dmnrwciia no longer covered, 
Theodore thought to moke a sudden dash ujion But 
Yezid^ with liis garrison, was ready to confrimt himj and 
Khfdidp with a flying eolnmn, was immediately in ptirsnit. 
Taken thus before and behind, Theodore's imny wus ent to 
pieces, bnt few escaping* Abn Obeida had meanwhile 
engaged Shnnas and put him to flight* Meeting no farther 
opposition, the Arabs continued their march, and attacked 
Bdolbek, which after a short aiege capitulated* 

Ahu Obeitla then advanced atnught upon Hims, and 
do^ly invented it. HeracUus, on the defeat of Theodora,

the Betlniiins of Me^jjwtxuniii with the view of eiiectin^ Jimtuiry^ 
fl diveridon. This effort (as we liave aeen) was defeated by 
SiUi, who, inakitig itn inroad on lilt and Kirtkefiia, thiia 
recalled the tribes to the defence of their desert homes, Tho 
Biege of Hims, iwosecoteil with vigour, was bravely resisted. 

But the expectation of promised stKicorfr died away; the 
aeveritv of winter failed to make the Ambs retire, the 
courage of the beleaguered garrison fell, and their saBiea 
became less frequent and effectiTB. When the siege hud 
been thns itrotracted mnny weeks, suddenly an earthquake, 
with sneceflsive shocks, breached fbe bnttleniesita. The 
governor, finding the position no longer tenable, offered 
to capitulate; and the ]^Iit;leins, unawnre of the full extent Sprii® 
of the mischief, readily gave the same terms to the prortrata 
city as Lad been given to Damaseua, In answer to the 
despatch [iimoiniciiig the capture, and forwarding the royal 
shore of the booty, Omar hade Ahu Obeida to presa forward; 
and proniiiiing further reinforcements, counsel led him to 
gain over the ^mwerful Bedouin tribes on the border, and 
fiLrengthcn Ms army thus. 

Leaving, therrfore. a garrison in Hims under Obfida, one 
of the Twelve lenders ’ Ahu Oheida resumed Me northward „urtli- 
march. Hama, and other towns of inferior note, tendered 
tlieir eubnuasiiDii.* The strongly fortified city of Uudieea 
Jilone showed an obstinate front; bttt the Arabs made a feint 
of withdrawing, and then, a squadron, darting suddenly 
back in the early morning through an open portal, seissed the 
defences, mid overpowered the garrison. Advnncing still to 
the north, KhiJid, with great slanghler, defeated the Bornana 
near Kinnisriu—a stronghold which, after a shoit defence,

And here, at length, within 
the great linea of eircom^^alLition which ran aluog the cur- 
roniidmg heights, we might hiive expected llemcliiic to 
make 11 stand; and, drawing fresh troopa together, to battb 
against the dibaatei^ which had beMlen Syria. Bnt no effort 
befitting the crisis appeara to have been even thought o£ A 
heavy battle, indeed, was fought on the wooded plain ont- 
eide the wrdlc; but the garrison was driven buck, and the 
city, Biirrounded on all sidea, at InAt capitulated^^ Such are 
the detailj*, compriced within the epnee of a few linea, which 
tell WjS w batever we knew- of the Iocs of Nerthcm Syrio^ 
fitretchiog from Damsuscus to the hdly range of Minor. 

Eactwattk, in the direction of Aleppo, the EomaiLs made 
a lact hot feehle attempt to regain their footing. They 
were again hopelescly beaten, their leader akin, and groat 
nmnheiis taken priBonen The arm of the Empire was for the 
moment piralysed, aud Syria^ from the Great Eiver to the aea-

Wheu HeraeUim behe ld hi a annLea, oue after another^ HEraoh'aA 
defeateil, and his effcfrtp to rally th<^ Bedouin tribes end only CmMianti* 
in EeceBsiion and hostile TtFingf? thiougbout Meflopot4iinin^ he 
gave up Syria as lost, and fell back from Roha uj.>oii Samsat, 

But he was in peril even there. For^ after reducing ^iem by 
and other fortree&ea within the Syrian froatier, Khillid made 
a dash into Cilicia, and ravaged Marfish and the country 
lying to the wett of SaniEut.^ The Eliuperor^ alarmed at bis 
line of retreat being thus tlmeatenect|, retired altogether from

In this campaign, the chivalry of KhMid made snch an 
inaprcBsian upon Qtnar that he received him hank into 
favour, and beatowed on him the command of Kinnisiin.

PatMiins, acconlitag to the Afabe, is the tract that lies west 
of the Dead Sea. If a line were drawn Ihim the top of the 
obliquely to Mount Carmel, all to the south of it would 
he Palestine* iTie nsne immediately to the uorlh of the 
line, mcltuding the Ghor^ or valley uratered by the Jordan, 
ifi oalled Ofdo^ukOj or the province of the Jorcfetn. The 
conutry iitill farther north is St/ri€L^ and that to the east 
of the Jordan the JThundTi** 

The first inroads of the Arabs were npon the prorince of 
the Jordan. Ljsuing Cmin Arabia, tiidr bitten coimje, as we 
have seen, was the highway to Damai^ousj idong the pilgtiin 
route of the present day, to the east of the Deud Sea. The 
base of operations was, throughoat the Syrian cHmimign, 
at Jahia, a town some little distance east of the Sea of 
Tiberias; from whence, as a rendesvonsi eolumus oonld be 
forwarded, by tho great rnilitsiry roads, either to Damascus, 
BAalbok, and the north j or, again, to Tibeadas, the Jondau, 
and Palestine. Soon aft«r the siege of Diimascus and battle 
of Kihl, the greater part of the province of the Jordan fell 
rapidly under the anus of .i\mm nnd Sherahbil- In Palestine 
proper, with Egypt in ila rear, and CfcaBrea opeti to re- 
inforccnientfl by sea, the SomMi power remained, for some

Pismisslng the other generals to their respective com¬ 
mands^ the Caliph, cairymg with him Amm and t^horalihil, 
restinied hisjonnicy westwfkrd, and, crosaing the .Iordan below 
the Ijuku of Tiberias, proceeded thus to Jerusalem. They gave 
him a palfrey to Tide on, which pnmeed with jingling belk 
after the :^£hii::iii of Syria. lie disliked the motion. * ^Tjat 
ailcth the animal ? * he said ; * 1 know not. who hath taught 
thee this etmnge gait/ So he dismounted and rode ujiun 
his own horse again.'^ Arrived at Jerusalem, the Qilijih 
received the Patriarch and citiz^g with kmdnesa and t on- 
dcscensioo. He granted them the saune privUeges as to the 
most favoured cities j Lmptrsed on the inhaliitants ;in euBy 
tribute, and contirined them in jiosi^ssdon of all their

At the ereFrt of tbs 
flacred monnt there is a atony projection, which the tradition 
of the day had marked as Jacob’s pilJow, The fond imagfna- 
tion of the MosEems has fixed npgn this as the very ]K>int in 
the ^ Farther Temple/ from which the winged steed mounted 
by ■Vtahomet took its npwnrd flight; and in a depression of 
the rock the eye, <jr the hand, of fciith still traces the out¬ 
line of the ProphetV foot imprinted there bp he sprang into 
his airy saddle. It was close to this that Omar laid the fonn- 
dation of the Mosque which, to this day, bears his name.*

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Mii^omkantnulilion gives no fiirtlier detail respecting- 
this tncTnonible visit. But we etc told by Cliristiiin writers 
that Oiniw acuompanifid Sopbronins over the city, visited the 
vaiiouji places of pUgrimago, iind grociotifily inquired into 
their jiiatoiy. As the apjiointed hour enme round, the Patri- 
aieh bade the Caliph to |Hjrfonn hia oriBons on the siiot where 
they fhanced to be, tuiinely, the Church of the Hesurrection. 
Rut he declined to pnty cither there or in the Chureh of 
CoueUintiue, where a carpet liad been spread for him—alleg¬ 
ing, as the reason, that if he were to pray there, hia fol¬ 
lowers would deem it their duty to oust the Chiiatiima and 
take poasesaion of the church for ever aRerwsu-da, as a place 
where Mcialem prayer Lad once been offered up.

Whi\it5VeT truth there may be in the^^ tmiljtianaj Oumr 
did not prcilatig hia visit to JmiBEileQi or its envirooSp 
Ha\^ug (iottled the matter for which he came, he proceeded 
to divide Palestine into two prorincea j cue of which he 
assigned to the gavemment of Jerusalem, and the other to 
that of Itiimleh. Ho then retnmed by the way that he 
c^ame to MediuaL*

They founded no such Amhiau towns 
and militsiTj Bottlenienta asBassomh and Kfife, Tlie oountiy 
and elinuiic were less congenial, mid the beautiful aceaery 
of tho land of brooks of water and depths springiag out of 
vnlleja and liiUs, the land of vinea and tig-treea imd |jOttie- 
gramtea, the land of oil-oliYe aud honey, offered fewer attract 
tions to the Arabian raeea than tho henteij sandy plalu!^ of the 
Tigria and Euphrates, with their desert, garb of taumrisk and 
groves of the familiar date, Tliey cauie to Syria ob eon- 
querora ; and, as oonqnerura, they aettled largely, psirticnlarly 
the BOntherQ tribes, in DfunoscuB, HiuiR, and other eentrop of 
aduuniFtTatiou. But the body of the native f^yrians ne- 
maiued oiler the conquest auhatantlally the saroe as before \ 
and through long ceDturies of degradation they dung, aa to 
ssome extent they still cling, to thair auceatmd Mth, 

AVe r&ad in later days of the Ordhiaii^e 0 / Onutr, to regu¬ 
late the conditions of Chrisliou communities throughout 
Mam. But it would bo a bbeL ou that tolerant Bnkr to credit 
hiTii with the greator part of these observancea. It ia true 
that the stamp of inferiority^—aecording to the Divine injimo 
tion.

tiU a later period. IntTOclueed by degreesj tiese gradually be¬ 
came, through pmeticeiiinl precedent, the law of the buid. At 
the first the ejmctioiifl of the couiinerarB, beside? the univeraal 
tribute, were lindteil to tbo demand of a yearly supply of oil- 
oliTfi and otlier food, and the obligation to entertain Moslem 
travellers on their journey for throe days at a time. But 
when the Caliphate was established at Ihmuiscus, its pomp 
ami pride could no longer brook the semhlance even of 
social et^uality, and hence the budge of au inferior race muBt- 
be shown at every step. The dress of both sexes and of their 
slaves must he distingiiialied by broad stripes of yellow. 
They were forbidiieu to appear on horsebackand if they rode 
on mule or ass, their sttmips must be of wood, and the saddle 
known by knobs of the same materia!. Their graves must 
be level with the ground, and the mark of the devil placed 
on the lintel of their doors. Their children must he taught 
by Aloslem musters j and the race, however able or well quali¬ 
fied, was proscribed from aspiring to any officje of high emo- 
lumcuL or trust. Bf.-sides the existing chnrehoR siKiroit at 
the ctiUiiucst, no new bmlding must be erected for the pur- 
poscB of worship ; free entry into all their holy places mnst be 
allowed at the pleasure of the Moslem; no cross must remain 
in view ciutsirie, nor any church hells rung. They mvist rc- 
Jrahi from procession s in the street at East or Euid other solemn 
Beasons; and in short frf«n anything, whether by ontwnrd sym¬ 
bol, word, or deed, in rivalry or derogtitien of the royal finth. 
Such was tho scwjalled Oatk of Omar* Enforced with lees or 
greater stringency in different lands and under different

The towns and fortresses were rozefi, and 
the inhabitants withchnwri. And so the nential sane became 
a barrier agamat travel to and fro. For all ordinaiy com^ 
miinication, whether social religions, or eommeixiial, the rood 
was closed* The East was severad fram the Wost* 

^ The abomination of dcaoktion ^ wept over by Sopbronina 
stood in the Holy Place* The emdle of Christianity, Zion 
the joy of the whole earth, w'as trodden under foot, and 
utterly ent off from the sight of its votaries. And all h told 
by the Byzantine writers in n few short lineai The pen of 
tlie Christian annalist might well refuse to write the etoiy 
of cowardice and shame.

The moTement b attributed by tnvdition to an appeal from 
the Chriatian tribes of MesoiK^tamia, which when the Roman 
army retired into Aria Minor, bc«iiight the Emperor to nave 
them from felling under liis adveraaiy’B sway. Ai though 
the Mo.dem frontier un the side of Cilicia was tolorahly ^ 
eecnre, yet the seaboard to the west, and the desert border 
013 the east of Syria, were both vuluembfe. Most of the 
strongholds of Mesopotninin. it is Imo, bad already fallen 
into the hands of SM; * but the wmdering Bedouins were not 
controlled by these, and with few eioeptlona the numerouB 
Chrifltfen tribes sUll looked for support to the Beraian or the 
Roman empi™®- maritime power of the Eumaiis was 

yet untouched, C^psviea with its naval supports remained 
proof agiiinst fendwmd attack-, and the whole sea coast 
kejit unsettled by the hope, or by the fear, that the Rotoro 
rteet might at any time appear. The Eraiicror now promised 
the dwellers in Mesopotamia that he would second their efforts 
by way of the sea. An espediticra was accordingly directed

from the p^jrt of Alexandriu upon Anticcli; while the Bedooina 
gath ered in great hordes iiround Hiius. Thus serioualy thrait- 
ened^ Abu OlieidA called in KluUid from Kinni^riu, atitJ every 
gnn'isou that could be spared from the south, But the eueiny 
wus still loo strong to be dispersed by the force ut Ins disposal,, 
nrid so he sent xia urgent snmmous for nssistouce to I^Ieclina. 
There u|>on Omar ordereil Sfid to deBj^teh a strong eoluiuii 
from K41h under Cacaa for the relief of Hims without a 
day^s delay j and likewise to effect :i diversion Ijy sending 
other columns ngaiiurt Rickka, Roha, Nisibin, and such like 
Strongholds in Upper MeaoiKJtamb. Meaniiliiie the Rtjimina 
Innded from their ships. Antioch threw open her gates to 
them} and Kinniariu, Aleppo, and nil the chief towns in 
the north, were in full revolt. Abu Obeida called a council 
of war; KhiVlid wbh for giving battle, but be was alone in 
that view, Abu Oboida, feeling too weak to cope with the now 
coiablti»l forces of the Bedouins and Ronuns, retired vrithin 
the walls of Hims, and, hemmed in by enemies, awaited the 
anccour now advancing fium Kijfa, So grave did Omar Lim- 
«‘lf regard the erisia that, quitting Medina for the second 
time, he journeyed to Jabia, intending to march in person 
with the rcinforcemeuts northwards. But while on the 
journey, a ehonge liad already come over the Beene. The 
vigorous movements in so alarmed the Bedouins 

for the safety of their homos in the desert, that they began to 
Okich Ronuiu cause. Seeing now Ids opportunity, Abu 

tratj tlm Obeida issued from the fortress,, and after a severe cmnico- 
anil nsent rcnU'd the enemy, who fled in such coufotion that, even 
before the arrival of Cacao, they were tolnJly dispersed. 
Omar returned from Jibia to Medina. He was delighted 
nt the result; and he siieeially commended the akority of the 
Kufii column:—^“The I,sinl reward them,’ he wrote to 
♦ fur their rejidy gathering and their speedy march to the buhj- 
cour of their beleaguered brethren.’'

They migmtod to the north and fonud an 
asylum in Homan territory* But Omarj nettled at their dia- Ijililh- 
appeiinincej and feering lest they ahould remain a thorn in 
hhi side, deniimded their eitnidition from the Byzantine 
Couit, on poin of the expulsion of all the Christian tribes 
li^dng under his protiictiom And the Emperor, onwiEing to 
ejc^joso these to ill-treatment^ complied with the demand.*

The Arabian ariatocracy thus created was recognised by 
the whole Moslem world. The rank and etipend now assigned 
de^ieended in the direct line of birth. Even rewards given 
for Rpecial gallantry in the field were heritable,* By making 
thus the revenues of Islam the heritage of the nation militnnt, 
their niEirtial genins was maintainad, and their employrnent 
jicrpetuated ns the sta-nding army of the Caliphate. The 
emiobled nation»ijamperrd by Indulgeiice, fictiouE nnd tur¬ 
bulent when idle* were indeed too often a serions element of 
BLHlItion and intrigue. But they were nevertheless the back- 
bune of Islam^ the eecret of its conquests, and the stay of 
the Caliphate. The crowded harems multiplied the race 
with marveUoos mpidity ; and the progeny were^ by Omar's 
organisatiou, kept flcdulonaly distinct, so as never to mingle 
wit h the conquered races. Wherever they went, they fomied 
ft elapwR distinct and dominant—the nobles atid nil era of the 
land. The subject peoples, even if they embraced Iskim, 
wore of a lower caste; and as olleiits of some Arab chief or 
tribe, eonrted their patronagr! and protcctinri. Thus the 
fighting nation! was set apart- for the sacred task of sulgu- 
gating nations and of propagating Islam; and even after the 
new-born r;eal of the F;uth had to some extent evaporated, the 
martial tire of the Arabs as a whole and undivided people was, 
owing mainly to Omnj^s foresight., kept ahve in full activity 
for two centuriea and n half. The naiiod was, and continued, 
an army mobilised | the eantomnent, not the city, their home j 
their business, wfw and the camp;—a pec^le whe^ hereditaiy 
cailmg it was to be ready to march on warlike expe^litious at 
a moment's notice.

Bnt. the task was simplified by the strictly tribal eomjiogition 
imrl disposition of the forces* !Men of a tribe^ or branch of a 
trihej fought together; and the several corps and brigadea being 
thus territorially lumtiged in clans, the Register assumed tho 
same form. Every soul was entered under the stock and 
tribe and clan whose lineage it olaiTnecl. And to this ex¬ 
haustive dasiaiheatioa we owe in gXEjat measure the ekborate 
genealogies and tribal itaditiona of Arabia before Islam^ 
The Register itself, as well as the office for Us mainten¬ 
ance and for pensionary Jiccaiint, was called the DewIn or 
Dcjiartinent of the Exchequer. The State had by this time, 
as we have &een| an income swollen by the tribute of con¬ 
quered cities, the poU-tax of spbjngated ^Mioples, the land 
and other regular assesiimenf^i the spoil of war, and the tithes* 
The first charge vms for the revenue and civil adminlstmtiou; 
the next for military reqiiirciiients, which began soon to 
assume a Bustainccl aud jiermimeiit form; the surplus re¬ 
mained (os has been now set forth) For |>etiHiotiaiy and 
elecmo.synarv distribution.

every j^yrab hither, whether the mother w^ere slave or free, 
Moslem, Jew, or Cljns^ian, were equal In legitimacy* And 
fio the naGon multiphed. Inking to these considerabona 
and to the new drain upon Arabia to meet tho conqnes^ts 
in Kgypt and Perfiia (of which anon), we shall not greatly 
err if we assume that before Gmar’s death tho nimiber of 
Aratifl beyond the liinitB^ of Arabia projicr, reached to Half a 
million, and eventuallj cloubled, |it!rhaps quadrupled. 

CSril adtulnistraGou followed in tie wnke of conquest. 
In ChaldoGa, the great network of E^mals was early taken in 
baud* The long-neglected embankmeuts of the Euphrates 
were placed under charge of a special officer, md those of 
the Tigris unilcr another* Syria and Iriio were Diensun:^ 
field by field; and the aasessnient of the lauds, boti crown 
and provinckl, established on a unifonn iJyst.ein* In Irk?, 
the agency of the DILcaus, or great landholders, wiis taken 
advantage of, as under the Sossanide dynasty, to aid in the 
|iolice and revenue administration* 
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In Eidrlitioa to the jinniee in the field, Omnr arranged 
that a reserve of eavalrj Ehouhl be maintsimed at the bend- 
qniirtHrs of t!ie aeveraJ provinces, id proliorrion to their 
rosoTiHjES, ready to be called out iipDii emergency. The 
C'orps at Kufa imDihered 4,000 lances, and there were eight 
fiucli centres. Eeserves for forage were fdso everywhere set 
apiTt; and the cost of these measnreH fcnned a first charge 


npon proviuL'ial revenne.

The fifHi jear of Onuu-'s Caliphatti darkened by tbe 
double calamity of peHtilence mid feminc. It is called * Tbe 
Year of Aabc#;’ for the diy mr of Lbo Hejaz waa ao ebaiged 
with the unalaked dnst of the parched and sandy soil as to 
obficare the light by a thick and soltiy bozeJ 

In the northeni half of the Pemnstila the drought was 
so severe [ hat all nature longuished- Wild and timid crea- 
tuTCS of the desert, tamed by aunt, came seeking food at the 
hnnij of man. Flocks and herds died of slarraLioq, or were 
fio attenuated as to become unfit Cur h uman food, Alorketa 
were empty and desertei The people suffered erfremities 
like tboae of a guiristin long besiegefh Crowds of Bedouins, 
driven by hunger, flocked to Medina and aggrumled the 
^Stress. Omar, with charocterisHc self-donial, refnaed any 
indulgence which conld not be sharefl with thoae around 
him. He took an oath that be would taste neither meat nor 
butter, nor even milk, until the people at large had fond 
enough and to spare. On one occaaon Lia servant obtained 
at a gnat price a skin filled with milk, and another with 
butter. Omar sent both awuy in alms. ‘ I win not eat,’ be 
Eoid, ‘ of that ableh eosteih much j for how then should I 
know the trouble of my people, if I suffer not even ns they?’

Hveiy effort was iniide to alleviate distress, and as the Oratn 
laininQ was limited to Arabia or at any mte wad floteat there, 

Omar sent letters to the Yarions governors abrond, who 
promptly aided him in this extremity. Aba Obeida came 
himself with four Llioiibiand beasts of burden laden with com 
from Syrin, tt'hich he diatribnted with his own haiid amongst 
the fiimisbtTd peojik, Amni despatched food from Pakfitine, 
both by camels und by ehljipmg from the i>i:irt of Ayla.^ 
Supplies came also from IruCi The beoeta of burden were 
filiiin bj twenties daily, and aiOTed, together with their freight, 
to feed the citizens of Medinii. After nine mLinthii of ssore 
tria], the heavens w^ere overcast, in answer (w'o ore told) to 
ii soleran acrrite, in which Abbas, the Prophet's aged uncli.t 
took a part; the r^in descended lu heavy showers and drenched 
the land.^ The grass sprang rapidly, the Betkuinswere sent

The fatnine WLia followed, but in a dilTeretit region^ by a 
still worse calamity* The plagiie broke out In Syria; jind, 
attacking with special virulence the liead-ipiartera of the 
Anrbs at Hiuis and Diimmtcus, devastated the whole pro¬ 
vince* Crossing the desert, it spread to Irac, and even m 
far as Bussorah* Conatemation ^nervaded aH mnkp. High 
and low fell equallj boforo the scourge, ^^len were struck 
down ns bj n Rndden blow^ and dealL followed nipidly* 
Onw^s first impulse was to summon Abu Obefdn to hi^ 
presence for a time, lest he too should fall a victim to the fell 
disease. Knowing the chivalrous spirit of hi* friend, the 
Caliph veileii bis purpose, and simply ordered him to visit 
Medina ^on an urgent affair/ But Abu Obeida divined the 
cause, and, chooHing rather to skore the tlangcr with his 
people, begged to be bjwuaed. Omar, as he read the answer, 
btirtt into tears. * Is Abu ObeMii dead?^ Hiej asked* * No, 
lie is not dead,^ said Omar |i ^ but it is as if he were/ The 
Caliph then set out faunself on a journey towarrls Syria^ but 
was met on the eobhnes at Tebuk by Abu Obeida and other 
chief men from the scene of tlie disaster* A council was 
called, and Omar yielded to the wish of the majority that 
he should return home again* ^Whnt/ cried ^ome of his

hiot into the cameFs atiirap to start agaJn upon his onward 
journeyj he too waa atrack, and together with hi^f son fell a 
victim to the pestilence. J^Ioadz, whom he had designated piftth 
to occupy his place, died almost immediately after i and it 
vrm left, for iVniru to conduct the jjaniostricken multitude to 
the hiltcountiy, where the jieHtiience abated. Not less than 
five-aiid-tweuty thousand perislied in thk visitation« Of 
a single family which migrated seventy in number frrom 
Mediua, but four were left. Such was the deadly virulence 
of the pljiguc. 

Tho country was disabled by the ecourgei and at one timE Omax'w 
fears were entertained of an attack from the Romun armiea,

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aod devolution of the Boiue, The JifBcuItj grew to aucli 
dimeusdouifi^ that witli the ^'iew of set t?mg this and other 
matlGJCS Omar resolved on inn king a rojnl progress tlirough 
his damiiiiDiis. At first he thought of vimtLog Irie, and 
pijsiiirig through Mesopotoniio, 90 to outer Sjria from the 
nortli; but he nbimdoDed the larger project, cmd confiuiug 
his resolution to Syria^ took the tumul route.^ His way 
lay through the Chrietian settlement of Ayln^ at the head of 
the G-ulf of Acaba. The reception met with here brings out 
weU the rimplicity of Omar^ and hia IdntlJy feeling toward 
the Chriatians^ He joiirneved on a camel with small pomp 
or followings and as he was minded to enter the villngo un¬ 
recognised, he changed places with his servant, ^ Where ia 
the Ameer cried the eager crowds iia they strearacd forth 
from the village to witness the Caliph's advent, * He is before 
yon/ replied Omur^ imri he drove his camel on^* So they 
hurried forward, thinking that the great Caliph was beyond^ 
and left Omar to alight unobserved at the house of the 
hiahop, with whom he lodged duriug the heat of the dayi. 
His efflit, which had been rent upon the journey, he gave to 
hi& host to mend. Tliis the bishop not only did, but liad a 
garment made for him of ruiitorin-l lighter and more Bulted 
to the fipjirefciive travel of the seusou* Qmar, hawevers pre¬ 
ferred to wear hibt owm. 

Proceeding onwards to Jabia, the C^iiph made a circuit

JHo^lem eettleoienta, and gave instructionii for the dispoEtnl 
of the estates of the nmlritudeB swept away by the plngae^ 
luniself deciding such dauns as were laid before him* As 
both Yezidj the goveraor of Damasens^ and Abu Obeida had 
perisheil in the pestilence, nmar now appointed Miiavia, 
fioa of Abm SofiAn and brother of Veridt to the chief com- 
maud in Syria, and thtm laid the foundation of the Omeyyad 
djnaifty, Mmisia wasa inonof unbounded ambition, but wise 
and able withiil ; and he tnmoii to good accdtinl his new 
posiriuu. The factious epirit which built itself np on the 
divine claim of Alj and AbbTie, the coiiHin au<i uncle of the 
Prophet, and spumed the Oinej^ajd hloixl of Muftvia, was 
yet ill embryo* Aly* as well au Ablms, had hitherto romained 
inactive at Sltdinn* The latter, always weak and wavering, vma 
iioHr enfeebled by age; the fortner, honoured, indeed, aa well 
for his wit and jiidgiueiit aa for hLs relarionsbip to Mahomet, 
wae amougst the tnurted coimselJors of the Cahph, but jtoi?- 
leased of uo speciEil power or influence, nor any apparent am¬ 
bition beyond u quiet life of indulgenoc id the ehamu of a 
harein varicileons^Jiritly with fresh arrivab* Neither la there 
any reason to supiKi^ that ot this time the form or opixjsiti on 
to Islam of Abu SofiAu or of Hind, the parents of MuiiviJi, 
was remembered uguJnst them* Sins precediug conversion* if 
followed by a consistent profesi^iDU of the h'aitfi, left no 
stain upon the believer. It vras not till the firef^ of eiril 
strife burst forth tlmt the ancient mi^^deeda of the Omeyyad 
race and their early eumiLy to the Pro[ihet were dragged 
into light, and political capital made of them* The ncces- 
aion, therefore, of j^Iuavia at the present time to the chief 
■command in Syria cm ted uo jealousy or opposition* It 
passed, indeed, as a thing of course, without remark*^

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As Chmr prepared to take final leave of Syrioj a scene 
ooeorred wMcli stirred to their depths the hearts of aU the 
Moslems preaeot. It was the voice of BiliU^ the Muedzzin of 
the Prophet^ proclaimiog the hour of prayer. The ?teTitoiiaii 
call of the now aged African had never been heard since the 
death of Mahomet ; for he Lad refused to perform the dnty 
in the service of any other. He followed the army to Syria, 
and thercj honotired for his fanner podtioDf had retired 
into private lif& The chief men mow petitioned Omar that 
on this last occasionslionld be asked otjcemnre to per¬ 
form the office of MnedaKim. The old man tomsented, and as 
the wen-known voice apoae eJear amd loud with the acens- 
tomed cry, the people recalled so vividly the Prophet at the 
daily prayers to mind, that the whole assembly was malted 
to tears^ and strong warriors, with Omar at their head, 
liftefi np their voices and sobbed alonch Bilal died two 
years after, nt Damascus.^ 

Omar xetumed to Medina in time to set out on the annual 
Pilgrimage to Mecca, at which he presided every year of his 
Oaliphatc. But this was the last jernmey which he took 
beyond the limits of Arabia.

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CHAPTER XXI\\ 

GO^^OUEST OF EOTFT, 

AJE. XSL A.l>. 641. 

Tde year following the plague and drought was one of com* 
jKtTwtive repose. The orma of Islma were now pnehttig their 
wny Btcadily into PererEa. Bnt T mnst reserve the advance 
in that direction, and fet narmte the conqueit of Egypt* 
The project is due to Amrc. After the fall of Cassarea, 
he chafed at a life of inaction in PaleatlTiej which now 
completely pacified. All around he looked for the ground 
of some new eonqnoat i When the Caliph last Tiaited SyriJij 
ha sought permission to make a descent upon Egypt^ m 
every way desirable; for, to gam hold of a land that, was 
at once weak and w^ealthy, would enfeeble the power of the 
eneiny^ and, by an easy stroke, augment their own. The 
advice was good; for Egypt, once the granary of Eeme, now 
fed ConBlantiDople with com* Ale^rfiudria, though inhabited 
largely by natives of the countiyi drew its population fhim 
every quarter* It was the second city in the B^-zantine 
empire, the seat of commerce, Inrary, and letteni. Eommis 
and Greeks^ Amhn and Copts, Christiani, Jews, and Gentiles 
mingled here on common ground* But the life was egsenti- 
ally Byzantine- The vast population was provided in xrnex- 
mnpled pn>ftiiJon and magnificence with theatres, baths, and 
places of amuseroent. A forest of ships, guarded by the 
ancient Pharos* over congregated in its safe and spariona 
harbour, from whence communication was maintained with 
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all the aeaporta of the empire. And Alexandria was thus a 
European^ nither than an Egrptian, 

It was far otherwis® with the rich irrigated hj the 

Nile* Emerging from the environa of the lomriona eity^ 
the traveUcr dropped at onee from the pinnncde of eiviliRatioa 
to the veiy depths of poverty and aqualor. Egy-jit waa theHj oa 
ever, the servant of nations. The ovetflowiiig prodnce of its 
weU-watered fields was ^iwept off hy the tax-gathereTB to feed 
the great cities of the em^iire. ^Ind the people of the soR, 
ground down by oppression, were always readv to rise in iaanr- 
reetion* They bore the foreign yoke ttneaEily- Hatred v»-aa 
embittered here, ns in other laod^ by the never-eeasiiig 
endeavour of the Court to convert the inhahitanta to ortho¬ 
doxy, while the Copts held teoaiiiotaaly hy the Moaophysito 
creed. Thus chronic disaffection pen-aded the laaih and 
the people courted delivemnte from Bpantine rule. There 
were here, it is true, no Bedomn tribes, or Arabian sym- 
pftthies, ap in the provincea of Syria. Enl clcnienta of even 
greater weakness had long been undermiiiing the Eoman 
power in Egypt* 

It was in the nineteenth or twentieth year of the Hegira 
that Amru, having obtained the hesitating cos seat of the 
Qdiph, flet out Irom Palestine for Hh army, though 

joined on its march by band& of Bedouins lured by the hope 
of plunder, did not nt the first exceed four thoumnd men- 
%Soou ufter he had left, Omar, concerned at the smallnesa of 
his force, would have recalled him ^ but finding that he had 
already gone too for to be stop^ied, he sent heavy reinforoe*- 
meniBj under Zobeir^oae of the chief Companiong, after him. 
The army of Amru vrae thus swelled to an impoBiBg army of

Amrc entered Egypt hy Arishi and overcoming the ^ini- 
garrison at Earomo^ tiimed to the left and go paasecl onward Miirnnd 
through the desertj reaching thns the eafltemmoflt of the 
«even eHttiEiriea of the Nile. Along this hranL4i of the river 
he Tnnrched by BubflstiB towards Upper Egypt, where Mu- 
eoncn&T the Copt^ waa governor — the srnnts we are told, who 
sent Mary the Egyptian bond-maid as a gift to Mithomeh^ 

On the way he n>ntcd seveml eolumna sent forth to arreet 
tlie inroad ; and amongst theae a force commanded by his 
Syrian antagonist Artabfin, who was slain u|joii the field of 
battle. Marching thus along the vale of the NQe, with 
channels fed from the swelling river, verdant fields, and 
groves of the fig tree and acociO;, KhnJid, now 'reinforced by 
Zoheiii reached at last the obelisks and mined temples 
of Ain Sbema, or Heliopolisj near to the great city of AlisT.^ 

There the CatholJcofl nr bishtjp jiroeured for Mncouciia a 
tmee of fisnr tlayfl. At its cipse, an action took place in

there besieged. The opposition must ut one time have 
been wwnn, for the Yemen troops gave way. Bepronched 
by Amm for their cowardice, one of these replied, ' We are 
but men, not made of iron or stone.’ ‘ Re quiet, thon yelping 
dog! ’ cried Amro. ‘ If w-e are dogs,’ answereii t he angry Arab, 
* then what nrt thou but. the commainJer of dogs? ’ Amm 
mnde no reply, but called on a column of veterans to step 
forth; and before their fiery onset the Egyptians fled. But, 
however bravely the native army may have fought at first, 
there was not much heart in their reFristance. ‘ What chanoe,'" 
said the Copts one to another, ‘have we against men that 
have beaten the Chosroea and the Xaiaer? ’ .And, in truth, 
they deemed it little loss to be rid of the ByEintine yoke. 
The siege was of no long dnralion. A gciieml B,ssauU was 
made, and Zobeir, with desperate valour, had already scaled 
the wtiUs, juirl the place was id the mercy of the Arabs, when 
a deputation fixm jMneonouB obtained terms fivtni Amru. A 
cajiitfttion tiw waa fi^ed of two dinars on every male adult, 
with other impoaitiniiH similar to those of Syria. Many 
prisoners hari ulready been toten ; and ii tifih part of their 
number, and of the spoil, was pent to Medina. The same 
conditiona were given to the Greeli and fiubinn settlers in 
Upper Egypt. But the Greeks, fitUen now to the level of 
those over whfsm they iifled to domineer, and liated by them, 
were gLid to make their escafte to the sea coast, i 

Amru lost no time in niiircbiDg U]>on Alexandria, bo as

But duTing 
the eiege, HcrucUns died, and the opportunity of relief uns 
aupinelj allowed to Blip awayj Some of the proleetive 
outworks on the nairow iiathmns were taken by storm j and 
there appearing no proapect of smpport fp3iu Cun stun tinopte, 
the spirit of the gnrrLiQn begun to dug. The (Treeba took 
to their ships, and in great nombera piiflilLiniinously de- 
sorted the beleaguered city. At last Mneoueus, who after 
his defeat had retired to Ale^nndiia, hailing the pkoe too 
weak for a prolonged defence, offered to capituiate, on the 
same terms as were given to Upper Egypt, and on condition 
that the priBoners taken tluuughoul tho campaign were set 
free. The t'aliph, being referred to, readily agreed. * Tri¬ 
bute,'ho replied, ^ is better thj3ji booty ; for it cotitmueth^ 
wheroag spoil soon vanishoth as if it had not bofin. 
Touching the uaptives^ such as are already scattered, are 
beyond my power; but thcuse that remiiin, liadng such as 
Were aeiEed ou the field of battle, shall be restorefl.* And 
Bo the city escaped sack, and the people Ijecame tributary 
to the conquerors.'*

Tbia was done^ 
not only without the ^vermisaion of Omar, butagmn^ his kiiown 
unwillingneBs to trust the treaehefutis! element.* SocceKe 
might haT8 justified the project; hut it fell out otherwise. 
The tnwpa emharked with ulaciityi an<l lauding (it toji j 
have been) at Biidhire;^ witt for a time with no check in their 
advance upon Peraepolis^ Bnf. before long they were dm wit 
into a trap. Advandng confidcDlly with thehr whole force 
in three column^ they had neglected to Recnre their base; 
and the Persiana, eoming behind, cut them off Edtogether 
from their ships- The ^foslem^ after a severe engagemeut, 
in which the lenders of two of the columna fell, w^ere iinaMe 
to disperae the gtitiierlng enemy; and, turning q. ]jiat 
resource towards Bussorah, found the road in that direction 
also barred, McssengerB were hurried to i^ledinat and 
Omar, highly incensed with AlA for his foolhardiness, de- 
sj^jatehed an mgent Enmmons to Otba to relieve from 
Bussomh the beleagtiered fimiy. A force of 12,0Ul> men Bet 
out inuneriiately; and forming, not without difficulty, a 
junction with Ala, beat back the Peraiana, and then retired 
on Busforah^ The troops of Otlra gained a great name iq 
this affair, and the special thanks of fimar. 

But the retreatj conducted with whatever nkill and 
hmveiy, put hemi into the hostile border* Hcinnuaan, a 
Persian salmp, e^icaping &om the field of Cadesiya, had 
retired to his own province of Ahwaz, on the lower rnauntaiii 
lange^ at no great diErbinoe from Bnggomk He begfin uow to 
make raids npon the Moslem outposts, and Otba resolved to 
attack him* Beinforcements were obtained from K^Lfi^ and 
Otba ^ also fortunate enough to gaiu over a strong Bedouin

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tribe,’srMeh, though long settled in the plnin below Aliwlk, 
wn.H by blood -And sympathy allied td the -ilrab gmdsoii of 
EuR^iorah. Thne strengthened, he dislodged the enemy from 
Ahwnz, and droYe Ititn aeross die Karnon river. A truce 
ir3& called; rad AhmU, having been ceded to the J^loelems, 
placed by Otba in the tumds of his Bedouin alliesJ A 
flispute iiB to their honndary, however, shortly after iirose 
between the Bedooins rad Hormmilki; and the latter, 
dissiitisfied with the i^IoBlem decision, ngnin raisecl his 
hcrstilo fffjiiidarcL He was put to flight by HorLibs, n ‘Com- 
jiaujon ^ cif some distinctionj who reduced Lhe reheUious 
province, and sought permisfilou to fallow up his iictories 
by a further advance. But Oniur, withhoidLug permission, 
i^e him occupy himself in restoring the irrigntiou works, 
am] rfe&micitnting the deserted fieldK, of Khnzjgtnn. TTor- 
tuuzjin fled to Earn Homiiiz, fjirther oast, and was, for the 
second time^ admitted to an anjnesty* 

A ot long after, tidings reached Horefl*, that emissaries 
from Yezdegird at 5Ien^e were stirring up the people to fresh 
opposition. Tlie ntlitqde of Hormn^ln became once mure 
doubtful * aqj the Caliph, suspecting now a aericin& eombina- 
Tiop, as^pembled a powerful army Kulh and Busiijora, 
and gave the command to Ndman ibn Mocarrin*^ Honnuzan, 
mth n great rcrsiau following, was again routed, and, 
luiving abandoned Ram Hormuz to the Amba, fled to Tostar,^ 
lifty miles north of Ah^vaz, This stronghold was obfitinately 
defonded by the Pcrsianfl, who rallied there in great force, 
and kept the Moslems far several months ai bay. fu the 
end, bnt not without considerable loss, the eifadd was 
stormed, and Honnuzra, with the garrison, subject to the 
decisioii of the Caliph, surrendered at discretion. They

centuries of incessant change.’

Hnt cvenla were already tranqjiring in Kliorasan^ which at 
length opened the way to an advMire Q|)on the heart of

The muratiTa of the deputation which, together ¥rith 
the fljjoil of Tostar, carried IlQrtnnzan a prisoner to Ifodiiia, 
will throw light on the reaione whieli weighed with the

from the [jro\1neefi)j Omar Lad hillcn asleep^ as he reclined, 
whip in hojith on his eussliioned caqiet in the Great Mosque* 
When the party entered £he pTecinctfl of the eoiirt, * Where ia 
tho Caliph I ^ auked the captive prmct;, loohing round, ^ and 
■where the guards and warders?^ It ^raiSj imleedi n mar- 
TellouH enutraat, that between the eumptuonB pjalaces of the 
ChosToes, to which he had been used, and the eimple gur- 
roundings of the mightier Caliph ? Disturbed by the uoige, 
Omar started np, nndi divinitig who the stranger w^aa, ei- 
claimed, ‘ Elessed be the Lord, who hath humbled this man 
and the like of him ! ^ He hade them disrobe the jinVjner 
of his rich apparel and clothe him in coarse raltneut. Then, 
still whip in hand, he upbraided the denuded eapGve and 
(Moghlm interpredng) bade liini jueGfy tlie repented breach 
of hie engagement^, Hormuzun made as if Iktn to reply; then 
gasping, like one faint from tliiriet, he l^egged for a draught 
of water, ^ Give it to him/ said the Caliph, * and let him 
firink in fjeice/ * Nay/ wild die captive trembling, ' I fear 
to drink, lest & ime one sLiy ma unawares/ * Thj life ia ^e/ 
replieel Omar, * uatil thou hast drunk the water up." The 
words lind no sooner jiaased hitt lipa thun Hormu^^ jwnred 
the contents of the ves;^! on the grounds wimtod not 
the Water/ be eaid, * hut qiiurter, aiui now thou Imat given 
it me.’ *■ Liar ! ’ cried Omar in an gar, * thy life is forfeit/ 
But uQt/ interjiofied the bystanders, * until Le drink the 
water r.ip/ * Stj:Tiiige,^ Baid Omar, failed for once, * the fellow 
hath deceiveil me, and yet I cannot sjiare the life of one who 
hath slain so numy noble ^loslomBi by his reitemted treachery^ 

I gvrear that Lliau shalt not gain by thy deceiti uni ess" thou 
shalt furthw’idi embmee Islam/ lIormuzaTi, nothing loth, 
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mjirle prufession of the Faith upon the spot; ajiiJ theneeforthj 
t/iking up his resideuee at Medmo, recEived a petiidan of 
the highest gmde*^ 

* What is the cause,' inquired Oumr of the deputation, 
■ tJmt theee Persians thus parsist^ntly break faith and rebel 
against m? ifaybe, ye treat tbein himshly/ *Not so/ 
they answered j ' but than host forbidden us to enlarge onr 
botindaiy j and the king is m thoir midst to stir them up. 
Two kings can in n,o wise eiii»t together, untii the one of them 
expel the other. It is not onr harshness, but their king, that 
hath incited them to rise up ngainst ns alter that they had 
made snhmissioBL And so it will go on until that thou shMt 
remove the bm and leave us to go forward, occupy their 
cities, and expel their king.

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CHAPTER XXVL 

CO^UL’EST Ot FEDSU. 

A.H. XXX., XXIL A.D. C42, 6+3, 

Tt was not long before any doubts that might rtill Lave P««Eiia 
rested in the mind of Omnr were put an end to by the 
hostile attitude of the Pereian Court ,* and he was again forced 
to bid his armies take the field with the avowed object of 
dealing n final blow' at the empire. 

After C/kderiya and the loss of Medain, Yezdegini may 
have buoyed himself with the hope that the Amba, 
content with the fertile plains of iHesopotamia and Iric- 
Amby, would leave him in undiatnrbed possesidon of the sx, 
aniple provinees of Persin proper beyond the mountain 
niDge. Hut the capture of the .indent capital of Media, 
and the threateoing advance of the invaders in the 
direction of Ispahan and PersepoUs, put im end to any 
finch imagination. Teeming, reatless hordes, rtill issning 
from the Peninsnla, began to presa upon the border j and 
their irruption into the fiirther plains of Persia became 
clearly a mere question of time. The king, therefore, re¬ 
solved once more upon a grand effort to stem the tide of 
mvftaion. With this he orderetJ the govemorB of the 
various provinces to gather their forces together for a final 
^tock. These, especially in the outlying regions, appear (n 
have enjoyed an almost independent authority. But their 
interests were now knit together by the common danger. 

From the shores of the Cafipiau, therefore, to the Indian 
Ocean, and from the Onus to the Persian Gulf, they mllied 
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aroTiTia fhe royal Btundjund, aud in vast Dumber gathered 
m the pfciin that lies below the stiow-cappcdj'peai: of 
Demavend. 

Tidiogs of the movement soon reached Kufii^ and Slid 
apprised the Caliph of the rising idortm Each oonrier, as 
he arrived, filled the city with fresh alarms* A handred and 
fifty thousand men had assembled under FirozATi; now Lbey 
were encamped at Hamodjui, and now marohing on Holwan; 
they would soon he close to Kdfa, an d at their very doors. The 
erifiia, no dotiht, was Eeriona. Any reverse to the Arabs on 
the mountwn border would laosen their hold ujjon the j»lains 
below I and idl the conquests in Clialdiea, with Mcdain, and 
tlje settlements even of Kufii and Ilnssorah, might be wrenched 
from tbelr grasp* As on pTevions occasions of immioent 
danger* Omar at once declared hi& resolve to march forth in 
person* Encsimped midway between the two cities of Irae^ his 
presence wonld restore confidence] and while able from 
thence to direct the moveTneny in front, his reficrve would 
be a defence to them in the rear* But the old argumenla 
agamfit leaving Medina again prevailed* and Omiir was jjer- 
sunded to remain behind.^ Ndmim was recalled from the 
campaign just deHcribed for the reduction of Khuzistim, to 
tahe the chief cominand. Iveaviog strfsng gamsons behind, 
ad available troo^is were pushed forward in two ool nmns frota 
Bussomh and Kiifii. The army at Sus, besides famish¬ 
ing a eontingent for the main advance, was given the 
important task of oSectiog a diversion by an attack ufjon 
Persepolis, and rd proventiug the native Pjrces in that 
quarter from joining the royal stanciard. 

Arrived at Holwikn, Ndman sent forwsirtl spies, who re¬ 
ported that the enemy in great force was pitched at Kelm- 
vendi on the plain of that name boundwl on the north by

^loslems were -10,000 utrong^—one fifth part nf the eaeniT; 
weak in niunbere, but strong in faith, ami nen-ed by the 
presenee of mnny vetemna and heroes of former fields. 

After two [Inys’skirimriliing, the Perslaiis retired behind their 
line of fortilication, from whence they were able at piensure 
to ifisne forth and molest their ndveTsaries. This went ott 
for a time, till the iMuslecns, wearied by the delay, resolved 
on drawing them out. At Toleiha's instance they pmctisisd, 
a feint for the ptirpose. They fell book, and, on the Peratans 
following, they wheeled round and cut them off from their 
entrenchments, A fierce engagement followed, nmi m it 
N^Sman wils Rlajn* But. the braverj of the Arabs in the end 
achieved its w^onted SQCcesg* Of the enemy S0,0()0 are said 
to have 154^11 left dead on the field ; the re^t fled to an 
ndjoining hiJI, and there ^O^OCM) more were elain. Of the 
great tirtny bat ^hred^ lutd scntteml fmgmoTitEi effecE^^tl their 
esCiSpe. The fate of the Captain-geneml, FirupAn, becamo 
proverbiitJ, FlyiDg towards ITamadaii, he was jstopped in a 
moimtaiiL p-L-vfi choked by a caravan laden with honey. In 
ftoekiiig to turn the passj he lost his wjiv, was overtaken

The chiefs a^id people 
of Irnc-Ajetn, that is^the wogteni cliMtnets of Persb liToper^ 
SLthmitted tbeoiaelvea and became tributary. The booty 
TTua immeiL^e; and amongst it two caskets of priecksii gema, 
which Omar placed in the treasniy at Medina i but next mom- 
ing, the eonrier that brought them was recalled^ and Omar 
told him that he had aeen a vision of angrds, which wamerl 
him of pnnishinent hereafter if he kept those jewela, * Take 
them hence/ he said ; *seU themt and kt the price be divided 
amongst the army/ They fetched 4^000^000 dirhems* 

Omar was diseon sol ate at the death of Soman; and he 
promoted his brother N6eim ibn Afocarriii (one of the three 
hetoea of UkuJ Cassa) to high command* He had now 
embarked on an enterprise froni which there was no return^- 
ing. The proud Ye^degird refused to yield* nnd Otiiitr tio 
longer sk.^rupkd pursuing him to the bitter end* But a 
long aeries of cumjjaigns was yet needful, cffcctnally to re¬ 
duce the empire* These it is not the object of thitf work 
to trace olherwitic tlmn in such brief and eux-^ory way m 
ahall enable the reader to estimate the expanding area and 
growing ohligationfl of the Caliphate* The warlike lUces of 
the son! hem shores of the Caq>ian gathered under Itifundiar* 
brother of the ill-fated Hnstem, for the defence of Eei, 
one of the royal cities of Persia. Assuming the offensive* 
they began to lunry the Mussnlnuin garripons* Ndeim 
ad^-nnecd to meet them ; and another great battle and 
deciBive victory placed the city at his mercyIhfandfar 
retired to Asw^rhaijAn ; where, again defeated, he was taken 
prisoner I nnd at last, without mneh ciomjiuiieticm, Jse threw

The Kharan e^iJonBed hieeaunei and 
For aovem) jeara the contest wae waged with varjirig suecess 
in the TiciDity of Merve. Hut in the end the Turks retiitfd, 
aud with them Veadegircl, acrog? the Osuri. The conflict 
was snbaequenllj rcnewefl, and nine or ten years afterwards, 
in the reigii of Othman, 'iendegird, bereft, of his treasures 
and deserted by his followers, who in min besought him to 
tender his submission, perished niiseraltiy in the hut of a 
miller, whither he had fled for refuge. 

On the fall of Rei, the Arabs lost no time in turning 
their arms against all quarters at once of the Persian 
empire. Sii considerable anmes, drtinu from Kg fa ami 
Bussorah, and continually repleniehod fkitn Arabia and the 
provinces by soldiers of fortune thirsting for rapine and 
renown, invaded ns many different regions j and these, as the v 
were overrun, fell enoL under the govenment of the lender 
who Traduced it. Thus, one after another, Fiirs, Kenuaij, 
Mokran, Sejestan, Khomsau, mid Azerbdijjin, were annexed 
to the empire of Islam. .Some of these, though subordinate 
in name, had been virtually independent; and so now, even 
nfter the heart had ceased to heat, they maintained a 
dangerous vitality. When tributary and reduced to an 
outwiird nubjeetion, the j^eojik would ever and again rise in 
rebellion ; and it was loug before the Arabs could subside 
into a settled life, or feel fffwure awuy from the iirotcction of 
gnrriHoncd entrenchments. But the privileges of Islajn on 
the mere oonfesaion of the Faith were so considerable and 
enticing, that the adherents of the Zoroastrian worship were 
un.il)le to resist the attmetion j by degrees the Persian race 
came over to the dominant creed, and in the end opposition 
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irettfled- The naticoB of Zorwi^riaTi families^ and ijf "Rre 
temples destrajed in after reigns, show indeed that in many 
qinirters the nunver^iDn was slow and [ttirtiulp^ Ent aftcsr the 
fall of the Court, the death of Yezdegiid, and the extinction 
of Diitlying atithofit the |K)litieaI and social inilucementfi to 
join the faith of the eoTir|nerona werei for the mo^t. part, irre¬ 
sistible* Ihe polished Persian fanned a new element in 
Moslem society. Bat however aohle and rghneri, he long 
held ft |ilace inferior tOp and altogether distinct from, that 
mniTitnined by the mde hut dominant races of Arabian 
blocnh Individtmla or families belonging to the ^ubjefit 
pjeoplcs, on embracing I slain, attached themM'lvca to Home 
Arab chief nr ohm ^ as adherent^ or * clientH ^ of the same j 
and in thiii dependent position could cJaini pome the 
privileges of the iiilliig fftith. But neither here nor in other 
laiuls did they intermany with the Arabs oq equal terms; 
they were looked down upon as of an inferior caste* TIiuh, 
aUhough In theoryton becoming MuEsulmans, the cimquered 
natioiLB thereby uotercrl the equal hi-otherhooti of the Faith, 
they formed, not the Ices, a lower estate. The race and 
hmgnagc, anceEtml digntt}\ and jujlitical privilegen, of the 
Arabs ctnitinued to be panunaunt throughout the empire 
ffir many geUBriitlens* 

While passing by thus cursDrily tho military rktaik of 
ouHying conquest, there m one episode which 1 may mention, 
as containing a cnrioiiR xelatioa of minj.cn! pus interpoBition^ 
sncli ns we nirely meet with ia the tradition of events Eub* 
sequent to tlie PropIieCa death* The warrioT 8ftria had long

jigain and disoomited the enemy. Omnr, we are told, xelatcil 
the whole affair of the retreat and subsequent victory, at the 
momeiit it occurred i and with this the conrieFs report, re¬ 
ceived fieveriil weeks after, was found exactly to tallyJ

from tbe Ca3j>ian to the lodiiin Ocean, the wave of conquest 
WHS for the time cntmed down in Asia Minor* Tliere had 
now for iome time prevailed a j^nofl of comparative quiet 
After the death of Heruditid there was no q^JHt left in the 
Byzantine empire to continue the fftniggle tdiber by Lmd or 
by aesa. De^iltoiy attompta were nnide^ indeed^ at intenuU 
nixm the coast; but they were followed bj no lasting gnccesfi,* 
.Muuvin was boay meanwhile congoHdiiting the ndministnition 
of f^yritt; ami, with a sitgaclotis foreright* strengthening hia 
hold n|w>a the provinces uguinst the contlngencJeB of the 
foturtv Elsewhere f>eiioe pre\niJed* ShorahbQ ruled over 
the district of the Jordan^ Amru maintained a finn 
gikverament in Egjqit; amh pushing a chronic warfare 
ngniimt the native tdbof and the Itonnin settlements on the 
coast of Africa, gradually oittended the bonndarley of 
towards the Ainbia, ttill pouring forth its unquiet 

Spirits to fight in the wars abroad, was tranquiJ at homo 
under its sTiricniii governors. 

Besides the journeys into Syria already mentii^med, 
Oiimr only qaitted hb residence at Medina for the parpoae

tiiMsd to iinprovo the opptirtimitj for conferring with them, ^iaU. 
BH thcT returned by way of Medina, on such provincial 
bnoinesa ns needed his attention. The occasion, in fact, 
served the purpoieg tif an annual report delivered oniUy of 
local government. Several years before hia death, Omiir 
spent throe weeks within the sjicred pTBcjncts of Mectai, and 
enlarged the space around the KaaVta. The dwellings ap¬ 
proaching too closely the Holy House were pulled down, and 
the first step taken townnb the formation of a grand square 
and piaraa fitting the place of worship for all uatiouSi Some 
of the owners refused to sell their patrimony; bnt the houses 
were demolished nevertlieless, and the priL'e in compenat- 
tiou left at their dis^iosat in the treasury. The boundary 
pillars of the Ilitranit or Sacred Territory, were renewed. 

And convenient halting phtct's were consttueted at the pil¬ 
grim Stations on the road to iledina, for the custody of 
whiel), and the care of the tuljoining springs of water, the 
local tribes were held resjwiiGible. 

The seventh year of Omar’s OoUphate was distingui'^hed 
by the blinding forth of volcanic fires from a hill called 1.cila AlcdlniL 
in the neigbheiirhood of Medina, Tlie Caliph gave com- *" 
tiiand for a general distribution of alms amongst the poor.

In the governors at’PO™ted to control the tnrhuleat 
citieB of Kufii nnd lioseomh, flniar was not altogether 
fortunate. Otba, (iovemor of BaatKirah, died uhortly after 
rescuing the nnfort unate ejrptslltion to Pereepolis.' ahe 
choice of a successor in Mogbim ibn Sboba^ was ill-adt'iseii. 
Of mde and repolbive aapett, he hod committed murder In 
his youth at Tayifj and lalatn hjid not softened hi a nature or 
improved his morals. The hwirtleas insult which he offered 
to an aged ChrLstian priocees of the houee of Him, w tom he 
denuuided in mnrriage on the capture of that city, has been 
handed down in Arab song. His harem, stocked with fourscore 
Wives and concubines, failed to satisfy his vagrant ipassion. 
His eucniies at Busaomh watehi-d hia movements froin an 
adjoining btiilrfjng; and through a jMirfy-wludow were wit¬ 
ness to an intrigue with a Bedouin Luly, who had visir-td 
his house. When he issued forth to lead the public pntyer, 
they shouted him down as on adulterer; and Omaratimnianed 
him to hie court to answer the acensatiun. By any reasonahle 
law of evidence, the crime lind been eatabHsLed beyond a

check. Eeloiiging to the tribe of AabAr^ it was pcTh4i;fkfi an 
ad vantage j in the je-dJouaieB now growing up, that he wuh 
himflelf out side th e clique of AltJtcu and Medina eitizeiia. But 
he Btill felt the need of Coreislute iiiHnenoe to supjHirt hiB 
govermnent ^ and as he de|jarted hr said In Oinar: *ThoLi mnst 
strengtht^a my hands with a corDi>aiiy of the Com|iaiiious of the 
Prophet, for verily they are as in the midst of the l^eople j ^ 
—so he took in his train oine-and-'twenty men of mark along 
with hiTfi. But even Abu Alhsa wne near loring liU command. 
The story is curious, uud dlnstniteB Opiar''s etyle of govern¬ 
ment, After a snccessful cum|kftign against the Kurds m 
].s[jahan, Abu Muki, ns was usual, sent a deputaGon to 
Aleilina to report the victor)', and oarry to the Ckliph the 
royal Fifth. Dhahlja, a difia>ntexited citizen, deahred to lie 
of the number, hut w^ua not allLwed, forthwith set out 

alone to Medinsi, aud there lidd eeitain charges agninat, Aba 
Mftsa, who woB aummoued by Uiixor to dear himself. jVfter 
sottie days of coufinemeDt lo \m ipmrters, he was brought 
before the Caliph, face to face with lua acciiser* The 
iira-t charge wiia thjit a band of youths, from amongst the 
Kiptiven taken in the recent er|)eLlition, had been nBtd by 
him afi personal iiLteudonts. ^ True,* ^id Abu Musa ■ ^ these 
sons of E^eiisiaD chieftains did me good aemce as guides;

made slanderouslv against him at Cadesiyii*^ He was 
summoned, with hie BLvniseTS, to Medina; but the main 
offence of which he was found guilty was one of little con¬ 
cern to them. Sfid in his public miniat rations had cut short 
the L'UHtomjuy prayers; and Omar, deeming the offence 
TiniKudouable, dejiosed him. 

To fill a %'acancy requiring, beyond all others in the 
emx>u-0, sV ill , eiperii-nce, and ijower, Omar imwiaely ap- 
^winteii Anmiir, who, iia%'iDg been, ae: a xiersecuted slave 
at Mecca, one of Mahomet^ earliest converts, (xjsbesscd a 
merit second to none in the I'aith, but was a man of no 
abJLilv, and, moreover, advanced in years.* The citizens t-if 
Kufii were not long in finding out hia ineapaeity; and, tit 
their desire, Omar tranfiferred Abu Musa frem Hnssorah to 
rale over them. But it wna no easy work to curb the 
factious iKipnlace, Tliey took offence at his stove for imyiug 
fodder as it cnjsi?ed the bridge; and for 60 slight a cause 
the Caliph, after he had been governor for a year, sent him 
back again to Bussomh. Another nomination had already 
been determined on, when the artful Mqghim, finding Cmar 
atone in the Great >li>sqoe, wormed the secret out of him; 
Sind dwelling on the grave burden of a hundred thamsmd 
turbulent citizens, suggested that the new candidate was 
not fit to bear it. ‘ But,’ said tJmar, * the men of Kfifa 
have pressed me to send them ncitlier a headstrong tyrant, 
nor a weak and impotent believer.' ‘As for n weak 
believer/ answered Moghiia, ‘his faith is for himself, his

The vacillndon of Omar, and his TOi^dinesg, at tie com^ HvTi 
plaint of the citizens of Kiifa, once and again to shift their 
ruler, letl that turbutent popolace to know their poweTj and 
gave bead to the CictieuB temper already dissqmeting the 
city- It was a weak though kindly Hjsirit which led tie 
Caliph to noiidnate Ammir to a p(j&t for which he had no 
aptitude whatever. Upon hb recall Omar asked whether iis 
removal had catiwed him poin* ^ It did not miici rejoice me/ 
replied Amrnar, * when thou gavest me the conmiuud; but f 
confess that [ was troubled when thou didst depose me/ To 
which Omar responded nniLably: * T knew when I appointed 
thee that thou wast not a man fitted to goTom; but verily 
1 wiia minded (and here be quotM from the Coran) fo tn

There was still a Lon-iJemlde Jetdoiisy between Bussorah 
and its mure riehiy endowed sislar city. The iirmies of 
both had contributed tuwnnls the conquest of IChtizistan, and 
harl shared accordingly. But Bsissomh, with its teeming 
thousands, waa domparatively jioor; and Omar, to equalise 
the bene fibs of all who hrui served in the earlier ciun|ialgDS, 
assigned to them incrensed nilcwntiees, to be met froin the

in the governor’s hands, came eventually to be tlischiirged 
by officers a^iecially apiwinted to the duty. Minister^! iif 
rc-ligion were also commissioned by the State, From the 
extraordiuaiy rapidity with which cities and pro'i'inees were 
converted, risk of error rose, in respect both of erred and

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ancestral whether in freedom nr bondage, whether 

aa conenblnes or married to their masters; and with their 
ancestral faith retain much alfw of the habits of their father¬ 
land ; and the sfime maj be said of the heathen band-maida 
from Africa and the Tiirace slave-girLi from Persia, oTon if 
outwanllj converted to the .ttoBlem hiith. The conntless 
pn^geny of such allianeefi, though ostensibly bred in the creed 
and practice of Istam, most have inberited much of tlie 
natiDnulifT of the tuothers by whom they were nursed and 
brought up. The crowded harem, with its Divine fsinetion of 
aervile concubinage, waa also an evil school for the rising 
generation. Wealth, Insnry, and idleness were under anch 
eirenmabmees provocative of a licence and indulgence which 
too often degenentted into debaiitheiy. 

Far, apart from the field of war and the strife of ihetion, 
^liiileni life was idle and inactive. There was nothing to 
relieve its Banctimonions voliifituousneBS. ITie hours not 
(fjient, in the harem were divided iictween listlesE conver- 
aation in the city knots and clubs, and famuLl prayers in 
the Mosqtie Eve times a clay. Ladies no longer appciired 
in public excepting os they flitted along ahronded beneath 
* the veil.' The light and grace, the charm and delicacy, which 
tlieir presence imparted to Arab society before Islam, was gone. 
Tlie soft, warm colomingof untnre,» beautifully portrayed in 
nneient Arabian song, was cMUpd and overoost. Games of 
clmnce, and such like amusements, common to man kind 
were forbidden by law as stigmatised in the Curan ; even 
spcMilntion was chocked by the ban put upon interest for 
money lent. And so, Mussulman life, cut off, beyond the 
threshold of the harem, from the aiueliorating influences of 
the gentler !?ei, began to assume that dreary, raornse. and 
cheerless ai»]iect which it has ever since rettiined.’ Hut 
nature is not thn* to be pent up and trifled with; the 
rebound must come; and with the rebound, humaijity, in

of the Faith. The gnyyouth of Islam, ctoyrd with the dull de- 
lighta of the sequestered hjuem, were tempted when they went 
abrwid to evade the restrlctioiiH of their creed, sud to ^ek 
in the Clip, in musie, games, and diasjfwlion the eidteoient 
which the yonng and the Hght-hoarteii will demand* (n Ibe 
greater cities, intemperance and libertinism were rife. The 
canker spread, oftentimes the worse becitiise concealed. Tlie 
more serious classes of believers were scandalised not only 
by amiiseinonts, Juiuries, and voluptuous living, held to be 
inconsistent with their creed, but with immondities of a 
kind which may not even be nam^h The development of 
this evil came later on, but the tares were already being 

aown even under the strict and puritaukal CiiLphata of 
OmarJ 

Such excesscfl were, however, for the present confined t.. Sirnfl^ty 
foreign parts. At home, the first CnHphs, fortified by the 
hallowed nHHociationB of Medina, and at a diHlonce from the 
scenes of Ipwy and temptatifna, preserved the severe sim^ 
plicity of ancient Arab life- This, it is true, was not inpon- 
eistent (as we see even in the ease of ilahomet) with the 
nneontroHed indulgences of the harem. Unt as concerns t he 
(Viliphs themselves, Abu Dekr, (W, and Othman, their 
lives in tliis reaia*ct were, considering the licende of Iskm, 
temperate and modest. Omar, we are told, hml no passion 
for the sei. Before the Hegira, he contract] marriage 
with four wives, but two of these, preferring to remain at 
-Heeea, were thus aefiorated from him. At Medina, he

maiiiNiined. Abn Bekr beat down the apostate tribesi ; but at 
hb death the anmes of Islam had btit jnst orofiaed the Syrian 
frontier* (Jmar began hia reign the master only of jtrabin^ 

He died the Ctiliph of an eiii[iire embracing Peritia, Egj'pf^ 
niid some of the tiireat. province^ of the Bj?jnitine throne^ 
let throughout this niarvellous fortune he never lost the 
eijuiiioise of u and sober judgment^ nor edited himself 
above the fnignJ and familiar style of the jilrdb Chief* 

^ IVhere is the Caliph?* vrotild the visitor (roin distant prt>- 
vinnes inquire, m ho looked axomnd the court of the Great 
Mosque; and aJl the while the monarch eat in homely gui^e 
before him. 

The features of Oiiior^s life it requires hut few lines to Chumnuit 
sketch. Simplicity and duty were his gniding principles, ^ 
ImpifuliaUty and devution characterised the dischnrge of hts 
great office; and the responsibility so weighed n]>i>n him

advised that the ji-risoiiierf should all be put to dtath. Hut 
age, as well m weight of office, had mellowetl the asperity of 
hi5 natnrep^ His siense of jnsttce wits Etrong- Apil eseepting 
the treatmeiit of Klinlid, whom he pursuevi with ati un¬ 
generous resentuietit, no act of lynmnj ot injiistke ia 
recorded againpt him; and even in this inatteT hia enmity 
took its rise in Khfdid^s uuscrupnloua treatment of a fiillcu 
ft>e. The chrace of hie captains and governors wr& free firoiii 
favonritipin; nnd (the apjjointineiit of Moghira and Am mar 
escepted) singularly fortuoate-^ The ditferent tribes and 
liodieB in the empire, repreaentiiig interests the mo&i diverse, 
reposed in his integrity the utmost confidence, and liia 
strong arm maintained the diseipline of Inw and empire* 
A certain weakness is riieeemible iu his change of goyemors 
at the factioua seats of Biissorah and Kufa, liut even »o, 
the coufiieting ctoims of Btilouiii and Coreish were kept by 
him in cheeky and never dared to disturb Islam till he Lad 
passed away* The moreclistinguishtd of the Comimuions he 
kept around him at MediunT prully, no doubt, to strengthtn 
his counsels, and piartly (as he would say) from unwilliTigiieas 
to lower their dignity by placing them in an office anborfliuate 
to kiiiLseif.* Whip in hnnd, he t>eriiiDbulated the streets and

spot I and it became a proverb^-—‘Omars whip is mete 
ienibla than another'^ Brrord.' But with sdl thia he wiia 
tender-hearted, and uiimberleaa acta of kindnena are rEcorded^ 
aucli aa relieving the wants of the widow and the fatherlessJ 

Omar was the first who assiiined the title Aincer al 
Momeniu, or * Commander of the FaithfiiL^ Ciilipk (Sueoes- 
bltt) qf ihr PrqpApf of tJm Lonlf he ciaid, ‘ too long and 
cumbersome a name, while the other was easier and more 
fit for common 119?." 

According to hiB desire^ Omar was biiricfl side by side 
with the Prciphet and Abu Bekr, in the chamber of Ayesha^ 
Suheib, aa presiding over the public pinTersi performed the 
fan era! service, and the five Electors, with Abdallah»the 
Caliph's son, lowered the body into its last nesting-place. 

The Moslem annalist may well sigh as he hi da farewell 
to tile strong and single-minded Caliph; and enters on the 
troahled sea of self-seeking fact ion, strife, and schism, which 
opens with the Caliphate of hia successor.

What nmingt^iiient Omar miglit have made for a succesaor, 
Imtl his end come lees sncWeulj- nprai him, it h iierbaps im- 
Deecimrj to inquire. But some more definite choiee he 
would, in all probability, have signified. We kntiir that lie 
perils of disimion hung heavily on hJa mind. The unbridled 
BTTOgjmce of the numeroits powerful tribea settled in Kufa 
end Bussomli, nushed with the glory and the spoils of ^ar, 
was alreaily felt a danger; while family rivalries tiuiongst 
the Coreiah themselves were beginning to vreakeu their hold 
over the petiple which had hitherto been absohife. So much 
is plaio, that (Abd al Ifabiuin perli.'ips raeepted) Omar saw 
none amongst them endowed with sufficient power and 
influence, after his death, to hold the reins of government. 
There was none, at least, so prominent as to take the ocknow- 
ledged lead. Again, the mode of nomiiuitinn or eleetion 
proper to Islam, w.is as yet all uncertain. Ahu Bekr Itad on 
his death“bed named Omar his succesaor j but the liigher 
precedent of Jbihomet, who appointed no one to take his 
place, but flimply named Abu Bekr, when he feU sick, to lead 
the prayers, was doubtful. Had Ahu Obeida been yet alive, 
Omar deelnred that he would have chosen him/and the 
FucccsBion now offered to Abd al itahman was (as wn have 
seen) declined. Weak and fiiint frnm the assassin’s dagger, 
the efnergcncy came upon the dying Caliph altogether iin- 
l>repared to meet it. So, relieving himself of the responsi- 
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bilify, he fi?ll upon tlif- ex[^edient of iiommating the 
chief eat Companions j on one or other of whqni be knew that 
the choice must tieedja fait, to be the Elci'tora of u successor 
from amoBget tliein,^hes. TheHc were AM ttl RahmUiij 
Othtiiin, A^v^ Siidj Zobeir^and Talha, A seventh was added 
in the perMin of his son AlMlallnht who, himself escluded 
from elect ion J was [m case the tondjive were divided) to 
have the casting VFite ; and this Ids father desired him to 
give on whichever side AWl a I Ealttialn might bc^ Talha waj? 
ah-^iit, and did not return until the electiDn had bcon made. 

t^mikT hopetl^ no doubt, that the Successor tIiU 3 chosen 
wonlil he fitrong in the support of his Elector^. But he had 
not calc'dated cui the frjiillj of human nature; and selfish 
ends pr<FVcd more powerftd than loyal tv to Islam, Abd al 
EiLLmun was the only real jKatriot. amongst them- Tulha, 
Zobcirj and J^^nd, not yet beyond the age of fifty, bad none of 
them any special rwufnn to asfure to the Caliphate, Thx^v 
were all warrfcjTs of renown^ Koheir was closely rebtod to 
the Prophet- S?id was t he nephew of ]^Lihomet'a mother; 
hT!t his recall fram Kufii (although Omar hud declured it 
mvolvc no discredit) cokiltl not but in some meusurc tarnish 
the fame of the conqueror of ^[cdfiifi. Aly, a few years 
yomigert bid by far the strong^bi. cluiins of kinship (what¬ 
ever these naight be); for he was at once the son of Aluhi.tmct^s 
nude, the widow^ed husband of F/itimu, and (be fither of 
the Profkhets only stirviving gmndsons. I[e had hitherto, 
from hiB inactive temperament^ rcmniuei.1 passive at the 
Caliphcourt; hut, possessed of a quick and high intelli¬ 
gence, he had ever held a distinguished place in the counsels

Handsome and attractive in person and carriage, he gained 
the hand of Bockeya, the Prophet's daughter, fihe died 
while the battle of Beclr was being fonght. Shortly after, 
he marriod her slater 0mm KoUkiitn ; and when she, too, 
died, .Mahomet used to say he lover) OthnuLu so dearly 
that, if another daughter had remained, he would have given 
.her nlao to him. Bnt with all this, bis character liad vital 
defects. Of a close and selfish disposition, his will was soil 
and yielding. And of all the competitors, 0thmin probably 
had the leant capiidty for dominating the unruly alements of 
the Moslem empire. 

The Electors, when npi»oiiited by OniRr, retired at once to 
an adjoining chamber, and forthwith fell into such loud and hot 
discussion, that Abdalkh eschiirncd, ‘ Good heavens! all this 
tumidt, and my father still alive!' Omar, overhearing it, 
desired that they should wait till his decease, nud then again 
assemble. So after Ids death and burial, Micdad, a veteran 
citiztin appointed by the deceased Caliph to t he duty, gathere<l 
the Electors in the treasury ehainlkfr attached to Aveshn's 
house, Abu Taiha keeping watch at the door witli a gimrd ctf 
fifty men.' Omar's order was that the choke should not be 
delayed beyond the third day, so that his successor might he 
declared by the fbprth at latest; and he signified the urgency 
of the bnainess in the empire’s interest, by saying that if the

Abd nl EabraAn epent hia nights in 
visiting the leading citizens^ and the govenjors and chief men 
from the provinces (wlio^ bavlDgcame For the yearly pilgrim¬ 
age, hail not yet departed to their aeveml I'losts) and in 
Bounding their riews. On the third day, Abu TaUm warned 
the Electors that he would allow no further delay, and that 
the decision must be come to by the following m(>ming. To 
bring the matterj therefore, to an issue, Abd al Ibihinan ofTcred 
to forego his own claim to the Caliphate, if only the re-st would 
ahede hy his dcciBion* They all ngreerl but Aly, who at first 
was silent. At last Aly said : ^ Hrgt give me thy word that 
thou wilt not regard kith nor Idnibnt. the right alone and the 
peqple^H weaU^ ^ And 1/ rejoined Abd al Riihmiin, * ask tliee firti 
to give roc thy troth that thou wiU abide by my choice, and 
against all dissentients wilt support the same J Aly assented, 
and thuB the loatter rested in the hands of AM id Eahman. 

That night Abd at UahmrLn did not close his eyea. The 
contest was mirrowed between the housea of Hashiiu aud 
Omeyyu, in the persons of Aly nncl Othmauj and their in- 
fltience with the electoral body was fairly cqnaJJ Abd a!

waiting, return to their reapectivc pists, merefore iidvire 
1110 now in this matter.’ Animih, the late governor of Kufa, 
aaid - ‘ If it be thy desire that there be no division in the 
landi then salute Aly, Caliph! ’ and affirmed the same. 

*XajV cried Aim Smh, ‘ if it Iw thy desire that there be 
no divinioii, then Bidnto Othman! ’ and Abu Rabia affirmed 
the same. Ammar turned coiitemptuouiily on Abn Biurh ; 
who, repaying ecom with seom, said: 'And pray, Ammar, 
how* long hail thou been counsellor to the Moalenofi? T,f;t 
the Keni Hiishim ami Omeyya apeak for themselves.’ But 
Amimtr would not be sDeut, ami, continuing to press the 
claims of Aly, ashed why the govEmment should pass away 
from the Prophet’s line. W’hereLpon one of the Bern 
Makh™m(a Coreishite tribe) cried angrily: 'Tbou paasest 
beyond thy bounds, 0 son of Sommeyya; who art thou, thus to 
co^msfil the Coreish?’' S^d, seeing tbnt the strife wus

of the Prophet, and the preecii ent of Ids SueceseorH ?' ' I hope,' 
responded Aly, ' that I should do so 5 I will act according to 
the best of my knowledge and ability,* Then he put the same 
i[uestion to Othman, who answered unconditionaUj ,—* Vea, 

I will; Wliereufjon, either dissatiFfied with Aly*s hesitating 
auawer, or having already deeidod in his mind agflinst himi 
Al>d al Rahnitin raised his face toward heaven^ and taking 
(Hhman hv the hand, prayed thus aloud:—‘ 0 Lord, do thou 
hearken now ^Tid heitr me witness ^ VeriW the htirden that 
id around my neck, the same I place around the neck of 
Othmftn.^ So saying, he saluted him as Cidiph, and all the 
people followed his einmple. 

It was the jSret day of the new yoiir, the twenty'^fourth of 
the Hegira. After receiving the homage of the people, 
u procesd in which two or three days were occupied, OthmAu 
ascended the pulpit, tmd made a brief and modeat speech.* 
^ The first attempt,* he siiiid, * was always dLfficult, for he was 
mmseil to speak in public. It would be his duty in the 
future to addre^if^ them, aud the Lord would tench him; 

Though Aly, like the rest^ took the oath of allegiance to 
Othmiin, yet his prty were much displeased, and he himself 
tiphmided Ahd al Hahman bitterly with the desire to keep 
the supreme power out of the Prophet*a house and brother¬ 
hood. ‘Bewiure,^ said Abd nl Rahman, with a prophetio

Eut on JeEiming that all the people had agreed, 
Talha also swore allegiance^ 

The choice of Abd al Rahman laid the seed^ of disaster 
for lelana at large, and for the Cahpluite in particular^ It 
led to diBEenRions which- for years btithed the Moslem world 
in bloody threatened the very exTstence of tlie faith, find to 
thiu day divide believers in a hopeless and embittered scluHm. 
But Abd al Rahman could hardly have anticipated the wanton, 
weaky and wavering policy of Othman which slowly but 
flurelj brought euoh resrdts about- Inhere h no reason to 
think that, in diBcharging his functions ns Umpire* he acted 
otherwise than loyally and for the besL“

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acc 0 samn of Ollimiin. Some one told Obeidallah, Ron c-f the 
deceased Caliph, that Aba Ltdu bad been seen somfi days 
before in private converse with Honnuzan the Persian prince, 
and frith a ChriatiiiTi slave befonging^ to Sad ; and that when sin. 
Burpiisrti the three sepomted, drtipping a ijoniard Bueh 
as that with which the asaaEsin had woaiidcd Omar. Eaahly 
asanining a conspiracy, the infuriated son niihetl with 
drawn Bword. to avenge his fiither’s death, and slew both 
the prince and the slave, S 5 d, inceosod at the loss of his 
slave, sebsed Obeidatlah, EtiU reeking with his rietims' blood, 
and carried him, as the murderer of a beliaver (for Ror- 
TT'.i-.jlTi had professed the Moalem foith) before the Caliph. 

A council was culled. There was not a tittle of evidence, 
or prcfiumption even, against the prince. Aly delivered Ms 
a^iinion that, aecoidlng to the law of God, Obeidullali must 
be put to dwith, as having skin a believer without due cause. 
Others were shocked at the proposal‘ But yesterday,’ they 
said, ‘the Commander of the Faithful was slain, and to-day 
thou wilt put his son to death!' Moved by the aiipeal, 
Othnian nssumcil the respourihility of naming a money com¬ 
pensation in lieu of hlo«l, and this he paid himself. Some 
feeling Wiifi eicitod, and people said that the Caliph was 
already departing from the strict letter of the law. ZiM ibn 
Lebid, a poet of Medina, mtirised both the murderer and the 
Caliph who had let him oflf, in stinging verse. But he was 
silenced; the matter dropped, and there ia no reaeou to think 
that in the imd Othmin’s action was generally disapproved.’ 

Oue of the first acts by which Othman agnaUsed his acces- 
siun was to increase the stipends of the chief men all rormd, 
by the addition to each of one hundred dirhems. The act. 
no donbt, was jHjjiolar, bat it gave promise of estnivagaace 
lu the new admioLitratioD*

Having now tmced the progteea of TsIhth to its firm eatab- 
liabmenl in tbe world, T do not proposa to purgoe the 
bifitoiy of Its conqneets nnd further ejwead, otherwise than 
ID a very bdef and general way; hot .«hidl coofine what re- 
maina of tbis work chiefly to a teview of the fiiutg bearing 
on the dynastic isHue? of the Oaliphate. 

The reign of Othman lasted twelve yeara. It ia usnal to 
aay that the fiiat six were popular, and the lost sis the reverse; 
that is to say, that, duHug the hrtttir half, the tide turned, 
and, disHintcnt ripening into sedition, the storm hnrat at 
length with fatal force ujion the aged Cblqih. Tina is tme 
if we look at the outward appeanmee. Bnt. in reality the 
canat^ <f unpopnlniity were busily at wtwb from the very 
beginning. These were twofold; ^rsi, antagonifim between 
the Arab nation at large and the Coreish; jealansv 

between the house of Hashim, and that of Abd Shema (the 
Omeyysuls) to which Othmfin and ^tnavia belonged. 

The Arab aoldiory, flushed with the gloiy nnd the fhiita 
of victuiy, were scattered all over the empire. In Syria, they 
were held in check by the powerful hand of Mniria, whose 
anthority was atreugthened by the larger settlement there than 
elsewhere of influential citfceoG from Mecca nnd Medina. In 
every other province, conscious of their power, tho Arab tribes 
were rapidly getting the bit between their teeth. ITieir aiT(> 
gant undfarlions spirit found its foens at KuDi and Hnssorah

in iTOth of which cities, iadeed, it bnd slreadv ominously 
shorn, itself duriuif the reign of Omar; for e^eD he tiwl not 
been able effectually to curb it there. liupatience of cootrol 
on the i^irt of the Aiub^ wae based pirtly on toe spread of 
Itoim having been due to the prowess of their nnns; aud 
portly on the brothorhood of the faith, in \drtae of which 
all believers, imd srecially those of Arab hlmd, stood on tho 
common ground of dvil equality. The Caliph, it is true, os 
fiUCWBaor to the Trophet, was absolute, uncontrdleil by any 
constitutional iinthority whatever. Bnt even be, ykdding to 
toe sentiment, not only took counsel on all critical oecasiona 
with the leading men around him, bnt, as a rule, held hiin- 
eelf bound by the popular voice at large, and enjoined the 
wime niwu his lieutenants ,u the provinces. And so it was 
that in the recall of Slid, the arraigning of Ahn Huso, and 
other concessions to toe clamour of the citoromi of Bussomh 
and Kiifti, Omar bad already set a haneful lessen to Ms 
fluccesaor, nud given to those oonstitueueies a forctaeto of 
iHiwer which they were not slow to take advantage of. Thus 
toe turbulent spirit grow from day to day^a ^irit of opjiosr- 
lion to all authority, and of impitienoe in p.-uticular of the 
pretenaionn of CoTieish- 

The second cniise, though less threatening to Islam, was 
more iusidioms mid fraught with greater danger to the 
CalipLflte and tliL- penson of OtLjnan kmiisetf. Hud lie 
Coreish ndlied lovMly nrouud the thmne, the Arab factious 
might have been nipperl M the bnd. Hut the weMmess of 
OtomAu, and the partiality with wliich he favonred Ms own 
fHtmds and relntives, stirred toe jealousy of the house of 
Hoshim, which began vaunting the claims of AJy mid toe 1 ro- 
phet’fl family, and depreciating the Omeyyud branelr tc which 
the Caliph 'belonged- I’hat hnuich, nnfortmmtciy for the 
Omev-yada, had hecu the turdicst to recognise the mission cf 
Mahomet,; and the kiusmmi on whom Othmon ui.*v lavished 
his favours hod been the most invetemle in their* opposition 
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to it. Ererj Trafavonrulite eipnep-tion uttered by tlie Prophet 
dariTig that period of hitter eamity wati now raked tii) agaiuiit 
them, and L»cd to bkckeu their namect, and to eaiit distTedit 
on a government which promoted them to power and honour. 
Thus the Coreihh were di rifled ; rivalry pamlyaed their influ¬ 
ence, and Otliiniln lost the sap|X)tt which would otherwise 
have enabled him to check the muchiu&tions of the Arab 
moJeontentfl. Still worse, Aly and his party lent theuiiielves 
to the disloyal jiolicy of the Bedouin faction, which wtis fast 
supping the foundations of the Caliphate, and which, as Aly 
should have foreseen, would in the end recoil against him¬ 
self.' 

It w.^5 not, however, tiU the Inter part of Othnian’e reigu 
that these influpueea, though early at work,aasumed danger¬ 
ous promiuenec. Their rehmlatiou was iu great uieasiire 
due to the miliUuy operations, wltich, busily pursued in all 
directions by the Moslem arms, diverted attention from 
domestic trouble. Champaigns were annually proiecuted, 
with more or less vigour, throughout the twelve veara of 
Othmnn-B Caliphate. A very brief outline of them will 
suffice. 

Ill Ptrsia, ns we bnve tiee^Hy the Mnssiilruun imnnsioii Lad 
resulted hithertfj rather in the dispersion of great armicfi 
than in the effectual roduetion of the country. Alost of the 
prorineefi resented the first imiwaition of tribute, and rose 
against their new inaHters, ono after another, in repeated 
and sometimes long^^ontinued rebeUion. Expeditions were 
time after time equiiipcd from Knfa and Biissomh to crush 
these risings, from tlie t^spian Sea and the Oxns to the shores 
of the Indian Ocean, and even as far oa Kabul.* It was not

Badblooii 
bred between tlie two; the Syrian^ refnaetl to serve under 
the captain of the rival body; and an altercation ensued 
which nearly led to bloodshed. ITiis, add-=i the historian, 
wna the first symptom of the breach Iwtween the Knfnns and 
the men of Syria, which sabsettuently broke out into pro¬ 
longed host ilities. About the same time^ a whole army was 
hwt in deep hoow ujjou (lie heights of Kerman, ouly two 
men escaping to teU the tale* There were also very serious 
reverses in Tiirkestnii. Knt Arabia continued to cast forth 
its swarms of fighting tribes in eueh vast numbers, and the 
wild ffliiritki^m of the faith still rolled so rsvpidly onward^ 
that these and similnr disayter2s soon dic^ppeared In the 
weliiiig tide of conquest. 

hhceepting ndds of little import^ Syriii had for some time 
jiiisl enjoyed rest,* when suddenly in the second year of this 
Caliphate, Muavia was startled by the approach of an army 
from Asia Minor, which he had not the meona to oppose.

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OtlmiiLD ordeD^ trtK>p9 to pass over frorn the erLFtcm j}n>- 
Vances, and eight Lliousand volmiteers soon joined the Sjritm 
armj^ 'Xliiis reinforeedj the Arabs TepiilBcd the B_raiTitine 
nttack^ Following up thtar suocesSj they overran A£la ^linor^ 
and^ piercjug the heart of Armenlii, joiited their coniradea 
on the Peraiaii border witliiii uight of the Cn-fipian. Thenee 
thej penetrated as far north as Tifiis, and even to the 
Hliores of the Blaek Sea* Thereaft er hostilitiefl were renewEcI 
for a long period every summer ; and eventually! aided by 
naval expeditions from the ports of Africa* the S^Tian 
genendti pushed forw'ard their eonqua^tB in tho Levant and 
A^ia Minor, enlarged their coasts* and strengthened their 
liorder. 

In Airica, I have already noticed the desperate attack tmide 
early in the reign of Dthman on Alesnndria from seaward, Tlie 
Byzuntiiie forces, for a little while^ regained po^sesh-jon of the 
city, hnt (aa we Imve before rehited) were finally driven out 
by Amm j and agLtinat the Moslem power in Egj‘pt no further 
littaek wua made. The Imperial nrma, however, were still 
active in Africa; and along the norlhem shoree of the Medi¬ 
terranean, strong Amb Dolqinns w^ere long aotlvely engaged. 
Among the chiefs who had joined the Egyptian suinj waia 
Abn Sarh,'* already noticed an the foster-hrother of Othlnaii, 
He did not bh^ar an envinhle reputation in Iricun ; for having 
been employed by hlahomet a^ amanuensis to record his 
early reveMious, he h[id proved in some way milailhfnl to 
the trust; and on the capture of Mecca, was Lu consequence 
|jrosoribed fri>ni the amnestyj and only at the intercessioa 
of 0thman escaped lieing put to death. PoaL=paEed vl 
adminifftnitive ability, he hiid been appointed by Omitr to

Abu Sarb, left tbns in sole cooimandi CEirriefi his armsTigor- 
ously along the coast beyond Tripoli and Barca, and threat¬ 
ened Carthage tmd tbcfarweiit. The Byzantine Govemorj 
Gregoiy^ reinforced by the Emperor, advanced ngairib't him 
with an army, we are told, of one hundred and twenty thou- 
i^and men, Dthman, wnmed of the danger, strengthened Abu 
Stub by a large contingciit of Arab troopsand with them 
marcbed a numcronff company of veterans and* Companions,^ 
mcluding the eons of Abn Behr, of AbbAs, and of Zobeir* 
The field was long and hotly contested ; and Abu Sorb, to 
jftimuhitehismcn, promised the hand of Gregorys daughter, 
with a lai’ge dower, to the wairior who shotdd slay her father* 
The enemy was at last discomfited with great slaughter, and

But it is as the first commander of a Moslem fleet that 
Abu Sark i;! chiefly famous, in which enpacitj he both added 
largely to the conquests of Islam, and also by his pre¬ 
eminence contribntod anew to the obloquy cast on hie master^^ 
uame. MqaTia had for a long time keenly missed the sup¬ 
port of a fleet, and had ioiight permission of Omar to embark

The CypriotB agreed to pay the eame 
revenue they had done to the Emperor ; bnt, unriibleas 
yet to guarantee thEir pretectiauj the CrJiph remitted the 
ordinary poU-tcuc* Tff Ahu Cays we are told that he headed 
fifty expeditions by laud and by sea, hut was killed at the 
lafity while eugageil in exjKtoring a Greekm sea-ptort,^ 

Three yeara after the fall of Cyprus, driven now from the 
hiirbours of Africa, and Eerioiisly threatened itt the Levant^ 
the Byzsiutinea gathered a fleet uf five or sii hundred vessiela 
of wuTj and defied the Arabs at sea. Abu Sarh was appointed 
to take np the challenge. He nmnued every available ship 
in the ports of Egypt aud^ Africa ; zind his Equrodron, though

The night was passed by 
the MoflleiuB in recitation of the Camn and prayer, while the 
Crrecka kept up tlie clangoor of their beb-s. In the morning, 
a fierce engagement took place. The Arab ships grapplei! 
with thdr adverBories, and a hanfl^to-liajnJ encnmiter with 
sword and dagger ensued. Tlie slaughter waa great on kith 
sides; bnt the (rreeks, unable to witLatand the wild onset of 
the SaracenB, broke and digperaed, ConRtantine, who had 
been in eommand, sailed away to Syracuse, where the people, 
infuriated at the defeat, despateherj him in Lis hath,^ 

In this espedition, the discontent against Dthman, not^ 
withatamling the splendid Tictoiy, for the first time Tov^ 
oijen and dangerous espression among some of the lend^ 
Compiiniona. Mohammeil fwn of Abu Ilckr, nnd Mohnmmed 
son of Aba Hotkeifa (afterwards leaders in rebellion), mnr* 
mured against the Caliph for appointing Abn Sfirh ailmiml, 
Othman hath changed the ordinances of his predecessors,’ 
they sail], ‘and made captain of the fleet a man whom the 
Prophet proaoribed, and draired to Lave put to death ; and 
snch like men also hath he put in chief eommand nt Kdfa 
and Bussornh, and elsewhere.’ The clamour reaching the 
ears of Ahn Sarh, hp declircd that, none of these men should 
fight in his Hne of battle. Esclnded thus from the victory, 
they were the more incensed. Spite of the threuta of Abu 
Sorh, the infijunmafory liiuguage spread, and men began in 
speak openly and unadvisedly against Othmin.^

Kufa and Bn^sorah nt tliift period eitfiroiped nn inflEeEe*? on 
the dejstinies of Mam bardlj less potent thun that of the 
Court of Medina itself The turbulent and faetiouB atmo- 
sphere of these cities became rapidly and dangeiMUsly cliaiged 
^ith ptf^TjjiiTiHTi^H of disloyalty and rebeHiotiT and aiL unwise 
C&mge of governors aggravated the evil- 

Moghira did not long enjoy the power to which the 
weakness of Oimir bad raised him. He was removcfd by 
Othnniu sbortlj after his accession ; and, to fill the Tacancy, 
in obedience (ns J^nic say) to the dying wish of Omar^ Bad, 
the conqueror of iMedairi, was reinstated in hi& former office. 
The LBsue waa again mifortunate. To provide for his 1 nirurious 
living. Bid, shortly after iia upfjomtmenti took an advance 
of money from the chancellor of liifl treasuryt Ibn ^lasM; 
whoj by and by, became im|>drtuuate for its repayment. A 
heatwl altereation ensued, and Sdd swore angrily at Ibn 
Masudi The fiictiotiB city ranged itself^ inut with the great 
warrior^ and part with the quondam slave. The quarrel 
reached the ears of Othmau, who was much displeased, and 
recalled Bad before he had been a year at Kufa. As suc¬ 
cessor, the Caliph np|iomted Welid Ibn Oebo, a bnive warrior, 
but suspected of intemperance, and witlial a uterine brother 
of his own* To mtike the choice the more unfortuimte, 
Welid was son of that Ocha who, when taken prisoner in the 
battle of Bcflr and about to bo put to death, exclaimM in 
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the bittemcas of his soul, ^ Who will care for mj little 
chilcireu ? ' aod was anawened 'by the Projihct^ < Hell-fire!' 
The woda were not forgotten, and fiietion was careful now 
to torn them to the oorat account. Nevertheless, Welld 

was popular; and ggy^inji directed fthd- 

eeasrive cjimiKiigna in the cast with gJiantry «ud vigour, he 
managwi thus te divert the reertleBs spirits of hig people 
from discontent at home. But in the end, the uamly 
liopnlace was too ttrong for him. A muider hx»k place, and 
sentence of death wm executed at the citj gate against three 
of the culprits.1 Their relatives resented the act of Justice, 
d«Pp^ ^ ground of accusation against the 

WeSr gave them ready opportunity to 

1-X3LV their object. ChargOH of intcmiierauL-e were repeatedly 
i. laid i^ufft him, tuiJ M often dismissed by Othman, hecauae 
wanting in legal proof, At last his enemies succeeded in 
detaching from bis hand the aignet-ring of office while he 
slept (as they said) from the effects of a debauch, and carried 
It off in trinmpb to iledina. But stiU worse, it was estab- 
Iiahed that WeUd had on one occadon conducted the morning 
prayers in such n state of inehriatioa that, having come to 
the end of the proper service, he wont on, without stop- 
pii^, to commnnee another. The scandal was great; and the 
majesty nf Islam must be vindicated. Welid was recalled to 
iledina, scourged atcoiiiing to law, cmd deposed.*

3^. conferred bj i Hhmjiii npod another young and untried 
kinFman, Said ibn nl Afis. His father wos killed fighting 
against (he Prophet at Bcdr; and the hoy, thus left sm 
orphan, had l>een brought up by Onatr, and was eventually 
sent by him to the wars in Sj-ria. Beceirtug a good account 
of his breeding aud prowess, amnr summoned him to bis 
court, and give him two Arab maidens to wife,' This youth, 
now promotiHl to the most critical post iu the empire, was 
not only without cTperience in the art of govoruing, but was 
vainly inflated with the preteriBions of the Goreish, Accus¬ 
tomed in Syria to the discipiiue of Muiivia s niic, he wrote 
to athmin, on reaching Kiife, that Ueense reigned there; 
that noble birth ifissed for nothing j and that the Bedouins 
ware away, beyond control, with the bit between their teeth. 
His final address as governor WJis a blustering harangue, iu 
lK«onteot which he glibly bilked of crushing the sedition and arrogance 
^ of the men of Kufe with a rod of iron. Countenanced by 
the Caliph in his vain career, he fomeuted discontent by 
advancing to invidious distinction tho Coreishite nobility, 
and treating with contumely the great body of the citizens. 
* One Coreishite suweiuieth another in this government,’ they 
said* the last no better thau the first. It is but oat of 
the frying-[ian into the fire.”' The andeT-emreut of faction 
giined daily in strength and volume. But the vigorous 
campaigns of Said in northern Perak, for he waa an active 
soldier, servcttl for a time to ooeupy men’s minds, and to stay 
the oi>eD exhibition of the rebellions spirit.

The 
Moslem warriors had spread themselveB over fliieh vast areas, 
and the 'k-arious colnums, as well as converted peoples, were 
BO widely separated one Horn the other, that differonces arose 
in the recitation of the sacred teal, as it had been settled in 
the previous reign, BuBsoitih followed the reading of Ahn 
Mdsa; Kiifcwas guided by the authority of Dm Maaud, their 
chanceliori and the text of Hims differed from that in use 
evon at Dmnaseufi, Hodzeifh, cluring his campaign in Persia, 
having witnessed the variations in the different provinces, 
returned to Kufii strongly impresjiBd with the gravity of the 
eAil and the need of a revision. Ibn Ma^ud was highly in¬ 
censed with the slight thus put upon theautharity of LLj teirt. 
Bnt Hotlzejfa persisted in his views, and, supporteii by Said, 
the governor, urged Othmau to restore the uidty of the 
divine word, * before that beJievera begtn to differ in their 
scripture, even as do the Jew? and Chrietiaiis.* l*he Ctdiph 
took the udvdee of the leading Companions at Medina, and, 
in accordance therewith, called for samples of the mnu- 
scrijkts in use throughout the empire. He then apj«ititcd a 
syndicate, from amongst the Ooreish, of men whose authority 
could be relied upon, to collate these copies with the sacred 
criginals still in the keepingofHaphsa, the widow of Mahomet, 
Under their supendsion the variatioiiB were reconciled, and 
an authoritative exemplar written out, of which dupUcates 
were deposited at Mecca and Medina, Kiifii and Djimajsoos. 
From these exemplara, copies were multiplied overthe empire ;■ 
all former mauuacripts were called in and committed to the 
flames ; and the stniidard text was brought into e^cilnsive 
use. Tlie uniformity thus aecured by the secular arm, and 
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tDaintainod by the saine in every land and eveiy is 
l;iken by the fninple belie vef ae a proof of fli\diie on‘d:odiaii- 
phip. The iictiou of Othniilii irn^ received at the moment, 
a? it deHcni^ei], vdth a very genemi Mnsent^ excepting at 
Knfa, ITiem Ilni ^^latiucl, vho pndf^ himself ou his fanklesa 
recitation of the omcle, pure as ft fell from the Prophet'& 
lips, was much dupkojsed ; and the charge of sacrtkge in 
having bnmed the former cv^pioB of the sacred test, was 
reEwiily eircalated amongBt the faclions citizen h* By and by 
the charge wna spread abroad, and was taken np with avidity 
by the enemies trf Othman t and, age? afterwrirds, we fmd it 
still eagerly Urged by the partisans of the Ahbassido dynasty 
as an unpardonafale offence on the liart of the ungodiy 
Odiph, llie accusation, thuB trumped np for jjarty ]>urjsoses, 
was really without fouiidatioii, Intlned, it was scouted hy 
Aly h ims elf- When, several years after, he proceeded as 
Qdipb to Kiifa, he found the citizens still bhiiulng his ill- 
sbuTcd jffedeccasor for the act. ^ Silence ! * ho said ; ^ Othmau 
acted as he did with the advice of the leading nieu amongst 
U3 ; find if I bad been mler at the time, instead of him, [ 
should myself have cjuctly doue the Bame.^ “ 

A great body of the nobility from Mecca and Medina 
abemt this time transferred their reBidenco to Imc+ These 
bad no right to i±bare in the endowmeuts of that province,

Ke wai 
one of the earliest ton verts to the faith; and tradition asserts 
that he even iintici|inted Mahomet hiro=elf in same of the 
obser^^ancea of Islam. An aseetic in his habits, to inveighed 
agiiinst the riches and extra^Tigmice of the ihiv—eyils which 
were altogether silien from the eimpticity of hLihoroet, and 
whiehi rushing in like a flood, were now demoralising the 
people^ Gorgeous jsalacesj erowda of slaves, nniltitudefi of 
Ijorses# cnmois^ flocks rmd hercb?^ profusion of costly garments, 
&nmptnoiiB fare, and ftiilendid ec|uipagej were the fiishion^ not 
only in Syria and Iran, bnt had begun to find their way even

rchiike; the envious rejoicing nt the contempt poured on 
the rich and nuble ; and the people dazzled bv the vision of 
themselves sliaring in the trtsisqres thus denounced, ffneasy 
at the clisturtKince caused by these diatribes in the pnbbc 
mind, .lIuAvia resolvcil to teat the spirit of the preacher. 
He Bent him u parse of h thunsnnd pieces; in the morning, 
afieeting to have mtuie a mistake, he demanded the return 
of tho gift ; but during the night Abii Dzarr hiid distributed 
the whole in charity. U|>an this, -MiiAvki, ap|irehcDsiYe of 
tho spread of commumstic doctrines, despatched the preacher 
to Medina, telling Othman that he was a aineere bqt mis¬ 
guided enthusiast. Eefore the Caliph, Abu Hziirr yiersisted 
in fearlessly denouneing the great ftnd wealthy, and urged 
that they should be forced to disgorge tlieir riches. Othiuin 
enndeficended to reason with him. ‘After men have com¬ 
pletely fulfilled their legal obligadonii,' he rutkeil, ‘what 
power reuuiineth with me to oomijel them to any further 
sacrifice?’ and he turned to Kiih, the learned Jewish con¬ 
vert, in confobomtion of what he had said. * Out upon thee, 
thou son of a .lew! AYhal have I to do with thee?’ cried 
Abn Dzarr, and with these words emote Kib viLdentlv 
upon tho stomach. Argument being thus of no ftirther use, 
Othmtln banished the preacher to KabaJxi in tho desert of 
Jfejd, where two years after he died in pcniny. As he felt

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his end iipproaeh, the liermit desired Ins daughter to aky a 
kid, aiid luive it ready for a imrtj of travellers whoj he said, 
wonJd shortly thcit way to Meeca^ luid buiy him; thenj 
inaking her tnm his face towani the KAaba^ he quietly 
breathcNl his hurti. Soon after^ the eijkected party came upi 
and amoug^ them fbn Masud from KuSi, wlto, weeping over 
him, bewailed his £tte, and borieti liim on the epot on which 
he died. The death of I bn Marnid hiiTiHtdfy a few days after, 
added to the iiathoa of the incident. The plaintive tale wa3 
soon in everjone^a moutli; and the banislmient of the pionfl 
ascetic and preacher of righteonsnessi was made much of by 
the enemiea ef the Caliph. The necessity was forgotten ; 
the obloi|uj remained.^ 

WTni^n he himself miudod to assmne the oGice of ptJimiii 
censor and rebnke the tmgodliiioss of the day, the on- Ij’ 
fortunate Caliph faxed no better. The laxity of Syria had 
Tfsiched even to the eacrccl TFreoIncts of the Heiaz; and 
Othmikii, on attempting to check the games and other miEii^r 
practices held to be inconsifitent with the profession of Islam, 
incurred repientment, esj^tcciiilly from tht^ gay youth whose 
aimisenient^ he had thwarted. GumhliDg and w'^tgenng, 
indeed, were ]int down with the approval of all the stricter 
das-iies of society j but there w^ere not wanting many who,

And litre, loo, 
the ill-fated Cnli^jh met with. opiMjHitiou. The owners nf the 
hoinwa demotished: in the cwui^e of the work refused lo 


fiecept the compensation offtrerl, and mlgfld a great oufeiy 
against, it. The Caliph put them into prison, for, said he, 
‘My predwesHor did the same, and ye made no outeiy 
against him.* But whfit tlie firm firm of Omar couJd do, and 
none stir hand or foot uguinst him, it was a very different 
thing for the weak and ujipojinlnr Othmin to attempt. He 
wai more Bnocessful with the Great Mosque at ilerjinn, 
origmally built hy JIahomet, and hollowed by the mortal 
reroflinH of the Prophet himself and Ins two Snceeasore. 
This was now greatly enlarged and beautified. The supports, 
made nt the first of the trunks of date-trees, wero removerl, 
and the roof madfi to msf. on pillars of hewn stono. The 
waUs, too, were built u|i with masoiiry, richly carTocl and 
inlaid with rare anti precious stones. It was a pious work, 
and none objected.*

The ritual eatabliahed by the 
Prophet himselft had been aeriipakinely followed by his two 
wiiucessorti, and a aiiperatiLiuiiB reYercnce attached thereto 
even in the minutest deLalL When expostulated with on 
tht> nrah and unhal lowed inaovation* Utliinan gave no reason¬ 
able answer* but simply wild it was hia will that it ahould 
be Aly* Abd al Eahman, and others were much offended 
at. these alterations * and the disregaid of the sacred eiample 
of the Founder of the laith raided a seandit! auinng the 
t'onuMiiioiis unfjivonnible to tlthmao. 

On the father band, beyond the immediate ciTcle of his cuaniAia 
Idunfoik, OthmAn made no |>ersona3 friends* Narrow, BelBsh, 
iijdificreet, and obstimits—more and more so, Indeed, with ^uriiiiw. 
ndymicing yenra—he alieniLtod those who would otherwiRC 
have fitoo^l loyally hj him j and he made many enemies, who 
pnrsuf^l him with relentless liatreJ. We have already seen 
how Mohnuimed sou of Ahu I5ekr, aiiiJ Mohammed son of 
Aba Hockelfii, wore embittered iigiiinat him at the naval 
victory of Alexandria. ^Vttd yet no very special ennse can be 
assigned for their enmity ^ Tho first ia said to have been 
fWJtiifitfld by ‘psLssion anil ambition*^ The othor was nearly 
related to Othmin, and as an orphan had been khidiy

Nor was it 
otherwise with the people at large. A factious spirit set in 
ugainjit the nnfortunate prince. "The leaven fennenteiJ all 
around i and every metn who hall a griesTtneej real or amp- 
posed, hastened to swell the hostile cry.^ 

To crown the Caliph^s ni-fortune, in the seventb year of 
his reagUj he lost the siguet-Ting of sdlver whimh had been 
eiigraven for the Prophet, and which had been worn anil iisod 
ofFicially both by him and amcceawrs. It was a favourite 
and meritarioiis oecu|i£itiDn of Otliman to deepen the old 
wells, and to sink new onei-, in the neighboitrhocHl of jMedina. 
lie wiia thus engaged when, HiLting by the well Arls,^ and 
jjointiiig with biia finger in i-'llreetion to the labourers, the 
ring dropped and dlsap^ieared. Eyeiy effort was made, bat 
in vain, to recover the priceless relic^. Tliie well was emjitied 
of the water and the mud cleared qnt^ and a great sum was 
offered j but no trace of the ring ever apjjeared, fHhman 
grieved over the loss. The omen weighed heavily on his mind ; 
and it was Bome time before he was pievailEfd upon to snpply 
the place of th& lost aignet by :uiother of like fEOshioti.^

Towards tLe close «f Othinaii^a teigu, the ferment, which 
(eacepting Syria hnd long been seepetly at work 

thronghont the empire, began to make its nppeamnce on the 
surface. The Arab {reople at Imge were everywhere dis¬ 
pleased at the pretensidus of the Coveish. The Coreieh them- 
aelv^B were ill at ease, the gronter iiart being jealous of the 
Omeyyod hrnneh and of the fiivonrites of the Caliph* And 
the temptation to revolt was fostered hy the weakness and 
vacillation of OthinAn himself. 

Ihn AAmir had been now three years governor of Bussoiah, 
when Ibn .^abu (or, as he is commonly called, Ibn iSanda), a 
Jew fiom tbe Bouth of jVrabia, nppeanxl on the ^cone^ and 
professed the desire to emfarneo Islam. It soon appeared 
that he was steeped in disaSeution to the eaudiiig govern¬ 
ment—u firebrand of aedition; and as sneh he was expelled 
soccessively from Bossorah, Kufii, and Syria, bnt not before 
be had given a dangerous impulse to the already discontented 

chiRses. At last, he found a safe retieiit in Egypt, und there 
became the setter forth of strange and startling doctrines. 
Alohomet was to come again, even as the Messiah was ei- 
|K>cted to come again. Meanwhile, Aly was his legate* 
Othman was a usurper, and his governors u set of gofHess 
tyrants. The people were stiiTed. Impiefy and wrong, they 
beard, *iverB rampant everywhere ; truth and justice could 
bo restored no otherwise than liy the overthrow of this 
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Tricked dymety. praaching wliich pined 

daily grtiund in Egyi>t; hy busy correspoiidence it vas 
snpread all oTcr the empire, and startled tbe minds at men 
already foreboding evil from the sensible Leavings of n 
sluinbeTing volcano^^ 

The breaking out of turbulence was for the moment re¬ 
pressed at Bussomb by Ibn Aamir; but at Kfifa, Hnid had 
neither power nor tact to quell the factious elements aroimd 
him. He offended even Us own party by ostenlationfily 
Trashing the steps of the pulpit before he would ascend a 
ppol pretended to have been m^ide nndcMi by hi< drunken 
predecessor. He was not only unwiso enough openly to fostp 
the arrogant assumptions of the CoreLflh,hutbe bad the folly 
to contemn the claims of tho Arab soldiery, to Tvbose swords 
ibev owed the conquest of the lands around them. He was so 
indiscreet as to call the beautiful vak of Ghrdda.a (the SawM) 
‘tftc Oiirden of the if,' t^Hcd tbe offended 

Arabs, ‘ without ns-our strong min and our goed lancea-^they 
could In.vc ever won this Garden.* The dhaffection, fitimu- 
laled bv a popular leader named Ashtar, and a knot of fnctions 
dtiaeDB, found vent at last in an ^meule. As the governor 
and a company of the i*eople, aceonling to the custom of

CrBSt-falleu under several weeks of such treat- 
meut, they were sent on to Iliius, where the governor, son of 
the great KLaiid, subjecteii them for n luontL to like int%- 
nities. WTienevcr he rode forth, he showered invectives on 
them iiB barbarous and faetiouB creatiirea, who were doing all 
in their power to uiitknviine th«? em[!irf', Tlieir siiirit at last 
was thoronghly broken, and they ptofessed to be repentant. 
They were then released; but, ashamed to return to Kufu, 
(hey reumineri for the time in Syria, eiceptlivg the dimgerous 
demagogue Ashtur, who made his wiiy secretly ro lledina. 

Mouths passed, nnd things did not niflnd at Kufa. 5Iost 
of the leading meo, whose influenco could have kept the 
populace in check, were away on military command in Persia; 
and the nialconteutB, in treasonable correspondence with the 
Egyptian faction, gained head daily. Disheartened at this, 
Said, in an unlucky moineut, planned, a vieit to Medina, 
there to lay his troubles before the Caliph. No sooner had 
he gone than the consiiiratora came to the front, and recalled 
the exiles from Syria. Ashtar, too, was noon upon the scene. 
Taking his stand at the door of the Great Mosque of Kufa, he 
stirred up the people, a- they assemhled for worsbip, against 
Sidd: * He had just left that desimt,’^ he anid, * at Mecliim,

upon them. ^ Patience F cried Caciia, the great wamor^ iu 
Hconi j ^ye mlghL nu well roll back the Great River when in 
flood aij attempt to quell the people*3 u(irt!ar till they have 
the thing they want.' Yezid, brother of one of the eailes^ 
then raised a standard, and Ccdled h^kqu all the enemies of 
the tymnnieal governor to join and bar hia return to Kufh, 
When Sikid drew near, they marched out far as CadeRivai 
and fleui for'n'aid to say that ' they did not need him any 
morei^ Said, little eipeeting mch a receptiniit a:iid to thrro, 
* It had sufficed if ye had gent a delegate with your compldnt 
to the Caliph ; but now je come forth a tboufand wirrpug 
against a single man !' They wei‘e deaf to Ms eqxwtulatJoTis^ 
The servant of Said, endeavouring to posh on, wns slain by 
Ashtar; and Said himself fled back to Aledinu, where he 
found Othman already terrified by tidioga of the outbreak, 
ami prepared to yield whatever the insurgents might flemtiiid- 
Ai their desire he apfwiinted Aba ’Mitm governor in phiee 
of !kid^ To welcome him the captains in cominiind of the 
reserveH and outlying gunisons came in from all quarters j 
and Abu Mijsfj. received them in the crowrled ^tosque of 
Knfa, He first eicactcd from nil jiiesent the pledge of 
loyalty to the Caliph, and then installed himself in office 
by leading the iirayers of the great assembly. 

If, mstead of giving wavj Othmin bad inflicted on the 
ringleaders condign punishment, he might haply have sue- 
cecded in weatbering the storm. It is tme that thus ho 
would, in all likelihood have precipitated rehebion, not only 
in KufEk, but also in Bussorah and Egypt* But, sooner or kter, 
Lhnt wftB mevitable ; und in the struggle, he would now have 
had a strong support.. For here the contention was between

the Coreiah and the nobility of Islam on the one Imad^ and the 
Arab tribes and dty rabble on the other ; and in thia qnostion 
the leaders of martial renovm wontd all have rallied round 
the throne- By hh pitiable weaknesR in yielding to the 
ina urgent a, (ithmiui not only courted the eon tempt of all 
arotind him, but bat the op|iortunity of plaeing the great 
controveraj about to convtilfie the ^foflleni world, upon its 
proper isaue- It fell, in.=tefld, to the level of n quEnrel ob- 
s^red by personal interests, and embittered by charges of 
tyranny and nejxjtiam agEinat hiiUKelf* The eriais wus now 
inevitable* Men saw that Othmiiii kuked the wiadom and 
the strength to meet it, and each looked to hia own concern. 
Seditions letters circnLited freely everywhere \ and the claims 
began to be oanvassed of successorE to the irresolute and 
narrow-minded Caliphs who, it was foreseen, could not long 
retain the reins of empire in has grasp. 

Thus, even at Medina^ sedition sjjread, and from thence 
messages reached the provinces that the sword would Eoon 
be needed there at home, mther than Lu foreign parts. So 
generrd wns the coniagion that but few are named as haviag 
escaped it.* Jlovcd by the leading citiaenfit Aly repaired to 
Othimiii and gaid:—*The people bid me e^epostiilate with 
thee. Yet what can I say to thee—&on“in-lnw a» thou wast of 
the Prophet and his bo^om friend^—that thou already fcnov^st 
not as well as? I ? The way lieth plain Eind wide before thee i 
but thine eyes are blinded that thou eanst not see it* If 
blood be once shed, it will not ceaae to flow until the Day of 
.Tudgment. Right will be blotted out, and treason rage like 
the foaming waves of the sen.' Qthman cauiplainedi and not 
without reagon, of the unfriendly atritude assumed hj Aly 
himself. * For my own port,^ he said* t have done my best;

they are thy kmsmen.’ * ‘ And MuHvm, too,' oontinnwl the 
Caliph : ‘ it WEIS Omar who appointed him to Syria,' * 
answered Aly; ‘but 1 awear that even Ltmui’s slaTCi did net 
90 much in awe of their master, as did Rnt 

now he doth whatever he pleaseth, nnd saith It is O^^twtn, 
And thou, knowing it all, leavest Uni alone I ’ So saying, 
Aly turned and went his way. 

As Aly’s luCBsige professed to come from the people, 
Othman weal stmightway to the pulpit and addressed the 
Diultilude then assembled for prayer in the Great Mosque. 
Ke reproached them for giving vent to their tongues and fol¬ 
lowing evil leiideis, whose object it was to blacken his minje, 
eiaggcrate bis fiinlts, and hide his virtueB, ‘ Ye blume mt,’ 
he iinid, ‘ for things which ye boro cheerfully from Omar. Tie 
trampled on yon, heat, yon about with his whip, and abused 
you. And yet ye took it nil patiently from him, both in what 
ye liked and what ye disliked. I have been gentle with yon ; 
bended my bick unto you; withhold niy longue from revil¬ 
ing, and my hand from stniting. And now ye rise np against 
me!' Then, after dwelling on the prosperity of his reign at 
liome and abrcKid.and the many benefits that had aoertted to 
them iberefroiu, he ended thus; — * Wherefore, refrain, I tw- 
reech you, from your abuuts of me and of my govemom, lest 
ye kindle the fltuneB of sedition and reyolt tkronghont the 
empire.' The appeal (we are told) ttau marred his ooinsin. 
Merwan, who at its close eiclaimed, ‘If ye will oppose the 
CaEipt4 we shall soon bring it to the issue of the sword,'

Thus ended the eleventh year of Othmiin’s reiga^ Near 
the dcse cjf it was held a momombk coondl^, oF which we 
shall read in the following chapter. The Caliph peribnncd 
the pilgrimage as usual* He had done uo evei^ year. But 
thiK was to be his last.

TilPi unliiippy Caliph, waa how being inirried on, liy the mpid 
coarso of eveHta, helplessly to his sad ead. Abd nl RnhntAn, 
who, no doabt, felt n huge meBsure of reBponsibility from 
the share he took in the nomination of Othmaa, wn» about 
this time removed by death. But even he was dissatfehed; 
and one of the first open denunoiafions of Olhinuii's nn- 
Bcriipnloujs disregard of law — amaJl it might be, but* signifi- 
,.fln t — attributed to him. A fine camel, having emne in 
with the tithes of a Bedouin tribe, was presented by the 
Caliph, as a rarity, to one of his kinsfolk. Abd a! HahmiLn, 
scandalised at the misipproprmtion of religious property 
devoted to the poor, laid hands upon the animal, slaughtered 
it, and divided the flesh among the people. The persopsl 
reveronce attaching heretofore to the * Suouessor of the 
Prophet of the Tjotd/ gave pbee: to slight and disregard. 
Even in the streets, Othman was greeted with cries, de¬ 
manding that he should depose Ibn Afimir and the godless 
Abu Sarh, and put away from him Merwiin, his chief iidviser 
and confidant . Nor hnd he any countenance or support wh at- 
ever from the people excepting his immediate kinfmen, and 
reliance npon them only aggravated the damniiir of the dis¬ 
contented.'

returned Baying that they discovered nothing unusual id the 
aspect of Etfifuirs. The fourth, Atmutir, was looked for in vain ;

Egyptian faction., Thereu|K>n (^hrnau des|)tt,tehed a royal

The plot was now mpidty coming tq a head, mid a plan of 
action had been alreodj fixed- the lieutenauta of the 

Caliph were absent from their posts oa tlie occaajoa jnat 
described, the coHBijirators were to issue from Kufa, Bussorah* 
and FoatAt, bo as to converge upon Medinji in combinefi ami 
menacing force* There, in Jinswor to the Csiliph^a cbi^dlenge, 
they would present im endless roll of complaintH, nnd cry 
loudly for redresB, refomii and the removal of their govemora. 
If the request were denied, they would demand the Abdica¬ 
tion of OthmaTi, andy in the last resort, enforce their demuDd 
nt the point of the sword* But as to a mcemmr they were 
not agreed* Kiifa was for Zoboiri Buescimh was for Talha; 
Egypt favourite wEks Aly, 

The scheme, being itnnifltnre, at first miscarried* But 
some months later, in the middle of the following yearj it 
was rerived and preparations made in secret for giving it 
effect.

On turning back, he found Egypt in the 
haocU of the tniitor, son of Abn Hodaeiik,^ and fleeing for lik 
lifc^ took Tcfoge across the border, in P^deiitme, Amongst the 
insurgent leaders of Egypt was Mohammed^ aon of Abn Bekr, 
On receiving the intelligeuce that the inaurgente were 
marching on Medina, (.Hhmim ascended the pidpit of the 
Great AlOf^iue and made known to the ejthsenB the real 
object of attack. '■ It h agamst myself," he said j * soon they 
will look back with a longing eye to tbifi my Culiphatei and 
wi?.h that each day of the baine Lad been a year In length, 
beeaiise qf the tnmult and Woodshed, anivrchy and ungodli¬ 
ness, that will flood the IjincL* The rebels were not long in 
making their appearance, and they pitched three enmps^ the 
men qI Kafa, Bussimih, and Egypt, each eocamping seijamtelYi, 
in the neighbemrhood of ^lediniu^ The citizenH put on their 
armoTiT, a thing nnheaid of since the days of the ApOEtasy 
in the reign of Abu Bekr, and prepared for reshatance* The 
insurgents, foiti^d thiia Ikr, sent deputicB to the widow s of 
Mahomet, and the chief men of the city. ^ \S'e come," they 
said, ^ to visit the Prophet’s home smcl resting-place, and to 
ask that certain of the governora be deposed. Give us leave 
to enter/ But leave wub not grantefL Then the nisrtrgent 
bands despatched each a deputation to its respetdlve can¬ 
didate. Alj stormed at, the mesflengers seat to him as soon 
a£ they apf^-ared, and called them rebels acemraed of tie 
Prophet I and the ofhera met with no better reception at 
the hands of Tidha and Zoheir.

citizens cast aside their iumanr, i^ejoieiiig in the apparent 
delivenmce from a pressing danger; and for some daya 
things went on as beforej OthmAn leading the prayers, 
j^uddenly, the three bands reappeared nt the city gates. A 
jMirtj headed by Aly went forth to si&k the reason. The 
ETtrangerfl jwinted to a docuincnt attested by the Ca!iph*& 
peal I this, they &nd, Lad berm taken from a sein,™t of 
Othman's whom they etiught huidening on the road to Eg^-pit; 
and it contained orders that tho insnrgents were to be seized 
and imprisoned, mme tortured, and some put to death. Aly, 
PUBpectlng coUnsion, a^ked hnw the disced very made hy the 
EgTjJtuiri company on the road to Fostiit had become so 
prom^rtly known to the otherri niarcliing in quite a different 
direction, to Kufu and Bus&ondi, as to bring them ell hack 
together ? ^ Speak of it aa ye will,^ they said, ‘ here is the 
writing, end here the Caliph^'s seal/ Aly rc|wed to ( JiiLiniiii, 
who denied all knowledge of the document; but, with the 
view of cleaniig np the matter, canseuted to reeeiva a deputn- 
tion of the rebel leaders. Introduced by Aly, they made no 
oheiHance to the CaUph, bnt with definnL attitude approached 
and recounted their grievances^ They hud le tired with the 
^liromise of redress; but, instead of redress, here was the 
CiilipVH own servant whom they had oanght. posting onward 
to Egyjjt with the treacherous doonment. now produced^ 
Othmaii swore solemnly that he knew nothing of iL * Then

The con- 
spinitors also retired to their fellows; bat they had now 
spoured what they wanted, a footing in the city. TTiey 
joined in the ranks of worshippers at the daily prayers in 
the trreat Slosqne, cast dust in the face of Othman as he 
offieiatwl, and threatened the citLtens to make them keep 
away. The fatal crisis was hurrying on. 

On the Friiiay following this scene, when the prayerB 
were done, Othman ascended the pulpit. He first appealed 
to the better sense of the citizens, who the knew), however 
c«)wed by the threats of the rebels, condemned their lawless 
attitude. Then fuming to the couspimtora themselves, who 
had been taking part in the service, he continued, MV are 
aware that the men of .^fedina hold you to be aecursHi at 
the month of the Frophet, for that yc have risen up against 
bin Caliph and Vicegerent. Wherefore wipe out now your evU 
deeds by repentance, and by good deeds atone for the same.’ 
One and another of the loyal eitiiens aroBC pameBtly to 
confirm the Culiph’a words and plead hi a cause; but they 
were silenced and violently net down.' A tumult arose. 
The men of Medina were driven from the Mosque and its 
court, by showers of atones. One of these struck Othman, 
who fell from the pulpit to the gronnd, and was carried to 
his house adjoining in a swoon. He soon recovered, and fm 
Borne days was atill able to presidei nt the daily jirayors. 
But at last, the insolence and violence of the insiir^euts, 
rising beyond bounds, forced him to keep to his house, nntl

tainera, Atippcirted certain of the citizens, aT!ccee<ied fnr 
the present in keeping the entranee safe. 

From the day of the 6rst tumult, Aly, Zobeir, and Talha 
^j tC'iiih three named by the rebela as uindidates for the Dali phate ) 

each sent a son to join the loyal and gidisitit hand planted at 
tbe |>alace door. But they did Little more; and, in fact, 
tluonghont the painful episode, they kept theuiselres altr>- 
gether in the baotground. After tie nproar and Othmiin's 
swoon, they came along with others to inquire how he fared. 
Hut tm sooner did they enter, than ^lerw-in and other kinsmen 
tending the Caliph, cried out against Aly as the prime author 
of the diiaster, which would rpooil, they said (and said truly) 
upon his own head. Thereupon Aly aroae in wrath, and, 
with the rest, retired home. It wn.*, in truth, a cTuel and 
dastardly desertion, and in the end l»re hitter fruit for one 
und all. It was not oniy a crime, hut a fatal mistake. 
Alarm at the defiant rising against constituted authority, and 
loyalty to the throne, equaUy denmnded bold and iincompro- 
misiag measuTOs, The truth was outspoken by one of the 
Companloiis at the time. ‘ Ve Cordsh,’ he said, ‘ there hath 
been (ill now a strong and fon^d door Ix'twiit yon and the 
Arabs ; wherefore do ye now break down the same ? ’'

dependent on the little force that barely sufficed to guard the 
palciw entrance. It waseomposed of train-baiid slates, some 
eighteen near kin e-men ^ and other citizens including (as we 
hate said) the eeas of Aly, Zoheir, and TalliS. Apprehending, 
from the ferocity with which the attack began now to be 
pressed, Hint the end might not be far, 0 th in fin sent to tell 
Aly, Zobeir, imd TaJha that he wished to see them once more . 
They came and waited without the pilnee, but within reach 
of hearing. Ttie Caliph, from the flat roof of Ids honsep hade 
them to sit dewn j and sc^ for the moment they all sat down, 
both foes and fHends, together^ * My fellow citizens! * cried 
Othman with a inud yoiee, hitye prayed to the Lord for 
you, that when f ani taken, he may set the Caliphate aright/ 
After thi>, he made mention of his previous life, and how 
the Lord had made choice of him to he the Successor of bis 
Projihet, and Commander of the Faithfuh And now/ said he, 
* ye have liscn up to shiy the lord’s elects Have a care, ye 
men [ fand here he addressed the hesdegerj!); the taking 
of life iR lawful but for three thingSj Apoatasy, Mnrtler, and 
Adultery^ Taking my life without Ruch caosc, ye but auspeniJ 
the awtml over your own necks* Sedition anrl bloodshed shall 
not de]iart for ever from your midst/ Tlioy gave him au¬ 
dience thug hir, and then cried out that there wns yet a 
fourth just cause of death, iianiely the quenching of truth by 
iniquity, and of right by Adolence i and that for his tingodh- 
ness and tyrnjiny he must abdicate nr be slain. For a mo^ 
menl Othiuau was sileDt* Thou culmly rising, he bade the

of the Caliph’s enemies, only made them redouble their effort 9 * 
ITiej now closed ev^ery approach, allowing neither outlet nor 
ingress to a single soul* Water could be introduced by 
stealth only at night, and, there being no well within the 
palace, the little garrison suffered the eitremities of thirst. 
On the appeal of Othman, Aly interposed, and expostnlated 
with the besiegers. ‘ They were fronting their Caliph,’ he 
told them, ^inore cruelLy than they wcinld treat Greek or 
Perdan captiyea in the field. Even Infidels did not deny 
water to a thirsty enetny.* But they were deaf to hiis en¬ 
treaty. 0mm Habiba, the PmpheCs widow, and sister of 
Mua\ia, touched with pity, sought herself, wi^h Aly's aid, tc» 
cany water m>on her mule tlirougli the rebel lines into the 
palace ; biit neither her ses uor runk, nor her relation Lo tJie 
Prophet, was safcgnnrd enough to prevent her being roughly 
bundled. Tlie^^ cut her bridle with their swords, so that she 
nearly fell to the ground, and then drove her rudely hack*

It is 
hard to believe that, even in the defencrc^lesa state of the 
citj^, jUy, Zobeir, and Talha, the great heroeis of Islam, 
could not, had thej really wished it, hitve raided an effective 
opposition to the lawless work of these heartlefis regicides. 
History cnnnot acquit them, if not of actual ooUusion with 
the inRurgents, at least of cold-blooded indifferenee to Iheir 
Caliph'a fateJ

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The solemnities of tlie KiiitboL wotsliip were now at liaDci^ 
and Othmiii^ still mindlo] of liLs ofaligation as bead of Islam 
to provide for tbeir due observance, once more ascended the 
palace moL From thence be called the aon of AhMs, one of 
the faithful pcutj guarding the entrance, to come nearj and 
bade him asjgume the leaderskip of the Imnd of piIgriniiFi 
proceeding froTn IMedina ;—n doty which, much agamst. hh 
wili, as taking him away from the defence, he nndertook dt 
the Caliph^s repeated command. Ayesha joined the party- Ifbe 
iu accused of having formerly stirred np the [leople against 
Othman. Now, at any rate, this impulsive iFtdy not only 
shook herself free from the insurgents, bat, in order to detach 
her brother Mohammed^ son of Abu Bekr, also from their 
company, she hesonght him to accomf^nj her to Mecea, 
But ho refiiBedJ 

The approach of relief at last goaded the rebels to 
eslremities, and they resolved on a dual and murderona 
attack. A violent onset was made from all cjiiarters^ and 
ih^ forlorn liand of defenders (including still the sona of Aly, 
Zobeir, and Talha), unabte longer to hold their ground, re¬ 
tired at Othman^s command, but not without difficulty^ witldn 
the palace gate, which they closed and barred- In doing llus 
they covered their retreat with a discharge of archery, and 
one vf the rebels was killed therebjHi Infuriated at their 
comrade’s death, the iusnrgente roj^hed at the gate, battered 
it with blonea^ and finding it too strong, sut down to bum it, 
Aleana'hQe others, swjirming in crowds from the Twf of an 
adjoining bailding, gained an easier access, and, rmhJng 
along the corridor, attacked the guard still eongre^ted 
within the palace gate. One was slain, Mcrw^ln was left half 
dead^ and the rest were overpowered,^ OthmAn had n^lired

* I am no dotanl, but the aged Caliph, whom they ejxll 
Otliiafin,’ Then, in answer to a fEirther torrent of abuse, 
the old man proceeded, ‘Son of my brother I Thy fcther 
would not have sen ed me so. Tho Lord help me! To Him 
T flee for rnfuge from thee.' The ap^teal touched even the 
nnworthy eon of Abu Bekr, and he too retired. The inBur- 
gent leaders, on this, crowded in themselvep, smote the Ckdiph 
with their wwords, and tnunpled on the Ooran he had been 
reading firam. ScToreiy wounded, he yet had strength 
enough to stretch forth Ms [igcd arms, gather up the leaves, 
and press them to his boHom, while the blood flowed forth 
uiwn the sacred teit.' Thus attacked, the faithful ^7liL■l 
cast herself npon her wotmcled lord, and, endeavouring to 
shield him, received a Hword'cnt which severed some of 
the fingers from her hand, and they fell upon the ground.

They stabbe^l the corpse, 
and leaped sav'agcly upon it i anti they were proceeding to 
cut off the head, when the women screamed, beating their 
breasts and faces, and the savage crew desisted. The palace 
was gutted; and even XiiliVi all wounded £md bloody, was

As soon ttP they had left, the palace gate was barred, and 
thus for three da vs the dead bodiey uf OthmiiD, Moghim, and 
the slave, lay in silence within.

Ilasiin son of Aly, snd the kinHinen of OthnifLii, wended 
their way to the biuying-gioiiiid of Baeki| oatside the city. 
Death hnd not softened the rebels' heai'tf, nnd they |jelted 
the bier witli stonee. Xot in the gmveyard itselfj but in a 
field adjoining, the body, with a hnnied service, was ran- 
TTiittfHl to the dust. In after years the field was added by 
Merwnn to the main burying-groiind—a spot oonsecrated by 
the remains of the heroes of Ohod, and many uamcs famous 
in the early days of Islam; and there the Beni Omeyya long 
buried tlieir dead aioiiud tIie gmv^e of their mnidered 
kinsman.' 

Thus, at the age of eighty-two, tlied Othmfin, after a 
reign of twelve years. The mvafortunes iunongst which he 
sank bring out so sharply the failings of his character that 
further delineation is hardly needed, Keutow, weak, >uid 
vacillating, be had yet a kindly jLiture which might have 
made him, in leas troublous times, a fiivouiite of the peoide, 
Snell, indeed, for a seaeon he was at the beginning of his 
Caliphate. But afterwards he fell on evil days. The struggle 
between the Coreish and the rest of the Aiabs was hnnyiog 
on the nation to an inlemecine war. The only possible 
safety was for the class still domintuit to have opposed a 
strong and united front to tlieir adversaries. By his vacil¬ 
lation, flelfishness, and nepfitirm, Othmau broke np into 
embittered factions the aiistocnicy of Mecca, and threw tills 
last cliance awajs

was hoTTOP-strack. They had hcutliy anticipated, and could 
now with diffenlty realise, the tra^cal end. ilany who had 
favoured, and some who had even joined, the rehda, started 
back, now that the deed wjia done. The nearer relatives of 
the tntirdererl Caliph fled to Mecca and elsewhere, with vows 
of vengeance. A cilizcn of Mediaa, wrapping carefully np 
the severed Jingere of Ksila in the blood-stained shirt of 
OthinAn—^meet symbols of revenge—(aiiried them off to 
Dainjiscns and laid them at Muavia'a feeL 

For eeveml days amrehy reigned at the capital of Islam. 
There was neither Caliph nor any settled government. The 
regicides had the entire mastery pf the city. Amongst 
them the EgypLims were foremost in those fim days uf 
tmrorj and public pniyera fmork of anpreme authority) 
were conducted jij the Great Mosque by their leader. Of 
the ciLizem;, few ventured forth. At last, on the fifth day, 
the rebels imdsted that, before they quitted Medimi, the 
citkens should eiereise their right, elect a Caliph, and 
restore the empire to its normai state. Shrinking, no dotibt^ 
from the seething elements which Othinan’fl soeceesor would 
have at once to focc, Aly at firet held back, and offered to 
swear aUe|rianoe to either Talha or Zobeir. But in the end, 
pressed by the threats of the regioides and the entreaties of 
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his friends, he yielded, and so, six day? after the fiital tragedy, 
he jmhliely bonnJ lilinsfelf to rule * nccordirtg to the Book of 
the Lord,’ nod waa sainted CalilJ'li. Zobeir and Talha were 
themselves the tirat to take the oath. They asserted aftet^ 
w:uds that they swore unwilliDgly, driven to do so through 
fear of the cotispimtora. The traditions here are bo diver¬ 
gent that it is hardly possible to say how far tins WFis true, or 
ii mere afterthought.' Talhn’a arm had been disabled by 
the wound he received when defending Mahomet on the 
battle-held; imhappy augurieH were now drawn from his 
withered hand being the first to strike the Laud of Aly in 
taking the oath of fealty. The mass of the peoide followed. 
There were exeeptions j for Aly waa leni ent, and, fitmi a praiae- 
worthy delicacy, would not press the immediate adherents 
of the late Caliph to swear allegiance.* The iusniienti,

was now added the cry, wliich was soon to rend lalnm, of 
vengeanee on the regioides. Further, the red-Landed lreas,>ii 
enacted at Medina had looRcned the bonds of society. 
Cbostitnleti authority was set at naught* Bands of Betlouins, 
scenting from afar the npjjroach of nuEirchy and the chance 
cf plunder, hung about the city. They wcra bidden to 
depart; but enctioraged by the semle population, whieb, 
broken loose during the mBunection, stiJi kept aloof from 
their masters, they refused,' Aly was pressed on many 
aides, by those who held liizn bound by his accession-ojith, to 
vindicate the majesty of the Divine law, and to punisb the 
wicked men who luid imbrued their tuinrls iu the blood of 
Othraan. Even Talk a and Zobeir, aw akening too late to 
the portentous nature of the ctime enacted befare their eves 
and hardly against their will, uiged this. ‘My brother/ 
re[ilied Alj, * I am not indifferent to what ye say. But 1 am

Let ua wait^ aud the Lord will gnide urij Tliia 
waiting, hesitating mood was the bane of Al/s Ufe. He 
l«JFed ease; and though ^metnnes ohstmate imd self-willed, 
his ordinary prindple was^i that things left to themselves 
wotdd uieiid. 

The Coreieh were anxious and alanned. Thr revolt^ under Tfit? 
the veil of diacontent at the qngodJy rtile of Uthmau, \nss SjSmod. 
now (they flaid) taking a far wider range. The Bedouins were 
becoming impatient of the enntrol of the Ooreishite iLnato- 
cracy; and that which had happeutfd to the Beni Omevya— 
now foined to fly Mediini—might happen at any moment to 
the whole body of the Coreii’h* Yet AJy, ihoogh professing to 
denounce the attack of the regicides as high treason, took no 
iftcpg to puniali it-, but femportsed. A prompt and ^Tgorous 
pursuit of the traitor>! would no doubt havo been joined in, 
heEirt and soul^ by ^luavia and by the whole nobility uf 
Islam. But Aly preferred to let the vessel drift, and so . 
it was drawn rapidly into the vortes of rebetllou* 

The next matter which pressed for immediate eettlement 
Whs ihe eonfirmation, or otherwise the aupersesMon, of the 
varioua governors of provinees and cities; and here Alv, 
turning ii deaf ear to his friends, proved hknwdf way-ward 
and precipitate. When Ibn Abbaa xetTinjed from the pil- 
griiuiigc at Mecca (to the preHidcucj at which he had been 
deputed bytbc lute Caliph), he found that Moghlnthnd been 
wifiely urging AJy to retain the governors generally in their 
poets, till, at the least, the people throughout the empire had 
rceogmspfl his jqicc^eBsiou to the throne. But Aiy had flatlv 
reftieed-^ Ibn Abhas now pressed the same view : ‘ At anv 
rate/ he said, ^retain AJufivia; there is a special Alison for 
^ Tllu tnfcdilrion niiLa tluit MagUirn^ at tba itm, gara wliibA and iU^ncEns 
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it; Omar, and not Othman, placed Mm there ^ and all Syria 
foUoweth after kiimJ The advice, coining troin &q near and 
diijtingiiiahed a kinanmn of Ma dc^en^cd the consiclera- 
tion of Alj. Blit he answiired bharplj^ *Xay j I shall not 
confirm him even for a single day.' * If thou dcpotse hiiii*" 
reasoned his friend,*the Syrians; ^1 que^ion thine eleclioa: 
and, worse, they may accuse thee of the blood of Otliinan^ 
and* as one man, rise up against thee, ConJuin Mm in his 
govcnunent, and they care not who ia Criliph^ ^S'^hca thou 
art firmly sesited, depose him if thou wilt_ It will be ea^y 
with thee them’ * Sever,' an^eml Aiy, * he sihall have 
nought but the sword from me/ * Thou art brave,' Ibn Abbfia 
replied, * but mnoeent of the craft of war ^ and bath not ihe 
Prophet himself said, lT 7 j!at is kmr but a game of deceptionV^ 

* That is true,' responded Aly, *but I will have none of the 
aid that cometh from Muuvia.' *Tiien,’ said Ibn Abbds, 

* thou hadst better dex^art to thy property at Yeohd, and 
clo«i the gates of thy stronghold behind thee ; for every¬

MnAria Lad on sroner received the emblems of hfs 
■MnHter^B minder—the gory shirt and Mila's mangled 
tingers—than he bang them up on the pnJpit of the 
Grent j^Iosque at DaiHEiBeiie. There Bii^endesh they re¬ 
mained a spectacle maddening the Sjriana to a bloody 
revenge.^ Still they Look no inrimediate action* Biding their 
time, they waited to see whnt the new Caliph might do* 
Aly, hod he been wise^ would have used such allies to take 
vengeance at once on the conKpimtore, and at the same time 
emeh the rising democracy and disaffeetion of the Arab 
tribes* In this work Syria would have been his strongest 
stand-by; for it never suffered from the Eetlonin turbulence 
which keptli^ Etnd Egypt in contimuil toimoiL In the early 
oimpidgofl, Syria was the fivonrite held of the Corefeh, who, 
Kctrling there in larger proportion than elsewhere, fotmd 
their iufluence, in consequence, better recognised. More- 
qircr, the conquering race inhabited the ancient Syrian 
citiee in c?ommoii with the Christinn population, which had 
fiiirrendered, for the moil part, on favourable tenns. Swiety 
thus throughont all cLassea of the community orderly 
and loyal, whereas on the bankii of the Etiphnitcs the settle¬ 
ments of Bussonih Emd Kdfk were filled wdth wild iind Lead- 
strong Arab tribes who regarded the vanquiaLerl lands as their 
patrimony.

The 
majesty of outraged law must he vindicated ; and if the 
assassins were not pursued to juBtiee, then who hnt My was 
tesponaible for Ibe taiJiirfi? Damascus was ia this excited 
temper when Aly's letter was banded to Mtiavia. At the 
first no answer was vouchsafed. The envoy wae kept in 
waiting &oni day to day to witness the gathering etorm. At 
last Aluavia sent a despatch; and a stranger document, per¬ 
haps, was never seen, ft bore, as was usnal, the setd of 
state outside npou the cover, which was superscrihed with 
this address /Vo»i, to Aly, It contained no other 

word, hnt was all blank within. The de^^jjatch was carried 
by tvahisa, a chief of the Beni Abs, and with him the envoy 
was given permission to de|iart. Arriving at Medina just 
throe months after OthmAn’s death, Ciibisa present ed the 
letter to Aly> who read the address, and, breaking open the 
seiih found the de6|iatch all blank within. * ttTiat meaneth 
this?’ cried Aly, starting at the unwonted sight;—^‘let the 
enignui be explained,’ Cabisa, instructed hy his Master, 
inifuirod whether his life was safe. ' It is safe,* answered 
Aly; *the jter^on of an ambnsstidor is sacred. Speak on.’ 

‘ Know then,’ proceeded the envoy, * that but now I left be¬ 
hind me, weeping under the blood-stained shirt of Othnian, 
by the puliut of the Great Mosque at Damaacus, sixty thon- 

siind warriors, all bent on revenging the Caliph's death_and 

revenging it on thee!’ exclaimed Aly, aghast, 

‘ on me! .Seest then not that I iun jiowerless to ponaie the 
murderers ? Oh, Loni! I take Thee t.o witness that I am 
guiltless of Uthman’s blood. Begone! See, thy life is t?£ile.’ 
As the Absite chief withdrew, the petnlant slaves and rabble 
shouted after him, * SJay the dog; slay the envoy of doga I * 
He tuiuerl, and, apostrophising the Coreish, criejl at the 
pitch of his voice, ' Children of Modhnr! Children of Cays! 
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Tbe horse SlUiI tKo bow i Four tliousaiid pioked wrwriors ftre 
close nt handy See to your camels jiad your horaes ! ^ 

Meduia was start] cd by the envoyciy, only as Mecm 
had been ataTtled by the voice of Dhaio-dlimu at the 
battle of Bedr, fonr-aJid-thirty years before. The time wue 
come when Aly could no longer put bin decunon off. Hasao, 
ever poor in spirit, counRened bis ftither to wait; but Aly 
&iw tiK> pkinly that the hour for action was now or never. 
He gave vent to bia troubled soul in martial lines whicb 
ware soon in evenooc^s mouth, and fTr>tii whicb the people 
first learned his resolve to make the sword the arbiter betwixt 
l^luAvia and himsslf. An ejqjedition against Syria waa pro¬ 
claimed. CapLiina were appointed to commsnd the various 
csompanied of the eipiMrted levies, and banners were presented 
to them by Aly j but he was careful to name no ooe who had 
taken any part in the attack oo OtlimAu.* Orders were also 
sent to Kufa, BnsHorah,. and Egypt, to rai£o troops for the 
war. Having made thesse preparations, Aly mounted the 
pulpit and harangued the citkens of Medina- If they failed 
to fight now, ho told them, the xKiwer would pags away from 
them, never more to be regained. ‘ Fight, then, agaitist 
the cursed Bchismaties, who would destmj the unity of 
Isliim and rend in twtiin the body of the Faithfid. Raply 
the Lord will set that right which the nations of the irarth 
Are setting wrong.^ But the peojJe did not respond to the 
appeal, and the ranks were slow of filling* 

Tallut and Zobeir, when they s^aw bow affikirs were drifting^ 
again asked that they might be allowed to quit Medina! 
With Aly’s leave, they now eet ont for Mecca, on preteit of

They have murdered the Cnliph. I will avenge his blood.^ 

fn the early period of Othman^s troubles^ Ayenlm^ like Ani ffcp&. 
the rest of the world;^ ia said to have contribiited her share 
towards fomedting public discontent* We are told that she 
even abetted the conEpimtors, amoog whom (aa we have seen) 
her bnother Mohammed son of Abu Bekr was a chJef leader. 

But however this may have been* she certainly was no party to 
the faetJouE proceedings so aoon as they began tube preBsed to 
croel extremities; and the hodj in fact, sought to detach her 
brother from them by cairyiDg him off wit h her to .^teoca* Vuin 
mid factJoiiH, she had never forgiven the cold and nnhandsorqe 
c^mduct tuwardE her of Aly whcHjOn the occaaion of the rods- 
adventtirc with Safwin, her ^urtne had been doubted hj the 
Prophet 1 1 and now ebe wotdd gladly have seen Zobeir Cabpb 
in the place of Aly. Insteadt therefore, of proceeding on- 
wanls to her home at ^Icdma^ fihe retumed stmigbiWBy to 
Mecca* Them tho diBaffected (who ever gravltjited for 
aifety to the Sanctuary) gathered aronnd heTt while from her

^sedition well in the ascendant. The nuinemus tnembers of 
the Omeyyad family, who had fled on the CalipVs death Irom 
and the adherents of that powerful Hotisb still re- 
elding at Mecca, as well as the factious and discontented 
population at large, listened eagerly to the tale of their 
distinguished visilors* * Tliej had left the men of .^^edinr^' 
they said, ^ piunged in peqileiily. Eight nnd wrong had 
been so confoLinded that, the jjeople knew not which 
Way to go+ ft was therefore for the citizens of Mecca now 
to lead, nnd to punish the tmitors who had akin their 
Caliph.' The ^tnndard of rebellion was raised, nnd many 
flocked to join it. Bu&aonih waa ehosen as the first object 
of attack. It was a city wtueh had always fhvonred the 
claims of Talha j and Ihn Afimir, the late governor, had an 
influential following there. The treasure which he hail 
brought awTiy with hmi> as well as that carried off by Ala 
from Yemen, wna now expended in equipping the force, 
mid providing carriage for the more needy followers^ Ayeeha,

Haph^a, daughter of thuar^ an¬ 
other of ‘ the Motbera of the Faithful/ was with difliaaltjr 
TCPtiainetl by her bfotber (irho kid jii=>t fled from Mediua, 
and held aJoof fram either side) from oceoiDjMmymg her 
flister-widow. At length, some four luoaths after QLhmTtn'B 
deatk the rebel army set out 3 fiQ 0 strong, of whom a 
t housauil were men of Alecca and Medina* Ayesha travelled 
in her litter on a caiuel, wbieh ira? destined to give its nmne 
to the first engagement in tbe civil war.^ The other widows 
of Mahomet reiiiding at .Mecca accompanied her a little 
wity, and then returned* At; they parted, the whole com¬ 
pany, men and women ^ gave vent to their feelings, and wept 
bitterly at the louring forttiqes of Islam; * there was no 
eneh weeping, before or after, as then ; so that it was 
calldd Thfi Day 9/ Tears."^ *

At the tirbt;^ My was dis- 
poaefl to DoJttgratnJrtte himself that the ennjjpiratora hiwi not 
uaale Kuia, with its greater Bedouin jKjpiibtionj their object. 
The Bou of Abbds, however, pointed out that Buasonih was 
rctilly tlte more dangeroiiii of t he I wo, becaiiBO fewer of the 
loading chiefs were there, able as at Kufa, if they choHe, to 
curb the people and repress mbelhcm. Atj admitted the 
truth of this 5 and^ now thoroughly alarmed, gave orders that 
the Syrian oolumii shmild march instead to Nejth hoping 
thereby to intercept the rebels on their w'ay to BuBEorah.

Messages were exchanged, and immefliatcly on Fbn Hone if, 
the govern or, becoming aware that the cry of vengeance on 
the regicides covered designs against hia Master, be called 
h>gether an assembly to try the temper of the people. Find¬ 
ing from thenproar that the strangers had a strong party in 
the city, he put on Lis armonr, and, followed by the huger 
portion of the citlzeus, went forth to meet Ayesha, who, on 
her side, was joined from the town by the insurgent faction. 
A parley ensued. Tallin, the favoniite at. Biissamh, Eubeir, 
and even Ayesha, with her shrill and powerful voice, dccIalnuHi 
against the mnidcreTS of Othman, and demanded justice . 
The other aide were equally loud in their protestations against 
the euM'dition. It was a shame, they said, and a slight on 
the memory of the Prophet, for Ayesha to forego the sanctity 
of the Veil, and the proprieties of ‘ the Motherhood of the 
I'aithhih’ Aly had been duly elected, and naJuted Ciiliph ; 
and now Talha and Zobeir were tiencheronsly violating the ’ 
ullegianee which they bad Isjon the first to swear. These 
both pratestod that the oath had been forced upon them. 
On thl^ point the eontrovetay turned; and from words they 
fell to blows. Night interposed ; but fighting wae refiomed 
the following day, and with so serions a loss to the loyalists 
that a truce was called, and an agreement come to, on the

The people at first were aiJent, At 
hifit Osama ibu Zeid, a Companion of the tdgheBt rank,* de¬ 
clared that both Talha and Zobeir had done homcge nndcr 
compuliiiun, whereupon a great Luniult arose; and the envoy^ 
liaving seen and heard enough to prove diversity of ojunion 
on the subject, took his leave.

1 f their obj eet be to tnak o me abdi 

cate, they are without esense; if it be any other thing, I am 

ready to coniider’ih’ So when the envoy relumed, and 

upon his report the insurgents called on Ibn Honeif to 

evacuate the city ncconling to rtgreenicnt|. he produced the 

Caliph's letier, and refuBod. But the rebels had already 

obtained the footing tliey desired within the city. ^Vrtuing 

themselvey, they reiiaired to the Mosque for evening service, 

and, the night being dark and sformVi were not perceived nntil 

they liad overpowered the bocly-gmtrd, entered the adjoining 

l>alace, and made Ibn Hone if a priaoner, Oxi the following 

day, [I aevere confiict raged thmughout the city* which ended 

in the C'omplcte djBeomfitnre with heavy lose of Aly's pirty, csi 

and so the govemment passed into tie hiindfl of Tollm and 

Zobeir,. True to their ostensible object, these now made 

proelaination that every ciLizen who had engaged in the 

attack on OthmAn should be taroughl forth and eseoiited,

The instirgents communicated tidings of their success to 
Syria- And Ayesha wrote letters to Knfa^ Medina^ and Yemeo-, 
seeking to detach the people firum their allegiance to Aly, 
ancl stir them up to avenge thi^ dtsilh of {>thiru\n- 

Jlennwbde the citizens of Buesomh swore allegiance to 
Talha aod Zobeir conjointly^ To avoid all appearance of 
rivalry, the public pmyer3 were conducted alternately by a 
son of each. Little active sympathy was evoked by tlm 
ufinr|>erBp Tjillia proclnimcd an expedition to protfeed against 
Aly- But no one responded to the aall, and hu tqiirit fell- 
Thus some weeks passed nncaEuly, tUI the city was aroused by 
the announcement that Aly with fi great army was in full 
march npon it-

Fisdiso tli£il the lusnirgent troops, with Ayosha, Zobeir, and 
Talha, bid already passed, Aly, ns we have seen, halted for a 
while atDzu Car in Xejd, with the view of strengtheniog his 
army; for, allhougb jcilned on his ixnirch by the Beni Ihy uiiil 
some other loyal tribes,he still felt too weak for an offenHive 
step. To Kufii lie addressed u apeisial snmniDns, inhabited as 
it was by many veteran C^mpinioiis on whose loyalty to the 
Caliphate lie might rcasoimbly depend; and he added fome to 
the call by holding ont tlie prospeot that their city should be 
the seat of his gov’emment. * 3ce,' he wrote to them,' have 
1 not chosen Kufabefore all the cities for uiiae own ? Unto 
you do ( look, in these harrl times, for succour, if Imply peace 
and unity agide prevail as it behovetb among brethren in the 
Faith/ Hnt the summoDS wus at the first unheeded. The 
uvergrowQ city was made up of many foctioiis; and from 
some of these the message of Ayesha, demanding revenge for 
(ithiuAii's blood, had alreadj found response. Abu Musa 
w;is altogether onequnl to the emergency. Loyal to the 
memory of the murderCaliph, he yet ssonght to allay the 
ferment by a nentml course, and urged the citizens to join 
neither party, but remain at home. A second depntntion 
meeting with no better success, the Caliph bethought 
him of flending hi^ eldest sou, m company with Aminiir, the 
former Governor of Kiifh, to urge bis cause. The personal 
appeal of Hasan, the grandson of the Prophet (albeit a 
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spiritereiiture de\ oted only fo hishsirem), had the deaiTed 
effeLl:^^ Thti chord of loyalty io the Sckl^ city^ja hoiirt wiui 
tdiicLf^l { a tuunilt siroaoj, and A bn unn ble ta maintaiji 

hiEi deutralil wos deposed^ The Amh tribes rallied^ 

and for the moniedt hefiirtil}v around i?u±ih noted leaders m 
Cacna^ and Adi the son of Ilatim. And eoon ten thoiisaTid 
men, partly by Iwd, piirtly embarking on the river* set ont 
to join the Callpli* who* advancing j^lowiy from Dm Cir, 
aiTdited their arrival. Thus reinforced, Alj was able to take 
the field effectively, and to maroh on the rebellions city 
with an imposing force.

Odiph’a army; and on its upptoaeh they marched forth with 
Talha and Zoheir at their head, and Ayesha in a well-fenced 
litter on her camel. But Aly^a thmights were for peace, if it 
were poRsihle. He was a man of coinprami^<e; and here he 
WTV9 Tendy\ in the interests of Islam, magnanimously to forget 
the insult offered to his throne. Apart, indeed, frr^Tn per- 
sotud jealotisies, there wns no disagreement sufficient tu bar 
the hope of reconciliation! The cry of Talha suid Zobeir uiis 
for veugennee agniDift the murderers of iHhmAn, As yet, 
Aly did not deny that juntiee should be dealt out against 
them* But he was obliged to temporise. lie hjwl iu his 
army great numbers of these very men, and be felt that to 
inflict punishment on them, as his adver^vries required, would 
be, for the present at leasts impossible* Holding these views, 
he luilted while biiU some little way from Busaorah, and sent 
forw:ird Caci^ to espos'tnlftte with Talha iind Zobeir* ^ o 
have slaTfi sii hundred men of BiiSGorab/ Kiid Cac^ to them, 
*for the blood of Othman ; and lot to avenge tlieir blood, 
eix thou$[ind more have sturted up* \Miere in this inter¬ 
necine work are ye to stop ? It is peace and repose that 
Islam needeth. Give that, and ugidn the majesty of law 
shall be set up, and the guilty brought to JnsHce/ As he 
spoke, the truth flashed on the minds of Zcpheir and 
Talha, and even of Ayeshn; and they returned word that if 
these really wert+ the sentiments of Aly, they were ready to 
submit! After tjeveral days were spent in snch negotiatioDJ, 
Aly, rejoiemg at the prospect of a blcHjdless compromise, 
advanced* 

But as we have seen, Aly*s army, recruited at random 
from thi^ Bedonin Fett.lenientH, comprised a great nnmber of 
notorious regicides* Afirtid of bringing these tn^ eontne^t. 
with the heated army of his opjionents^ which was still 
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bitiithing oni 6re nnd slaughter againj^t theTTi, Alj gave 
cnminnnd diat none wliu had iiluired in fhc attitck on OthmiLd 
should for the jjreaent ttccompauy him in his advaucej 
These in Iheir turoj with AahtiLT Mid Ibn Sawda at tlieir 
headj beeame alarined. Tailings adherents, sworn to their 
destruction, were double thdr number. If peace, then, were 
patclied up, IMS was now prupoticd, what were they idl Imt 
doomed men ? Keaeoning thus, they held a secret eoncbve^ 
and came to the coudusion tliat their only safety lay in 
precipitating hostilities, and thus fordiig AIy*a hnnd to entsh 
their enemies* Aeoordiiigly, when the Otdipli marched, they 
remained behind, but with the resolve that, when the right 
moment cume, they wouhi advance and throw themselves 
upon the enemy* 

The liriny of Bussorah, numbering fironi twenty to thirty 
thnnsand men, renminod encfiinped on the out^kiila of the 
city. Aly’s forcej Eidvaiicing unopposed, halted within eight 
of tliem. The citiEcm^ as well bb Talha and Zobeir, !=eiit 
deputations to the Caliph ; and negotintiuna for peace went 
on, evidently of a aineere rad tiiibstantinl character* Aly 
himself approached on horseback, smd Tallin with Zobeir 
rode forth to cimfer with him, * ^^^le^e^b^e came ye out ?^ 
aj^ked My; ■* did ye not e^wcm homage to me?^ *T"ea/ 
replied Talha, ^ but with the sword over our necks ; and uow 
onr demand i& that jnstice be eseentefl aguinsL Oie regicides.^ 
Thereupon Aly baid that he too held them guilty; ntid in 
no measured terms exclaimed, * The Lord blast the rmirdcrerB 
of Othmau T But they must bide their iLme. Zobair on lug 
tide was sofi.cned by a passage hym some conversfltion of the 
Prophet recalled by Aly to his mind | and be Wad Inmself 
by an oath that he would not fight.^ Then they ad retired*

Anti both armies, understanding that pacific ne.gotiat3E>iis were 
in [irogress between their leader^^ w'ent lu re&t that night in 
fiiieh tieeiuity ns they laid not felt for oinnj wefts- 

But the spell was milely brohen. Ibwurds morning, u 
STidden shock ohimgcd the ^ceiif, The regicides, ti nditig that 
the time for notion wa& fuJIy eomfij had, during the night, 
carried their design into ejcecntion. i^]nad non ujjon squadron 
of Bedouin lances bore down, while it was yet dark, upon 
the Bufidorah tents, and in a moment all was confusion. 
Eiich camp believed that it was being treacherously attacked 
by the other ; and the clnwn fuund both armicfl drawn iij>, 
juBt as the conspiratore desirENlJn mortal eombnt one against 
the other, in vain Aly, pcroeiving the cause, endeavoured 
to hold back Iuj^ men* The sense of treachery embittered 
the eundiet. It wuh i\ strungo cogagc^ment, and the fket 
occasion on which Moslems eiossed swords with I^Ioslems. 
It resembled one of the deadly battles of old Arab times,

The chuti were broketi up, and it became latiler 
a coMest between the two rivaJ sEttlementa: *TLe Beni 
Rtibiii of Kufa fougbt againtt the Bcni Kabia of Bu^omh, 
the Beni ModLar tif tbe one against the Beni IMixlhnr of 
^he other I ^ and so on, we are told, with the ii'ariona tribes 
of the PeniDBiihi, and even witb fnmilies, one part arrajed 
(igainst the other^, The Kufa ranks were urged on by the 
regiL'ldeji, who felt that, Aly nonquered, they were 

altogether lost* The field was contested ^vith an obsttuiicy 
and sanguinary iseuc which can he only tlins acoounUHi for^ 
An eye-witness teUs uf? that *when the opposing sides ciune 
breast to breast, It was with a. fiiriotis shock, the uoiBe 
whereof was like that of wai^hennen at the ghaut.*® I’he 
attitude of the leaders was in ninrked contrast ’with the 
bitter struggle of the ranks* Zobelr, balf-heartcd since his 
internet" with Aly, Inui left the battle-field according to hla 
promise, and was killed in an adjoining valley by a soldier of 
AhiiiiFsi Dontrai couipanVi Talha, disabled by an arrow in 
the leg,wEiP carried into Bus^rab^ where be died. Bereft of 
their leaders, the msurgent troops gave way. They were 
falling back npou tliccitj, when they passed by the camel of 
AyeshA, fctatioTi ed in the rear* Attacked fiercely all round, she 
was sereaining nneeasiiigjy, with fruitless energy, from within 
her littor, the old cry, * Slay the nuurlercrs of Dthinan/ The 
word ran tbroiigh the retiring ranks, that * the Mother of the 
Faithful was in j>erHj^ and they galhmtly #?tayed their flight 
to rescue her. Long and cmellj the renewed conflict raged 
around the fated camel. One after another, brave warriors 
rushed to eeize the standard by itiH side, and one after another 
they were ent down. Of the Coreish, Beventy fierished by 
the bridle. At last, Aly, perceiving that the camel ivaa the 
mlljung point of his enemy, sent one of his captain b to 
bamBtrinf and diaable iL With aloud scream, the animal

Molinuitne^l, pitched a tent for her. Aa he drew aside the 
ourtiilu of the iitter, she soreamed at the unikiiowii mtm- 
fiion;—*Are thine own then,^ he aaid, *betioiiie 

strange unto thee ? * ^ It ia my brother!" ahe escTaiinedj and 

spifered herself to be led into the Lent. The bmv^e but 
wajisTirii lady had etjea[ied without a wound. 

The carnage in this ill-starred battle was very greats 
The field was coTremd with ten Ihonaand bodies in eqna! 
pro|>ortion from tithor Bide and thiSi, notwithstanding that 
there was no puranit. For Alj hful giYen stringent orders 
that no fugitive shonld be isi!lowed,, nor any wounded 
fwjhlier Blain, nor plunder seisced^ nor the privacy of any 
house invaded. A great trench was dug, and in it the dead 
were buried, friendis and foes togelhor. Aly, who enoamped 
for tbxee dtiys without the city, himseh' performed tJie 
funeral Hcr^'icep It was a new experience to bury tlie dead 
slain in battle not against the infideJ, but beEever fighting 
against believer. Instead of enrsing the memory of his 
enemicfl fas became too sioon the iiahion in these civil wars), 
Aly on this occasion spoke hopefully of the future state of 
thoHe who had entered the field, on w^hichever side, with an 
honest, beartp When they hrnughl him the sword of Zo}:^ir» 
ho cursed the mjin who had taken his life; and, calling to

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uiiuil the nf the deceased warrior in the early hattlee 
of lahun, he (^claimed : ‘ Many a time hath this ffword 
driven away csare and sotrow from the Prupbet.’fl brrm.* The 
Moslems might well niotim oTcr the memory both of Tnlha 
and Zobeir, when they remembered how on the fieJd of Ohod 
the former hid saved the life of JIaliomet at the peril of hia 
own; and how often the latter, eouapicimna from alar in his 
saffron turban, earned eoufusion into the ranks of the idolaterB 
while they yet, held ^jofiBesslon of Mecca. Their till, and that 
of many amongst the Gompamotie, was a loss to the nmpire 
itself, because aerionsly weakeniof the Cnreish in the struggle 
that yet TcmainfKJ to he fought outbetwirt them annithe Arab 
tribes. In fact, this detory of Alj was Tirtually the wcloij 
of these latter—that is to say, of the regicides, and of I he 
factious citiiens of Kfifa. Thenc(‘forwarrl Aly himself was 
almriat wholly dependent on them. If, instead, he had 
succeeded in effecting a strong and lasting compromise with 
Tdhu and Zobeir, his position wanJd have been incompar- 
ahly strengthened. 

Tlie bearing of Aly after the victory was generous 
tewanls the fiillen foe. Having entered the city, he divided 
the contents of the treasury amongst the troops which bad 
fought on his aide, promising them it sLiU larger rewarr] 
when the Lorrl shoidd have delivered Bjrifl into his hituds. 
Sut otherross ho treated ftfenda and foes alike, and buried 
in oblivion the anim^ties of the past. Merwnn and the 
immediate a/lherents of the house of (hneyya fli rl hack into 
the Ilejaa, or found refuge in B;>Tia, Ah tlmt remained in 
the city swore fealty to Mj. The only class dissatisfied was 
that of the slaves and rabble, who munmirt^i at hnving no 
share in the treasure, nor anyckmcc of plunder. These, 
gathering into maTwudiug hands, occasioned much dis¬ 
quietude to the Caliph, and indeed hastened hxB departure 
with t he view of checking the mischief they were bent on ’

After tlie buttle, the ('allph visited her tent, and eipfessed 
hifl satififoetioii at finding her rmbtirt; adding mililly, but 
half reproiiLhfulJy : * The Lord pardon thco for what hath 
passed, and have mercy upon thee.* ^ And njKm thee I" wns 
her ready nu^wer. The beet house in Buesorah was given tip 
to her; and there she was waited on by her own adlicrentfl. 
Xot many days after, she was dibinissed, with a retinue of 
forty handmaids, and attended by her brother* Aly himself 
acoofnxKinied her for a mile or two on foot; and a large piRiiy 
went a& fur as the first stage, bid her farewell. At Mecca 
she performed the Lesser Pilgrimage ; and then retiring to 
^^ledina, no more attempted to mterfere with the aflalrs of 
State. Her nephew AbdaUafa son of Zobeir (and of her 
dbler Ahihii retired with her* He is famons as the nearly 
Fueces^ful usurper of the Caliphate; but that was not till 
Ayesha had passed iiwiLy* She spent the re? mi'm rider of her 
days at Mt^dina, There crowds of pnlgrims viatiiig the 
PropheCfl tomb (her own apartment) gassed wonderingly at 
her as the onoe beautiful and favourite wife of Mahomet; 
while she, beeoming the gairnlonH and fertile gotnee of tmEli- 
tion, entertained them with stories of the Prophet, ascend¬ 
ing as far back as the earliest uiemoried of her cliildhond. 
She died in the fifty-eighth year of the Hegira, aged about 
eixty-ais, having passed forty^seven years in widowhood*^

pnaLetl aside as a cmckbrained meddler. But his words 
were long remembered, and the prophecy was true. AW i n e, 
hitherto queen of the Jloslem world, was to be the seat of 
empire no more. 

About the middle of the thirty-siith year of the Hegira, Alj* nn- 
seven months after the death of Othman, Aly entered Kufa, 

The first four months of his Calijihate had been spent, as 
we have seen, at Medina ; the other three in the camp at XXXVI. 
Hahndzsi, in the camijaign ending with the battle of the Camel, 
and a short stay at Busaorah. Xo Chlipb had as yet visited 
Kiifa. It was now to be the seat of Aly^e goyerument, Wii 
find no men Lion of the manner of his entry and reception; 
simply the fiict of hts orrivaL Xo doubt the people were 
flattered by the honour now put uixm them. The city also 
had some advantagea j for there were in it mauy leading men, 
able, and some of them willing, to support. the,Cafiph by their 
influence. Moreover, AJy might calculate on the jealousy of Fi^u 
the inhahitaii ts towurda Byria,i□ th o approaching struggle with 
Muftyia. But all thb was more Lhan count erbalaiifj^d by the 
fickle and fectious humour of the populace. It was the focus of 
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Brfoidii deiDfxrrsicy j and lie s^tirit of tlie TJedcrains \caa yet 
imtiinied. ’VMiat Lad they giiinefl, the dtlzeDB asked one of 
iinotheTj bj the rehellioti against. Otbman ? The cir of 
geaTice on the regicidefl wei; for the moment stifled ; but ThiJig^ 
were drifting back agaiu into the old Corcjfubite groove- 
This WTiF^ in factj the -yime ery as the Amh tribes were making 
nil anunnd* ^ Aly hath set njj his cotisdiiH, the sons of Abba^, 
everywhere—lu 3Iedina, in ^leeea, and in Yemen ; and now 
here again at Buirsonth ; while he himself will rule at Kufa. 
(>f what avail that we made away vrith Othraau and that we 
have shed all this blood, fighting with Zobeir and Talha ? * 
So BjXFke the areh^onspirator Ashtar among his friends^ at 
Bossorohi and Aly^ fearful of the efleot of aneh teaehing* 
took him in Ida train to Kidh, where, indeed, among the ei- 
eitiible liopuhice his inlluenee was even more dangeroui^. 
Another uneasy symptom of the times vTait that the hawFort 
and the eerrile dregs of Bussorah, breaking loose from au¬ 
thority, went forth in a body, and took possession of Sejeatan 
on the Fermion liontier- They killed the leader sent bv Alj to 
snppreSiS the iiiaurreetidn, and were not put down till Ihn 
Abbas bimaelf attacked them with a force from Bnsfionib- 
It was in the West, however, that the sky loure<l the mont. 
That wtts but a shorn and truncated Caliphate which Aly 
enjoyetl, so long as his authority was scorned in Syria, A 
mortal combat with IVInavia loomed in that dbreoticm. But, 
before resnmiag the thread of the Syrian story, it is xieces- 
eary first Lo tnm to Egyjit and relate what was bemg enacted 
there.

Thereupon Muavia 
sought omfrity to stir up jralonsy between the Viceroy and iiij 
Mnister, He gave out that Cnya was ternporising, and Ej^ke 
of his treatment of the Khamnba muleontents as proving 
that he was one at heart with themd The reimrt, assiduously 
spread, reached (as it was intended) the court of Aly, where 
it was taken np by those who either doubted the fidelity Fjf 
Cays or envied his prosperity. To test his obedience, .\lv 
orderetl an advanre ngednst the schjjimatici of Khnmnbii; 
and when Cays remonstrated against the policy, it was taken 
as proof of his coinpiicity. He was deposed, and MobEunnicd 
the regicide, son of Abu Ilekr, appointed in Ilia room. Gijs 
retired in anger to Medina, where, aa on neutral ground, 
odheTenta of either side were unmolested. Finding no 
peace there from the taunts of Merwnn and his party, Cays

Towarels one of these, named Jarir, 
aub&n. chief of the Beni Bajila, Stuaria was known to entertain 
Sf^XTL tiendly eentimentB, Him, therefore, Aly deputed to 
’^th a letter, wherein, after reciting the fiict of 
his election at Methna to the Caliphate, and lha diBcomfitme 
of his enemies at Bnssomh, he called on Moivia to foDow 
the example of the empire, and, with the rest, to take also the 
oath ^ ahegianec. Like the former envoy, Jarir was kept 
long in attendance. At last he was dismissed with an oral 
message, that aUegiance would he tendered if punishment 
were meted gat to the regicides, but on no other pckseible 
condition. The envoy further reported to Aly, that Othman's 
blood-stained garment still hung upon the pulpit of the Great 
Mosque, and that a multitude of the Syrian warriora had 
ewom that they would use no water to wash themselves 
withal, neither deep in their beds, till they had skin the 
murderers of the aged Caliph, and those that sheltered them.' 
Ashtar oocused Jarir of phiyiug into the hands of Muiivia; and

have rejieiited of that lapse; and thou must rej^eut of it like¬ 
wise, or else we shall fight against tJiee; and if so be tliat w'e 
are slain, we shall meet om Lord with joy,’ Aljyet hojicd to 
gtiiu them over. He bore with Lheir sedittous talk j and iu 
a public address in the (ireat Mosque at Kufa, he declared 
his iutentiou of treating them with forbea ranee. ‘ Tliey 
should have free access to the mosques for prayer. If they 
joined his army, they shonid share the booty like the rest. 
So lung as they refhiined themselves from any overt iict of 
disloyalty, he would use no force of arms against them,' 
Instead of softening the fanatics, this modemtion only 
tended to embolden them. When the liiiipires’judgment 
was anoutmeed, they were elated iil a result which in their 
eyes amply justified their secession nt Siffin. They held 
freijuL-nt meetings in secret, and resolved on raising tlie 
Divine standard. They looked for heavenly inlBrjsoaitioD j hut 
even if they jHirished, it would be ip a righteouB cause, sure to 
triumph in the end ; they would, at any rate, be protecting 
against a wicked world, and become mheritors of u blessed 
fnturity. In the month foUawiug the Arbitrition, they began 
accordingly, in concert with tho brethren who sympathised 
with them at Bussomh, to leave their liomeH by stealth, "nie 
party Dom liussortkli, five hundred strung, wa? pursued by the 
governor, Ibn Abbas} but they ofiected their escape, and 
joined the hands wliidh in greater force had Issued forth from 
Ktifa. Seetdar jiower, and the dignity and i»omp of this life, 
were abhorrent from these CovenauterH* creed; and it was onlv 
after many had declined tlie dangerous pre-eminpuee, and 
then simply as a tenipartiry expedient to meet the present

But the governor had dmely warning, and 
repulsed the iitiempt* They passed on, and tnossed the river 
fjirther up in various borjics, and^ apjKjinting Nelirwaii as 
their rendeavons, a^emhlcd there to the uuinbEr of 4,000. 

Alj diiJ not at first recognise the serious character and 
bearing of the movement. The nimiher of the fanatic^ 
was domjKtruilively inKiguiHcant; and he hoped that, when 
once they saw their farmer comnideR in arms marching 
againBt the gract-lcs? Syrians, they would not hesitate again 
to |i>in Ids standard. So he mounted the pnlpit and haran¬ 
gued t he men of Kufa. He reprobiteri the Umpirea, because 
they hail cast the Btxik of the Ijjrcl, cqimlly with the prcH" 
cedent of the l^ophet, behiud thtdr backs. E-nth were 
npoFitateSi rejected of the of his Prophet, and of all 

gonrl men. MVherefore/he concluded, * we must begin to 
fight our battle again at the point where, on the eve of 
victory^ we were forced to leave it off Prepare tlien to march 
for SyriU| imd bo ready in yonr camp without the city, by the 
eecoud day of the ooining weehJ Then he indited a desftateh 
to the fimaticfi at N^elinraiL It was couehed in teimsi j^iiiiiL-ir 
to his address, and endeii thus: *Now, therefore, when ye 
have read this, return forthwith and join the army, T utn 
marching ngainfft the common enemy, yotmt and ours alike* 
and we have came back again to the state of things when 
aforetime at Siffin ye were fighting by my ridir/ In reply 
Aly received an lusultiog message: * If he acknowledged hfs 
apostasy and re];iented thereof, then they would see whetTier 
anyiliiug could l>e arranged betw^cen them ; ntbcrwlBe they 
cast him off as nu ungodly heretic.* The sUff-neebod theo- 
crata were thorenpon, for the present, k-ft to their own 
deviceSs and the business of mipring krics for Sy^a proce&led

city, a conseriptioti waa ordered through the heads of elans i 
and thus at length iin army of threeBeone and ftye thousEkiLd 
men of every rank and diisa waa brought into the lieldj 
"B^t u With this impo.smg farce, Aiy had already commenced 

liy tlrn (II- hi a march on Syria, wb eri tidings reachecJ him that the fanatics 
c<itriDiittiiig horrid and cold-blooded outrages in the 
ikDtt. country round about their camp.* A ineaaenger Wfus sent to 
make inquiry; bnt he too was put to death by the inaurgents- 
The tidings of their proceedings became more and more 
nlaiming, and the men of Kufa demanded to lie led against 
them; ^ for huw/ said they, *ciin we leave such outlaws 
unpunished and at large behind ns, ami nur homes er- 
posed to their nnlicensed cnielties ? * Aiy him eel seeing 
that this must be done, changed his course eastward, crossed 
the Tigris, and -miirehed against the fanatics. When now 
near to Nehrwan, he eeqt a mt^senger forward, to demand 
that the muTdernrH should be delivered up. * Purrender 
these to justice,* he said, ‘and ye shall be left alone, until 
the Lord grant ua victory in Syria^ and then haply He shall 
ha VO turned yonr hearts again toward ns.* l*hey TCjilied 
that *they were all equally reB|>Qnsible for what bad jMissed,

Some obeyeil the call and 
came over; 500 went off to a oeighbourmg Persian town, 
and mimj more dit^rsed in other direfitiaiiR to their homes 
at Kuhl: or elMewhcrc* ElightecTi hiimircd remained upon 
the field, mart ITS to the thnoemtie creeiL With the wild 
battle cry, O 71 ia Pmudkf! they rushed iiiwn the Kufa 
lanee^^ and were slain to a man. Aly*s loss was triflingJ 
It would have been better for the [leiice of I&lam if uone 
of the four thousEind haitl escaped* The snake whh scotched, 
not kibed* The hniatic spirit was strangely catching j and 
the tbeoemtic eun^e continued to be canvnssefl TigoroUfdj 
iiJii] imcea^Lugly, but in secret^ nt Bussomh and at Iviiftu 
However hopeless the attaizuneut of their object might 
appear, the fcnaties were nened, if not by the ejpechttion 
of Divine aid^ at the least by the sure hope of a ^lurtyrV 
crown* In the following year arme^i bodies once and again 
apjieared uneipectedly in the field, denouncing Aly, and 
proclaimitg that the Kingdom of the l^ord was at hand. 
One after another these bands of insurgent fanatics were cut 
to pieces, or put to fiight with ease. But the effect was 
unsettling; and it eould not but endamage the name anti 
power of Aly, who now reaped the fruit of his wfcik com-- 
promise with the euemiea of Othmau, and his neglect to 
bring them to justice. Fanatical in their extravagant

Bot both at this [leriod and in ancceediog reigna, we find 
them at inten'als gathering iip their streogth to aB^ad the 
empirct and as often beaten hank. Ever and anon, for yearB^ 
and even for ages, these EhO^r^Ues siJIl ‘went forthon 
their defipenite enand^ a thorn in the ride of the Caliphate^ 
and a tenor to the weU-dispogeiL

ILwiao tbii£ di£pnf5ed of tlie fbnfttics at XehrwSji, and re- Mj 
ertjflsed <Jie Tigri.«, Aly, at tlii? bBad of hia army, turned his 
face again towards Syria. But the aoMiera urged that, before n^inat 
setting out upon so long a- campaign, their annotir needed riW of 
refitting. ‘Let na return tor a little to our homes,’ they 
said, ‘to furbish up our aworda and kneea, and to replenish 
our fjuiveis.’ Aly oonaenting, they marehed hack and 
pitched their camp at Nokheila, This being dose to Kufa, 
the soldiers dropped off in small parties thither ; and go it 
came to pass that, in a short time, eioepting coinmand- 
ing officera, the camp was left almost empty, Aly, finding 
that no man retunied, bewune impatient, and himBeJf re- 
enteting Kufn, again haningued the people on the obligation 
to go forth with him and make war on Syria. Bat eshoria- 
tion and reprnneb fell equally cm listless eans. There wne 
no response. Aly lost heart. The Syrian es^pedition fell 
through; and no attempt was made to resume it fmtber. 

Thus closed the thirty-seventh year of the Hegira. The Poaitioa of 
aituatiun was unchanged. Mdv™, with now a colourable 
title to the Caliphate, remained xmdistnrbed in his position as 
virtual moniuvh of Syria, strong in the loyalty and affections 
• of the province ; while Aly, mortified by an indifferent and 
partly alienated people, was now to experience a severer trial. 

We lura to Egyjit. Before the Syriau war, as already 
stateil, there was a powerful fiiction in that deludency of 
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Aly"s Caliph^ite.etipecitiUy at Kliamnbii, Bidiisg with those who 
d^maadtd satisfaction for tiit hlfXMl of Othtnan ^ Jind Cny:a, 
having boon recalled for leaving these dissentientB alone i 
Mohamnitnl son of Aba Eehr had been appointed in his 
room. Coating aside the wailing policy of his wiser [>re- 
decesHor, Mohanmied nt once BummotLed the rectisaiits, 
either to Bubinit them selves to him, or to be gone from 
Egypt. They refused, but luaeking for the i^reaeut I heir 
hostile dosignH, watched the issue £^f the struggle at Siffin. 
\N'heu the oituies ecpamted from UtaL iHttle-field, leaving 
Muavia still mnster of Syria, they gained heart and begiin 
to aasniue the offensive- A itarty sent ag;iin£t them was 
defentedj^ and the leader skin; and a second attempt at 
retrieving the loss met with a like fate. The slumbering 
elements of revolt were everywhere aroused,. 

Aly ^w now the mistake which be had made, but too 
late. He would Lave reappointed Cays [ but Cays decHnpd 
again to take the post. The only other fitted for the 
emergency was Ashtm the regicide, whom he summoned 
from bis command at Nisibin, mid sent off in haste to 
Egypt- But on the way he met with iin untimely death, 
having heen poisoned, at the instigation (it is said) of 
Mnavifl, by a chief on the Egyptian border with whom be 
rested^ There was joy at the death of the aTch-regieide 
throughout the laud of Syim, where he had lieen greatly 
feared- Aly wns equally cast down by the untaward eveut.

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HiB only T^BOiirce wiis nuw to bid ^Loliaiiinied aod of Abti 
Bekr Lold on, and do wliat he could to i^trieTC his |josition. 
But the fkctiDD which fiivoured MuAvia gLiined ground didly; 
and when, shortly after, AtnriL, at the head of a fewthotusand 
men, crofsiied the border, he wag joinc;ii by an ovcrwhelmiEig 
body of intiiirgeiits* Mohannned, after u vain atternpt to 
meet hia enemy in the field, was easily pnt to flight* In the 
struggle he was kLUed, and hia body ignominiously burned 
in an ass’fs iikinJ Thus Egypt was loet to Aly; and Amni, 
Ofl the heulenaiii of the rival CalJph, tigain became its 
governor. 

The lotes of Egypt was the harder for Aly to bear, as un¬ 
doubtedly it might hnve been nverted but for his removal of 
Cays I and even now it might have been retrieved if the 
men of KiiEi had not been heartless in his cause. Over 
and again he implored them to haHten to the defence of 
Egypt* With difficulty two thousand men were got to¬ 
gether; but after so long a delay that they had hardly 
marched befom news of the defeat made it neceaaary to 
recall them* Aly therenpon ascended the pulpit, aod up¬ 
braided the i>eoi>le for their spiritleas and disloyal altitude. 
For fifty days, he hud been urging them to go forth, to 
avenge their ftdlcn brethren, and to help those who were still 
etmggling for him iu the fieidp Like a rcfltive wayward 
camel, that refused its burden, they had held hackp ^ And 
now/ he wiid, in grief and bitterness of epirit, the poii of Abu 
Bekr in fallen a martyr, and Egy|jt liatb dcpjirtctl from

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CHAPTER XLIV. 

TH« HEUAlVDI'll OF ALV^a BEIGK. 

AjH, XXTi ^ LLIj—XX h A .Hi, 

JSo glenui of fortmitd liglited up tJie renimning days of Al/s 
raigEL reign. WTint with the rieing of fanatica at home, and the 
threats of the rival Ciiliphate abroad, his life was one con-, 
tmunl struggle. And, moreover, the daily exhibition of 
indiffcreiiL-e and disloyalty in Kiifii, the city of his choice, 
was R biutfea imd mnrtiiicLLtioii liatd to bear. 

The loss of Egypt, and the cruel death of Mohamincd 
finauriti of Abu Bekr, preyed ujion his mincL He trfthdrew 
fitrietest privacy. Ibq Ab!ja», fearful lest his 
^VVTTT "‘Sigu the Caliphate, or do some other rash 

iJE Ots. and tmadvifled thiug, set out from Bosaorah to visit and 
comfort him. This becoming known to himvia, he took the 
opportumty, during the absence of Ibn Abbas, to send an 
emissary with the view of stirring nji the disaSected 
elements at Bnssomh, Among certain of the dans, he was 
sure of finding many who, equally with himself, sought to 
avenge the blood of Otbmhu; few were aeidonidy attaelir-d to 
the cause of Aly; the renutiuder were mostly M&rejite», of 
the theoemtie factiou, now as hostile to Aly as to Muivia 
himself. Abdallah, the Syrian agent, carrying a letter to 
the citkens of Bussomh, was so well received, that Ziad, 
who held temporary charge of the city, was forced to retir^ 
with the treasures and the gubernatorial pulpit into the 
stronghold of a loyal clan, from whence he wrote for help to 
Knfa. Aly at once despatched a chief of influence among 
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the Beni Rabia, the leadiBg trilw at BnRSorab, irho w^e bj 
his persinifiion induced to rally round Ziad* After flcvere 
and bloody fighting in the city, attended by various Fuccesat 
the rebclj? T^ere at laat defeated-, and driven for reftige to a 
neighbouring castle* There tliey were mirrounded, and the 
■castle having been set oil fire, Abdallah^ with seventy of his 
fallowers^ perished in the flames- The victory wae decisive 
for the time ; but the msturectioa had brought to light the 
ahimning spread of disiiffectiijn, and showed how preearioQB 
was Alj^a gras-p tipon the Bedouin mrefl of Lhia factious 
^^ity^ 

The spirit of disturhcince and unreat was not confined to 
Egy^it and to Bus^orab. During the yaar, read of five 
^3^ sis ocicasions on which eonsidemble bands of Kharejites 
were impelled by their theocratic creed to go forth and 
raise the Btandard of rchellioTi- One uftej* another they inet 
the common fiite of slaughter and dispersion* But though 
crushed, the fi-equent repetiriou of such de&-perate enterjjrises, 
the fruit of a wild and rccldeHS fanaticism^ had a disturbing 
effect on the capital and the empire at targe. The moat 
periouB of these risiugs was t liat led by Khirrit; and it ig the 
more temarkiLble, because this chief had with hi a tribe, the 
Beni ^tijia, fought bravely by the side of x41j in the battles 
both of the Camel and Siffin. He was now driven* like many 
others, by his strong convictions to rebel Boldly approach¬ 
ing the throne, he told Aly that since he, ae Caliph, bad 
referred a Divine issue to the sirbitration of man, he could 
obey him no more, neither stiind up behind him in the 
Mosque at prayer; but henceforth wais swoni to be his 
enemy. Aly, with his nsunl pitieuce, said that he would 
argue out the matter with him, and arrangerj a meeting for 
the purpose^ But the night before the appointed day, 
Khirrit stole away from the city with all his following* 
■“ Gone/ said -Aly, * to the de^il;. lost, Hke the dwmed 
ThamuditoB! * They were pursued, but by to small a |jarty 
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fhul they held it at bay, and in the end effected their e&cape 
ta Ahwik and SHm Hormna, Thera tteyrruBed the Persdaiur,. 
Kiirde, and Christian jiiouiitaineefB, hy the sjiecious and 
inlliiininatriiy ciy that the imyraent of taxes to an ungodly 
CaJiph must be ranoimccid. With a band of apostate Arah»» 
they kindled revolt throughout the provmoe of Pars, and 
put th(‘ governor to flight, A forte from Busaomh drove 
them to the shoras of the Indian Occfin. But luring the 
people hy delusive argnmeuLe and promises, they still gaioed 
head; and it was not till after a bloody battle, in which 
Khirrit lost his life, that the snpremacy of the t^alijihate 
was re-establithed in Sontliem Persia. The Mussulman 
ptisoners in this campaign were set at Liberty on their tsiking 
afresh the onth of nilegiimoe; but the Christians, tive 
hnndnd in number, were all marched away to be sold into 
captivity. The women and children, as they were tom from 
their protectors, miled with loud and bitter cries. The 
hearts of mnny were softened. Governor of Ardshfr, 

touched hy theffcene, took ution himself the cost of uujaoining 
these Christhm oiptives, and sat them free. Aly,hearing of 
it^ deoiantled from him immediate iiayment at a thousand 
pieces for each captive; and ilascala. dnable to pay down so 
grt^at a fled jind joined Sltiivia..*

The defeat of the Kb^Tejites did not at once restore peace to 
Persia; for Fara and Kenniin threw off their allegian(», 
and eipelled their governors. To quell the apreading 
iuanneclion, .4ly was happy in the selection of iiiad, the 
Cluincellor of Ba=norah, a man, as we have seen, of eonspi- 
coona udministmtive ability. He earned with him a great 
court and retinue; hut it was mainly by hia ready tact in 
setting one rcbellioiia prince against another, and by well- 
appointed jiromi^ea and fiivonra, that he gaoceeded in restor¬ 
ing peace. Aly recegnised his service by conferring on him 
the government of Fars ; and his admiaistmtion there became 
so famous as to recall tn Persian memories the happy age of 
Xmihirwan. He fixed his court at Istakhr (PerseitoUfl), and 
built a ciistlc there, in connection with which his name was 
remembered for many ages following. 

Tliungh sncoosaftil thus in Persia, Aly was still snhject to 
trouble iiiid molestation nearer home. Jluaviii, relieved now 
from apprehension on the side of Egj'pt, began to annoy his 
rival by ftequent raids on Arabia and the cities beyond the 
Syrian desert. The object was various—now to ravage a 
province or surjirise a citadel, now to exact the lithe from the 
Bedouin tribes, or, again, to force upon them allegiance to the 
Syrian Caliphate. Such inremds, though not always suecessfu), 
inspired s sense of insecurity; aud, what was worse than that, 
they betrayed more clearly than ever the lutewammeES of the 
people in the cause of Aly. These would stir neither hand not 
font to repel the Syrians invading cities so close to them even 
as Ain Tanir, AnMr.and Hit. To show his displeasure at iheit 
lifitlessness and disobedience, Aly went forth himself into the 
field almost nnatteuded, Ou this, the men of Kufa, jiartly 
through shame, partly lured by the promise of increased ati- 
pends, marched to the defence of their frontier. During the 
year there were eight or ten inroads of this kind from Syria, 
Though eventually repelled, it was not always without loss in 
prisoners, plunder, and prestige. On one occimon, however, 
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Aly*e commani^cT^ wiLb a flying colnniii, iitu^ued the faJdera 
back into the heart of Byria ais far as Baalbek} and thence, 
turning noFthward, escaped by Eicca again into Me. On 
Mf. 4 fiL other hand, Jliaavia, to ahuw" bis contempt for jiower

At the close of the year preceding, as the annual 
pilgrimage drew iiear,Muil™ seat Boscr, a brave but cmel 
^ captain of bu; host, rritb tbree thoujsflnJ men into ^Inibia, to 
secure for Lim tbe allegianee of the sacred tdticB. As lie 
drew nigh to McfUna, Abu Ajub, tlie governor) fled to 
Ku6i, and Bosor entered unopposed. Prtwewiing to tli& 
Groat Mosqne, he mounted the sacred steps of the Prophet’s 
pulpit, and, recalling Otbnuin to mind, thus uildresstid the 
people; *0 eitizena of Medina! The Aged Man ’ MTiere 
la the aged, grej'-haiteJ mnn irhom, but as yeiftenky, and 
in this very place, I swore iiUegiance to? Verily, but for 
my promise to Muuvia, who bade me stay the sword, 1 had 
not left here a soul nlive! ’ Then he threatened the lead^ 
ing citizens with death if they refitsed to acknowledge 
Muivia as their C^ph • and go, fearing for their lives, sill 
took the oath of allegiance to the Oineyyad ruler, Pasging 
on to Mccfli, the same scene was enacted by the imperious 
envoy there, and with the some result,' Then be rmrebed 
bouth to Yemen, where he committed great atrocities upon 
adherents of Aly. The governor, Obeidallah son of 
Abhiis. escaiwd to bs couain at Kufa, But two of his little 
” children, felling into the tyrant’s Lands, were put to death in 
cold blood, as well as their Bedouin attendant, who ventured

army* Many of tbe inhttbitant^ of Najmn were put to death, 
because they belonged to the party of OthmEin* The men 
of Mecca were forced lo recall the oath they had jioat taken, 
and again do homage to Aly* K^imilarly, the citkens of 
Medina swore anegiance to Hasan, son of Aly, at the point 
of the sword; * but no i^ooner were the troopa gone* than Abu 
IlDreira, of the oppodte faction, resumed his functions aa 
leader of the diiily iirajCTs, The crtiel death of his conam^s 
infant children preyed on Aly more, j>erhapB, thfln all his 
other troubles put together; and he cursed Baiior in the daily 
sefrice with a new and bitter imprecation- 'The ilihiconsolate 
mother poured forth her sorrow in plaintive veriSE, lioine 
toucliing couplets of which still survive,® 

Yet another grief was in atone for He had pro¬ 

moted his cousins, the sons of Abbas, to great dignity, giving 
the chief command in Yemen to one, in Mecca to another, 
in Medina to a third ; while Abdallah, the eldest, held the 
government of Enssorah, the sBcond dty in his Caliphate- 
Complaints having reached the Court of certain irregularities 
in the administration of Buftfiorah, Aly called upon his couain 
to render an account* Scorning to answer the demand, 
Abdallah threw up his office, and, carrying hi? treasures with 
him, ^etiTe^l to Mecca. Aly was much mortified at this

These troubles^ crowding rapidly one upon anotliei:', en¬ 
tirely brote the spirit of Aly» He had no longer the heart 
to carry on hostiLitiea ^iLh Syriii^ If he might secure the 
Ejtstern provineea in peacefnl Bnbjeetion to himself, it waa 
all that he coiddhope for now. Accordinglyjafterlcngthened 
coireppondencej an armktiee waa concluded btdwcen Aly 
and ^Irnkyia, by which they agreed to lay aside their arius, 
respect the tenitary of each other, and maintain a friendly 
attitnde^ 

It is po^iEiblo that a double Calii)hate thua reoggnisedj 
in two Beparato and indej^dent empires, by the Rulers of 
the East and of the West, uii^ht have been prolonged in¬ 
definitely, or even handed down in perpetuity, bad not 
the tragical event oecurred which will he narrated in the 
following chapter^

CKAPTEE XhV. 

AsaA^^s^fATloN OF ata’. 

AJi. XL. AJ>. eei, 

The Iheocmtic SeparatistK «ere sorely Lronbled at the 
prospects of Islam, It was not tbat mids and rablietj, 
dissonsioD and strifej had boeii the order of the day. That 
they could bear, for bloodshed was more tolerable than ajio- 
stru^. To the Kharejite, the cessation of war brought with it 
no peace of mind. A settled govemmetiL was the rain of 
hLi hopes. Alv having come to terms with ^luavin, there 
was no longer room to esjject that the ungodly kingdoms of 
the earth would he overthrown, and the reign of righteons- 
aams established in their stead. Thus the theoeratio i>arty 
brooded over the blood that had been shed in vain upon the 
plain of Nehrwiin and other fields of battle, njid for the 
present abandoned themselves to despair. Many took refuge 
from tho godless tyranny (as they called it) prevailing aU 
aroniul, in the socred precincts of the Hoji'iz, where they might 
lament freely with one another over the miserable Me of 
Islam. Ah three of these thu.s mourned tc^ther, a gleam 
of hoja: suddenly shot aoross their path. * Our blood need 
not have been thns shed in vain; let each of ns kill one of 
the three oppressors of the Faithful; Islam may yet again be 
free, and the reign of the Lord appear.' It was one of the 
hand of regicides that spoke; and so, as in the ease of 
Othmio, bat under another guise and urged by bolder 
hopes, the three again conspired against the State. The 
fatal resolve once taken, details were speedily ananged. 
Aly and Muavia. both must fallj and Amru ala(^ cot only ua 
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the god]EAR ;VrbitnLtoi-j hut fiIao the likeliest aiiccefiaor to 
the throne leR. vausmt bj the other two* Eiieh wns to 
dispose of his fellow, he presldecl at the morning BeiTiee, 
cm the fiame Friday whcn^ in the tnonth of Ratuadhxin, the 
cathedral 3Ictt^iaes of Kiifay Damascirj?, and Foiatat would 
be thronged with facing w^Ofshippera* Thcj dipjied their 
Bwordi^ in a powerful poison ; and separated from one another, 
swearing that thej would either fiiMl the task or perish in 
the attempt. Amru eRcapod* He was riek that day, and 
the captain of his guard, presiding in the Slo&:|iie at prayers, 
fell a victim in his stead,* At DamascuR, ]\tii&via was not so 
fortonate^^ The blow fell upon him, and was near to being 
fiitnl* His phyidcmn declared that his life could he saved 
only by the cautery, or by a potent dmiight that would 
deprive him of the hope of further progeny^. He shrank 
from the cauteiyt and chose the draught. Tlie remedy wna 
effeetual, and he surviyE^d. 

At Ku£i things turned out difl'erently* The conspirator 
Hin Muljain, one of the Kgyptuin regicides, was able there to 
gain two desi>enite accomplices from the Beni Tayni* The 
tribe, deeply imbued with the fanaticism of the day, hjul 
suffered soverely in the massacre of Kehrwanj and ever Htnce 
h;id niuiied its resentment againi^ the CaJipb. Ihn Alnljam 
loved f;^t4ni, a beautifnl maid of the same tribe, who harin g 
on that fatal day lo^ her father, her brother, and other near

Ibo Miiljam, lay in wait on either side of the door lending 
into the crowded Mosque j if their blows should fail, W^erdM, 
Btationerl outi^ide* was in the confusion to ru3U upon Aly, and 
complete the work. At the time appointed, the Caliph 
entered the Mosque calling aloud as usual* To pmi/er^^ 
2 /e p€<^ple / To jsmjrrs'fl / Immediately he was set upon on 
oithor biiml. Shnhib'd sword fell upon the lintel; but Ibn 
IVluljam wounded the Caliph severely on the head and side^ 
He was aeised. The other two fled; one was cut to pieces, 
the other escaped in the tumult. Aly wahi carried into the 
pahiee, but retained fairength sufficient to questiou tha 
uiisaHiiu, who.was brought before hmi, Ibo Midjaiu declared 
boldlvjthat the deed hud been forty daya in cDUtemphition j 
and during all that time he had pniyetl without ceasing to the 
Lord* * that the Wickedest of nutukind might meet Ma fate/ 
* Then/ replied Aly, ‘ that must have been thyaelf/ So 
saying, heturn*^:! to his son* Masau,aud bade Mm keep the 
asBasHin in close custody ; * If I die, hie life is forfeited to jus¬ 
tice, and he shalibe glain for the deed he hath done; but see,’ 
iMiid he, ‘ llial LhoQ mutilate him not, for that wae forbiddeu by 
the Prophet/ During the day Qmm Kolthum went into the 
as^^idu^s cell and curpe<l hini, adding, what no doubt she was 
fain to believe* ^ My father shidl yet live/ * Then* Lady/ re- 
plied the fanatic, * whence thene tears ? Listen^ That Kword 
I bought for a thoui^and pieces, i±nd a thousand more it 
to poison it. None may edtape a wound from it/ 

It soon became evident that the wound indeed was 
mortal. They aiiked the Calipb whether ]I b# diedj it wna

the nugrateful city of his birth) with a generous forbearance- 
TowiirrLs the theocratic fnnnticFi who wearied hia patience by 
incesKmt intrigue and insensate rebellion, he showed no Tin- 
dictivcueHa, Escexiting Mnaria (the man of all others whom 
be ought not to have eErfrauged) be carried his [loliey of con¬ 
ciliation to a dangerons extreme- In compromise indeed, ProcraitJ- 
aud in procrafftination* lay the failure of his Caliphate. With 
greater vigour, spirit, and dotcrmiTiation, he might have 
nuiintaineii the integrity of the empire and averted the 
sehkiD which for a time threatened the existence c»f fE^lam, 
and is felt in its debilitating influeuces to the present day.

Hik career 
cannot be charaeteriBed otherwise than as a foiliiiie* On the 
election of Abu Bekr* miuenced probably bj Fatima* who 
cLiimed and wat# denied a share m her father’s property* Aly 
retired for a time into private life. Thereafter we find him 
i ftlfing port, in the counseli^ of Abu Bekr and his fluccessorB, 
and even performiug the functians of chief jndicia] officer. 
But he never asserted the leading position* which, as the 
conain and aoii4n-lfiw of the Prophetj might have been 
expected of him; nor is there aught (e3!;ceptmg party- 
colouretl and distorted tradition) to show that this waa due 
to tmy other cause than hU own easy and inactive tempera¬ 
ment. Tliere is one indelible blot on the escutcheon of Aly 
—the llagmut breach of duty he was guilty of towards hi^ 
sovereign ruler. He had Fwom allegiance to Othmin, and 
by him he waa bound to have stood in his lajit er[tfexnity. 
Instead, he held ignobly aloof* whUe the Caliph fell n rictim 
to n^d-handed treason. Not can the plea avail that he was 
himself in the hands of the insurgents. ILid there been a 
loyal win to help, there would have been a ready way. In 
point of fact, his attitude gave colour to the charge even of 
colluhlonJ And herein Aly must be held avcountable not 
only for a gmve derelietion of duty* but for a fatal error* 
which shook the stability of the Caliphate itself* as he wus 
not long in hncling to his cost> 

There ib no trace whatever, in the history of those tiniOH, 
of the eatmvflgant claims made in later rlnya for Al v and hm 
femily. Clearly none of theae were regarded during their 
lifetime with any resjiect or veneraticni beyoad that which 
was due to their relatianship with the Prophet.® Ou the

Sending forward his vangUJird of 
twelve thousand men under the brave and faithful Cays, he 
followed himself irresolutely } and, with the bulk of Ids army, 
rested at MedSin amidst the luxurious gardens of the old 
Persian Court,® While thus i gnobly holding back, the report 
gained currency at Medain that Cay a had been defeated on the 
plains of Mesojiotamin, nnd alain. *4n imeott; eosaed. The 
troops rose mutinously upjii the Caliph. They rushed into 
his sumptuous pavilion, imd plundered the royal tents even 
to the carpets, A project was set on foot to seize his jwison, 
and, hv delivering him up to Jluavia, thna make favooT” 
able terms. The fidut-henTted Caliph, alamied at these 
demonstnitiens, took refuge in the Great WTdte Palace, a 
more congenial resideaca f(ir him than the martial camp ; and, 
trusting no longer to his fickle and disloyal people, sent lettnira 
to Muaviu offering to submit, Hasan agreed to abdicate 
and retire to Medina, on eoudltion that he shouid retein the 
contente of the treasuiy, five million pieces; that he should 
mceiTC for his Fn|(port the revenues of a Persian district ; and 
furl her, that the imprecation against his fothor should Ik 
dropyted from the public prayers- Muavia granted the first 
two refjuests j and bp for the third, he consented that no 
prayer ngainst Aly should be recited within bearing of his wm. 
The truce was ratified accordingly on the 24th day of Sabi i.

wllh ample means to gmtily his mling passion, he lired in 
ease and quietnesa, giving no fnrther ansiety to Mnavia. 
He snrvh-ed eight yeara, and met his death by poison at the 
liaud of one of tis wives. It was a not unnatural end 
for'Has^ the Divorcer; ’ but Alyite tradition wonld have 
115 to believe that the lady was bribed by the Caliph to com¬ 
mit the crime, and thus exalt the Kbertine to the dignity

his enemy; nnd, finally reappointed by Muavm on the 
defeat of Mohammed son of Ahn Bctr, he was .till at his 
death the Governor of Egypt. One of hi. .ona succeeded 
him, but not for any lengthened period.’ 

The vicissitudes in the career of Moghira were ha^y 
loss siirprifiing than in that of Amru. Clever and desigamg, 
he survived the disgrace of his fiill at Bn..o^, and rose 
agnin to influence at court. Ho was eventuaUy placed by 
Muavia in the most difficult and coveted post of 
the govcnmient. namely, of the no longer regal K^a, to 
which was added the northern district of Persm. By his 
shrewd and firm adminiEtmGon, he held under strict con m 
that fickle and rest leas city, still betrayed ev^ an anonm^o 
theocratic outhmsts, or (the new Rouble of the empna.) inte 
treasonable demonstrations in fovonr of the 

But, perhaps, the service of greatest value which Moghira 
rendered to his sovetciga, was that he induced Zaid, now 
holding powerful command in the ^uth of Persia, to tciu^er 
his idlcgiauce. The son of a vagmnt bond-woman, wham A 
Sofiin before his coavemon clmm^d to meet at Tftjif, Zm 
had overcome, by the faithful and diligent application of his 
high ahiUties, the disadvantegc of servile birth. Hi. ments 
aa ChanceUor of the Tinaaniy at Bussomh had been re^^sd 
by Omar, and he had risen both imder Othman and Alj te 
the most important commands in Bussomh and Southern 
Persia. Eloquent in adtliess. and powerful m admmietmtiou, 

ra»lt« w'i^ Wli'rtifnreflHjiia Itwt 
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he was hj far the ablest state^inan of the day. Finniy 
attached to the cause of Aly, he retoiDed his ujiicaoBity 
ttiwnrds MuAria, even after Ilibaan^s abiication; and as 
Govemar of Istakhr (Pers^polisj was a thorn in the dde of 
the Caliphate. Moghlra^ who had not forgotten that he 
owed his escape froia the capital charge of adidteiy to the 
partLT.1 evidence of ZiM/ mnintained friendly relations with 
liiiiif and in the forty-second year of the Hegira was deputed 
by AhjAvia to the magnificent riceriigal eomt of Istakhr, and 
there perNuaded him to Lenrler his aubmission. Under a Si^fe- 
eontinct, he npiieartui before the Caliph at JhimascnSj smd 
presented, In token of hie adhesion, a pnrse of a thousand 
golrlcn pieces. He waa dismissed with every token of honour^ 
and confirmed in his Persian go\’eminent- 

Not long afterwards a ciirioiis opLiode in his history 
disturbed the eqaanijiiitj of the Aloalem public. MuAvia 
fojmnlly recognised Zlad as the Eon of his own IktUer 
Abn Sofiiin, and therefore as Ids brfither. The open ac- 
knowledgment of the relationfltip created a serions flcandal 
thnmghoiit Islam, because it was held to eontmYene the kw 
of legitimacy, and stiJJ more because it made Oinm Habiba, 
one of the ‘Mothers of the Faithful; and danghter also of 
Abn Sofian, to be the sister of an adulterons issue* Krea 
the Beni OmejyTidiMiutvIli’H own kinsfolk, were displeased at 
the adront put iipon the jmiity of their blood.

Ilis stroug bimd fell heavily on the rcBtleas i*opU‘ 
latiou of Bosaorah: the dty waa patrolled intessantly by as 
Drilled police of a thoo^nnd men. None might veatnie abroad 
at night on prnin of death; and so ruthless was the order, 
that an tmlueky Arab, who had wnmlered unawareg into the 
precincts of the town, was tried and delibenitcly executed for 
the involnstaiy offence. Both at the lUosgue and the 
jsilaco, and whenever he went abroad, Ziad was attended in 
Oriental guise by riher-sticks and lictors, and a hody-guani 
of five hnndred Boldiers waited at hia gate. The supremacy 
of law, or, as it might ijerbapa be edled, the reign of 
tenor, was new at Bussiorah, but it effectually repreiaed 
rebelljon; and the same may also be said of KiiJa, to 
which, on Moghira’s death, ZiM was tninshited. Thia etem 
adminift ration was but a foretaste of the hard suid etnel 
regime which, later on, found its cUmai in the blijody rale 
of Hajjjaj the son of YnHuf. 

In the fiftieth year of the Hegira, we aie told that 
MuAvia cdterbiined a project for removing the pulpit and 
staff of the Pioiihet from Meflina, tho rebehiouB scene of S?uh«wiie. 
Othman's murder, to Damascus, now the capital of Islam. 

But the impious project was, by Ddvine iuteiposition, checked.

The choice wns jjju 
aiipposed to be li privilege Tested is the inhahitaatB tSallp ^ 
of Medina—‘Citizens,’ as well afl ‘Refcgees!' but the 
jmictice had been variows, and the mb hitd been oftener 
broken than observed. The Prophet himaelf nominated no 
one. Abu Bekr may be stiid to have been chosen by 
necbmation.* Abii Bekr, on his d«ith-bed, named Omar Ilia 
HuccesHor. And Omar, ejrtflbliahicg yet another precedent, 
placed the nomination in the hands of Eleetoia, It is tme 
that on the two laat-named occasions, the choice was ratified 
by the homage of Medina i but that was little more than 
4:he formal recognition of an apfiointment already made. 

At the fonrth snecesriion, the election of Aly, though carried 
o ut under the coiupulsian of insurgent bands, resembled some¬ 
what the popular election of the first Oalipb. fhen CQHowed 
the unsneceasfal rebellion of Talha and Zobeir, based on the 
allegation that homage had been extorted from them under 
pressure. After tliat, ensued the struggle between Munvia, 
the de facto sovereign of Syria, and Aly, which ended in the 
irregular recognition of Mniviti as Caliph uiw-n the so-eaUed 
Arbitration of Puma, and in the double CMiphate, On

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the death of Alji Y^ho (we ikrtf told) declined to notoinnte 
a encceaaorj LLs son Hui^m waa Ldeotedj not, hertlofore, 
by the people of Medina, but by the citizens of Kufa. Aud, 
finally^ we Lave the fimt example of ^hdlc^tion, when lliiFun 
resigned ht* rights mto the hands of ^lunvia^ and left him 
sole Caliph of Islam. 

^^'hatev0^ the rights of ^letUtni odginnll3’ imty have 
been, circnm stances liad now materially altered the only 
practical iHGins of exemiaing them. HaAdng been aban¬ 
doned as the seat of government^ the pri\Tlege of ohcKJsing 
SI Callplr, or of confirming his nnmiualion, however much it 
may have vested by prcscriptioii in the citizens of Medina^ had 
become im anachronism now. The snneesalon, ns in the case 
of Hasan, followed necessarily, and at once^ ujhon the deiith of 
the reigning Caliph, and Medina could only ratify what bad 
taken place else where, llic fnncLioins of the citizens of 
Med IDSL were thus, horn the oourfie of events, transferred to 
the inliabliantfi of the seat of governiiieJiL, wheresoever it 
might be. 

Again, that w'hich luid hitppened after the election of 
Alvj might happen again at any fresh aecestrion to the 
throne* Zobeir and Talha raised the standard of revolt on 
the plea that their oath wns taken imder compnlsion ; while 
between Alj and Muivio, there followed a long and donbtfnl 
cootesU The internecine struggle lind iinpeiilled the ciiat^r 
enee of Islarn, ?fut only had the ranks of the FaitlLful been 
senoiiBly thinned by the blood shed on either side; Imt, 
from without, eneniies might nt any moment have Inken 
advantage of the strife. Mimvia, in jxjint of fact, made a tmee 
with the Hyzantine Court while the civil war impended. 
But if a similar opjjortiinity iignin oSemd, the foes of Islam 
might not be m forbearing, and a fatal wound might be 
inflicted thus npon the empire tom hy intestine conflict. 

Influenced by such eonsideratioiifi, as well, no doabt, Ets 
by the desircfaf miiinbkining the Caliphate m hia own line, 
^luAvb cnterLained the prtyect of dedaring his wjn, Yezitl* 
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to be the Hoir Aj.pireDt. By aecuring thus Ein oath of feJiltj 
to his son throughout the Jloaleni world, he would autidijate ““t* 
the event of his own deceaaCj and thus prevent the peril of a. 
contested electioQ when it did occiu'. Zi&dj summoned to 
rulviset was fiivonraWe to the design, hut enjoined delibera¬ 
tion, aud a preliminary (siutioue canA-aea throughout the 
provinces. He also counselltHl YeeiH, wLo wns devoted to 
the chnae and oireloBs of pnbKc affairs, to amend his ways 
in prep'irotion for the throne, and show heforo the people a 
clmiacteT more fitted for the high dignity in store for him, 

Moghira Ukewise waa strongly in fevour of the achemaJ But 
it was not till both these counsellors hnd pnaaed away, that 
>Iaavia found himself in a position to prtjcecd with the 
deHigii* 

So soon aa Munvia fcU seenre of adequate anpport, and 
especially that Medina would not reaent the inmdon of its E«r ^ 
elective privilege,’ provision was made that deputations from ^ 
all the provinces, and also from the chief cities, should present 
themsclveB before the Caliph -it Damascus. These, received in 
state, affected to press the aominntion; and aecordingly, 
without further ceremony, the oath of alfegiauce was taken 
by all present to VezTd aa nest finccesBor to the Caliphate,

a retinue of a tlioiisnnd lioreo, oateneifely to iierform the 
Lessier Pilgrimage, but in reality to obtain the asHeat of the 
Holy CitieB to what had been cnanted at Thunascns and cl«i- 
vhere. The leading diBsentieots at Medina vnre Hosein 
the eecond son of Aly, the son of Zobeir, Abd al Htihinan 
son of Abu Bekr, and the son of Omar. Muiivia received 
them roughly as they came out to meet him on bis entry into 
the city ; and so, to avoid farther mortification, they departed 
at once for Mecca, The remainder of the citizena ratified the 
nomination of Yezid, and took the oath accortliugly. Con¬ 
tinuing his progreas, and having arrived at. Mecca, Miiavia 
carried himself blandly towards the people of the Holy 
City during the first few days of hia visit, which were 
occupied with the rites of pilgrimage. But as the time 
of deptuiure drew nigh, he stood up to addresa them 
on his errand; and although his speech wns gilded with 
many plausible nsstirimeos that the privilegei of the Sacred 
places would be religicnKlj respected, there was at the first 
no response. Then arose Abdallah son of Zobeir, and boldly 
said that the oath of homage to an Heir Apparent would be 
opposed to all the precedents of Islam, To such cavils, the 
Chliph, in answer, urged the danger in which Islam was coo- 
tinuaCv placed from the risk of a contested sucoessioii followed 
by renewed bloodshed. The vniioua objections then raised 
may thus bo sammarised: ‘ We shaU consent,’ the spokes¬ 
men said, ‘ to any one of these three things. Firsi, do as 
tho Prophet did, and leave die election absolutely to the 
ciibsens of Medina, Or, secontff:^, do ns Abu lickr did, and 
nominate a successor from aiucngst the CoreishJ Or, thiTtUfft 
like Omar, ap^wint Eectora who shall, from sunongst the

‘ there ia no one now left like nnto Abu Bekri that the people 
might choose him. As for the rest, Tonly I feat the csonten- 
tioos and war that wonld ensae wore not the Buceessioii 
fixed aforchmid/ Then, finding all hie argnments waated in 
the air, he called out the hody-gnard, and at the point of 
the sword caused all the city to take the oath. 

The example of Syria, Imc, and the Holy Cities, was 
followed by the whole empire without resen-e. And ever i,^n 
after, the precedent of Muavia more or Icea prevailed; that for 
is to say, encccasba to the Caliphate was based partly on 
descent, partly on the choice of the reigning Caliph, his 
nominatlou being confirmed by an oath of fealty taken first 
by the inhabitants at the seat of goveminent, and then 
generally throughont the empire. The last condition, re¬ 
presenting the fiction that the elective power was vested 
in the body of the Faithftii, became almost nominal, and 
the oath of allegiiuico was conBc^uently enforced by foroe 
of arms against recounts. The practice thus was for the 
Commander of the Faithful to proclaim as hia sneceasor 
the filtcHt, the noblest bom, or the meet favoured, of his 
song, or ^in defimlt of immediate issue) the best i^ualified 
mn^gst bin Idngnicn. To him, na Heir Apparent, npro^isionia 
and autidiiatoiy oath of fealty was taken during his father's 
lifetime; and the suecesaioD, as a rule, was guided by that 
choice. Sometimes even two succesaionfi were thus antici¬ 
pated, the reigning prince making ti double nominalion; but 
finch attempt to forestal! the distant future was calculated to 
breed, rather than prevent, disBeusiem.^

6?iX 
the |>owdei' in his eyes and month when dead; and then 
bury him, for a winding-sheet, in a garment which Mahomstt. 
gave him, Fortune had favoured his rule. For twenty 
years he was Governor of Syria, and netuly as many more the 
Rcknowledged Caliph of all Islam, Since the abdication of 
Hasm, there hud been, for the most ivirt, profound peace 
throughout the empire, liVise, conrageous, and forhearing, 
he held the dangeroas and disicordant elements that Bur- 
rounded him. in check} * con solidated, and even extended, the 
already vast area of letam; and nursed commerce and the 
jirts of peiiPe, so that they gi-catly flonrished in his lime. 

But he looked to the future with ausiKty. The esperi- HlmljinK 
ment of nominating Yejnd bis successor was sure to meet vifith 
opposition when he was gone. So ftom hia death-bed he 
sent a message to Yesid, who was absent at hia htmting-

hie guard. There were ooly four, he said, of whom, as foraier 
recusants, be need speeiaUj beware; ATxbllah son of OiBftr, 
Iloaein son of Aljf, Abdallah son of Zcheir, and Abel al Rahman 
son of Abu Bekr. The first, a pious devotee, would surely 
succumb. The last might bo persuaded by his fellows to set up 
his elflini i but he was too much engrossed with the pleasures 
of the harem to be the cause of much aniiuty,' for 

Ilosein,' he continued, ‘the factiaua people of Irao will not 
leave him alone till he shall attemirt the empire ^ when tliou 
hast gotten the victory, then deal gently with him, for verily 
the Prophet’s blood runneth in his veinB. It is the aon of 
Zobeir that I few the most for thee. Fierce ns the lion, and 
crafty as the foi; when within thy giusp, destroy him root

The firet care of Yeaid on aEcending the throne was to 
require the recusants who had objected to Ms nomination as 
Heir Apparent-, to swear allegiance to him now as Caliph. 
These resided at Medina, and on the summous of the 
goveraor, two of thorn, the sons of Omar and Abbas (the 
latter, jjrfjgcuitor of the Abbassides), at once complied with 
the command. But Abdallah son of Zobeir, and Hopein son 
of Aly, hesitated; and, under cover of delay for conaideTing 
the matter, both of them escaped to Mcccfii 

Since its capture by Mahomet, fifty yews before,no enemji 
had dnrefi to go up against the Holy City ; and there, in like 
Eecunty with tie doves fluttering aronnd the temple, whom 
no man might molest, conspiratorB, abusing the pri vilege of 
a^lum, were able to hatch their plota against the empire, 
l^e ambition of Abdallah ibn Zobeir, ns aitwvia foresaw, 
aimed at the Caliphate; bnl so long as Hosem remained at 
Meccui he disFcmbkd his intentions, and professed to yield to 
the superior claims of the Prophet’s grandson.

TVitkia a short space after reaching 
Mecca, he received one hnndred and fifty nuRaivea of the 
kind- Ilia friends jioiiited fkithfolly to the slippery ways 
of the m^.n of Knih, and earnestly beacnght tini that he 
would not irwt himself amongst them there. But I bn 
Zoheir, longing to be rid of his rivals fostered the Brobitiotija 
deiihni. 'rhe mifort imate prince in an evil hour was thus Miistiai, 
templed to accept the caB. He BCixt, however* Iws ooimn 
Mudini first, to feel the way, and promote hia cause iu Kufn. 

Yezid, hearing of the plot, deputed Obcidallali sou of Ziad* Km 
Ills most ca[)able liontenant, from Busdocalii to take the com¬ 
mand at Kufa. Muslim was discovered, soon after his arrival, 
larking lu the house of a friend to tho lineage of Aly, 

The pjpulace, taking an uaesp^ed turn in hw favour, rose 
upon Obeidallah, and besieging him in Ids caerLle, went near 
to turning the tables against hiiUi The ebullitioni however, 
tubiiddeil ulmoat as quickly as it arose. Obeldullah regained the 
lend, and Musltm, with hia protector H 4 ni, whs put to death.’ 

Meanwhile, Hosein* heedless of the renonstrancea of I bn Ewtlir 
Abbas and other faithful friends, started from Mecca, with his far Kiiik. 
■ whole fiunily ftnd bouHoliold, escorted by a small but devoted 
band of his adherentH. He had already paaied the great 
desert, nud was "well advanced on the road to Kuhi, when 
tidings reached him of the Me of Muslim and HaJii.

person, arise mid rally round him, us, before the Battle of the 
Camel, they had rallietl round hia brother Hasan. But each 
messenger and travail nr whom they met brought worse iind 
worse rejwrta, Faiazdat, the poet, passed by; all the comfort 
he could give Hose in waa—* The heart of Kufa is with thee, 
but He sword Bgaiiist< thee/ The Arab tribes, ctct ready for 
a feay, Lad been swelling Hoscin'a baiiil by the way, till it had 
become a considemhle force ; but now perceiving how matters 
stowl, and that the cause was hopeless, they drew off, so that 
he WHS left with nothing besides his original small following 
of some thirty horse and forty foot.i An Arab ehieftmn nrf 
the Beni Tay besought him even now to divert hi# course 
Bonth-west, towards the hills of Aja and .«ifIjiia—‘where,* 
said he, ‘ in ten days’ time, twenty thousand swords and lances 
of my trihe will gather round thee,’ Hosein would gladly have 
followed the advice ; ’ but,' he replied, * I am sniTOiiiidcd, tis 
thou seest, by wnmett and children j I cannot tiim aside with 
them into the desert; I muet needs go forward.’ They H-id 
not proceeded far, when a body of Kufan horse appeared in 
sight. They were nnder the vominand of Horr, an Ar.ib 
leuder of the Beni Temim, who courteously, but Ikmlyj, 
refused to let him pass, * IMy orders,’ be said, ‘are tn carry 
thee to Obeidallah, the son of Ziad ; lint if thon wilt not go 
with me, then turn to the right hand, or turn to the left, a*

But it was dangerons to leave a pretender to tbe Oili- 
pbnte thus Lovering aronnd sitcb a city as KnCa, already 
eacited by the ad^m of illuslim< So ObeidaUah. sent Amr 
sun of Sad at the head of four tbonsaud horse with a 
second fumiiions.^ Thus arrested, Hosein encmnpeil his 
little band on the plain of Kerbula, close by the western 
bnmch of the Eiiiihnittis,fi¥tMind-tw cnty’miles nortb-westi of 
Knfu. At rejiCQted interviews, Hosein dischumed hostibtieH; 
which, indeed, with bis Blender foUoising, and no prosiieet of a 
rising in the city, were out of thonght.! He would submit, 
lie said, but only on one of these conditions; ' Suffer me to 
retum to the place bcom whence I came; if not, then lead 
me to Yezfd, the Caliph, at Diimascus, and place my band in 
bis that I may speak with him fiice to bice i or. If then wilt 
do neither of these things, send me ihr away to the wars, 
where i shall fight, the Caliph’s fkithfnl soldier, against the 
enemies of Ifihim.’ But ObeidaUah insisted npun an uncon¬ 
ditional Bubmistiloni and to effect this without resort to arms, 
'he ordered Amr to cut off all access to the river, Loping tliat 
thirst might thns force him to surrender.

The ^ene which followed Is at-ill fresh as yesterday iq the Tulnd 
of evety BelieyeT, and is commeraorated witli wild grief and 
frenzy as often aa the ftibd day, the Tenth of the Grst month 
of the year, comes round. It has been nncirc:led by tradition 
with sneh hjirrowing recltiils as never fail to ronsa the horror 
and indignation of thelipiteaer tothe highest pitch* The fond 
and piotis AIoElem forgets that nosein, the leader of the band, 
having broken his allegianee, mid yielded him self to a treason- ^ 
ahle,thoiigli impotent^ deKign uijonthe throne,'waa eommittiTig 
an offence that endangered society, smd doiimnded Kwifh g^np* 
presai™.

plundered; but no further indignily^ was offered to the iniimtes, 
moytly women imd children, who were earned, together with 
the ghastly load of seyeniy tninkkaa heads, to Oheidalhth's 
[jfflaee, A shock of horror, such as never since has ceased 
to thrill the Moslem world, seized the crowd* when the 
goiy head of the Prophet’s grandson was cast at Oheida]]ah-a 
feel. Hard hearts were melted. As the governor tiimed the 
Lead roughly over with his staff (though we must be slow to ^ 
accept the tnltfs of heartless insult inidtiplicd by Shiya hate), 
an aged voice from amongst the courtiers wjis heard to cry: 

* Gently I for it is the Prophel^i grandson. By the Lord!

and Ainr, and two datigliterB, sole surviTurB of the fiumly, ,5^ sent 
were treated by ObeidiiUab with respect; and wcrt* sent 
along with the head of the l^retender to the Caliiih at 
Ihoruafcue. Whether sincerely, or to escape tho eiecra- 
tionri which began already to be heaped upon the actors in 
the tragedy, Yeaid disowned all reaponsibility for the death 
of Hoseiii, and hitierlj reprooched Oheidallah for the deed. 

The ladies and children were honDurably receiTod into the 
Caliph’s honsehold, and sent eventually, witli every comfort 
and consideration, back to their Medina hnnie. TLiri des¬ 
tination, meant in Icindness ty ^ esdd, turned ont hadly for 
the Omeyynd Caliphate. At Medina, there ensued a wild 
scene of grief and lamentation. Evetything tended there uf 
to intensify the sense of the catastrophe. Ttie deserteid 
dwellings inhabited heretofore by the f i imil y and kinsmen 
of the Prophet, the widowed Indies, the oiphaned tittle ones, 

[ill added pathos to the eniel tale. That tale, eagerly heard 
hy gioupfs of weeping liKtenere at the lips of the women and 
cluldjen who alone survived to tell it—and coloured, as oft re¬ 
peated by them, with fresh and growing horrors—w-ae spread 
by the pilgrims flocking yearly to Medina, over the whrde 
empire. The tragic story was taken up in every householil. 

It soon wiiS seen th-nt the Governor of Knfa, in Ida real 
■to BUppjress the imperial claim of the house of Aly, hod over- 
ahot the mark. The claim of this line, heretofore unknown, 
or treated with indifference, struck deep now iutn the hearts 
of multitudes; and a cloud of infiignation and wrath began 
to gamier, winch ere long borat upon the dynasty accused 
of perpetrating the sacrilegiouB maasrene. The tragedy of

Ir remaiTis but very briefly to follow the fortunefl of tbe ^*7?^ 
Onipjj-ad dyimstj j to show how it came to be surplautod by ALh^ 
the Abbfisside; to trace the history of the more potent tnbal 
aufl spiritual lufluences, which sprang up with the Fdth; and 
to explain how some of these, Laving served their time, have 
disappeared; while others etUl survive, as iKJwerful agencies 
in the rise and fali of nations, and the deatiniea of Tsltim. 

Yeaid soon felt the injniy accruing to the Caliphate 
from the reviiUian of feeling, in favour of the family of J^y 
aurl gainst the throne, which followed upon the tragedy of 
Kerbala. Kufii, with its proverbial inconstancy, was ever ready 
to eapoxtse the uauae of a house the progenitorR of which 'Aly 
and his boos— i t had cast aside, and as readily again to let drop 
that cansa. Enssorah, on the othar Iiand, was more inclined 
, to the KMxejite heresy. Rut it waa from a very different 
quarter that the gravest tieril first BRsailed Yead and his sue- 
ceseors. The dangf,T, as Stnfivia had foreshadowed, arose from 
Abdallah ibn Zobcir. It was he who, to ba rid of Hosein, had 
encouraged that unfortunate prince in his desperate venture. 

No sooner was the catastrophe of Karbala annoonced at Mecca, 

than Abdallah ibn Zobeir act np a claim in bia own person. At 

first he aBaumed the piona and modest title, ‘ Frotector of the Ci^pjwtB. 

Holy Fonse.' But he soon went beyond this, and pToolaiined 

himself a rival of the Caliph. Though closely connected with 
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the Prophet^e fBunilj, it was not to noble birth he tmated. 
Ho waa a militaiy iidventnrorj aa his falher and TiOhit hud 
been before him, tijing conelusloiiSj buL more siitN-easbillj 
at tho ug^inst the ruling j»ower^ Yesdd swore that hi^ 
adversary sliotdLl be hrotaglit n prisoner, ebained by the tiecl^ 
to DaiiiiiHoUK. Shortly after, regretting the oaLhaiid yet wish¬ 
ing to fulfil it in the letter, he sent the rebel a eilver chain to 
be thrown aa an omninent abont his neek, if he wotdd present 
hiinsclf at court. But Ibn Zobeir, seoming the offer, eom- 
mitted the metaeugera to prison, and 0OOU roused all Arabia 
against the Caliph* The Govemor of Medina sent a df^nta- 
tion of its chief men to Damaseusp hoping that they might inc 
won over by the gifts and kmdoeEs of Veaid* They retnmeii 
munifieently rewartleit, bnt with such mi aecoimt of the dis- 
expiation and disregard of the obligitions of lulam prevailing 
at the cotirt, that the leaders of ^fediTia were HcaTulaliFcrl and 
forswore aUegiance to ihe godtf^ss Caliph, Therenpon an 
army was eeut to chastise the rehellions city* A buttle was 
fonght ill ita ueighbonrhood, and Ehe vant|tiisLed mliBbitaiirR 
were sutijecLed for three days to the licence and mpine of 
the byriflii troops. But in the end t he cause of Ibii ^cFbeir 
gained ground both in Arabia sunl the East. Aided by Mh 
brother Mufah, and other able generals, he gained hold 
at one time of a great portion of the fsmpire* It is not, 
indeed, irnp^istible that he might have defeated the Gmey- ' 
yads altogether, if he bad consented to m:ike common catiae 
with the KhiLTejite theccrats. Bnt this he could not doj 
bccanse these demanded, as a first conditioii^ that the memory 
of Otbmiin tihodil be denounced as that of a tjrnnt juatly 
put to death; wboroas, in comiiany with his father, tho 
ton of Zobelr had wng??d war with Aly for theavowe^l puq>oao 
of avenging the blood of CJthiiian. His arms vrere, there¬ 
fore, turned against tbe^ horetica; imd in everywhere 
defeating them, heeflectuaJly served the eanse of the Caliphs 
of Damascus. ^For many yLars he inaintaiiied a rival eenrt

Meanwhilie uDother rebel aga-inst the OmoyyuJa had ap- 
pemeil at KOfh in the person of MuJditiir, son of Abu Obeid.’ nii, 

This ad venturer first dallied with the KLirejitfs. Afterward?, 
chnnging fi-qnt, he profesifed himself the agent of the fiouM 
of Aly, and tho lieutenant of Aly*fl grandson then living at 
Medina, Afi such for a time Mukh t^r ruled at Kiifa, and toot 
snunnaiy vengeance on all who hud been concerned in the 
inatEaere ut Kerbahi, Shamir mad Amr were both executed, 
and t.h eir bends ^nt to his pretended master. Over Obeidallnh, 

^lukhtar gained a great victory ou the Zab; and the tmnkless 
head of that unfortunate governor, who fell in the battle, 
was carried to the pilace at Kufa, and cast niwn the same 
fijKit where jnst sii years before be had gloated over the 
bloody head of Hoaein. Thus early was the tragedy of 
Kerbab avenged in the death of its chief actora. But the 
success of 3Iiilihfaj was not long-lived. He wus attacked by 
the gfincnds of Ihn Zobeir, defeat cd and slain. 

By these BuecesahU oampaigns iigainst the Khajejites 
and againut Mnkhtiir^ both eueniksi pf emjtire, Ibn un.3 fv- 
Zobeir vaie^ in effect^ ckaring tht' for the Court pf thnE^bn, 
Damascus tfl strike u iiml blow against HmBelf. His brother 
^Ixi^h wns defeated and tdllea. The fEimous HLLjjaj, iiL this 
jieriod the right arm of the Omevyad Caliphsj now able to i.]t 7£.

And so, imtiing on his armour, he mibed 
into the nneq^ual combat, and fell, Hb motber, now a 
oenteniirian, is the same wlio^ at the Hegira, seventy-three 
years before, tore off her girdle to bind the Prophet^s millet to 
his camel aa he took hlB flight frotn the cave of Mount Timur, 
and thusa earned the name of * the Woman of the shreds-^ * 
It is almOiit the last personal link we have connecting the 
Prophet’s life with the Qmcyyad Galiphate^ WTiat a world 
of eveinhs had transpired within the lifetime of this lady! 

Cln the death of Ibu Zoheir, who had thus bruvoly held iiia 
ground as the rival of several succeHsive LMiphs for thirteen, 
year^, the Omeyyad rule was anew recognised, without di^jntej 
over the whole Moslem realm, and the name of the reigning 
Caliph was reciteti in the public prayers of every Mosque 
from the East to the farthest West. 

During the trcmhlous times of which mention has been 
made, several snecessioos had taken place in the Caliphate* 
After a short and oiixious reign, Yezid died, leaving the 
kingdom to a weak son, who siunived hut n few montha# 
Amidst the dibturbazioes which followed, Merwm made bJs 
way to the thnme, imd, dying in the following year, left the 
empire to his son Abd al Malik. This prince wielded the 
aeeptre for one-aud-twGnty ycare. The greater part of ids 
reign was a struggle with foea such os Ibn Zoheir, MiiklitAf, 
and other leaders of the Alyite fattioii, besides the chronic 
outburats of Kbarejite fanaticiBin. At one time the Caliph was

beneficent m hie During the reign of hie eon, wliioh 

lasted ten yeai^, the glory culminated of the Omeyyad mce» 
Elements of disorder Etill remained, but nnder the wise and 
firm Bcoptre of Welid they were hdd in check. The art^ of 
peace prevailed j schoob were founded, learning coltivated, 
and poeta royally rewarded i public works of every n^fiil 
hind were promoted, and even hospitals established for the 
aged, lame, and blinrL Sneb, indeed, at tIhh em, was the 
gloty of the Court of Daim6CTU&, that ^Ve^l, of all the Caliphs 
both before and after, gives the precedence to WeliiL It is the 
fashion for the Arabiau historians to abuse the Omeyyads ns 
a dissolute, intemperate, and godless race * but we must not 
forget that these idl wrote more or lees under Abbasside 
iiispiration^ And Welid especially sufiars at their bands ; for 
it was under him that HaJj^j ^ made the aBsanlt Dpon the Holy 
City—a ^Bacrilege' which still rankles in the Eeheveris soul ; 
and, moreover, during whose twenty years" splendid vice- 
royal Ly in the East, Kufa and BuB^orah were both Iwithed in 
blood ; and hence some part, of the hatred against the tyrant 
has come to be reflected npon the name of hie Master also. It

After the Qmeyj'ad djmastj lasted sii-and-thirty 

ycBXS^ But it began to rest on a precarioTis basis. For now 
the figents of the house of Hajshmi^ tle.=eendiiatfi of the 
Prophet nud of his uncle Abbas, cDmmfmced to ply secretly^ 
but with vigour and perBisteney, their task of mn\^FiR and 
intrigne in distant cities^ and especially in the provinceB of 
the East, 

For a long timCj the endeavour of these agitators Was 
directed to the advoesaej of the Sktya right; that is to say, 
it wtis haj-ed ujioii the Divine- ctaLm of Aly, and hia descen- 
daut^ in the Praphefc^s line^ to the Itnamate or leadership 
over the empire of Ei&iiiga everywhere from time 

to time took jdace in favour of some one or other iu 
whodc veins flowed the blood of Aly, Everywhere the 
attempts were siippresfied, the pretenders shmi or cast into 
prison, and their armies defeated in the field. But a 
new and more fatal danger soon arose. The discom- 
fitme of the Shiyan paved the way for the designing 
advocates of the other HEtsliimite bran eh, namely, that of the, 
house of AbbaPj the uncle of the Prophet* Theae Lad all along 
been plotting in the background, and wntching their oppor¬ 
tunity, They now vaunted the alaima of this Hue, and were

Abont the yesar 1^5.0 of the HegirBnj Abul AbbSsj of Abbag^ide 
ficiseeiit, yy^ put fnnraitl m Pereiiij aa the eaudiikte of 
tluEj and his o^nim wes supported bj the famous 

geiiertil Abu Muiilim. Sneceseful in the East^ Abu Mut^lLm 
turned iiia aims to the West. A great battle, one of those 
which decide tlie fate of empires^ wns fought on the bank^ 
of the Zab ; aud^ through the defection of certniu Kh^ejite 
aud Vemeti ledes, was lost by the Ortieyyad army, Jtlerwfin 
II.^ the kaf of his djuaety, was driven to Egypt^ and there 
kilh>d in the dinnih of l^ussir, whither he had fled fur 
refuge^ At the dose of the year 132/^ the black flngj emblem Mm\ 
of the Abbas^ides, flcjated over the battlements of Dnniascus, 

The Omeyyad dyiniNtj, after ruling the vast Muslem empire for 
a century, now disap|]eared in cruelty und bloodsheti. x^lyite^ 
Omey}ud, and Kliilrejite, were equally the vicLiuis of the 
extermumting sword of the flrtl Abbosside Caliph^ wh^j 
thereby earned forliimielf the imenviable name of Ai Saf^tUiy 
^ The Blocwly/ ^ 

So perished the roj'nl house of the Qmeyyude. But one OmtyyK^i 
escapetL He ited to Spiin, which had never favoured the 
overweening pretensions of the Prophet's faniilj, whether in laa. 
the line of Aly or Abbrb, Accepted hy the Arab tribes^ who^ 
tufluence in the West was pararnc^uut, Abd nl Pahtiinn now 
Inid the foundatiou of a new Dynasty, and perpetuated the 
Omeyyad name at the magnificent court of tlordovn. Some y^aalsm 
years previously, the flood of Moslem victory sweeping 
iiurtb words had been ytemmeij and rolled liaek by CharleH 
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Martel at Totifa; but n grand career jet reniained within tKe 
peiiiiii^iiln of .Spain to illustnite this remnant of the Omejyad 
mce. 

Thus wifh the ri^e of the AhhaesidK^a^ the unity of the 
Cjiliphate csune to an end. >"ever after^ either in the^^ry or 
in fact, wap thpre a successor to the Prophet, acknowledged ob 
H uch over all [?lam. Other proviueea followed in the wake 
of Spain. The Aghlabite dynasty in the ejist of Africa and 
wept of it, the Ediisites in Fe;3s, both of Aljite desLonti 
Egj[jt anti Sicily under independeut mlerH j the Tabirite 
Idngfi in Perein, their native Boil j these and others, brfcfaking 
away from the centmJ government, establlahed kingdoms of 
their own* Tlie name of Caliph, however it might survive 
in the AbbflSz’ide Hneage, or be aasttmed by less Jegitimate 
pretenders, had now altogether lost its virtue anil significance* 

Yet a splendid empire remitmed fur the Ahluasdctes. They 
earried their court from Damnacne, where the memory of the 
kite dynasty inconveuiently survived itj £U1, to the banka of 
t he Eiiphratcp* Tbere,Kulh, too prone to be mfLixneii hj Alyite 
intiigne against the new line of CaUplis^ was finalij abandoned 
as the fic.it of royalty. Another capital was fniinded by Abu 
Jufar, the iK'eand of ihe Abbdftsideti, at Baghdad, lifheen rniles 
above Medain, on the western hank of the Tigris. For many 
yearSi Alyites, fJrncyyads, and Kharejitea eontinqed to l>e 
punished with eqnal rigour by the now dynasty, aud inueij 
insceurity end bloodshed prevailed. But misrule and re- 
belli™, in the end gavejJace to rest and peace, and a ceutruy 
followed of unjKirallelcd grandeur and prosfjerity, Kaghdad, 
answering to its proud name of Btiral SalAm, * Tlie City of 
Peace,^ becilime for n time the eapifa] of the world, the centre of 
liucury, the emporium of connneree, and the seat of Ipaming* 

At the close of the second century of the Hegija, Al 
Mim^in succeeded to the throne* His mother wus a Beraian 
lady I and ho had imbibed {nym her, ami the soeicty in 
which he w™ reared at Jlerve, the principles nf the 
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Motuzilites. This stningo njBtem, wl«p!i Liid rpcpntly Hotinliie 
Bpriing up in the Easl, wns grafted lyr the seetaiiinfi of Aly 
(ShiyitoB) on the tmiiistendental phibsophy of tlie l-’erBiaits. 

It was, in &ot, anew and nltogotlier unlooked-for deTelopment, 
or mther perverBiou, of IbImj]. Eeretoforej the sole ground 
of faith had heen the Coniii,.and tlie S'^iwujtii or delivoronces 
preserved by t radi tioa&omtheIip=^of.^fnholnet, Now, und er 
the Divine Imnmiite, or gpiritiLil leaderehip vested iu aouie 
moraber of the lioiiHe of Aly, there might be other inftdlihle 
Bfrarcea of guidance from above. There arose, in fact, a 
new soIimI of rateriwetation, one might almost say, a new 
dispensation. The Coran wuh treated allegoricaliy; and 
sneli difficulties as beset the Orthodox, offended reason, or 
emmpod the growth of soeiely, were thus easily evailed,' In 
the fljsleni so evolved, the Prophet, bad he revisited the earth, 
woidd hardly have recognised his own religion. This eliih-tio 
derelD|itueut of the Faith, subUmated by the my.'ilicisra of 
Persia, and refined by the mbtlefies of ludian phiJosiijjLy, 
was eagerly emhracod by the natives of the Eastem provinces. 

And A1 Mam™, wlio on liiH acceMsion remained still for a EmbraMii 
time at Merve, fell deeply under its indnonce. So moUned sLi^.i, 
was he to the house of Aly, that he gave a daoghter of his 
own in iBHiTiBge to one of that lineage, and he even adopted 
tlieir green etiffign;—hoping thus to uniEe the lines of Alv 
jind Abbas in cm& new dynaily. Although, ou tninsfeiTtng 
his court to Baghdad, he abandoned the design,* Mamun still 
remained faithful to the mtiouiiliatic creed, lie sorrounded 
himsttf at the capital with the leiuncd of all perauasions; 
nnd in company with them was used to hold dificuseions, at 
■which such grave C|ue8tions iis those alTecting man’s relations

freely lnuidlpHp Ivk o^iipoaitian to tlie OrthodoXs ha believed in 
the doetrine of Free-will. From the received teocLing that 
theCorSn 38 oncresited imd etemtiil , he recoiled^ aa at variance 
with the imity of the Godhead; and, in the end, he 
prnclaiTneil, with pjiinii aial penalUes fbr dbinent, that it waj: 
ereated. though fi Free-tbinker hira^K^lf, Al Mamun, 

ai often happen denied the free right of judgment to others j 
and he pcraeimtafl cmellj, and qh one or two (HLtjafdoniJ even 
to the death, thoee who ventoied to differ with him. Still 
freedom of opinion and open disciibsion w^ere, beyond com- 
pruiaon, more tolerated under the regime of the Motikziiites 
than of the Orthodox.^ For forty or fifty years, the tenets of 
the ItationalistP prevailud under the Molmtilile Caliphs^ at 
Baghdad, Then, there wnj^ n renetion back ^igain to the 
* Oithocbx* ibitb^ and now, all who questioned the eternity 
of the Comn, who Ycnturcd to magnify the el a irn s of Aly, or 
to detract from those of his prcdeeeesors In the Caliphate— 
Abu Uekr, Gmar, Othirntn—become in their lum the ohjccts; 
of unrelenting yioTeCCUtionp In one impcutant respect, how¬ 
ever, the MotfiziUte Caliph? (and we might say the Shiyji 
sect in general) have excelled the Orthodox; they are 
espeuially distinguLshed hj greater forbcaiance towards the, 
prcifeBSors of other creeds. With the retam of orthodoxy the 
reign 'ff intoleinuce revived and again si bath Jewfl ami 
Christiania, the BO-calied ^ Ordmance-s of rimar* were enforced 
by an Idrthodox court with new and degrading penaltie^.^ 

The reigni^ of Al Alamun and his iiuiuediate faueceFBora 
were the prtllnj days of Moslem learning* At the court of 
Baghdjid there were miiuificently entertained, philrfSopherSj 
phyaicians, and men of letters. Amongflt them were many

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Jewfl and Chrifitinns, verged at once in tlie Arabic tongmsi 
ami in tbs language and literature of Greece* The tuonae- 
teiieiJ of Syria, Asia Minor, and the IjCii'iint, were ransacked 
for innniiscripta of the Greek pliilosophere, historianfl, and 
geometricians. These, with Tast labour and erndiGon, u'cre 
tnunrlatcd into the Arabic; and thus the learning of the 
West was made acceKsiblc to the Moslem world* Nor were 
their efforts confined to the reproduction of ancient works, 
hut in some direettoiiP estended aleo to original research ■ 
All observatoiy, reared on the plain of Tadmor, furnished 
materials for the suocessfnl study of astronomy and geometry. 
In other walks of literature, we hare books of tmrel and 
history, and, above all, of medicine; while much attention 
wns paid to the less practical, bnt more i»Dpular, branchea of 
astrology and alchemy. It was through the hibours of these 
learned men tbnt the nations of Europe, then shrouded in 
the dnrkneaa of the Middle Ages, became agidn acquainted 
with their own proiJer, but tmused and forgotten, patrimony 
of Orecian Hcience and philosophy. 

But the Golden Age soon failed away. Proriaces re¬ 
belled. Lientenante assnmed indeijendence. Faction un*l 
tumult became Uio chronic state of the capital, and riotona 
attack was ever threatcuing the helpless Ciilipbs at their 
very door. The reason is not far to aeftrch for, A change 
4md come over the military forces of the empiro. From 
Lhe very first, tiie Ahbasaide Caliphs had regurded the Arab 
tribes, the real backbone of the CaKphate, with .a jealous 
and distrustful eye ; and these, cast at last atide, and the sti- 
liendiaiT support of the Itewftn withdrawn, were now rapidly 
returning to nomad life, or mingling with the settled popu- 
bitiou. Instead of trusting them, or playing off one tribe 
against another, as the Omeyymls did, the Caliphs of Baghdtwl, 
man evil hour, introduted Turkish mercenaries from Central 
Asia; and, by-aiid-bj, they committed the protection of 
their own persons to n'body-guaid of these. The servant soon 
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cnnie to be the miuiter. llie stsiff pierced the hiin d that leaned 
npon \t, 11,6 Caliphate beeame the sport and plaything of 
the Turkish Eoldieiy^aiid aaidc in impotency and contempt. 

Islam Imd now run its course of grorrth and change. After 
this, ire see uo new phase of development, spiritual, social, 
or iwliticid. The coosideratfona and incentives peculiar t/>the 
Moslem faith, and those eonnocted with the native tribes and 
fttinilioB in which it took its birth, became for the most part 
faint and feeble with the lapse of time, or merged into the 
common motives which influence mankind. The Mahometan 
world, aa it advanced in years, we find golded more and 
more by ordinary mundane caoses. Nations rise and fkll, 
iifl elsewhere they rise and Ml. fiebelUoii and vicissitude 
alternate with prosperity and peoee. Yet some of the 
princ-ipIcB and tsiuses of action which I luive sought to Lcace, 
though m later times less prominent, have never aJtogetlier 
cosscmI to operate. Of the fonr great powers which influ¬ 
enced the fortuues of the Moslem wnrld during the Gnst two 
centuries, only oac, the Alyite, remains iinini|)iiire(L TIte 
jlnit frifiss ceased in the third eentuiy to be a distinct 
mdituiy force, the arbiter of Moslem dynasties, as well as the 
menus by which the haith was siwead. Gorged with tlie prey 
of the world, they had already lost thoir early fiie, when the 
fence set up by Omar between them and the conquered mcea 
having been broken down, the grand military organisation 
Was swept away, and their place taken by mereciULty levies. 
Henceforth we meet them no more as nn independent force 
in ^e body poUtie. The Uordifi, with the collapse of the 
Caliiihato, have jais!^;d out of sight, excepting as a race of 
noble memories. The Abhassides are known no longer. But 
Alyite influence, nunffeeted by the lapse of time, h at ^nme 
points stronger now even than It ever was. And although the 
Anibs, as a military institution, have long ago disappeared, 
vre stiU trace their influence in the AVidrriifc, that ie to .-ay 
the ipirituiil [did tlieocmtio aspect of their creed. 
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The cDtiu tries Id wliicb tlie nnt.ive Arabs mostly 
:iiicl settltfl, and where, (jonsequentlj, the Arab E^iirit longest 
Hitrvi vckI ^by far the hirgest port of the J f ahoiiieton world), hto ,,,,1^ 
still, on the whole, the most devoted to the Ortboiios Ffiitb; 
while rersia iind a few Emaller principalities L-ontinue lojml to 
the Shija creed. Be\'iTOlB fallow a corftHponding comse. 

Amongst the Ofthodos, the quickened Hpiritual sense even in 
the present day shows itself in an implicit return to the letter 
of the Ooran; in a Pnritim protest ngninal all forms and snper- 
Htitions inconsistent with the sacred text j in nuthurats of sieal 
for ‘ fighting in the ways of the LonV and genendly in a 
tendency towards the ancient tenets of Khirejitc thetjcrticy** 

Among the Sliiyns, on the other hand, the spirit of tevivnl 
breaks ont in wild and mystical devotion, in the eseessea of 
Soofeeism, and in the profane eirtmvagaucea eiigenrkred by 
a belief in the Divine Tm nmnte EUid emanatioiis of the Dei^» 

Persia reuinins still the only imixjrtnut kingdom given np 
to the Shiytt faith. In India, the emperors, being of Turkish 
talood, wera generally orthodox in theii prefessioni fhey 
encouraged the immigratioa, by grant a of lautl and other 
privileges, of vast crowds of Arab fahovt'erE dmwn directly fin tii 
their native soiL And so throughout Hindostaii, the Soounie 
has alwiiya overuhadowed the i^hiyafiuth. At the phiuc time, 

Ifilirm in India (as in Persia iind other Shiya lands) has been, 
from the fhilure to convert the millions of its heiithen sut^ 
jects, lesa intolemnt of idol tejnples and alien worship, than 
elfiewhere. ^Tiile, on the other hand, in India, as in all 
Soonuie countries, revivals of the Faith have run in the lines 
of pnritimical reform, rather than, as in Persia, into mysticiil 
raeess,* 

Between Turkey and Persia, there is a broad diptinLdou

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ilii to folefuuce. The Onuiiiiilies, notwithiitaiLdiiig thtiir close 
terntorLiI contact ivith ChriHtiamty, are, io virtue of tbeir 
orthndosr,intoIcTaiit of the least divTcrgence firom the Faith ; 
while the more distant Pereia (foUniring the example of thj 
3 Iotfizilite Galiphs) is k-sa imitatfent of other creeda, and 
more ainennhle to outer influence.' Jn other respects^ too, 
the ancient sentiment diinrling the Soonnie and the iShiya 
10 as hitter now as in the days when Aly enraed Mnavb, and 
•MuAvifl ciireed Aly, in ike daily pnbUc senice. The hofie- 
tcBS Rchism Laa tended to alacken the jirogreas of lalam, ami 
abate its aggressive force. Thus recently, when si dciidly 
blow was turned nt the liead of the Moaiem Empire on this 
side of tlie BosphoniK, the sectarians of Persia, through hate 
und jealousy of the Soonuie creed, declined to luUy round 
the banner of the Crescent; and, indeed, ao flir as any help 
or even sympathy iiom ►Shiyae went, Islam might Lace been 
bhrtted ont of Enroll altogether. The Soonnie sconis the 
Shiya; and the .Shiya, in his tnm, spits on the gmvea of 
those great Calijihs, Omar and Aha Bekr, to whom they owe 
it that lalam spread thus imirvellonsly, nav even that it 
sunived its birth. 

The Islam of today jg snhstaudrtllv the same as the 
IsLim which we quitted at the close of this history. By ilie 
Tiuddle of the third centujy it hod completed rLs circuit, 
and had rang all the changes wliich seem to Ue within the ♦ 
range of its potantLality, Swathed in the rigid bauds of the 
Conm, lelam is powerless, like the Chriitian dispensation, to 
adapt itself to the varying circum stances of time and jtlace 
and to keep pace with, if not to kad nnd direct, the progress* 
of SMiety and elevation of the mce. In the body politic, the 
spiritual and the secukir are hopelessly confounded; and we 
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fiii] of jierceiviDg tiny uijproacli to fre€ inatitiLtiQii^ csrany genii 
Trhjitever of govtnmitfut^ Tbe near-e^ to 

it W71R in the brotlicrhood of laium i that, as a controlling 
[towcFi cunEii ed strictly to the Arah races^ and witli their 
fall it haH entiiely disappeared^ The tjr[>e iind eieraplar of 
rule is the abaolnte and autocmtie monarch, alter- 
Tinting at time^ mth the idII of lawless soliiiery; and the 
only cheek on the des^>c^t*fi i^wwer is the law of the Coran, 
as ejjjoinided by the learned, and enforced by the sentunent 
of the mitiom 

Nor has there be«n anywhere change or adynnee percep¬ 
tible in the ulAte of society. Polygamy and servile con- 
pubmage are btiU the privCegej or the ciirae^ of Islam ; the 
worm nt Its root, the secret of its fall. By these the unity 
of the hotisehold is fatally broken, and the purity anil virtue 
■weakened of the fiunilY tie: the vigour of the dotniiiant 
clnsFii^ is sapped j the body politic: bcconies weak and laDguidj 
cjccpting for inirigne i and the throne itself liable to fall a 
prev to doubtfiil or coutesled suoGes^iii£!Ui* Ah to aluvery, and 
more especially female slnveiyi we IcMsk too exclusively at its 
effect on the wretched subject of the inatitiitiou. Its 
influence on the owner is infinitely more ^tkastrous. How¬ 
ever mneh the eonditioiior alnvcry may bo amehoruted by the 
kindly influences which, in ^Loslem lands, surround it as a 
domestic inistitution, stiM, senile concubinage fixes its wither¬ 
ing grasp with luore dn triaging eSect even upon the ma^er, 
thim ou the miserable rtlave of bis enjoymenta. 

Hardly Iceh inJnriouE iu the power of divorce, which can 
be exercised, without the assignment of any reason whatever, at 
the mere word and will of the hushand* It not ontjr hangs 
over each indlvidind honsehold like the sword of Dujiioeles, 
but affects the tone of society at large j for even if not put in 
force, it cannot fail, as a potential infinence eslsting cveiy- 
where, to weaken the marriage bond, and defTHct from the 
dignity and self-respect of the sex at large,, 
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Nor is it othpndjit tdtii * tlie YeiU* iiml tboiiie otter dotuestic 
resFtrictionfl enjoined bj the Coran, wliit:t ha:Dia.li woiuiin from 
ter legitimate place in aoniety^ The Iptsg^ indeed, h not 
much iiei^ neof the ottpr who are ^iltogetheir shut oiiti in 
puhlio and social life, from the bright and graciotis, pirrifiljig 
and isoftening inhueneefij of female companionatip. The m- 
terdiot ngaiiiist gatnee of ctanee, and the pmhitiliiDn of even 
the moderate uae of wine (ordinaucea in themselves not alto¬ 
gether devoid of meritij^have touded lo aggravate the morose- 
neaa, gloom, and gracelessuesg of ^loslem life in public, 
teanlting from the bauiEhmeijt of the female sex, 

rtiese and the uther iostitiitions of Islam form au in- 
tegml ptirt of ita teaching. They are bound np m the 
Cornu, the charter of its eiifftence, A reformed Islara^ 
■H'liicb should part with the Divine ordinances on which 
they rest, or attempt in the smallest degree to change them 
by a rationalistic selectiod, abatement^ or variation, would 
he Itilam no bnger. That they tend to keep the pro¬ 
fessors of the ’^loslem Ikith in a backward, and in some 
resjjccts a barbarous state, cannot he doubted* It is still true 
tbit, as at Damascus, Baghdad, and Cordova, an era of great 
magnificence hns at times prevailed* Commerce and apecu- 
lati.m (notwithstanding the hiq placed by the Corm on tJie 
receipt of intBnost) prospered ; the arts of peace were etilti- 
vateHj; imvcl and mtercom^ promoted liberality of mtinnat * 
sentinieiiL: feanuiig and UbemturE advanced apace, But It 
waa nU Bhnrt-lived, because snperfitiaL CSviHsation did not 
penetrate the family. It foiled to leaven tbrnestic life* 
The cankor-wonu of polygamy, divorce, servile eoncubimige 
and the veil, lay at the ™t. And society, withering imder 
the Influence of these, soon relapsed into hnrbarism again* 

To speak of the Caliphate as existing, or likdy ever 
again to exist, in modem times, is but a dream of the [>asE, 
a fend anachronism. The condltionH which rendered the 
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Calipbftte possible^ have beeD exhausted long centuries ago, 
and are beyond the pesaihLlity of resufidtadcm- 

The political aBcendency of Islam is doomed. Every 
year \ritnessea a sensible degree of subsidence* In the close apnrt ittm 
connection of the Moslem Mth with the civil power^ this 
cannot but in some measure affect the prestige of Islam 
itself. NevertheleBS, the religion may long retain its hold ^ 

njjoD the people^ unimpaired by the decline of it* sway in 
the State* 

As regards the spiritual^ social, and dogmatic aspect of 
laLim, there has been neither progress nor material change 
since the third eentnry of the Hegira, Such as we found it 
to have been then, such is it also at the proseut daVi The 
nntiom may advance in civitiEation and mGrolitj, in philo¬ 
sophy, science, and the arts| but Islam stands stiLL And 
thus stationaiy, Ro far as the lessons of tins histgij avail, it 
will remain*
